With  reference  to  the  classification  of  patients  as  pri  vate  or 
pauper,  we  may  here  observe,  that  in  the  foregoing  summary, 
as  well  as  in  the  several  Tables  contained  in  and  appended  to 
this  Report,  all  lunatics,  not  paupers  within  the  statutory 
definition,  viz.,  “  maintained  wholly  or  in  part  by  or  cliarge- 
“  able  to  any  parish,  union,  or  county,”  are  classed  as  private 
patients.  This  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  more  especially  as  re¬ 
spects  the  Military  and  Naval  Hospitals,  and  the  Broadmoor 
Criminal  Asylum,  in  the  latter  of  which  all  but  about  60  of 
the  patients  are  maintained  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund. 

The  summary  shows  a  total  increase  in  the  number  of  insane 
persons  on  1st  January  1869,  as  compared  with  the  1st 
January  1868  ( see  Table  I.  next  page),  of  2,177,  of  which 
number  we  subjoin  an  analysis. 

The  number  of  private  patients  appears,  during  that  in¬ 
terval,  to  have  increased,  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  by 
6 ;  in  Registered  Hospitals  by  70  ;  in  Metropolitan  Licensed 
Houses  by  107  ;  in  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals  by  27  ;  and 
in  private  charge  as  single  patients  by  50.  On  the  other  hand 
the  patients  in  Provincial  Licensed  Houses  have  decreased  by 
138,  the  result  being  a  net  increase  of  122  in  the  class  of 
private  patients. 

The  number  of  the  pauper  class  has  been  increased  by 
2,020,  distributed  thus  : — County  and  Borough  Asylums, 
1,181  ;  Registered  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses,  184  ; 
Workhouses,  497  ;  out-door  paupers,  158. 

There  appears,  besides,  an  increase,  during  the  year,  of  35 
in  the  total  number  of  criminal  patients  in  the  Broadmoor 
Asylum. 

The  following  Table  contains  a  summary  analogous  to  the 
above  in  respect  to  each  of  the  years  from  1859  to  1869,  both 
inclusive  ,  showing  the  number  of  lunatics  on  the  1st  January 
in  each  of  those  years,  and,  excepting  as  to  the  Broadmoor 
Asylum,  distinguishing  the  private  from  the  pauper  patients: 


Table  I. — Showing  the  Number  and  Distribution  of  all  Lunatics  on  the  1st  January  in  each  of  the  Years  1859-1869  inclusive. 
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From  this  Table  the  total  number  of  lunatics  appears  to 
have  advanced  from  36,762  on  1st  January  1859,  to  53,177 
on  1st  January  1869  ;  the  whole  increase  being  16,415,  viz.  : 
1.  Of  private  patients,  an  increase  of  300  in  Registered 
Hospitals;  of  375  in  Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses;  of  45 
in  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals ;  and  of  202  in  the  class  of 
single  patients.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  reductions  of 
2  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  and  of  80  in  Provincial 
Licensed  Houses :  the  net  result  being  an  increase  of  840  pri¬ 
vate  patients.  2.  Of  pauper  patients,  an  increase  of  11,025 
in  County  and  Borough  Asylums;  of  197  in  Registered 
Hospitals;  of  3,218  in  Workhouses;  of  1,189,  iu  the  class  of 
out-door  paupers ;  forming  an  aggregate  increase  of  15,629, 
from  which  has  to  be  deducted  a  decrease  of  515,  viz.,  244  in 
the  Metropolitan  and  271  in  the  Provincial  Licensed  Houses, 
the  net  increase  thus  being  15,114.  3.  To  which  are  to  be 

added  461  criminal  patients  in  the  Broadmoor  Asylum,  which 
was  opened  in  1863.  It  thus  appears  that  the  number  of 
lunatics,  as  far  as  our  official  records  extend,  has  increased 
45  per  cent,  during  the  decennial  period  ending  1st  January 
last,  and  that  67  per  cent,  of  this  increase  is  attributable 
to  additional  pauper  patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asy¬ 
lums.  The  number  of  such  patients  altogether  in  these 
asylums  appears  to  have  increased  70  per  cent. ;  of  lunatics 
in  Workhouses  40  per  cent. ;  and  of  out-door  pauper  lunatics 
21  per  cent.  The  increase  of  private  patients  during  the  same 
period  appears  to  have  been  altogether  17  per  cent. 

The  next  Table  shows  the  proportion  of  the  total  number 
of  lunatics  to  the  population  for  each  year  from  1859  to  1869 
inclusive.

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The  proportion  of  recorded  lunatics  to  the  population  would 
thus  seem  to  have  risen  from  1  in  536  on  1st  January  1859, 
to  1  in  411  on  1st  January  1869.  During  that  period  the 
estimated  population  increased  rather  more  than  11  per  cent., 
whilst  the  total  number  of  recorded  lunatics,  as  before  stated, 
has  increased  45  per  cent. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  total  number  of  admissions, 
discharges,  and  deaths,  and  average  numbers  of  certified 
insane  patients  during  each  of  the  10  years.

The  ratio  of  the  number  of  admissions  of  certified  insane 
patients  to  the  population  appears  to  have  been  1  to  2,115 
in  1859,  and  1  to  1,931  in  1868  ;  and  the  average  annual  in¬ 
crease  of  the  admissions  appears  to  have  been  about  2 '04  per 
cent. :  the  average  yearly  increase  of  the  population  being 
estimated  at  about  1*11  per  cent. 
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We  recur  to  other  matters  included  in  Table  III.  (p.  5), 
and  subjoin  four  Tables  (V.,  VL,  VII.,  VIII.),  setting  forth 
the  relations  of  the  numbers  of  stated  recoveries  to  those  of 
admissions,  as  well  as  the  numbers  of  deaths  to  the  daily 
average  numbers  resident,  also  to  the  total  numbers  under 
treatment  during  each  year.

From  Table  V.  it  appears  that  in  all  the  various  Asylums, 
taken  in  the  aggregate,  the  proportion  of  the  stated  recoveries 
to  the  admissions  averaged,  during  the  10  years,  33*93  per 
cent.,  the  proportion  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  having 
averaged  35*53  per  cent.,  and,  in  Registered  Hospitals,  40 
per  cent. 

The  average  rate  of  mortality  for  the  10  years  in  all  estab¬ 
lishments  receiving  lunatics,  as  shown  in  Tables  VI.,  VII., 
was  10*31  per  cent,  with  reference  to  the  daily  average  num¬ 
ber  resident,  and  7*80  per  cent,  with  reference  to  the  total 
number  under  treatment  in  the  course  of  the  year.

We-now  proceed  to  advert  to  the  condition  of  the  several  County  and 
public  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales,  reporting  what  has 
been  done  to  increase  and  improve,  or  otherwise  affect,  the 
accommodation  for  pauper  lunatics. 

The  general  state  of  these  establishments  will  be  gathered 
from  the  Commissioners’  entries,  of  which  copies  are  printed 
in  the  Appendix  E. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  with  few  exceptions,  these  entries  are 
of  a  generally  favourable  character  ;  but,  in  spite  of  such 
precautions  as  have  been  adopted  to  secure  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  the  patients,  there  have  been  several  fatal 
injuries  and  cases  of  suicide.  To  some  of  them  we  shall 
refer  as  the  Asylums  in  which  they  happened  come  under 
review,  in  the  hope  of  thereby  securing  the  adoption  of 
more  stringent  regulations  for  their  prevention. 

Among  the  matters  calling  for  special  notice  is  the  frequent 
occurrence,  upon  deaths  arising  out  of  injuries  in  some 
way  received,  of  the  doubt  as  to  when  such  injuries  were 
caused.  From  time  to  time  it  is  discovered,  after  death,  that 
patients  have  died  from  the  effects  of  broken  ribs,  and  then 
a  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  injuries  were  inflicted 
prior  or  subsequent  to  admission.  In  the  majority  of  these 
cases  the  patient  has  previously  been  an  inmate  of  a 
workhouse,  from  which  he  has  been  removed  for  violent 
or  troublesome  conduct.  On  admission  into  the  Asylum, 
if  there  be  no  apparent  embarrassment  of  the  patient’s 
0.64.  breathing, 
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breathing,  there  is  no  suspicion  of  internal  injuries,  and 
as  they  are  not  specially  sought  for,  none  are  detected ; 
but  when  in  the  course  of  one,  two,  or  perhaps  three  weeks 
afterwards,  pulmonary  disturbance  attracts  the  attention  of 
the  medical  officer  of  the  Asylum,  by  a  careful  examination 
of  the  patient’s  chest  it  is  found  that  one  or  more  ribs  are 
broken.  Should  death  ensue,  the  post-mortem  examination 
frequently  leaves  in  doubt  the  exact  period  when  the  injuries 
were  inflicted,  but  often  tends  to  the  probability  that  they 
may  have  existed  for  some  weeks.  Thereupon  arises  a  con¬ 
flict  of  opinion  between  the  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse 
and  the  Asylum  superintendent.  The  former  relies  upon  the 
absence  of  pulmonary  symptoms  and  the  nomdetection  of 
fracture  when  the  patient  reached  the  Asylum  ;  while  the  latter, 
trusting  to  post-mortem  appearances  and  the  absence  of  any 
reported  violence  after  admission  likely  to  cause  injury, 
maintains  that  injuries,  although  undetected,  must  have 
existed  previous  to  admission.  Hence  a  state  of  doubt,  which 
generally  ends  in  a  defeat  of  justice. 

It  was  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  doubts  in  such  cases 
that  we,  in  1866,  issued  a  circular  addressed  to  Committees 
of  Visitors,  suggesting  that  a  stringent  rule  should  be  made 
to  ensure  the  personal  examination  of  every  patient  by  the 
medical  superintendent  immediately  on  admission.  The 
adoption  of  this  rule  was  at  first  strongly  resisted  in  several 
counties;  but  although  we  have  frequent  evidence  that  it  is 
still  very  imperfectly  carried  out,  it  has  happily  rendered 
the  occurrence  of  these  cases  less  frequent.  Nor  can  it  be 
too  often  repeated  that  the  only  effectual  safeguard  against 
failures  of  justice  is  that  every  patient,  on  the  day  of 
admission  into  the  Asylum,  shall,  irrespectively  of  the  existence 
of  bruises  or  of  pulmonary  disturbance ,  be  examined  by  one 
of  the  medical  officers,  with  the  stethoscope,  and  with 
the  utmost  care  practicable ;  so  as  to  enable  him  to  make  a 
record  in  the  case  book  at  the  time,  not  only  as  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  lungs  and  heart,  but  also  as  to  whether  the 
chest  is  free  from  injury. 

In  some  Asylums  this  rule  now  exists  ;  and  the  very  proper 
practice  also  prevails  of  keeping  ail  patients,  for  the  two  or 
three  weeks  immediately  after  their  admission,  in  wards  set 
apart  for  special  medical  observation.  Both  arrangements 
have  a  most  important  bearing  upon  the  proper  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patients,  and  we  strongly  recommend  them 
for  adoption  in  all  Asylums. 

The  occurrence  of  several  disputed  cases  at  Wakefield  has 

given 
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given  rise  to  a  regulation  which  we  think  also  well  worthy  County  and 
of  adoption  in  all  Asylums.  The  relieving  officer  or  other  J^lums 
person  bringing  a  patient  to  that  Asylum  is  not  permitted  to 
leave  until  the  medical  examination  has  taken  place ;  and 
should  any  marks  or  internal  injuries  be  discovered,  they  are 
made  known  to  him,  and  he  is  required  to  sign  a  paper  to  that 
effect. 

Accidents,  often  fatal,  arising  from  the  careless  adminis¬ 
tration  of  warm  baths,  have  of  late  become  so  frequent,  that 
we  deem  it  necessary  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  sub¬ 
ject.  At  our  suggestion,  rules  for  the  guidance  of  attendants, 
whilst  bathing  patients,  have  for  some  time  past  been  very 
generally  placed  in  Asylum  bath-rooms ;  but  the  precaution 
is  still  frequently  neglected  in  some  asylums,  and  in 
others  the  rules  are  so  loosely  drawn  up,  or  so  little  care  is 
taken  to  have  them  duly  carried  out,  that  they  form  but 
a  slender  safeguard  against  preventible  calamities  of  this  ' 

description.  Two  cases  of  fatal  scalding  will  be  related  in 
this  Report. 

The  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been  given  to  Beds, Herts,  and 
plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  three  Counties  Asylum,  so  Hunts- 
as  to  provide  additional  accommodation  for  70  male  and  110 
female  patients,  to  supply  a  large  recreation  and  work  room 
to  the  female  division,  and  to  effect  other  improvements. 

The  estimated  cost  for  these  buildings  was  12,095  1. 

We  endeavoured,  without  success,  to  prevail  upon  the 
Visitors,  instead  of  providing  a  recreation  room  for  women  only, 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  erect  a  large  central 
dining  and  recreation  hall  for  the  use  of  both  sexes.  We 
pointed  out  to  them  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  from  the 
possession  of  such  a  room,  both  as  regards  economy  and  ease 
of  management,  but  they  stated  that,  after  giving  the  matter 
their  consideration,  they  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
suggestion  must  be  abandoned. 

At  the  Derby  Asylum  a  new  chapel  is  in  course  of  erection.  Derby. 

It  will  be  constructed  to  accommodate  300  patients  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  1,516  l.  This  addition  to  the  Asylum  was 
much  needed,  and  had  been  frequently  recommended  by  the 
Commissioners.  Owing  to  an  oversight  the  works  were  com¬ 
menced  without  the  previous  necessary  formality  of  submit¬ 
ting  the  plans  and  estimates  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  ;  but  they  were  subsequently  furnished,  and,  upon 
our  report,  sanctioned.

At  a  visit  made  to  the  Durham  Asylum  by  two  members  of 
the  Board  on  the  21st  of  last  July,  it  was  found  that  a  portion 
of  the  additions  referred  to  in  our  last  Report  had  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  that  the  overcrowding  previously  existing  had,  to 
some  extent,  been  diminished. 

As  a  temporary  expedient,  the  new  rooms  attached  to  the 
laundry  had  been  converted  into  a  female  infirmary,  and 
the  new  corridor,  which  will  ultimately  connect  the  main 
building  with  the  hospital  block,  was  occupied  by  45  women, 
and  used  as  a  work-room.  Although  the  completion  of  this 
new  block  had  been  much  delayed  by  a  failure  in  the  supply 
of  pressed  bricks,  the  building  was  raised  as  high  as  the  first 
storey.  While  inspecting  the  works  for  this  department  the 
Commissioners  observed  that  the  window  frames  proposed  to 
be  used  were  all  of  iron,  were  divided  into  very  small  panes, 
and  were  not  intended  to  open  :  the  only  means  provided  for 
ventilation  being  a  louvre  inserted  in  one  of  the  upper  panes, 
one  for  each  window.  How  unsuitable  a  window  of  this 
description  would  prove  for  a  building  where  only  sick  and 
feeble  patients  were  to  be  accommodated,  and  where  the 
utmost  amount  of  ventilation  and  cheerfulness  was  desirable, 
it  is  almost  needless  to  remark.  The  Commissioners  at  once 
recommended  the  Committee  to  substitute  ordinary  sashes, 
at  least  on  the  front  or  south  side  of  the  building  ;  but  al¬ 
though  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion  was  strongly  urged 
upon  the  Committee  of  Visitors  by  the  Board,  they  declined 
to  comply.  The  result  will  probably  be,  that  considerable 
expense  will  have  to  be  incurred  in  making  a  change  hereafter 
which  at  that  time  could  have  been  effected  at  comparatively 
small  cost. 

Two  cases  of  grave  misconduct  on  the  part  of  attendants 
occurred  at  this  Asylum  during  the  past  year.  The  result,  in 
one  instance,  was  the  prosecution  and  conviction  of  the  offender, 
who,  being  tried  at  Stockton,  was  fined  5/.,  or,  in  default,  two 
months’  imprisonment,  for  committing  an  aggravated  assault 
on  a  patient  under  his  charge.  In  the  other  case,  although 
the  attendant  w^as  seen  by  the  assistant  medical  officer  to  kick 
a  patient  twice  without  provocation,  no  prosecution  was  in¬ 
stituted  against  him  by  the  Visitors,  and  he  wras  only  dismissed 
from  his  employment.  The  reason  for  this  leniency  was  not 
apparent. 

Notwithstanding  the  additions  already  made  at  the  Essex 
Asylum  the  continued  pressure  for  accommodation  has  ren¬ 
dered  a  further  enlargement  necessary,  and  in  June  last  the 

Secretary 
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Secretary  of  State’s  approval  was  obtained  to  plans  for  a  new  County  and 
detached  block  capable  of  receiving  248  female  patients,  at  asylums. 
an  estimated,  cost  of  21,000 1.,  and  also  for  an  enlargement  EsseXt 
of  the  laundry  department,  the  estimate  for  which,  together 
with  the  necessary  fittings  and  machinery,  was  2,000/. 

A  suicide  occurred  at  the  Asylum  in  the  month  of  April 
which  deserves  to  be  mentioned  in  illustration  of  the  con¬ 
tinuous  and  unremitting  vigilance  requisite  to  prevent  suicidal 
patients  from  effecting  their  purpose. 

In  the  present  case,  the  strong  propensity  of  the  man  to 
commit  suicide  was  well  known,  and  he  was  placed  in  the 
infirmary,  where  the  attendants  in  charge  received  the  strictest 
injunctions  to  watch  him  night  and  day.  There  is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  these  orders  were  wilfully  neglected,  but  one 
morning,  after  breakfast,  whilst  the  attendant  was  feeding  a 
sick  patient,  he  was  lost  sight  of,  and  having  succeeded 
in  opening  the  ward  door,  he  effected  his  escape.  He  was 
soon  after  observed  running  from  the  Asylum  towards  a  plan¬ 
tation  ;  was  at  once  pursued,  but  without  success  ;  and  three 
days  after  his  body  was  found  in  a  shallow  pond  in  a  wood 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Asylum.  The  body  was 
naked,  and  the  legs  tied  together  above  the  knee  with  a  cord. 

His  clothes  were  folded  up  on  the  bank.  By  what  means  he 
had  opened  the  ward  door  did  not  appear.  The  jury  ac¬ 
quitted  the  attendant  of  neglect ;  but  to  us  it  seemed  that  if 
due  vigilance  had  been  employed  this  sad  occurrence  could 
not  have  taken  place. 

Although  it  is  little  more  than  four  years  since  the  Gla-  Glamorgan, 
morgan  Asylum  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients, 
additional  accommodation  has  for  some  time  past  been 
urgently  needed,  and  after  some  previous  correspondence 
with  the  Visitors  as  to  the  best  mode  of  enlargement,  plans 
were  submitted  to  us  in  September  last  for  the  erection  of 
a  detached  block  of  building  for  120  male  patients,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  5,700  /. ;  and  also  for  new  wards  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  laundry  for  36  females,  for  which  the 
estimate  was  1,850  /.  These  plans  were  found  to  require 
considerable  modification,  in  matters  of  detail ;  and  there 
were  important  defects  in  the  proposed  construction  of  the 
roof,  which  involved,  in  the  opinion  of  our  consulting  architect, 
grave  doubts  as  to  the  stability  of  this  part  of  the  building. 

But  the  requisite  changes  have  since  been  agreed  to,  and  the 
plans  will  shortly  be  submitted  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s 
approval. 
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The  plans  for  the  proposed  new  Asylum  for  the  County  and 
City  of  Hereford,  which  were  under  consideration  at  the  date 
of  last  Report,  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
June  last. 

Accommodation  will  be  provided  for  412  patients  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  41,166  l. 

A  case  of  suicide  has  occurred  in  the  Kent  Asylum,  in 
which  death  resulted,  although  not  immediately,  from  the 
misconduct,  and  neglect  of  orders,  of  William  Dray,  an 
attendant. 

There  were  printed  regulations,  and  also  a  written  order  by 
the  superintendent,  that  all  knives  and  forks  should  be 
collected  after  each  meal,  and  further,  that  no  patient  should 
ever  be  allowed  to  clean  them.  Nevertheless,  Dray  entrusted 
one  of  the  patients  with  this  duty,  and  the  consequence  was, 
that  A.  W.  V.  was  enabled  to  secrete  a  knife,  with  which 
he  cut  his  throat  on  the  20th  of  February  1868. 

The  wound,  which  was  very  extensive,  was  forthwith 
attended  to,  and  at  first  progressed  favourably,  but  ulti¬ 
mately  proved  fatal,  and  the  patient  died  on  the  21st  of 
April. 

The  attendant  Dray,  who  was  discharged  by  the  Committee 
when  the  injury  was  first  inflicted  and  fatal  consequences 
were  not  anticipated,  thereby  escaped  the  far  more  serious 
punishment  which  his  misconduct  deserved. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Lincoln  Asylum,  having 
determined  to  convert  the  existing  chapel  into  a  dining  and 
recreation  hall,  forwarded  to  us  plans  for  a  new  detached 
chapel,  which  they  purposed  erecting  at  the  rear  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  After  some  correspondence  relating  principally  to  the 
proposed  mode  of  constructing  the  roof,  we  recommended  the 
plans  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s  approval ;  and  we  soon  after 
obtained  his  sanction  for  additions  to  the  laundry. 

With  reference  to  both  these  buildings  our  consulting 
architect  expressed  much  doubt  as  to  the  possibility  of  erecting 
them  for  the  sums  named  in  the  estimates. 

In  our  last  Report  we  drew  attention  to  the  very  serious 
want  of  Asylum  accommodation  in  the  County  of  Lancaster, 
adverting  also  to  the  discussions  and  correspondence  which 
had  taken  place  on  the  subject,  and  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
provision  required. 

At  that  time  the  Visiting  Justices  were  generally  of  opinion 
that  by  removing  large  numbers  of  patients  from  the  existing 
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asylums  to  the  wards  of  workhouses,  the  erection  of  a  fourth  County  and 
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asylum  might  for  the  present  at  least  be  unnecessary.  It  was  Asylums. 
soon  seen,  however,  how  impossible  it  would  be  to  provide  for  Lancaster, 
the  wants  of  the  county  in  this  manner,  and,  at  the  Annual 
General  Session  in  September  last,  the  Justices  resolved 
by  a  large  majority  to  empower  the  General  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  “  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  new 
“  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  to  secure  land  for  the  purposes  thereof, 

“  to  an  extent  exceeding  immediate  wants,  in  the  vicinity  of 
“  Blackburn,  Chorley,  or  Preston/' 

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution,  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  very  recently  submitted  the  particulars  of  two 
estates  near  Preston,  either  of  which  was  considered  to  be 
suitable  for  the  purpose.  These  properties  have  been 
inspected  by  two  members  of  the  Board,  who  reported,  that 
although  in  both  cases  the  ground  afforded  good  level  plateaus 
for  the  erection  of  a  large  building,  there  were  similar  ob¬ 
jections  to  both  sites  in  respect  of  the  cold  clayey  nature  of 
the  soil,  and  the  absence  of  any  copious  springs  or  local  water 
supply.  In  respect  to  one  of  the  sites,  they  also  pointed 
out  the  inconvenience  likely  to  arise  in  consequence  of  its 
distance  from  the  town  of  Preston  ;  but  they  did  not  think 
that  the  Board  would  be  justified  in  advising  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  refuse  his  sanction  to  the  purchase  of  either 
property,  provided  an  abundant  supply  of  water  could  be 
secured. 

We  have  since  learned  that  the  Committee  have  agreed  to 
purchase  the  more  distant  site  situate  at  Whittingham, 
between  five  and  six  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Preston. 

The  original  estate  consisted  of  about  103  acres,  and  to  this 
have  been  added  50  acres  belonging  to  another  proprietor. 

By  securing  this  additional  land  the  form  of  the  estate  will 
be  greatly  improved,  and  a  right  of  way  from  the  south  will 
be  secured ;  shortening  the  distance  from  Preston,  and 
bringing  the  asylum  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  station  on 
the  Preston  and  Longridge  line  of  railway.  This  line  is  at 
present  available  for  goods  traffic  only,  but  it  is  intended 
shortly  to  run  passenger  trains  upon  it. 

The  cost  of  the  whole  estate,  consisting  of  153  acres,  will  be 
8,700  l. ;  viz.,  50  1.  an  acre  for  the  original  estate,  and  65  L 
per  acre  for  the  additional  land. 

We  did  not  fail  to  press  very  strongly  upon  the  Committee 
the  importance  of  securing  with  absolute  certainty  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water  at  all  times  of  the  year,  and  this  they  state 
may  be  relied  on,  as  they  propose  entering  into  an  agreement 
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with  the  Preston  Waterworks  Company,  whose  highest, 
reservoir  is  situate  at  the  distance  of  about  two  miles,  and 
from  which  pipes  will  be  laid  at  a  cost  of  about  1,200  l. : 
a  sum  which  must  of  course  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  site. 

We  believe  that  it  is  intended  in  the  first  instance  to  pro¬ 
vide  accommodation  for  1,000  patients,  with  all  requisite  offices 
and  administration  buildings. 

At  the  Prestwich  Asylum  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body 
of  a  man  named  T.  R.,  who  had  been  admitted  on  the  11th 
of  February  1868,  and  who  died  in  the  asylum  on  the  24th  of 
the  same  month  from  general  paralysis,  accelerated  by 
pleurisy  and  pneumonia,  induced  by  two  fractured  ribs,  as 
ascertained  by  post-mortem  examination. 

In  this  instance  there  was  no  allegation  that  the  injuries 
had  been  inflicted  previous  to  admission ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  as  is  too  often  the  case,  there  was  uncertainty  as  to  when 
and  how  they  were  received. 

On  admission  the  patient  was  in  a  very  feeble  state,  suffer¬ 
ing  from  general  paralysis,  which  was  rapidly  progressing 
towards  a  fatal  termination.  He  was  taciturn,  very  restless, 
and  tottering  in  his  gait.  After  two  or  three  days  he  became 
excited  and  quarrelsome,  and  was  in  consequence  placed  in  a 
single  room,  in  which  was  a  crib-bedstead.  On  the  19th  he 
had  erysipelas  in  the  head,  and  was  seen  by  the  superintendent, 
but  no  chest  affection  was  noticed,  although  it  appears  that 
the  attendant  in  charge  had  on  the  16th  reported  to  the 
assistant  medical  officer  that  the  patient  had  been  supposed 
to  have  fallen  about  in  his  room  and  on  his  crib.  He  was 
examined  medically  at  the  time,  but  no  injuries  were  de¬ 
tected.  The  crib-bed  was,  however,  removed  from  the 
room,  and  the  patient  afterwards  slept  on  mattresses  placed 
on  the  floor. 

The  night  attendant,  in  his  evidence  before  the  coroner, 
stated  that  he  had  often  found  the  man  out  of  bed  and 
wandering  about  his  room.  Sometimes  he  was  lying  on  the 
floor,  and  sometimes  standing  trembling  by  the  wall,  but  he 
had  never  seen  him  fall. 

In  this  case  we  were  very  strongly  of  opinion  that  there 
was  a  want  of  caution  in  placing  a  feeble  yet  excited  patient, 
such  as  T.  R.,  in  a  single  room,  with  a  crib-bedstead  ;  and, 
moreover,  that  he  should  have  had  more  constant  attention 
than  could  be  secured  by  the  occasional  visits  of  the  night 
attendant. 

In 
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In  our  Twenty-second  Report,  we  brought  under  special 
notice  the  pressing  want  of  additional  asylum  accommodation 
for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county  of  Middlesex.  The 
subject,  which  had  engaged  our  serious  attention  for  some 
time,  has,  within  the  last  year  or  two,  risen  into  formidable 
importance.  At  the  opening  of  1867,  the  number  of  patients 
belonging  to  parishes  of  Middlesex  in  metropolitan  licensed 
houses  was  194;  at  the  opening  of  1868,  they  had  increased 
to  401  ;  and  they  are  now  494,  besides  57  at  Fisherton 
House,  Salisbury,  others  at  Hay  dock  Lodge,  60  at  Hayward’s 
Heath  Asylum  under  a  contract  with  the  visitors  of  Han  well, 
and  some  removed  even  as  far  as  the  asylum  for  the  North 
Riding  of  Yorkshire.  And  yet  these  numbers,  large  and 
increasing  as  they'  are,  represent  very  inadequately  the 
failure  of  proper  asylum  provision  in  this  county  for  the 
class  most  urgently  in  need  of  it. 

When  the  Commissioners  visited  Han  well  in  September  1867, 
less  than  10  months  after  the  visit  immediately  preceding,  they 
found  that  in  this  interval,  notwithstanding  the  contract  made 
for  the  reception  of  60  patients  at  Hayward’s  Heath,  661 
applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  had  been  made  and 
refused;  and,  though  many  of  these  had  reference  to  the  same 
persons,  for  whom  petition  had  been  vainly  renewed  again  and 
again,  what  was  thereby  shown  of  the  character  of  the  cases 
applying  for  admission  illustrated,  even  more  forcibly  than 
mere  numbers  could,  the  wrong  involved  in  their  rejection. 
Of  the  actual  numbers  rejected,  it  would  also  not  be  difficult 
to  form  an  estimate  sufficiently  exact.  In  little  more  than  a 
month  after  the  date  named,  the  Visiting  Commissioners  at 
Colney  Hatch  found  that,  in  the  space  of  less  than  12 
months  since  they  had  previously  visited,  no  fewer  than 
562  distinct  and  separate  persons,  all  of  them  pauper  lunatics 
belonging  to  parishes  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  had  been 
refused  admission  into  that  asylum,  the  entire  number 
of  vacant  beds  at  the  time  of  the  visit  being  five ;  so  that, 
supposing  the  numbers  first  stated  to  represent  only  those 
for  whom  admission  had  already  been  sought  at  Colney 
Hatch,  this  would  yet  leave  nearly  600  Middlesex  patients, 
in  the  course  of  less  than  one  year,  turned  from  the  doors  of 
one  of  its  asylums  alone. 

Upon  this  state  of  things  the  Visiting  Commissioners 
remarked  strongly  in  their  entries.  They  had  found,  upon 
inquiry,  that  the  plea  for  inaction  relied  upon  by  the  magis¬ 
trates  was  what  they  described  as  the  necessity  of  waiting 
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u  until  it  could  be  ascertained  to  what  extent  the  Asylum 
“  clauses  of  tlie  Metropolitan  Poor  Act  might  prove  to  be 
“  available  for  supply  of  the  desired  accommodation  ;  ”  and 
the  Commissioners  took  occasion  immediately  to  point  out  that 
no  provision  of  the  kind  required  would  be  found  practicable 
under  those  clauses,  which  had  a  special  and  quite  other 
object  in  view.  As  far  back  as  1866,  the  pressure  for  ordi¬ 
nary  asylum  accommodation  in  Middlesex  had  been  con¬ 
fessedly  so  urgent,  that  a  committee  was  then  appointed  to 
consider  and  report  thereon  ;  and  the  Commissioners  now 
very  earnestly  suggested  that  this  committee  should  resume 
its  deliberations.  The  above-named  argument  for  delay 
being  nevertheless  still  persisted  in  by  the  visitors  of  both 
asylums,  who  embodied  it  in  their  annual  report  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  steps  were  taken  by  us  to  obtain  from  the 
Poor  Law  Board  an  expression  of  their  views  as  to  the  class 
of  insane  persons  for  W'hom  provision  was  really  intended  by 
the  Act  to  be  made  in  the  new  district  asylums ;  and  w7hether 
it  would  include,  to  any7  and  what  extent,  persons  hitherto 
considered  as  unfit  for  treatment  in  workhouses.  To  this  the 
reply  of  that  Board  was  clear  and  decisive,— not  only  that  they 
held  the  Legislature  to  have  intended,  by  those  asylums,  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  such  harmless  and  imbecile  cases  only  as  could  bylaw 
be  retained  in  workhouses,  and  that  they  had  never  themselves 
contemplated,  to  any  extent  whatever,  the  removal  and  recep¬ 
tion  into  them  of  persons  who  could  not  properly  be  treated 
in  workhouses  ;  but  that  the  fact  of  such  a  misapprehension 
of  the  subject  on  the  part  of  the  magistrates  having  led  to  so 
much  delay,  seemed  to  the  Poor  Law  Board  matter  of  regret, 
and  they  therefore  hoped,  “  after  this  explicit  statement,” 
that  the  magistrates  for  the  county  of  Middlesex  would  not 
feel  any  further  hesitation  in  providing  such  additional  ac¬ 
commodation  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  patients  at  the 
present  time  requiring  it. 

The  absence  of  all  vagueness  or  uncertainty  in  this  com¬ 
munication,  which  was  at  once  laid  before  the  magistrates, 
led  us  for  a  time  to  entertain  the  hope  that  the  ground  so 
clearly  shown  to  be  untenable  might  at  length  be  abandoned  ; 
but,  having  been  again  disappointed,  we  nevertheless  thought 
it  right,  before  resorting  to  the  extreme  measure  of  invoking 
the  interference  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  try  the  effect  of 
a  formal  interview,  and  of  so  much  modification  of  the  re¬ 
quirement  originally  made  by  us  as  might,  while  satisfying 
the  immediate  urgent  need,  yet  avoid  any  present  necessity 
for  building,  and  to  that  extent  be  accepted  as  a  reasonable 
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compromise.  We  pointed  out  according]}',  to  the  deputation  county  and 
which  attended  at  Whitehall  Place;  that  such  strictly  tern-  Asylums. 

porary  supply  of  the  existing  want  as  might  suffice  for  the  - 

present  would  be  afforded  by  application  of  the  11th  section  J>u^TiESEX 
of  the  25  &  26  Viet  c.  Ill  ;  and  that  what  thereby  alone  accommoda- 
would  be  required,  was  the  simple  hiring  or  taking  on  lease  of TI0N* 
land  and  buildings  sufficiently  suitable  for  the  purpose  ;  and 
that  the  delay  so  much  desired  by  the  magistrates  before 
embarking  in  the  enterprise  of  constructing  a  third  asylum, 
might  in  this  way  be  obtained  without  the  wrong  which  their 
own  plan  involved  to  the  insane  poor  of  their  county.  But 
again  we  failed  to  induce  them  to  consent  to  take  any  action 
whatever,  until  after  the  experiment  of  the  district  asylums 
under  the  Metropolitan  Poor  Act  should  have  been  tried ; 
and  we  had  no  alternative  left  but  to  report  to  Mr.  Secretary 
Hardy  that  the  state  of  the  lunatic  poor  in  the  county  of  Mid¬ 
dlesex,  and  the  failure  of  the  justices  to  make  adequate  sta¬ 
tutory  provision  for  the  accommodation  and  care  of  the  large 
and  rapidly  increasing  numbers  of  lunatics  chargeable  to  the 
several  unions  and  parishes  therein,  called  urgently  for  the 
Secretary  of  State’s  interposition,  and  for  such  exercise  of 
the  powers  and  authority  vested  in  hirn,  by  the  30th  section 
of  “The  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,”  as  would  render  it 
imperative  on  the  magistrates  of  Middlesex  to  erect,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  a  third  asylum  for  at  least  1,000  patients, 
and  that  it  should  be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  readily  of 
extension  within  certain  defined  limits  to  meet  the  future 
wants  of  the  county. 

This  report  was  made  on  the  30th  of  last  November ;  and, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  magistrates  on  the  21st  of  January  in 
the  present  year,  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace  laid  before  the 
court  a  communication  from  the  Home  Office  dated  the  5th 
of  that  month,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  Secretary 
Bruce,  having  regard  to  the  entire  inadequacy  of  the  existing 
asylums  of  the  county  of  Middlesex  for  the  accommodation 
of  pauper  lunatics,  was  compelled  to  call  upon  the  magistrates 
of  the  county  to  take  proper  steps  for  remedying  that  evil, 
and  that,  in  default  of  their  doing  so,  it  would  be  his  duty  to 
consider  whether  he  should  not  put  in  force  the  peremptory 
power  given  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  30th  section  of 
46 The  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853.” 

We  now  desire  to  submit  to  your  Lordship  some  few  illus¬ 
trations,  out  of  many  that  have  occurred  to  the  experience  of 
the  Commissioners  at  the  visitation  of  workhouses  during  the 
past  year  only,  which  will  show  that  the  steps  above  taken, 
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and  the  pressure  laid  with  so  much  reluctance  upon  the  Mid¬ 
dlesex  magistrates,  have  been  forced  upon  us  by  absolute 
necessity ;  and  it  may  be  desirable  first  to  mention  the  only 
concession  it  had  been  possible  to  obtain  at  the  interview 
to  which  we  have  referred.  This  was  a  promise  that  the 
committee  of  Colney  Hatch  would,  at  their  next  meeting, 
direct  a  circular  to  be  issued  to  ail  the  unions  within  the 
county  offering  to  facilitate  as  far  as  possible  an  exchange 
of  chronic  for  acute  cases  ;  the  committee  at  Han  well, 
upon  our  suggesting  the  same  course  to  them,  also  under¬ 
taking  to  give  similar  directions.  The  circulars  were  issued 
accordingly,  and  some  slight  relief  has  possibly  been  thus 
afforded  :  but  it  is  an  important  drawback  from  every  such 
advantage  to  consider  that  it  is  only  obtained  by  depriving 
patients,  who  have  hitherto  been  regarded  as  fit  inmates  for 
asylums,  of  all  the  protection  of  the  Lunacy  Laws,  and  by 
placing  them,  without  any  such  protection,  under  the  irre¬ 
sponsible  care  of  guardians  of  workhouses. 

The  aggregate  number  of  patients  seen  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  the  workhouses  of  Middlesex,  at  their  visits  in 
1866,  was  1,322  ;  in  1867,  it  was  1,424 ;  and  in  1868  it  had 
risen  to  1,494,  an  increase  of  172  over  the  numbers  seen  in 
1866.  It  is,  however,  much  more  the  class  of  cases,  than  the 
mere  numbers  making  up  these  additions,  that  suggest  the 
most  painful  matter  of  reflection  connected  with  them 
At  Clerk en well  Workhouse,  in  February,  one  patient  was 
found  suffering  from  acute  suicidal  mania,  with  a  self-inflicted 
wound  in  the  throat  ;  another  was  discovered,  so  violent,  that 
restraint  by  means  of  a  strait  waistcoat,  both  by  day  and 
night,  had  to  be  resorted  to  ;  and  for  five  other  cases,  entirely 
unfit  for  detention  in  workhouses,  application  had  been  to 
no  purpose  made  by  the  medical  officer,  Mr.  Brown,  for  their 
removal  to  an  asylum.  In  March,  at  the  St.  James’s  Work- 
house,  complaint  as  to  similar  cases  was  made,  the  house 
being  peculiarly  unfit  for  insane  inmates  of  any  kind,  and  con¬ 
taining,  moreover,  at  the  time  of  this  visit,  726  ordinary  in¬ 
mates  ;  a  very  objectional  insane  ward  for  women,  formerly 
condemned,  being  in  consequence  of  these  numbers  still  in 
use,  and  the  Visiting  Commissioners  discovering,  “in  the 
“  dark  bedroom  an  insane  female  with  a  woman  of  90  years 
c<  of  age.’*  In  May,  the  Commissioner  visiting  the  Poplar 
Workhouse  found  not  only  a  man  just  admitted  who  refused 
food,  and  had  not  eaten  anything  for  several  days,  but 
another  man,  who  had  been  for  some  time  in  the  house, 
restrained  by  straps  in  bed  in  a  single  room  in  the  lunatic 
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ward,  having  numerous  bruises  on  various  parts  of  his  person,  b°™™hand 
and  so  restless  as  to  require  continual  restraint  to  keep  asylums. 
him  in  bed.  Later  in  the  same  month,  at  the  Chelsea  Work-  — 
house,  a  woman  was  found,  who  had  been  an  inmate  for  some  County 
years  but  had  suddenly  become  violent  and  dangerous,  who  tIon>MM°DA" 
had  struck  the  pauper  nurse  violently  with  a  pewter  pot,  had 
rushed  at  her  with  a  knife,  and  had  thrown  her  down  and 
jumped  upon  her,  yet  for  whom  no  place  could  be  found  in 
an  asylum.  Another  Commissioner,  visiting  on  the  same  day 
the  workhouse  at  Stepney,  reported  that  a  young  woman  was 
still  in  that  house  who  had  been  attacked  with  acute  mania  in 
the  previous  December,  when,  under  the  influence  of  a  delu¬ 
sion  that  she  was  bewitched  by  her  mother,  she  obtained  some 
vermin  poison,  mixed  it  in  a  pasty  for  the  family  dinner, 
and  was  detected  just  in  time  to  prevent  the  accomplishment 
of  her  purpose.  She  defended  the  act  to  the  Commissioner, 
telling  him  that,  having  failed  to  induce  the  police  to  inter¬ 
fere  in  stopping  her  mother’s  foul  arts,  she  thought  herself 
justified  in  putting  a  stop  to  them  herself  by  the  means  resorted 
to  ;  yet,  nearly  a  month  after  the  visit,  the  guardians  informed 
the  Poor  Law  Board  that  this  woman  was  still  in  the  work- 
house,  u  solely  by  want  of  asylum  accommodation  and  the 
statement  was  confirmed  by  the  Report  to  this  Board  from  its 
Visiting  Member,  which  stated  that  “  the  utmost  difficulty  had 
“  been  experienced  for  many  months  past  in  obtaining  admis- 
“  sionfor  recent  casesinto  the  county  asylum  or  licensed  houses, 

“  and  that  in  all  such  cases  very  dangerous  delays,  most  inju- 
“  rious  to  the  patient  and  involving  grave  embarrassment  at 
“  the  workhouse,  occurred  unavoidably  before  the  necessary 
“  removal  could  be  effected.”  At  the  Whitechapel  Work- 
house,  in  June,  not  only  were  two  idiots  found  who  had  been 
urgently  recommended  for  removal  in  1867,  but  three  lunatics 
equally  unfit  for  retention  in  the  house  ;  and  such  were  the  ex¬ 
cessive  demands  necessarily  made,  by  the  retendon  of  such  in¬ 
mates,  on  the  care  of  the  superintendent  on  the  male  side,  that 
this  circumstance  was  pleaded  as  the  excuse  why  other  sugges¬ 
tions  also  made  in  the  preceding  year,  which  the  inadequate 
provision  for  the  comfort  generally  of  the  imbeciles  in  the  house 
had  very  urgently  called  for,  were  still  in  abeyance.  On  the 
9th  of  the  same  month,  as  many  as  nine  lunatic  inmates  were 
found  in  the  Marylebone  Workhouse,  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
its  medical  officer,  could  not  properly  be  cared  for  therein. 

A  fortnight  later,  at  Shoreditch,  adangerous  patient  was  found, 
and  15  other  cases,  most  unsuitably  placed  in  that  house, 
were  recommended  for  removal.  On  the  11th  of  the  folio w- 
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ing  month,  two  women  were  found  at  the  workhouse  of  St. 
Luke’s,  labouring  under  acute  mania,  locked  up  in  tlieir  rooms 
in  bed  ; — the  same  Commissioner,  on  the  8th  of  August,  in 
vain  endeavoured  to  obtain  the  removal.,  from  the  Edmonton 
Workhouse,  of  three  patients  requiring*  asylum  treatment  ;  — 
and  on  the  24th  September,  at  a  visit  to  the  workhouse  atHack- 
ney,  it  was  reported  that  the  want  of  asylum  accommodation 
had  been  for  some  time  so  seriously  felt  that  recent  and  acute 
cases,  for  which  no  proper  means  of  treatment  existed  in  such 
a  house,  had  of  necessity  been  frequently  restrained  for  long 
periods,  not  merely  to  their  own  grave  disadvantage,  but  to 
the  general  disorder  of  the  establishment.  In  the  closing 
months  of  the  year,  equally  unfavourable  reports  were  made. 
On  the  4th,  in  the  workhouse  of  St.  George’s  in  Mount- 
street  Grosvenor-square,  a  woman  was  found,  under  the  charge 
of  two  pauper  women,  in  a  state  of  acute  mania,  restrained 
by  a  strait  jacket  in  bed,  who  was  refusing  food,  who  had 
threatened  the  life  of  one  of  the  women  in  attendance,  and  for 
whom  application  in  many  directions  for  asylum  accommoda¬ 
tion  had  to  no  purpose  been  made.  From  Mile  End  Work- 
house,  on  the  same  day,  another  Commissioner  ascribed  the 
increased  number  of  troublesome  cases,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  things  in  the  house,  to  the  difficulty  experienced 
by  the  guardians  in  getting  rid  of  those  whose  habits  disqua¬ 
lified  them  for  inmates.  On  the  9th  of  the  same  month,  at 
Fulham,  it  was  stated  that  the  same  difficulty  had  rendered 
unavailing  any  attempt  to  remove  a  man  who  formerly  had 
been  an  inspector  of  police,  an  epileptic,  who  at  the  time  of 
his  fits  had  become  so  dangerous  as  to  require  restraint ;  and, 
on  the  same  day,  at  the  workhouse  in  Petty  France  of  St.  Mar¬ 
garet’s  and  St.  John’s,  Westminster,  the  same  Commissioner 
found  one  woman  in  an  advanced  state  of  dementia,  a  second 
paralysed  and  incoherent,  and  a  third,  brought  in  a  month 
previously,  who  had  acute  mania,  and  who  had  been  twice 
reported  and  certified  for  removal  to  Han  well; — there  having 
been  at  one  time,  within  a  few  weeks  of  this  visit,  six  other 
women  in  this  house  certified  also  for  Hanwell,  but  refused 
for  want  of  room,  of  whom  two  remained,  and  a  third  was 
dead  at  the  time  of  the  visit ;  while,  only  the  Saturday  before, 
a  woman  had  been  sent  from  the  house  in  Petty  France  to 
that  at  Kensington  with  a  view  to  being  placed  in  a  padded 
room,  who  had  been  retained  at  Westminster  for  six  weeks 
in  a  state  of  violent  mania,  strapped  to  her  bedstead  for 
several  days  and  nights  together.  On  the  11th  of  the  month, 
the  Commissioners  visiting  the  workhouse  of  the  Hoi  bora 
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Union  found  two  women,  the  urgency  of  removing  whom  County  and 
had  become  so  great,  that,  during  the  week  preceding,  appli-  Asylums. 

cations  had  been  made  without  effect  to  nine  asylums  public  - 

and  private,  in  London  and  the  provinces ;  and  the  last  county*  * 
hope  seemed  to  be  that  admission  might  ultimately  be  ob-  accommoda- 
tained  at  Wells,  in  Somerset.  From  the  Staines  Workhouse,  °Na 
on  the  24th,  it  was  reported  by  another  Commissioner  that 
a  man  had  at  length  been  removed  after  being  kept  in  the 
house  nearly  five  weeks,  during  the  whole  of  which  time  two 
nurses  had  to  be  hired  for  the  purpose  of  watching  him  by 
night  and  by  day.  It  is  almost  needless  to  add  that  the 
pressure  thus  described  has  not  abated  during  the  present 
year.  A  number  of  additional  cases  have  already  been  re¬ 
ported  as  in  great  need  of  the  asylum  treatment  which 
cannot  be  procured  for  them ;  and  the  return  which  was 
made  at  the  opening  of  the  year  from  the  St.  Pancras  lunatic 
wards,  will  give  some  idea  of  the  rate  of  increase  lately 
observable,  and  to  be  in  future  expected,  at  the  larger 
houses.  In  the  workhouse  of  St.  Pancras,  between  the  pre¬ 
ceding  August  1868  and  that  month  of  January  1869,  there 
had  been  admitted  191  lunatics  ;  more  than  90  of  whom  found 
their  way  ultimately  into  the  body  of  the  house  as  ordinary 
inmates,  42  had  been  discharged  to  the  care  of  friends  or  rela¬ 
tives,  18  had  died,  and,  for  something  over  30,  admissions  had 
with  much  difficulty  been  found  in  various  asylums :  while  the 
Commissioner  who  thus  reported  was  under  the  necessity  of 
adding,  that  at  least  11  persons  were  at  that  time  in  the  lunatic 
wards  who  could  not  be  retained  there  without  injury,  but 
whose  retention  involved  no  blame  to  the  authorities  of  the 
house. 

It  is  indeed  only  just  that  we  should,  by  one  or  two 
examples,  complete  the  statement  thus  submitted  to  your 
Lordship,  by  showing  that  the  condition  of  things  described 
is  in  no  respect  owing  to  any  want  of  a  proper  desire,  on  the 
part  of  the  guardians  and  other  authorities  of  the  houses  in 
which  so  many  lunatics  requiring  other  accommodation  have 
been  detained,  to  make  better  provision  for  the  lunatic  poor 
of  xMiddlesex.  With  wearisome  frequency  the  application 
has  come  to  us,  “We  have  now  another  lunatic  inmate  who 
“  ought  at  once  to  be  removed,  but  the  county  asylums  and 
“  all  the  metropolitan  asylums  are  full.  The  same  is  the  case  at 
“  Fisherton,  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do.” 

Among  other  steps  to  meet  the  want,  suggested  by  us  from 
time  to  time,  has  been  that  of  exchanging  with  asylums  such 
cases,  for  those  of  a  more  chronic  kind  less  unfit  for  work- 
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house  treatment.  “  There  is  great  delay,”  wrote  the 
medical  officer  of  the  Edmonton  Union  in  June  last,  “  in 
“  carrying  out  an  exchange  of  patients  under  the  present 
“  system  ;  and  even  when  a  change  can  be  procured,  it  does 
“  not  materially  relieve  the  difficulty  here,  because  we  are 
“  overcrowded  with  lunatics  in  the  house.”  The  same  course 
having  been  recommended  at  Shoreditch,  where  there  were 
20  cases  reported  by  the  medical  officer,  Mr.  Forbes,  as 
improper  to  be  kept  in  a  workhouse,  the  exchange  was 
effected  for  as  many  as  18,  after  much  time  lost  in  negotiation; 
but,  after  a  few  more  weeks,  12  more  patients  were  reported 
from  the  same  house  as  equally  unfit  to  be  retained,  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  whom  Mr.  Forbes  wrote  in  August  last,  “  I  visited 
“  Colney  Hatch  and  Han  well  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  one  male 
“  patient  only  in  each  asylum  could  be  exchanged  and,  very 
recently  indeed  in  the  present  year,  we  received  from  the 
Poor  Law  Board  copies  of  a  correspondence  respecting  seven 
patients  detained  in  the  same  house,  all  of  whom  had  been 
described  in  the  return  of  the  medical  officer  as  dangerous  to 
themselves  and  others,  but  as  to  whom  the  clerk  of  the  union, 
Mr.  Nightingale,  had  afterwards  informed  the  Poor  Law 
Board  that  one  of  them  had  been  permitted  to  leave  the 
house,  and  that  for  the  six  others  application  had  in  vain 
been  made  for  admission  to  the  county  or  other  asylums. 
Many  more  such  instances  might  be  given ;  but  it  will  suffice 
if  we  add,  that,  at  one  licensed  house  in  the  metropolitan 
district,  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  year, 
there  were  more  than  a  hundred  applications  for  admission  ; 
and  that,  over  the  same  period,  an  equal  number  of  unsuc¬ 
cessful  applications  had  been  made  at  Fhherton  House, 
Salisbury. 

In  these  circumstances,  it  is  of  course  become  quite  im¬ 
possible  to  give  practical  operation  to  the  Lunacy  Laws  in 
the  matter  of  the  quarterly  returns  directed  to  be  made  to  this 
office  by  medical  officers  of  the  various  unions  and  districts, 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  lunatic  poor  receiving  relief, 
whether  in  work  houses  or  at  their  homes.  Such  returns  now 
necessarily  comprise,  almost  always,  persons  whose  reported 
state  requires  removal,  if  the  law  is  to  have  any  effect ;  but 
the  authorities  are  powerless  to  effect  it,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners  cannot  help  them.  From  Bethnal  Green,  in  July 
last,  the  medical  officer,  Mr.  Smart,  who  had  been  very 
desirous  to  effect  some  removals,  wrote  to  state  that  he  had 
made  repeated  applications  to  the  relieving  officer  as  to  the 
causes  of  delay  respecting  them,  and  had  been  informed  that 
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the  asylums  were  all  full.  From  St.  George’s,  Hanover- 
square,  in  the  same  month,  the  medical  officer,  Dr.  Symes,  asylums. 
wrote  as  to  four  inmates,  wholly  unfit  for  that  house,  that  „

they  were  only  detained  because  of  the  impossibility  of  re-  County 
moving  them,  “  repeated  applications  having  been  made  to  ^IC0<^0MM0DA" 
“  both  the  county  asylums  and  all  the  private  asylums  in  and 
“  near  London.”  Upon  the  same  subject  of  these  quarterly 
returns,  Mr.  Dudfield,  writing  also  in  July,  from  the  work- 
house  of  St.  Margaret’s  and  St.  John’s  in  Westminster, 
informed  us  that  “  the  asylums  being  full,”  no  steps  with  a  view 
to  absolutely  necessary  removals  had  been  taken  for  a  long 
while.  A  female  patient  having  been  returned  from  the  Stepney 
Union  as  urgently  requiring  removal,  eight  weeks  being  re¬ 
ported  to  have  elapsed  since  the  magistrate’s  order  for  such 
removal  was  obtained,  we  exerted  ourselves,  even  by  personal 
application  to  the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  metropolitan  licensed 
houses,  to  endeavour  to  find  a  place  for  her.  “  I  am  sorry,” 
was  the  reply,  I  cannot  receive  the  patient ;  as  the  only  two 
“  female  vacancies  we  are  likely  to  have  next  week  are  pro- 
“  mised  to  the  Hendon  Union,  one  of  these  having  been  given 
to  the  authorities  there  in  compliance  with  a  previous  request 
“  of  the  Commissioners.”  More  than  a  month  after  the  date  of 
a  very  pressing  return  sent  in  to  us  by  the  medical  officer  of 
the  Whitechapel  Union,  he  wrote,  in  August,  to  inform  us  that, 
for  removal  of  two  of  the  worst  cases  reported  by  him,  he  had 
given  the  necessary  information  to  the  relieving  officer  as  far 
back  as  the  28th  of  May  ;  and  that  he  had  been  ever  since  in 
communication  with  the  authorities  both  at  the  county  and 
private  asylums,  but  that  the  answers  invariably  had  been 
there  was  no  room  in  any  of  them.  From  the  Edmonton 
Union,  writing  in  November  concerning  grave  cases  which 
had  been  reported  as  calling  for  removal  in  the  quarterly 
return  of  the  previous  September,  the  relieving  officer  assured 
us  that  “  want  of  accommodation  at  Colney  Hatch  and  other 
“  asylums  is  the  only  reason  why  the  lunatics  you  name  have 


“  not  been  removed  and  put  under  proper  care  and  treatment, 
“  and  as  soon  as  ever  there  is  room  in  any  asylum  for  them, 
iS  they  will  be  conveyed  there.”  Two  more  instances,  selected 
from  a  large  number,  can  alone  be  added  ;  and  they  are 
taken  to  illustrate  as  well  the  inconvenient  working  of  a 
resolution  of  late  years  adopted  by  the  committees  of  both 
the  Middlesex  asylums,  which  so  regulates  their  admissions 
on  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  as  to  exclude  epileptic  or 
paralytic  cases,  and  thereby  shuts  out,  from  even  occasional 
chances  of  asylum  treatment  as  may  arise,  a  class  of 
0.64.  4  patients 
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patients  often  most  lamentably  requiring  it.  “  I  should 
“  be  glad,”  writes  Mr.  Rayner,  the  surgeon  to  the  Ux¬ 
bridge  Union,  during  the  present  March  “to  be  informed 
“  how  I  am  to  act  in  the  undermentioned  case.  In  the  Ux- 
“  bridge  Union  I  have  a  man  subject  to  epileptic  fits, 
u  violent,  tearing  up  bis  bed-clothes,  and  requiring  immediate 
“  admission  to  an  asylum  ;  but,  before  admitting  anyone,  the 
“  asylum  authorities  now  require  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
“  the  person  is  not  the  subject  of  epilepsy  or  paralysis.”  In 
the  preceding  November,  the  medical  officer  of  the  Poplar 
Union  had  written :  “  The  patient  referred  to  in  your  letter 
“  was  sent  to  an  asylum  in  July  last,  but  was  refused  admission 
“  because  he  was  suffering  from  general  paralysis.  Since  then, 
i(  I  am  informed  by  the  relieving  officer,  very  repeated  applica- 
ce  tions  have  been  made  both  to  the  county  and  to  private 
“  asylums  to  obtain  his  admission  into  some  one  of  them,  but 
“  without  success.  Indeed,  it  has  become  a  perfectly  hopeless 
“  matter  to  attempt  to  obtain  admission  for  a  pauper  paralytic 
“  patient  into  any  lunatic  asylum  in  Middlesex,  and  many 
“  provincial  asylums  have  also  declined  to  receive  such 
“  patients.” 

Of  the  many  hardships  involved  in  what  has  thus  been 
described,  as  well  to  the  lunatic  poor  themselves  as  to  the 
ordinary  pauper  class,  who  suffer  necessarily  by  the  many 
grave  inconveniences  incident  to  it  in  the  arrangements  of  the 
several  houses,  nothing  needs  to  be  said  ;  but  it  is  important  to 
remark,  that,  even  from  those  of  the  lunatic  class  who  in 
present  circumstances  are  so  fortunate  as  to  receive  any  kind 
of  asylum  treatment,  there  is  withdrawn  that  great  advantage 
which  was  one  of  the  special  objects  the  Legislature  had  in 
view  in  directing  that  each  district  should  make  provision  for 
its  lunatic  poor,  namely,  that  they  should  be  so  placed  as  not 
to  be  deprived  of  the  possibility  of  being  visited  by  their 
friends.  There  are  now,  at  the  close  of  this  month  of  March, 
60  patients  returned  nominally  as  under  treatment  at  Han  well, 
who  are  actually  at  Hayward’s  Heath  in  Sussex.  There  are 
57  at  Fisherton  House,  in  Salisbury.  At  the  Somerset  Asylum 
there  are  39.  At  Burntwood  Asylum,  near  Lichfield,  there 
are  44.  In  the  asylum  for  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire, 
there  are  33.  In  the  Bucks  Asylum,  near  Aylesbury,  there 
are  17.  And  at  the  asylums  for  Essex,  and  for  Bedford,  there 
are  various  others.  To  give  two  instances  only  :  at  the  close 
of  March,  the  Bethnal  Green  Union  had  no  less  than  275 
patients  in  various  asylums,  of  whom  only  149  were  in  Colney 
Hatch  or  Hanwell ;  and  at  the  same  date,  the  Mile  End  Union 
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had  124  under  asylum  treatment,  of  whom  only  64  were  in  the  County  and 

asylums  of  their  own  county.  asylums. 

The  distribution  will  more  clearly  appear  if  put  in  the  form  — 
of  the  three  subjoined  tables.  The  first  shows  the  number  of  (County^* 
pauper  lunatics  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  Accommoda- 
31st  of  March  in  the  present  year,  and  the  various  asylums  TI0N* 
in  which  they  are  placed.  The  second  shows  the  numbers 
returned  as  in  the  several  metropolitan  houses  at  very  nearly 
the  same  date.  And  the  third  gives  the  present  amount 
charged  to  their  respective  unions  for  the  weekly  main¬ 
tenance  of  their  patients ;  in  which  the  significant  fact  will 
not  fail  to  be  noticed,  that  whereas  the  existing  charge  at 
Colney  Hatch  is  10  5.  2  a  week,  and  that  at  Han  well 
between  10  s.  and  11  s.,  the  charge  at  the  provincial  and  me¬ 
tropolitan  houses  has  been  never  lower  than  14  5.  or  15  5., 
and  has  now  risen  to  16  5.  4 d.;  while  the  charge  at  other 
county  asylums  has  been  never  less  than  14  5.,  and  in  some 
cases  is  now  as  high  as  15  5.  2  d.

The  following  fatal  casualties  and  injuries  which  occurred  in 
the  Hanwell  Asylum  during  the  past  year  have  formed  the 
subject  of  inquiry  by  our  Board. 


The 
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The  case  of  E.  M,  gave  rise  to  much  correspondence  be- County  and 
tween  ourselves,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  the  Committee  of  asylums! 
Visitors,  and  the  guardians  of  the  Strand  Union.  Hanweii 

This  patient  was  removed  from  the  Strand  Union  Work-  Asylum, 
house  to  Han  well  on  the  10th  of  February  1868,  and  was  Case  of  E-  M* 
found  dead  in  the  infirmary  of  that  institution  at  six  o’clock  on 
the  following  morning. 

The  statement  forwarded  to  us  on  her  admission  was  in  these 
words: — 44  She  was  admitted  in  a  very  prostrate  condition, 

44  and  in  a  very  precarious  state  of  health,  so  weak  and  ex- 
44  hausted  that  it  was  necessary  to  carry  her  from  the  cab  to 
44  the  infirmary,  where  she  was  at  once  placed  in  bed.  On 
44  admission  she  had  a  bruise  on  right  arm,  and  her  head  was 
lt'  dirty  with  vermin.” 

Accompanying  the  notice  of  her  death  was  the  following, 
written  by  Dr.  Lindsay,  the  medical  superintendent : 

44  E.  M.  was  found  dead  in  an  associated  dormitory,  in  the 
44  infirmary,  at  10  minutes  past  six  o’clock  yesterday  morn- 
44  ing,  by  the  day  nurse,  Mary  Adams,  who  found  the  patient 
44  partly  in  bed  and  partly  out  of  it,  the  head  touching  the 
44  floor  and  her  legs  in  bed,  deceased  having  been  last  seen 
41  alive  by  the  night  nurse,  Nixon,  about  an  hour  previously, 

“  from  whom  she  took  some  beef  tea.” 

44  The  patient  was  seen  by  the  medical  officer  on  the  after- 
44  noon  of  her  admission,  the  day  preceding  her  death  ;  again 
44  at  11  p.m.,  and  was  visited  more  than  six  times  during  the 
44  night  by  nurse  Barrett,  who  gave  her  beef  tea  and  brandy.” 

At  the  inquest  the  main  question  was,  whether  the  patient, 
by  reason  of  her  feeble  and  exhausted  bodily  condition,  was 
fit  to  be  removed  from  the  workhouse  to  the  asylum  ;  and 
whether,  such  being  her  condition,  her  death  was  accelerated 
by  such  removal,  or  by  her  falling  partly  out  of  bed  in  the 
asylum  infirmary,  no  attendant  being  present  at  the  time. 

The  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse  stated  that  he  saw 
deceased  previous  to  her  removal,  that  he  believed  her  to  be 
capable  of  undertaking  the  journey  with  a  provision  of  wine, 
which  he  ordered  in  case  of  faintness,  and  that,  in  his  opinion, 
the  patient  did  not  die  from  exhaustion  produced  by  the 
journey. 

On  the  other  hand,  Dr.  Lindsay,  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  female  division  at  Hanwell,  gave  it  as  his 
opinion  that  if  the  patient  was  in  the  same  condition  on  leav¬ 
ing  the  workhouse  as  on  reaching  the  asylum,  she  was  in  an 
unfit  state  to  be  removed,  and  that  the  journey  must  have 
tended  to  exhaust  her,  and  accelerate  her  death. 
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There  was  a  post-mortem  examination,  the  result  of  which 
was  submitted  to  the  jury,  who  returned  the  following  ver¬ 
dict  : 

u  That  on  the  11th  day  of  February,  &c.  the  said  E.  M. 
“  was  found  dead  in  the  infirmary  of  the  Hanwell  Asylum, 
“  and  the  said  jurors  do  further  say  her  said  death  was 
“  caused  by  the  mortal  effects  of  disease  of  the  heart  and 
“  brain  ;  and  the  said  jurors  do  further  say  her  said  death  arose 
“  from  natural  causes,  and  the  removal  from  the  Strand  Union 
“  to  the  lunatic  asylum  tended  to  accelerate  her  said  death,  and 
“  was  an  error  in  the  judgment  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  said 
‘  union. 

In  a  letter  written  for  the  information  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  the  workhouse  medical  officer  protested  very  strongty 
against  this  verdict.  He  repeated  what  he  had  stated  before 
the  jury,  that  in  his  opinion  the  patient  did  not  die  from  the 
fatigue  of  her  journey  to  Hanwell,  but  that  her  death  was 
occasioned  by  her  being  unattended  for  a  considerable  time 
during  the  night,  and  left  to  tumble  out  of  bed  upon  her 
head  ;  and  he  pointed  out  that  had  she  been  properly  attended 
to  such  an  occurrence  could  not  have  taken  place. 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  this  case 
we  were  of  opinion,  and  this  opinion  we  communicated  to 
the  visitors,  that  the  patient,  at  the  time  she  was  taken 
from  the  workhouse,  was  in  too  weak  a  state  to  justify  her 
removal,  especially  in  the  manner  in  which  it  was  effected ; 
but  at  the  same  time  we  felt  strongly,  with  regard  to  the 
attendance  upon  her  in  the  infirmary  at  Hanwell,  that  con¬ 
sidering  her  exhausted  condition  and  the  very  precarious 
state  she  was  deemed  by  Dr.  Lindsay  to  be  in,  she  should 
not  have  been  left  to  share  with  others  the  occasional  services 
of  the  night  attendants,  but  that  a  special  nurse,  having  no 
other  duty  during  the  night,  should  have  been  appointed 

constantly  to  attend  and  watch  her. 

* 

In  the  month  of  March  we  received  notice  of  the  death  of 
a  woman,  named  E.  S.,  the  certified  cause  being  “  inflam- 
“  mation  of  the  lungs  and  pleura,  consequent  on  fractured 
“  ribs  and  sternum.”  From  a  statement  which  accompanied 
this  notice,  and  from  a  copy  of  the  depositions  taken  at  the 
inquest,  it  appeared  that  the  deceased  had  been  an  inmate 
of  No.  8  ward,  in  which  were  23  patients  of  a  violent 
class,  attended  by  three  nurses.  On  the  5th  of  March, 
whilst  the  attendants  were  engaged  in  the  day  room  serving 
the  dinners,  the  deceased  and  two  other  women  were  alone, 
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in  a  recess  opening  from  the  gallery,  and  upwards  of  15  County  and 
yards  distant  from  the  dining  room.  The  attention  of  the  Asylums. 
nurses  had  not  at  the  time  been  attracted  by  any  unusual  Harwell 
noise;  but  on  one  of  them  going  into  the  recess  after  the  AsyUun. 
dinners  were  served,  she  found  E.  S.  on  the  floor,  and  E.  M., 
one  of  the  other  women,  kicking  her  in  the  face.  The  assault 
and  bruise  on  the  face  were  duly  reported  to  the  medical 
officer  on  the  following  day,  but  he  appears  to  have  made  no 
examination  of  the  patient’s  person  ;  and  the  nurse  who  had 
undressed  her  every  night  after  she  received  the  injury  in  her 
face,  stated  at  the  inquest  that  she  observed  no  other  bruises 
until  the  11th,  six  days  larer,  when  it  became  evident  that  the 
patient  was  suffering  from  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  from 
which  she  died  on  the  following  day.  The  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation  showed  that  six  ribs  were  fractured,  viz.  the  third,  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh,  on  the  right  side,  and  the  third  rib 
on  the  left  side ;  the  sternum  was  also  fractured  between  the 
third  and  fourth  ribs.  There  was  great  internal  mischief 
consequent  on  these  injuries,  and  there  were  marks  of  bruises 
on  the  face,  chest,  and  limbs. 

The  only  witnesses  called  before  the  coroner  were  Dr. 

Lindsay  the  medical  officer,  and  two  of  the  nurses  belonging 
to  the  ward.  The  third  patient,  who  was  in  the  recess  with 
the  other  two,  and  who  witnessed  the  assault,  was  not 
examined.  The  verdict  was,  that  the  patient  <c  died  from  the 
<£  effects  of  inflammation  of  the  lungs  and  pleura,  caused  by 
u  fracture  of  ribs  and  sternum  ;  but  how  those  injuries  were 
<£  inflicted,  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show.”  The 
jury  attached  no  blame  to  either  of  the  nurses  in  charge, 
though  it  is  difficult  to  understand  upon  what  grounds  they 
acquitted  them,  or  could  have  believed  the  evidence  of  the  nurse 
who,  admitting  that  she  undressed  the  patient  every  night 
after  the  assault  which  broke  six  of  her  ribs,  stated  that  there 
were  no  external  bruises  or  marks  of  injury  on  her  body.  To 
us  it  seemed  that  there  was  blame  due  generally  to  the  three 
nurses  in  No.  8  ward,  who  had  only  23  patients  under  their 
charge,  for  not  sooner  interfering  in  a  scuffle  which  resulted 
in  such  severe  injuries,  and  which  could  not  have  passed  un¬ 
observed  had  they  been  attentive  to  their  duties:  and  that 

•  ' 

special  blame  was  due  to  one  of  them  for  not  making  a  more 
careful  examination  of  the  patient,  and  a  more  detailed  report 
to  the  medical  officer.  Had  such  been  given,  and  if  a  medical 
examination  had  taken  place,  such  injuries  as  those  described 
could  not  have  escaped  immediate  detection,  and  the  patient 
might  have  been  placed  under  proper  medical  treatment. 
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The  case  of  M.  H.,  who  also  died  from  the  effects  of  broken 
ribs  and  sternum,  was  one  which  gave  rise  to  much  cor¬ 
respondence  between  the  authorities  of  the  Marylebone 
Workhouse  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors.  A  very  fuli 
investigation  into  all  the  circumstances  was  conducted  by 
two  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  result  strikingly  illus¬ 
trates  the  remarks  already  made  upon  the  necessity  of  a  careful 
medical  examination  of  all  patients  on  admission.  As  will 
be  seen,  there  was  very  strong  evidence  to  show  that  the 
patient  was  free  from  injuries  when  she  was  received  into  the 
St.  Marylebone  Workhouse,  and  also  when  sent  and  admitted 
into  the  II  an  we  11  Asylum  on  the  11th  of  May;  but  after  death 
it  was  found  that  seven  of  her  ribs  were  fractured,  and  the 
question  whether  they  had  been  inflicted  while  she  was  an 
inmate  there  could  not  be  satisfactorily  determined. 

The  history  of  the  case  forwarded  to  us  by  Dr.  Lindsay, 
the  medical  superintendent  of  the  female  division  at  Hanwell, 
was  to  the  following  effect.  On  the  6th  of  May,  M.  H. 
was  attacked  suddenly  with  insanity  when  at  her  usual  oc¬ 
cupation  of  a  fruitseller,  and  was  taken  to  her  home  by 
the  police,  in  the  forenoon  of  that  day,  raving  mad,  and  in  a 
state  of  great  excitement.  On  the  following  day  she  was 
sent  to  the  M  aryl  ebon  e  Workhouse,  where  she  remained 
until  the  11th,  when  she  was  admitted  into  Hanwell,  la¬ 
bouring  under  acute  mania.  On  admission  she  had  slight 
bruises  on  her  left  knee  and  right  wrist,  but  there  were 
no  bruises  on  the  chest,  nor  on  any  other  part  of  the 
body.  The  nurses  who  undressed  and  bathed  the  patient, 
in  the  presence  of  the  assistant  matron,  did  not  detect  any¬ 
thing  unusual  about  her  chest,  nor  were  any  fractured  ribs 
discovered  by  the  medical  officer  who  examined  her  on  admis¬ 
sion.  At  that  time  she  had  a  slight  cough  and  expectoration, 
and  during  her  residence  in  the  asylum  she  was  under  treat¬ 
ment  for  acute  mania  and  inflammation  of  the  lungs.  She 
was  confined  to  bed  the  whole  time  in  the  padded  room,  except 
on  two  nights,  when  she  was  in  a  single  room,  with  mattresses 
on  the  floor.  She  did  not  exhibit  violence  in  the  asylum, 
and  no  struggles  with  nurses  or  patients  were  reported. 

She  died  on  the  25th  of  May,  from  acute  mania  and  pleuro¬ 
pneumonia  consequent  on  fractured  ribs  and  sternum.  The 
post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the  body  was  free 
from  bruises  on  chest  and  limbs.  The  lower  portion  of  the 
sternum  was  fractured,  as  also  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and 
seventh  ribs  on  the  right  side  posteriorly,  and  the  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  ribs  on  the  left  side  were  fractured  in  a 
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similar  manner,  but  the  sixth  rib  on  this  side  was  broken  in  a  County  and 
second  place  anteriorly.  The  condition  of  the  organs  injured  Js°yR^™ 
by  these  fractures  was  such  as  fully  to  account  for  death.  Hanweii 

Dr.  Lindsay  completed  his  statement  with  the  following  Asylum, 
observation:  u  Judging  from  the  post-mortem  appearances 
“  and  history  of  the  case,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  injuries  were 
“  not  received  in  the  asylum,  and  that  probably  they  occurred 
uat  least  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  prior  to  her  death.”  The 
evidence  given  at  the  inquest  differed  in  no  way  from  this 
statement,  except  that  the  nurse  of  the  infirmary  of  the 
Marylebone  Workhouse  who  accompanied  the  patient  to 
Han  well  swore  that  she  had  no  cough  at  that  time.  The 
verdict  of  the  jury  was  as  follows  :  4 4  The  deceased  died  from 
“  inflammation  of  the  lungs  caused  by  fractured  ribs,  but  how 
those  injuries  were  caused  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  to 
“  show,  but  the  jurors  are  of  opinion  that  they  were  caused  at  the 
Cl  time  her  attack  began/’  Against  this  statement  and  this  ver¬ 
dict  the  guardians  of  the  Marylebone  Workhouse  very  strongly 
protested.  They  were  of  opinion,  and  in  this  opinion  were 
confirmed  by  their  medical  officer,  that  the  patient  was 
sound  in  body  whilst  an  inmate  of  the  workhouse,  that  the 
injuries  of  which  she  died  had  not  then  been  received,  and 
that  it  was  impossible  that  such  very  severe  injuries,  had  they 
existed,  could  have  escaped  detection,  not  only  by  their  own 
medical  officers,  but  by  those  at  Hanwell,  who  examined  the 
patient  on  admission. 

The  Commissioners  who  made  further  special  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  resorted  to  every 
available  source  of  information  that  could  be  brought  to  bear 
on  the  subject.  They  examined,  at  Hanwell,  Dr.  Lindsay  and 
six  of  the  nurses,  who  were,  at  different  times,  in  charge  of 
the  patient,  and  the  result  of  whose  statements  was  to 
negative  the  occurrence  of  any  act  of  violence  after  her 
reception.  At  the  workhouse,  Dr.  Randall,  the  chief  medical 
officer,  Mr.  Fuller,  the  resident  medical  officer,  and  the  nurse, 
were  severally  examined,  and  also  the  patient’s  husband,  and 
all  concurred  in  stating  that  she  was  suffering  from  no  bodily 
injury  either  before  admission  or  during  her  stay  in  the 
house.  Mr.  Lane,  the  surgeon  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  who 
examined  the  body  on  behalf  of  the  visiting  justices,  was  of 
opinion  that  the  fractures  of  the  ribs  had  been  sustained  a 
fortnight  before  death,  or  about  the  period  when  she  became  an 
inmate  of  the  asylum.  The  only  material  new  point  elicited  by 
the  inquiry  was,  that  on  the  night  of  her  admission  the  patient 
was  placed  to  sleep  in  a  single  room,  on  an  iron  bedstead. 
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This  was  at  variance  with  the  report  first,  made  by  Dr. 
Lindsay  to  the  Board,  in  which  he  stated  that  during  the 
whole  time  the  patient  was  in  the  asylum  (with  the  exception 
of  one  or  two  nights,  when  she  was  in  a  single  room,  with 
mattresses  on  the  floor)  she  was  in  bed  in  the  padded  room ; 
and  to  this  discrepancy  in  his  evidence  the  attention  of  the 
visitors  was  directed  by  the  guardians.  In  explanation  Dr. 
Lindsay  made  the  following  statement:  “  For  two  nights  after 
“  her  admission  she  occupied  a  single  room  ;  the  first  night  she 
“  had  an  iron  bedstead,  the  second  night  she  had  mattresses 
“  on  the  floor,  the  bedstead  having  been  removed  by  my  in- 
61  struetionsas  a  precautionary  measure,  in  consequence  of  her 
“  habit  of  moving  her  body  and  arms  to  and  fro  as  she  lay  in 
“  bed,  and  to  prevent  the  risk  of  her  falling  out  of  bed.5’  I  he 
admissions  contained  in  this  statement  were  felt  to  be  highly 
important;  and  bearing  in  mind  that,  after  the  very  full  inquiry 
by  the  Commissioners,  there  was  satisfactory  evidence  to 
show  that  no  bodily  injuries  had  been  sustained  by  the  patient 
prior  to  her  admission  into  the  asylum,  that  when  examined 
in  the  bath  at  the  asylum  she  was  free  from  bruises  on  the 
chest,  that  the  medical  examination  failed  to  detect  any 
internal  injuries,  and  that  owing  to  her  great  restlessness  it 
was  deemed  necessary  for  her  safety  to  place  her  in  a  padded 
room,—  we  felt  that  there  was  strong  reason  to  infer  that  the 
injuries  had  been  received  on  the  first  night  of  the  patient’s 
admission  into  the  asylum,  when  she  slept  in  a  single  room  on 
an  iron  bedstead,  a  species  of  accommodation  particularly 
unsuited  for  such  a  case. 

E.  N.,  a  patient  admitted  on  the  6th  of  July,  committed 
suicide  by  hanging  on  the  13th  of  the  same  month.  She 
was  not  stated  to  be  “  suicidal,”  but  the  certifying  surgeon 
described  her  as  lovr,  melancholy,  and  unhappy,  and  under 
the  delusion  that  her  children  had  been  destroyed  in  some 
dreadful  way. 

On  admission  she  was  placed  in  the  infirmary,  where  she 
occupied  a  five-bedded  room  until  the  9th,  when,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  her  being  noisy  and  excited,  she  was  removed  from 
the  associated  dormitory  to  a  single  room  in  an  adjoining 
ward.  On  the  10th  she  was  again  removed  to  another  ward 
(No.  17),  where  she  slept  in  a  dormitory,  and  finally  on  the 
evening  of  the  11th  she  was  taken  to  a  single  room  in  Ward 
No.  7. 

On  the  morning  of  her  death  she  was  reported  to  be  more 
tranquil  and  rational ;  she  assisted  in  cleaning  the  ward,  and 
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took  exercise  out  of  doors.  At  seven  p.m.  the  nurse  in  charge  County  and 
of  the  ward  sent  her  to  her  room  to  undress  before  going  to  asylums. 
bed  whilst  she  attended  to  another  patient.  The  door  of  the  Hanweii 
room  was  partly  open;  but  when  the  nurse  visited  her,  as  she  Asylum, 
stated,  five  or  six  minutes  afterwards,  she  found  her  suspended 
by  means  of  her  apron  to  the  window  shutter,  the  apron  being 
put  through  one  of  the  holes  perforated  in  it  for  light  and 
ventilation,  and  her  feet  resting  on  the  floor.  She  was  im¬ 
mediately  taken  down  and  the  knot  untied,  but  she  only 
breathed  once  and  expired.  On  the  arrival  of  the  medical 
superintendent  life  was  quite  extinct. 

Although  it  is  true  that  this  patient  was  described  in  the 
statement  as  not  suicidal,  on  the  other  hand  the  statement  of 
the  certifying  surgeon  described  her  as  melancholy,  unhappy, 
and  under  delusions  which  might  at  any  time  give  rise  to  a 
suicidal  tendency.  And  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  as  a 
precaution  against  such  contingency  the  patient  was  not 
more  closely  watched  after  her  admission.  It  was  no  doubt 
a  case  in  which  the  utmost  care  should  have  been  taken  to 
prevent  such  a  ligature  as  she  used  from  being  accessible 
for  the  purpose  of  suicide,  and  there  was  also  a  want  of 
caution  in  placing  her  in  a  room  which  favoured  its  accom¬ 
plishment. 

The  female  division  of  the  Norfolk  Asylum  having  become  Norfolk, 
so  crowded  as  to  render  additional  accommodation  absolutely 
necessary,  plans  for  a  new  wing  were  submitted  in  July  last, 
to  which  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  was  soon  after 
obtained. 

By  this  addition  provision  will  be  made  for  52  patients  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  3,200/.,  or  at  the  rate  of  60  l.  per  bed, 

20  of  which  will  be  placed  in  single  rooms. 

A  case  of  suicide  has  occurred  at  the  Salop  Asylum,  which  Salop, 
is  worth  recording  to  illustrate  the  unceasing  watchfulness  Suicide  of  h.m. 
necessary  to  be  enforced  on  those  having  charge  of  dangerous 
instruments  or  such  as  are  likely  to  suggest  the  idea  of  suicide. 

The  deceased  man,  who  when  admitted  was  in  a  very 
desponding  condition,  had  so  much  improved  under  treat¬ 
ment  that  he  was  considered  convalescent,  and  would  have 
been  recommended  for  discharge  at  the  next  committee 
meeting.  Of  this  he  was  aware.  He  worked  regularly  in 
the  garden,  and  seemed  cheerful  and  contented. 

It  was  the  custom  of  the  gardener  to  keep,  in  a  small  hot¬ 
house  in  the  garden,  a  gun  to  shoot  rooks,  and  the  door  of  this 
house  was  always  kept  locked.  On  the  morning  of  the  ac- 
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cident  the  gardener,  probabty  observed  by  the  patient,  had 
put  away  the  gun  and  locked  the  door.  In  the  afternoon, 
when  again  in  the  hot- house,  he  was  called  away  to  give  some 
directions  to  working  patients,  and  incautiously  left  the  door 
open.  He  was  not  absent  more  than  three  or  four  minutes; 
but  the  deceased,  who  was  at  work  close  by,  at  once  slipped 
into  the  house,  obtained  possession  of  the  gun,  and  shot  him¬ 
self  through  the  head. 

Plans  for  an  extension  of  the  recreation  hall  at  the 
Somerset  Asylum,  so  as  to  adapt  it  for  the  purpose  of  a 
theatre,  have  been  approved. 

In  the  month  of  May  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  a 
man  named  E.  H.  who  committed  suicide  in  this  asylum  by 
hanging  himself  with  his  stockings  to  a  gas  bracket.  The  ver¬ 
dict  was  merely  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased  had  committed 
suicide  when  in  a  state  of  insanity,  and  the  jury  made  no  in¬ 
quiry  regarding  the  precautions,  if  any,  which  had  been  taken 
to  prevent  such  an  occurrence.  It  appeared,  however,  from 
a  subsequent  correspondence  between  this  Board  and  the 
Committee  of  Visitors,  that  although  the  suicidal  tendency  of 
the  patient  was  made  known  verbally  by  the  medical  officer 
to  the  attendants  of  the  infirmary  where  he  was  first  placed 
after  admission,  the  fact  was  not  communicated  to  the  attend¬ 
ants  of  another  ward  to  which  he  was  afterwards  removed, 
and  of  which  he  was  an  inmate  at  the  time  of  the  fatal 
occurrence.  Had  this  been  done  the  accident  might  have 
been  prevented  ;  and,  with  a  view  of  more  effectually  keeping 
suicidal  patients  under  observation,  we  suggested  that  for  the 
future,  in  addition  to  such  verbal  direction  as  in  each  case 
might  appear  necessary,  a  written  statement,  setting  forth  the 
suicidal  propensity  of  the  patient,  should  be  given  to  the 
attendant  first  taking  charge  of  him,  and  that  this  document 
should  be  sent  with  the  patient  to  any  other  ward  to  which 
he  subsequently  might  be  removed. 

The  importance  of  keeping  alive  the  watchfulness  of  attend¬ 
ants  in  suicidal  cases  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

The  want  of  asylum  accommodation  in  the  County  of 
Surrey  having  been  very  strongly  adverted  to  in  the  report  of 
the  Commissioners  who  last  visited  the  Wandsworth  Asylum, 
the  Committee  of  Visitors,  in  the  month  of  November  last, 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board,  stating  their  intention  of 
bringing  under  the  notice  of  the  magistrates  at  the  Epiphany 
Sessions  the  condition  of  the  metropolitan  parishes  as  regards 
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their  pauper  lunatics,  and  the  necessity  of  immediate  mea-  County  and 
sures  to  meet  the  emergency.  The  result  has  been  that  asylums. 
plans  have  been  submitted  for  the  erection  of  60  single  surrey, 
rooms  at  the  Wandsworth  Asylum,  but  the  additions  thus  Wandsworth 
contemplated,  although  essential  as  furnishing  a  description  Asylum‘ 
of  accommodation  much  needed,  will  prove  quite  insufficient 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  county,  and  ere  long  provision  on  a 
much  more  extended  scale  must  of  necessity  be  made. 

In  our  last  and  previous  Reports  we  adverted  to  the  very  Brookwood 
grave  inconveniences  which  had  been  occasioned  by  the  de-  Asylum* 
fective  water  supply  at  the  Brookwood  Asylum.  As  all  the 
steps  hitherto  taken  by  the  visiting  justices  to  secure  a 
sufficient  and  permanent  supply  had  failed,  we  in  the  month 
of  January  last  year  obtained  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Rawlinson 
the  engineer,  who,  after  a  careful  investigation  on  the  spot, 
reported  that  the  existing  modes  of  supplying  water  were 
very  defective  both  in  engine  power  and  volume  of  water  at 
command,  and  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  attempt  to  sink 
additional  wells,  as  the  quantity  to  be  so  obtained  would  be 
very  uncertain,  and  the  pumping  costly.  He  therefore 
recommended  that  every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  obtain 
a  supply  from  the  canal,  the  water  of  which  on  analysis  had 
proved  to  be  the  best  which  the  district  afforded,  and,  sup¬ 
posing  this  arrangement  not  practicable,  to  construct  tanks 
and  works  for  storing  and  filtering  surface  water  in  a  position 
which  he  indicated.  We  submitted  these  recommendations  to 
the  Committee  of  Visitors,  but  they  declined  to  adopt  them, 
desiring  that  the  existing  mode  of  supply  should  be  further 
tested  until  its  sufficiency  or  otherwise  for  the  wants  of  the 
institution  could  be  more  fully  ascertained.  In  pursuance  of 
this  decision  plans  were  submitted  for  a  water  tower  and  tank, 
which  it  was  proposed  to  erect  at  an  estimated  cost  ofl,  500 
certain  modifications  having  been  agreed  to,  they  were  and 
sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  report  of  the  visit  made  in  November  (App.  E.)  that  up 
to  that  date  much  inconvenience  was  still  experienced  from 
the  want  of  water. 

The  death  of  a  patient  who,  in  August  last,  lost  his  life  in  Case  of  f.  c. 
this  asylum,  owing  to  the  gross  negligence  of  an  attendant 
named  Albert  Tatford,  must  no  doubt,  in  some  degree,  be 
attributed  to  this  scarcity  of  water. 

From  the  statement  which  accompanied  the  notice  of  the 
man’s  death,  it  appeared  that  about  six  o’clock  p.m.  on  the 
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9th  of  August,  Tatford  filled  the  infirmary  bath  with  hot 
water,  no  cold  water  being  available,  and  about  an  hour  after¬ 
wards  took  the  deceased  patient  to  the  bath-room  to  bathe 
him.  Finding  however  that  the  water  was  still  too  hot,  and 
having  no  means  of  cooling  it,  he  left  him  while  he  went  to  a 
neighbouring  ward,  with  another  patient,  an  idiot,  telling  him 
the  water  was  as  yet  too  hot  for  use,  bnt  not  locking  the  bath¬ 
room.  Ten  minutes  afterwards  the  attendant  was  called  by 
the  idiot  patient,  who  told  him  that  the  deceased  had  “his 
skin  coming  off,”  and  proceeding  to  the  bath-room,  he  found 
that  he  had  been  put  in  the  bath,  and  so  scalded  that  the  epi¬ 
dermis  came  off  at  once  from  his  feet,  right  hand,  and  buttocks. 
These  injuries  proved  fatal  in  about  five  clays.  Now,  the  rules 
drawn  up  for  the  guidance  of  attendants  in  bathing  patients 
are,  at  this  asylum,  very  clear  and  precise.  During  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  the  bath,  the  room  is  never  to  be  left  without  an 
attendant.  At  all  other  times  the  door  is  to  be  kept  locked. 
The  temperature  of  the  water  is  to  be  carefully  ascertained  by 
means  of  a  thermometer,  and,  “in  preparing  a  bath  the  cold 
water  is  always  to  be  turned  on  first.”  But  to  this  latter  rule 
owing  to  the  want  of  water,  the  attendant  was  unable  to  give 
effect.  His  negligence  otherwise  was  nevertheless  of  so  gross 
a  description,  that  we  suggested  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors 
the  propriety  of  following  up  his  dismissal  by  a  prosecution. 
After  much  consideration,  however,  we  ourselves  reluctantly 
came  to  the  conclusion  that,  under  the  circumstances,  a  con¬ 
viction  was  not  likely  to  be  obtained. 

The  pressure  for  asylum  accommodation  in  the  county  of 
Surrey  continues  to  be  very  great.  The  difficulty  of  providing 
for  the  numerous  urgent  cases  which  of  necessity  are  often 
detained  for  long  periods  in  the  workhouses,  has  of  course 
been  increased  by  the  defective  water  supply  at  Brookwood  ; 
but  it  has  been  found  also,  that,  although  sleeping  accommoda¬ 
tion  had  been  provided  for  650  patients,  the  day  space  was  quite 
inadequate  for  so  large  a  number.  And  upon  this  ground, 
with  abundance  of  vacant  sleeping  rooms,  patients  have  been 
refused  admission.  In  view  of  the  grave  evils  incident  (o 
this  pressure,  we  suggested  that  some  of  the  vacant  bed-rooms 
should  be  converted  temporarily  into  day-rooms ;  but  the 
Visitors  decided  at  once  to  enlarge  the  day  space,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  forwarded  plans  for  that  purpose,  which  were  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  December  last.  The  estimated 
cost  for  these  additions,  including  heating,  gas  fittings,  and  all 
expenses,  was  6,175  1. 
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The  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  female  patient  County^nd 
in  the  Sussex  Asylum  formed  the  subject  of  an  inquiry  by  The  Asvlums. 
coroner,  and  we  now  draw  attention  to  them,  not  only  be-  Sussex, 
cause  they  illustrate  the  necessity  of  using  the  utmost  caution  Case  of  e.  h. 
where  wet  sheet  packing,  combined  with  cold  affusion,  is 
employed  medically  to  allay  maniacal  excitement,  but  also 
because  thev  show  the  danger  attending  this  mode  of  treat-

ment  even  in  the  most  skilful  hands. 

The  patient,  who  had  once  before  been  an  inmate  of  the 
asylum,  was  re-admitted  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  August, 
labouring  under  acute  mania  and  refusal  of  food,  symptoms 
similar  to  those  she  exhibited  when  previously  under  treat¬ 
ment,  and  from  which  she  was  stated  to  have  recovered  very 
rapidly  by  the  .use  of  the  wet  sheet.  She  was  so  noisy  and 
excited  that  no  examination  of  the  chest  was  made  at  the  time, 

Dr.  Robertson  trusting  to  his  knowledge  of  her  state  pre¬ 
vious  to  her  former  discharge,  when,  although  the  lungs  were 
delicate,  no  indication  of  disease  was  apparent ;  and  he  directed 
that  the  patient  should  be  “  packed  for  one  hour  anda-halfin 
“  the  wet  sheet  twice,  to  be  followed  with  a  tepid  and  a  cold 
pail  of  water.”  This  was  accordingly  done,  and  she  had  been 
removed  from  the  bed  and  dressed  when,  at  five  o’clock,  she  was 
found  to  be  in  a  state  of  collapse,  and,  notwithstanding  every 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  medical  superintendent,  she  never 
rallied,  but  sank  and  died  within  two  hours.  A  post-mortem 
examination  showed  extensive  tubercular  deposit,  and  small 
tubercular  condensation  in  the  lower  and  middle  lobe  of  the 
right  lung,  with  old  adhesions  on  both  sides.  There  was  a 
slight  imperfection  in  the  mitral  valve  of  the  heart,  and  an 
ounce  of  serum  in  the  pericardium.  The  muscular  fibres  also 
showed  considerable  fatty  degeneration.  It  was  evident  that 
with  such  extensive  disease  of  the  lungs  the  patient  could  not 
have  lived  many  weeks  ;  and  the  jury  found  that  the  deceased 
had  died  from  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  concurring  with  the 
coroner  in  opinion  that,  considering  the  success  which  had 
attended  the  treatment  by  packing  on  the  former  occasion,  no 
blame  could  be  attached  to  Dr.  Robertson ;  who,  however, 
himself  very  candidly  admitted  that  he  believed,  looking  to  the 
state  of  the  patient’s  heart  and  lungs,  the  treatment  had  been 
injurious  to  her.  Whilst  agreeing  in  the  view  taken  by  the 
coroner’s  jury,  and  acquitting  Dr.  Robertson  of  blame,  we  still 
thought  it  our  duty  to  address  a  letter  to  him,  stating  that, 
in  no  case  should  either  a  packing”  or  the  use  of  the  Turkish 
bath  be  adopted  unless  the  medical  superintendent  had  pre¬ 
viously  satisfied  himself,  by  careful  examination  of  the  patient 
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ancl  especially  of  the  state  of  the  lungs  and  heart,  that  such 
treatment  might  be  safely  employed.  Moreover,  that  from 
time  to  time  during  the  process  of  “  packing,”  and  especially 
before  being  subjected  to  the  cold  affusion  in  the  bath,  the 
patient  should  be  examined  by  one  of  the  medical  officers. 

Plans  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  a 
detached  building  at  the  Warwick  County  Asylum,  which 
will  provide  accommodation  for  100  patients  of  each  sex,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  13,856  l. 

Originally  the  Committee  of  Visitors  had  it  in  contempla¬ 
tion  to  establish  an  entirely  separate  institution,  especially 
adapted  for  the  treatment  and  training  of  idiots,  in  which 
private  patients  were  to  be  received,  and  which,  it  was  hoped, 
would,  to  some  extent,  be  aided  bv  charitable  'contributions. 
Of  the  pressing  want  that  exists  for  establishments  of  this 
description  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  it  was  with  much  re¬ 
gret  we  learnt  that  the  plan  had  been  abandoned.  The  build¬ 
ing  now  proposed  to  be  erected  will  form  part  of  the  county 
asylum,  occupying  a  site  in  immediate  contiguity  with  it.  It 
will,  however,  to  some  extent,  partake  of  the  nature  of  an 
asylum  for  idiots,  and  the  internal  arrangements  have  been 
planned  with  a  view  to  the  treatment  of  such  cases,  and  also 
of  the  chronic,  harmless,  and  imbecile  class  of  the  insane. 

The  plans  of  the  new  asylum  for  South  Yorkshire,  proposed 
to  be  erected  at  Wadsley  Park,  near  Sheffield,  have  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  building  has  been 
commenced,  and  will  probably  be  completed  in  1872.  It  is 
designed  at  present  to  accommodate  630  patients,  with  central 
offices  adequate  for  an  extension  to  1,000. 

In  the  meantime,  with  a  view  of  meeting  the  existing 
pressure  for  asylum  accommodation,  the  West  Riding  Justices 
resolved  to  make  certain  temporary  additions  at  Wakefield 
whereby  beds  for  60  male  jjatients  will  be  provided.  They 
have  also  rented  for  seven  years  a  large  house,  with  three 
acres  of  land,  at  Highfield,  a  suburb  of  Sheffield.  Before 
occupation,  the  premises  were  inspected  by  a  member  of  our 
Board,  who  reported  very  favourably  of  their  suitableness  for 
the  intended  purpose ;  and  they  have  since  been  cleaned, 
decorated,  and  furnished  in  a  most  comfortable  manner. 

This  establishment,  when  visited  by  two  members  of  the 
Board  on  the  23d  of  last  February,  was  found  to  be  in  excellent 
order.  Six  male  and  68  female  patients  were  then  resident, 
and  it  was  expected  that  when  all  the  intended  alterations 
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were  completed,  there  would  be  accommodation  for  about  County  and 
125.  The  condition  of  the  rooms  and  bedding,  and  the  state  asylums. 
of  the  inmates,  were  described  as  most  satisfactory  in  every  west  Riding, 
respect.  The  patients  were  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Mitchell, 
who  is  resident;  and  they  were  also  visited  frequently  by  Dr. 

Browne,  the  superintendent  of  the  asylum.  The  house  is 
considered  and  treated  simply  as  a  branch  of  the  asylum  at 
Wakefield  ;  there  are  no  separate  books  or  registry ;  and  the 
dietary  is  the  same  in  both  establishments.  The  accommo¬ 
dation  thus  provided  is  so  excellent,  that  we  are  induced  to 
hope,  when  it  is  no  longer  required  by  the  county,  that  the 
question  may  be  entertained  of  retaining  it  as  a  hospital,  as¬ 
sisted  by  charitable  contributions,  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
of  slender  means,  but  above  the  pauper  class.  There  is  the 
utmost  need  for  establishments  of  this  description  throughout 
England. 

We  have  to  notice  the  following  special  cases  of  deaths 
which  have  occurred  at  the  Wakefield  Asylum. 

On  the  6th  of  September  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  Suicide  of  j.m. 
of  J.  M,,  who,  after  a  residence  of  about  seven  months  in  trie 
Wakefield  Asylum,  committed  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat. 

The  circumstances  of  the  case  were  very  peculiar.  The  patient, 
on  admission,  was  labouring  under  hypochondriacal  melan¬ 
cholia  of  a  very  intense  type,  with  painful  delusions.  He  was 
accordingly  placed  in  a  ward  specially  set  apart  lor  suicidal 
cases,  where  he  remained  three  months.  At  the  end  of 
that  time,  as  he  had  never  shown  any  disposition  to  injure 
himself,  he  was  removed  to  other  wards,  and  was  employed 
in  the  kitchen,  or  assisting  in  various  parts  of  the  building.  On 
the  2nd  of  September,  after  a  special  examination  of  him  by 
the  medical  superintendent,  he  was  directed  to  join  a  party 
of  patients  engaged  in  repairing  a  road,  and  with  them  he 
worked  regularly  and  cheerfully,  apparently  deriving  much 
benefit  from  the  out-door  exercise.  At  five  o’clock  on  the  14th, 
the  day  of  his  death,  at  the  request  of  his  attendant,  he  col¬ 
lected  the  tools,  placed  them  on  a  barrow,  and  conveyed  them 
to  the  toolhouse,  which  is  situated  at  a  distance  of  about  60 
feet  from  the  slaughterhouse,  in  which  at  the  time  the 
butcher  was  engaged,  assisted  by  two  patients,  in  dressing  a 
bullock.  After  depositing  the  tools,  the  attendant  saw  him 
walk  towards  the  slaughterhouse,  the  door  of  which  was 
open.  He  went  slowly  at  first,  but  suddenly  quickened  his 
pace,  entered  it,  and,  in  the  presence  of  the  butcher  and  the 
other  patients,  cut  his  throat  with  a  knife  which  was  lying  on 
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a  bench.  His  movements  were  so  rapid  and  unexpected,  that 
interference  was  impossible.  The  wound  was  very  severe, 
and  although  assistance  was  immediately  at  hand,  he  died 
very  shortly. 

The  coroners  jury  were  of  opinion  that  no  blame  was 
attributable  to  anyone  in  connexion  with  this  very  unfortu¬ 
nate  case,  and  it  is  indeed  difficult  to  say  how  such  an  event 
could  have  been  prevented,  except  by  the  precaution,  which 
has  since  been  taken,  of  placing  iron  gates  to  the  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  space  necessarily  left  open  for  ventilation. 

In  the  month  of  October  an  inquest  was  held  at  the  Wake¬ 
field  Asylum,  on  the  body  of  a  male  patient,  named  J.  B. 
The  jurors  found  that  the  patient  had  died  from  natural 
causes,  but  there  were  circumstances  attending  the  case 
which  call  for  special  remark.  It  was  discovered  on  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  that  four  of  his  ribs,  two  on  each  side, 
were  fractured.  As  the  bones  showed  no  signs  of  inflamma¬ 
tion  or  disposition  to  reunion,  it  was  suggested  that  the  injuries 
might  have  been  inflicted  after  death,  but  the  facts  disclosed 
were  such  as  to  account  for  them  in  a  far  more  probable  way. 
It  was  given  in  evidence  that  the  man,  from  the  time  of  his 
admission  a  fortnight  before,  had  been  labouring  under  acute 
mania,  and  had  obstinately  refused  to  take  food;  that  it 
became  necessary  to  feed  him  with  a  stomach  pump  ;  and 
also  to  use  a  catheter  for  an  infirmity  of  the  bladder,  from 
which  he  suffered.  To  both  these  operations  he  offered  the 
most  violent  opposition,  and  he  was  such  a  powerful  man  that 
four  and  five  attendants  were  required  to  hold  him. 

Although  the  cause  of  death  was  ascertained  to  he  disease 
of  the  brain,  and  not  hastened  by  the  fracture  of  the  ribs, 
we  see  no  reason  to  entertain  a  doubt  that  those  frac¬ 
tures  occurred  during  the  struggles  reported  to  have  taken 
place  whilst  the  patient  was  forcibly  fed  and  held  by  the 
attendants;  and  the  matter  having  been  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Board,  we  intimated  to  the  superin- 
tendant  our  opinion  that  in  such  exceptional  circumstances, 
for  the  better  protection  of  a  patient  during  the  administration 
of  food  by  the  stomach  pump,  mechanical  restraint  by  means 
of  a  padded  chair,  or  other  suitable  appliances,  would  be 
justifiable  and  preferable  to  manual  coercion. 

In  April  last  plans  were  submitted  for  a  new  kitchen,  and 
other  offices  at  the  North  Riding  Asylum,  which  after  certain 
amendments,  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  The 
estimated  cost  for  these  additions  was  !;20Q^ 

In 
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In  reference  to  boroughs  it  is  to  be  observed  that  their  county  and 
separate  existence,  for  the  purpose  of  Lunatic  Asylums,  was  asylum” 
not  recognised  before  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  126.  Boroughs  Lawasto 
contributing  to  county  rates  were  deemed  merely  to  form  Boroughs 
parts  of  counties.  On  the  other  hand  boroughs  which,  at  GLNL‘KALLY* 
the  passing  of  the  Act,  had  six  justices  besides  the  Recorder 
were  thereby  empowered  to  separate  themselves  from  the 
county,  so  as  to  be  in  the  same  position  as  non-contributory 
boroughs  ;  but  in  no  case  have  the  authorities  of  any  borough 
availed  themselves  of  this  provision. 

Upon  our  Report  the  Secretary  of  State  has  given  his  sane-  Newcastle  on 
tion  to  an  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  about  four  acres  of Tyne* 
land  to  the  east  of  the  original  estate  belonging  to  the  New¬ 
castle  Asylum,  at  a  cost  of  1,068  L  15  5.  10  d.  By  means  of 
this  addition,  a  straight  boundary  line  will  be  obtained,  and 
an  opportunity  afforded  of  removing  the  sewage  tank  to  a 
greater  distance  from  the  asylum  than  was  originally  pro¬ 
posed.  Plans  for  the  farm  buildings,  and  an  inclosure  wall, 
intended  to  be  erected  at  this  asylum  for  750/,  have  also  been 
approved. 


An  enlargement  of  the  Bristol  Asylum  having  become  Bristol, 
necessary,  plans  for  additions  connected  with  the  workshops 
and  laundry  department  were  submitted  in  March  last.  The 
contemplated  alterations  are  calculated  to  provide  16 
beds  in  the  male,  and  21  in  the  female  division,  at  an  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  1,319  /.  Certain  alterations  which  we  suggested 
having  been  adopted,  the  plans  received  the  Secretary  of 
State’s  sanction. 


Plans  have  been  sanctioned  for  the  erection  at  the  Hull  Hull, 
Asylum  of  a  new  laundry  and  washhouse,  with  day  and 
dormitory  accommodation  for  15  patients.  The  building 
will  be  detached,  but  there  will  be  a  communication  to  it  by 
means  of  a  covered  way. 


We  have,  during  the  past  year,  continued  to  direct  our  Boroughs 
special  attention  to  the  subject  of  the  statutory  provision  ^0VID 
made  by  the  authorities  of  boroughs  for  the  accommodation  Asylums 
and  care  of  their  pauper  lunatics,  and  we  now  proceed  to  re¬ 
port  upon  the  cases  material  to  be  brought  under  your  Lord¬ 
ship’s  notice.

In  our  Twenty-first  Report  we  stated  that  the  sanction  of  (L)  Norwich, 
the  Secretary  of  State  had  been  given  to  the  purchase,  by  the 
Town  Council  of  Norwich,  of  a  site,  comprising  51  acres,  for 
a  Borough  Asylum,  for  the  reception  of  300  patients.  The 
0.64.  asylum 
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asylum,  plans  for  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  will  accommodate  313  patients;  and  the  estimated 
cost  is  35,000/. 

The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Norwich  and  the  Borough  of 
Bury  St.  Edmunds  have  resolved  to  unite  for  the  purposes  of 
a  joint  asylum,  and  an  agreement  has  accordingly  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  submitted  to  us,  with  a  view  to  its  approval  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  asylum  for  the  Borough  of  Ipswich  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  the  course  of  the  spring  of  next  year. 

A  contract,  under  the  7th  section  of  the  <£  Lunatic  Asylums 
Act,  1853,”  has  been  entered  into  for  the  reception  into  the 
Ipswich  Asylum  of  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  Borough  of 
King’s  Lynn,  and  only  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  subject  to  certain  amendments  suggested  by  this 
Board. 

The  Council  of  Great  Yarmouth  have  not  as  yet  taken,  or 
definitely  determined  upon,  proceedings  for  providing  an 
asylum  for  their  pauper  lunatics,  and,  in  the  event  of  any 
further  delay  on  their  part,  it  will  be  our  duty  to  report  their 
default  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  order  to  the  enforcement, 
by  his  order,  of  a  compliance  with  the  Act.  We  are  in  a 
position  to  state  that  the  Visitors  of  the  Norwich  Borough 
Asylum,  about  to  be  erected,  are  prepared  and  anxious  to 
enter  into  the  necessary  contract  for  the  reception  of  the 
Yarmouth  patients. 

A  statutory  contract  has  recently  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  reception,  into  the  Salop  and 
Montgomery  Asylum,  of  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  Borough 
of  Ludlow. 

When  the  question  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Kent  Asylum 
was  under  consideration  in  1866,  Secretary  Sir  George  Grey 
was  assured  by  the  Justices  that  if  their  proposal  was  adopted, 
effectual  provision  would  be  made  for  the  care  of  the  pauper 
lunatics  belonging  to  Maidstone  and  the  other  boroughs 
within  the  county.  Relying  upon  this  assurance,  Sir  George 
Grey  sanctioned  the  enlargement  to  which  this  Board,  being 
of  opinion  that  the  far  preferable  coarse  would  be  the  erection 
of  a  second  asylum  in  another  part  of  the  county,  always 
entertained  strong  objections.  It  is  now  expected  that  the 
additional  buildings  will  be  ready  for  occupation  before  the 
end  of  the  present  year.  We  have  been  in  frequent  commu¬ 
nication 
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nication  upon  the  subject  with  the  several  boroughs  and  the  Boroughs 
Visitors,  and  we  regret  to  state  that  there  is  little  or  no  chance  ™OVIDED 
of  any  fulfilment  of  the  conditions  upon  a  specific  perform-  Asylums. 
ance  of  which  the  enlargement  was  understood  to  have  been 
sanctioned. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  a  letter  from  the  clerks  to 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  28th  September  last,  in 
reference  to  a  Circular  addressed  by  this  Board  to  the  several 
boroughs : 

“  When  the  enlargement  of  our  asylum  was  in  contemplation, 
the  Visitors  had  in  view  the  accommodation  of  borough  patients. 

Since  that  time,  the  f  Metropolitan  Poor  Act,  1867,’  has  been 
passed,  and  the  operation  of  this  Act  has  been  to  throw  into  the 
asylum,  from  the  Greenwich  Workhouse,  such  a  number  of  patients 
that  our  reckoning  as  to  the  future  requirements  of  our  asylum  has 
been  upset. 

<e  We  understand  that  when  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  have 
been  erected,  a  number  of  the  Greenwich  patients  will  be  removed 
thither  ;  but  we  are  not  aware  what  that  number  will  be,  nor,  with 
certainty,  the  class  or  classes  of  patients  for  whom  such  asylums 
will  be  available.” 

It  only  remains  to  subjoin  the  following  copy  of  a  Resolu¬ 
tion  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  on  the 
6th  November  last : 

“  Resolved ,  That  this  Committee  is  willing  to  contract  with  the 
borough  to  receive  their  patients  as  soon  as  the  enlargement  of  the 
asylum  is  complete,  and  to  keep  them  as  long  as  the  requirements 
of  the  county  will  permit ;  such  contracts  to  be  terminable  on  one 
year’s,  notice.” 

Thus  the  matter  at  present  stands,  the  Justices  of  the 
Borough  of  Maidstone  having  abandoned  their  intention  of  , 
erecting  an  asylum. 


A  contract  under  the  42nd  section  of  the  “  Lunatic  Asylums  (g.)  Chester. 
Act,  1853,”  was  in  June  last  entered  into,  and  in  August 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  reception,  during 
a  period  of  two  years,  into  the  North  Wales  Asylum,  of 
pauper  lunatics  belonging  to  the  city  and  borough  of  Chester, 
to  the  number  of  20  patients  of  each  sex.  This  contract  is 
only  of  a  provisional  nature,  and,  to  use  the  terms  of  the  Act, 
does  “  not  exempt  the  Justices  of  the  borough  from  the  imme¬ 
diate  duty  and  obligation  of  erecting  or  providing  an  asylum” 
for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  borough.  In  this  respect  a 
contract  under  the  42nd  section  differs  materially  from  one 
under  the  7th.  The  temporary  arrangement  thus  made  will 
cease  to  be  required  after  the  completion  of  the  additional 
asylum  for  the  county  of  Chester^  in  the  course  of  erection 
0.64.  near 
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near  Macclesfield.  We  trust  that  the  pauper  lunatics  of 
Chester  will  then  be  sent,  under  a  statutory  contract,  to  the 
present  County  Asylum. 

We  regret  to  report  that  no  actual  steps  have  as  yet  been 
taken  by  the  Council  of  Portsmouth,  who,  by  statutory  notice 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  assumed  the  duties,  powers,  and 
authorities  of  the  Borough  Justices,  towards  erecting  or  pro¬ 
viding  an  asylum  for  their  pauper  lunatics.  The  whole  of 
the  borough  lunatics  were  maintained  in  the  Hants  Asylum 
down  to  the  month  of  November  1867,  w hen,  in  consequence 
of  a  notice  from  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  a  portion  were 
removed  to  Fisherton  House,  near  Salisbury,  or  other 
asylums  ;  and  in  Jhne  last  the  number  remaining  in  the 
Hants  Asylum  was  reduced  to  50.  At  the  same  date  the 
insane  and  imbecile  inmates  of  the  Portsea  Island  Union 
W  orkhouse  were,  as  reported  by  the  Visiting  Commissioners, 
136  in  number.  In  June  1865  the  number  of  Portsmouth 
pauper  lunatics  in  asylums  was  113.  Communications,  as  we 
are  informed,  upon  the  subject  of  providing  a  joint  asylum, 
have  passed  between  the  authorities  of  Portsmouth  and 
Southampton,  but  as  yet  with  no  definite  result. 

The  Borough  of  Southampton  also  is  still  without  an 
asylum.  In  consequence  of  the  notice  above  referred  to,  20 
of  the  borough  patients  were,  in  November  1867,  removed 
from  the  Hants  Asylum,  and,  pursuant  to  a  contract  with 
the  proprietors,  sent  to  Fisherton  House.  The  town  council 
having  failed  within  the  six  months  limited  by  the  Act  to 
give  the  necessary  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  the 
duty  still  devolves  upon  the  Justices  to  erect  or  provide 

an  asylum.  The  most  convenient  and  desirable  course 

%/ 

unquestionably  would  be  to  unite  with  Portsmouth  for  the 
purpose;  or  the  Council  of  Portsmouth  might  erect  an 
asylum  of  such  a  size,  and  so  situated,  as  conveniently  to 
receive  therein,  by  contract  under  the  7th  section,  the 
pauper  lunatics  of  Southampton.  It  has  been  represented 
to  us,  on  the  part  of  the  latter  Borough,  that  there  are 
practical  difficulties  which  would  interfere  with  the  har¬ 
monious  working  of  any  union,  or  joint  action,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  its  being  represented  by  Justices  who  have 
no  power  to  levy  a  borough  rate,  or  deal  with  the  borough 
funds.  A  desire  consequently  has  been  expressed,  wherein, 
as  it  is  stated  to  us,  the  Justices  concur,  that  power  should 
be  given  by  legislation  for  the  Council  now  to  assume  the 
duties  and  powers  vested  in  the  Borough  Justices  of  pro¬ 
viding 
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viding  an  Asylum.  Upon  this  proposition  we  have  not  under-  boroughs 
taken  to  make  anv  recommendation.  In  reference  to  another  unprovided 

WITH 

proposition,  made  to  us  also  on  the  part  of  the  Southampton  Asylums. 
authorities,  viz.,  to  amend  the  50th  section  of  the  Act, 
by  extending  the  period  for  the  repayment  of  principal  monies 
borrowed  on  mortgage  of  rates  from  30  to  50  years,  we  have 
expressed  our  willingness  to  propose  the  introduction  of  a 
clause  with  that  object  in  any  Amendment  Act. 

In  our  Nineteenth  Report  we  stated  that,  in  reply  to  a  (li.)Ptymouth. 
communication  received  in  December  1864,  from  the  Justices 
of  Plymouth,  expressing  a  desire  for  a  renewal  of  the  contract 
which  vrould  expire  in  1866,  for  the  reception  of  40  Plymouth 
borough  pauper  lunatics  into  the  Devon  County  Asylum,  we 
informed  them  that,  44  in  our  opinion,  such  a  renewal  would 
44  not  be  desirable,  and  that  the  proper  course  would  be  to 
44  make  provision  for  the  Plymouth  pauper  lunatics  in  an 
44  Asylum  for  the  borough,  either  separately,  or  in  connection 
44  with  some  other  borough  or  boroughs.”  There  were  at  that 
time  also  14  Plymouth  patients  in  Fisherton  House. 

To  this  view  we  have  consistently  adhered,  and  further 
consideration  and  inquiries  have  only  strengthened  our 
opinion.  In  conformity  therewith,  Mr.  Secretary  Walpole 
in  February  1867,  by  his  order  pursuant  to  the  Act  16  & 

17  Viet.  c.  97,  s.  7,  required  the  Justices  of  the  borough 
of  Plymouth  44  forthwith  to  provide  a  fit  and  sufficient 
44  Asylum  for  200  pauper  lunatics,”  the  number  for  which  a 
special  Committee  of  Justices  originally  recommended  that  a 
borough  Asylum  should  be  erected. 

No  action  was  taken  upon  this  order,  however,  and  the 
matter  was  allowed  to  remain  in  abeyance. 

The  Justices  of  Plymouth  had  continued  meanwhile  to 
press  for  a  renewal  of  the  contract  with  the  Visitors  of  the 
Devon  Asylum,  and,  in  reference  to  a  letter  from  the  Mayor, 
dated  the  6th  July  1867,  which  was  submitted  by  Mr. 

Secretary  Hardy  for  our  consideration,  we  maintained  our 
objections  to  the  proposed  renewal,  for  the  reasons  subjoined  : 

44  The  Devon  Asylum  does  not  afford  more  accommodation 
44  than  is  required  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county,  and 
44  may  shortly  be  inadequate  for  the  wants  of  the  county.  The 
44  adoption  of  the  proposal  to  receive  the  Plymouth  borough 
44  lunatics  would  involve  the  necessity  of  considerably  enlarging 
44  the  Asylum,  which,  having  regard  to  its  present  magnitude,

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The  same  views  were  embodied  in  a  letter  from  the  Board 
to  the  Home  Office,  on  the  10th  August  last,  replying  to 
a  communication  from  the  Mayor  of  Plymouth  of  the  29th 

(11.)  Plymouth.  Ju]ye 

The  result  was,  that  on  the  31st  August  Mr.  Secretary 
Hardy  finally  declined  to  sanction  a  renewal  of  the  contract 
for  the  reception  into  the  Devon  County  Asylum  of  the 
pauper  lunatics  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth,  and  by  his 
order  required  the  Justices  “  forthwith  to  provide  a  fit  and 
sufficient  Asylum  for  150  patients,  and  with  offices,  &c., 
‘  capable  of  enlargement  for  the  accommodation  of  50  more 
patients.” 

Such  are  the  material  facts  of  the  case  as  it  at  present  stands, 
and  the  matter  thus  continues  to  remain  still  in  abeyance. 

In  the  mean  time,  and  in  order  to  enable  this  Board  the 
more  satisfactorily  to  reply  to  certain  inquiries  made  by  Mr. 
Secretary  Bruce,  the  Devon  Asylum  was  on  the  8th  and  9th 
February  last  visited  by  two  Commissioners,  who  gave  special 
attention  to  the  questions  at  issue,  and  from  whose  report,  the 
material  parts  of  which  have  been  communicated  to  the  Home 
Offi  ce,  it  is  clear  that  the  Committee  of  Visitors  are  not  in  a 
position  to  entertain  the  proposal  for  a  renewal  of  the  con¬ 
tract. 

The  patients  were  then  685  in  number,  viz.,  270  of  the 
male  and  415  of  the  female  sex.  Of  the  former  20,  and  of 
the  latter  15,  belonged  to  the  borough  of  Plymouth. 

Thei  ’e  were  only  14  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division,  and 
17  in  the  female. 

Upon  a  careful  measurement  (made  by  desire  of  the  Visiting 
Commissioners)  of  all  the  associated  dormitories,  including 
(as  practically  forming  one)  a  portion  of  a  corridor  on  the 
female  side  containing  12  beds,  it  was  ascertained  that,  in 
order  to  allow  the  requisite  minimum  cubic  space,  in  each 
room,  of  500  feet  per  patient,  it  would  be  necessary  to  reduce 
the  numbers  of  beds  by  18  in  the  male,  and  11  in  the  female 
division. 

It  followed  that,  without  taking  into  account  a  further 
considerable  redaction  of  the  numbers  of  beds,  to  be  ren¬ 
dered  necessary  by  the  appropriation  in  the  main  building  of 
single  sleeping-rooms  to  the  purposes  of  lavatories  and  store¬ 
rooms  now  wanting  (an  arrangement  which  would  on  all 
accounts  be  the  most  feasible  and  convenient),  the  numbers  of 
patients  at  present  on  the  books  are  actually  in  excess  of  the 
proper  accommodation. 

Even  were  the  whole  of  the  patients  belonging  to  Plymouth 
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and  other  non-contributory  boroughs,  &c.,  altogether  71  in  boroughs 
number,  removed,  the  vacancies  thereby  created  would,  with°VIDED 
within  a  very  few  years,  be  filled  by  patients  from  unions  and  asylums. 
parishes  in  the  county  of  Devon.  The  Plymouth  pauper  (1L)piymouth- 
lunatics  in  Asylums,  about  half  being  in  the  Devon  Asylum 
and  the  remainder  nearly  all  at  Fisherton  House,  increased 
in  number  from  31  to  65  during  the  10  years  ending  the 
31st  December  1367. 

It  is  further  material  to  state  that  the  land,  the  property  of 
the  Asylum,  to  which  the  Committee  of  Visitors  have  no 
early  prospect  of  obtaining  an  addition,  does  not  exceed  84 
acres  in  extent,  of  which  66  only  are  available  for  cultivation. 

Thus,  the  total  quantity  of  land  is  in  the  proportion  of  about 
one  acre  to  eight  patients,  whilst,  in  Asylums  where  the 
patients  come  from  an  agricultural  district,  such  as  Devonshire, 
it  is  desirable  that  the  extent  should,  if  practicable,  he  in  the 
ratio  of  one  acre  to  four  patients. 

The  present  chapel  also  will  accommodate  only  150 
persons,  or  less  than  a  third  of  the  number  who  might  be 
expected  to  attend  the  services. 

In  the  circumstances  disclosed  by  the  correspondence  and 
inquiries,  we  continue  to  be  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  contract,  for  the  reasons  given,  ought  not  to  be  sanctioned. 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  at  least  two  or  three 
years  must  elapse  before  any  Asylum  to  be  erected  for  the 
borough  of  Plymouth  would  be  ready  for  occupation  ;  that 
during  that  period  the  number  of  patients  to  be  provided 
for  would  gradually  increase  ;  and  that  any  vacant  accommo¬ 
dation  might  be  made  a  source  of  profit  by  the  reception  of 
pauper  lunatics  from  other  boroughs  or  counties,  in  many  of 
which  there  is  now  a  great  pressure. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  23  Sc  24  Statjs 
Viet.  c.  75,  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  was  on  Asvlum> 
the  14th  October  last  visited  and  inspected  by  two  members  '  *i0‘VUM00R 
of  this  Board,  who  made  all  material  inquiries  into  its 
management  and  the  condition  and  treatment  of  the  persons 
confined  therein.  A  copy  of  their  Report  has  been  duly 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  See  Appendix  (F). 

In  our  Ninth  and  Fifteenth  Reports  we  gave  a  summary  of  hospitals. 
the  nature,  constitution,  and  existing  state  of  the  several  lunatic 
hospitals ;  and  subsequently,  in  our  Seventeenth  Report,  we 
published  the  entries  made  upon  our  official  visits  to  those 
institutions  in  1862,  together  with  some  general  observations 
upon  their  objects,  and  the  importance  of  extending  them. 
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hospitals.  In  this  Report,  Appendix  (G.)  will  be  found  the  entries  made 
during  the  past  year,  when  15  were  so  visited,  exclusive  of 
the  entries  made  at  Fort  Pitt  and  the  IN  aval  Hospital  at 
Yarmouth,  which  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (H.) 

With  the  view  of  showing  how  far  these  existing  lunatic 
hospitals  are  really  of  a  charitable  character,  we  subjoin  a 
Table  indicating  the  number  of  patients  in  each  who  are 
supported  gratuitously,  as  also  the  various  rates  at  which  the 
paying  classes  are  received.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  how 
very  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  insane  of  the  middle 
class  is  the  assistance  afforded  by  all  the  hospitals  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  how  few  there  are  which  fulfil  to  any  great  extent 
the  objects  of  charitable  institutions.

(i)  Of  the  164  patients  received  into  Earlswood  Asylum  upon  Annual  or  Life  payments,  there  were  on 
1  January  1869  :  4  at  25  guineas  or  less,  106  at  from  25  to  50  guineas,  27  at  from  50  to  100  guineas,  12  at 
from  100  to  150  guineas,  and  2  at  upwards  of  200  guineas;  and  13  upon  life  payments,  2  at  1,000  guineas, 
and  11  at  from  300  to  500  guineas. 
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Since  the  first  formation  of  the  older  lunatic  hospitals,  such  Hospitals. 
as  Bethlehem,  St.  Luke’s,  the  Bethel  of  Norwich,  the  Retreat 
at  York,  and  the  York  Hospital,  a  very  material  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  provision  made  for  the  insane  in  this 
country,  and  the  general  erection  of  asylums  in  each  county 
for  paupers  has,  to  a  great  extent,  changed  the  character  of 
the  hospitals.  While  at  one  period  the  inmates  were, 
with  few  exceptions,  of  the  pauper  class,  and,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  other  provision  for  them,  proper  objects  for  gra¬ 
tuitous  treatment,  they  are  now  chiefly  of  a  higher  social 
position,  many  of  whom,  though  unable  to  meet  the  lowest 
charge  at  which  patients  are  received  into  licensed  houses, 
are  still  in  a  position  to  contribute  something  towards 
their  maintenance.  The  great  want  at  the  present  time 
we  believe  to  be  hospitals  in  which  the  insane  of  the 
middle  class,  who,  though  poor,  are  not  reduced  to  pau¬ 
perism,  may  be  received  at  small  sums,  varying  from  5s.  to 
10s.,  or  15s.  a  week,  according  to  circumstances.  So  inade¬ 
quate  is  the  charitable  aid  afforded  to  this  class  by  all  the 
hospitals  at  present  erected,  that  the  pauper  asylum  is  the 
only  resort  for  them ;  and  daily  increasing  numbers  are  sent 
there  as  ordinary  paupers,  the  parishes  being  partly, 
or  in  some  instances  wholly,  reimbursed  for  their  main- 
tenance. 

To  such  an  extent  is  this  practised  in  county  asylums,  as 
to  be  frequently  matter  of  formal  complaint  by  the  Visi¬ 
tors,  imposing,  as  it  is  argued,  a  burden  upon  the  ratepayers 
which  they  are  not  legally  called  upon  to  bear.  To  the 
patients  themselves,  also,  it  is  no  less  a  hardship  and  injustice  ; 
and  painful  cases  are  constantly  coming  under  our  obser¬ 
vation  in  which  persons  of  education  and  social  position, 
clergymen,  barristers,  medical  men,  and  others,  who,  from 
reduced  circumstances,  are  unable  to  meet  the  lowest  charge 
at  which  admission  can  be  obtained  into  licensed  houses,  are, 
as  a  last  resource,  driven  to  associate  with  paupers. 

Of  the  1,938  patients  in  lunatic  hospitals  on  the  1st  January 
last,  667  were  supported  gratuitously,  of  whom  333  were  in 
Earlswood,  246  in  Bethlehem,  and  59  in  St.  Luke’s ;  and  the 
question  of  extending  the  benefits  of  such  institutions,  by  limit¬ 
ing  the  number  of  these  free  patients,  and  by  receiving  others  at 
such  small  payments  as,  after  investigation  in  each  case,  the 
friends  may  be  able  to  make,  is  one,  as  we  think,  well 
deserving  the  consideration  of  the  Governors.  In  the  various 
hospitals,  exclusive  of  Earlswood,  391  patients  were  received  at 
various  sums  under  15  s,  a  week  ;  and,  of  those  paying  from 
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15$.  a  week  to  as  much  as  10/.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
remainder,  nearly  one-half,  is  composed.  Although  in  certain 
cases  patients  received  at  from  15  s.  to  20  s.  a  week  may  be 
regarded  as  participating  in  advantages  which  they  could  not 
obtain  for  the  same  sum  in  licensed  houses,  we  are  of  opinion 
that,  to  render  effective  assistance  to  the  class  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  we  refer  to,  the  payments  should  never  exceed  lbs.  a 
week,  and  that  in  many  cases  they  should  he  considerably 
below  that  sum. 

After  theEarlswood  Idiot  Asylum,  Bethlehem,  and  St.  Luke’s, 
the  Bethel  Hospital  of  Norwich,  the  Warneford  Hospital  at 
Oxford,  and  the  York  Retreat,  are  the  most  prominent  as  chari¬ 
table  institutions.  Of  the  78  patients  in  the  Bethel  Hospital  on 
the  1st  January,  only  three  paid  more  than  15s.  a  week,  while 
26  were  supported  gratuitously,  and  31  at  various  small  sums  not 
exceeding  10  s.  a  week.  Of  the  57  patients  in  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  24  were  received  for  sums  under  10$.,  and  28  from 
j  Os.  to  15$.  per  week.  In  the  York  Hospital  32  patients,  and 
in  the  Retreat  61,  were  paying  various  sums  under  10$.  a  week  ; 
and  in  the  former  29,  and  in  the  latter  11,  from  10$.  to  15$. 

Although  in  several  hospitals  the  average  cost  of  each 
patient  is  high,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  mainly 
occasioned  by  extra  charges  in  connection  with  the  remunera¬ 
tive  class  of  patients,  in  furnishing  their  apartments,  in  pro¬ 
viding  them  with  carriages  and  often  with  special  attendants, 
and  in  their  diet,  matters  in  which  the  lower  class  of  patients 
do  not  equally  participate.  The  average  cost,  therefore,  must 
not  be  regarded  as  indicating  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  ordinary  inmates  of  these  institutions. 
We  believe  that  in  hospitals  of  a  certain  size  patients  might  be 
maintained,  and  have  every  proper  accommodation  and  treat¬ 
ment,  at  a  much  less  cost  than  the  present  average  in  them. 

The  weekly  cost  of  patients  in  lunatic  hospitals  will  be  seen 
to  vary  from  1  /.  1  $.  9  (L  in  the  Cheadle,  to  11  s.  3  d.  in  the 
Bethel  Hospital,  the  average  of  the  15  hospitals  being 
1  l.  2  $.  1  d.  per  head  per  week.  In  the  case  of  the  Bethel 
Hospital,  the  establishment  charges  are  very  low,  and  all  the 
patients  are  treated  alike  ;  while  in  the  Cheadle  Hospital,  with 
a  large  proportion  of  patients  paying  highly  for  their  accom¬ 
modation,  the  weekly  cost  is  proportionately  high.  The  cost 
in  the  Lincoln  Hospital  of  17$.  7  r/.,  and  in  the  Retreat  at  York, 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  and  that  of  St.  Thomas’s  of  Exeter,  of 
little  over  1  l.  per  week,  represents,  probably  with  sufficient 
accuracy,  the  amount  at  which  patients  may  be  maintained  in 
lunatic  hospitals  not  receiving  to  any  great  extent  those  of  a 
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high  or  remunerative  class,  and  yet  obtain  every  care  and  suit-  Hospitals. 
able  accommodation. 

As  respects  several  of  these  institutions,  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  first  cost  of  building  has  been  so  large  as  not  only 
to  involve  the  originators  in  considerable  pecuniary  liabilities, 
and  thus  paralyse  for  a  length  of  time  their  charitable  efforts,  but 
to  have  had  also  the  effect  of  deterring  others  from  promoting 
their  further  extension.  When  the  separation  took  place  be¬ 
tween  the  county  of  Gloucester  and  the  subscribers  to  the 
asylum,  the  latter,  instead  of  incurring  a  large  outlay  in 
building,  very  wisely  determined  upon  purchasing  Barn  wood 
House,  a  substantial  gentleman’s  residence  near  Gloucester, 
with  48  acres  of  land,  and  adding  to  it  the  necessary  accom¬ 
modation  for  35  patients  of  each  sex.  Alterations  and  addi¬ 
tions  have  been  made  since  it  was  opened  in  1859,  and  the 
accommodation  provided  for  the  patients  is  in  every  way  quite 
satisfactory. 

We  think  it  important  here  to  state,  as  a  general  rule  esta¬ 
blished  by  much  experience,  and  the  adoption  of  which  would 
greatly  facilitate  every  effort  to  promote  the  formation  of 
charitable  institutions  for  the  insane,  that  the  erection  of 
large  and  expensive  buildings  is  neither  desirable  nor  expe¬ 
dient.  At  first  the  accommodation  afforded  by  a  good-sized 
mansion,  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  attached  to  it,  is  all 
that  is  required,  and  the  domestic  character  of  the  building, 
which  is  thus  secured,  is  perhaps  its  greatest  recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Wc  now  proceed  to  give  a  short  statement  of  the  condition 
of  each  hospital  as  shown  by  the  entries  made  on  the  occasion 
of  our  official  visits  during  the  past  five  years,  together  with 
such  observations  as  appear  in  particular  instances  to  be 
called  for. 

St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  was  opened  in  1801  on  the  selffsup-  st.  Thomas’s 
porting  principle,  a  sum  of  upwards  of  2,000/.  having  been  sub- 
scribed  for  the  purchase  of  a  house  and  grounds  near  Exeter, 
the  site  of  the  present  hospital.  Commenced  upon  a  very  small 
scale,  and  at  first  not  having  accommodation  for  more  than 
16  patients,  the  building  was  from  time  to  time  enlarged,  so 
that  in  1823  it  contained  70  patients,  about  the  number  it 
will  at  present  accommodate.  But  a  considerable  sum  having 
been  received  and  invested  in  that  interval,  by  means  of 
donations  and  legacies,  we  have  now  the  satisfaction  of 
stating  that  the  Governors,  upon  our  repeated  recommenda¬ 
tions,  determined  some  years  since  to  build  a  new  hospital 
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upon  20  acres  of  land  which  they  purchased  near  the  city,, 
and  there  is  every  prospect  of  its  being  completed  during 
the  present  year.  When  the  site  was  originally  inspected 
by  us  some  objections  were  raised  on  the  ground  of  its 
proximity  to  the  artillery  barracks,  of  the  small  amount  of 
land,  and  especially  of  the  probability  of  the  city  extending 
in  its  direction,  so  that  before  many  years  the  asylum 
would  be  surrounded  by  houses,  which  led  us  to  suggest 
that  the  Committee  should  make  further  inquiries  and  examine 
other  sites  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Exeter  before  deciding 
upon  building  on  the  land  referred  to,  which  it  was  stated 
could  be  again  disposed  of  upon  advantageous  terms.  These 
objections,  however,  were  not  looked  upon  by  the  Committee 
as  of  so  serious  a  character  as  to  induce  them  to  dispose  of 
the  land  and  seek  another  site,  especially  as  in  many  respects 
it  presented  advantages.  An  additional  piece  of  land  of  about 
1  i  acres  in  extent  was  subsequently  purchased,  which  enabled 
the  architect  to  place  the  building  in  a  better  position  than 
he  would  otherwise  have  been  able  to  do. 

As  to  the  condition  in  which  the  old  hospital  has  been  found 
during  the  last  six  years,  the  reports,  apart  from  structural 
defects,  are  favourable,  and  the  state  of  the  patients,  with  the 
exception  that  the  clothing  of  some  few  of  the  poorer  class  was 
old  and  worn,  is  described  as  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  one 
lady,  who  passed  nearly  half  her  time  in  voluntary  seclusion, 
efforts  were  recommended  to  be  made  to  induce  her  to  give 
this  up  ;  .and  at  the  visit  in  1867  a  gentleman  was  referred  to 
who  rarely  went  out  of  doors,  passing  most  of  his  time  in  his 
own  room,  which  he  objected  that  any  one  should  interfere 
with.  At  the  subsequent  visit,  this  gentleman’s  room  was 
found  in  an  improved  state,  and  he  had  since  been  induced  to 
walk  daily  in  the  airing  court.  Restraint  appears  to  have 
been  used  with  three  patients  during  the  last  five  years,  and 
seclusion  is  also  occasionally  employed. 

In  consequence  of  a  lady,  in  the  end  of  1867,  having  been 
found  suffocated  in  her  bed-room  during  the  night,  apparently 
by  opening  the  straw  mattress  upon  which  she  slept  and  ig¬ 
niting  the  straw  by  passing  it  through  the  guard  which  pro¬ 
tected  the  remains  of  a  fire  that  had  been  left  in  the  grate, 
we  felt  compelled  to  animadvert  upon  the  defective  night 
supervision  in  the  hospital,  and  the  fact  of  this  patient,  al¬ 
though  troublesome  and  excited,  not  having  been  visited 
between  the  hours  of  10.30  p.m.and  5.30  the  following  morn¬ 
ing.  Upon  this  the  Committee  very  properly  appointed  a 
night  attendant  in  each  division. 
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When  Bam  wood  House  was  noticed  in  our  Seventeenth  hospitals. 
Report  it  contained  23  patients,  viz.  12  gentlemen  and  Bamwood 
11  ladies.  On  the  1st  January  last  there  were  73  on  the  House* 
books,  viz.,  38  gentlemen  and  35  ladies. 

With  the  increased  number  of  patients  the  finances  of  the 
hospital  became  more  encouraging,  and  have  enabled  the 
Committee  to  carry  out  liberally  many  important  additions 
and  improvements  suggested  upon  our  visits.  Detached 
ranges  of  single  rooms  have  been  constructed  for  the  least 
favourable  classes  of  patients  ;  a  large  room  with  glass  roof 
in  the  male  division  has  been  decorated  and  fitted  up  as  a 
billiard  and  concert-room ;  the  general  accommodation  has 
been  extended,  the  airing-courts  made  more  cheerful,  and  the 
grounds  ornamentally  laid  out  and  made  available  for  the 
exercise  and  recreation  of  the  patients.  Much  has  also 
been  done  by  painting,  papering,  and  additional  furniture 
and  decorations,  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  cheerfulness  of  the 
interior.  The  condition  of  the  house  and  patients  has  always 
been  satisfactory.  Proper  efforts  have  been  made  to  amuse 
and  occupy  the  inmates,  and  to  relieve  the  monotony  of 
asylum  life  by  walks  and  drives,  and  excursions  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  to  the  sea.  Restraint  is  not  employed,  and  seclusion  is 
only  rarely  resorted  to.  At  the  visit  made  in  1867  the  fact 
of  the  hospital  being  nearly  full  was  adverted  to,  and  its 
further  extension  suggested.  The  desirability  also  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  detached  chapel  was  referred  to. 

From  entries  in  our  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  Reports  it  Liverpool 
will  be  seen  that  the  condition  of  the  Liverpool  Hospital  was  ^ospitai 
not  at  that  time  by  any  means  satisfactory ;  and  we  are  sorry 
to  have  to  state  that  reports  of  subsequent  visits  have  not  been 
of  a  more  favourable  character.  Upon  every  visit  during  the 
past  six  years  defects  and  shortcomings  of  a  more  or  less 
serious  character  have  been  commented  upon,  applicable 
chiefly  to  the  lower  wards,  and  to  the  male  patients,  the  worn, 
shabby,  and  untidy  state  of  whose  clothes  was  constantly 
noticed.  The  dreary  aspect  of  these  wards,  and  the  condition 
of  the  rooms,  bedding,  and  furniture  were  also  remarked 
upon. 

In  1863  the  attendants  were  noticed  as  being  of  an  infe¬ 
rior  description,  not  suited  for  their  difficult  and  responsible 
duties,  and  the  wages  as  being  inadequate;  but  in  the  following 
year  the  medical  superintendent  had  appointed  an  entirely 
new  staff  of  better  qualified  and  more  efficient  men  at  higher 
wages,  and  also  a  head  attendant,  and  the  increase  of  the  wages 
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of  the  nurses  was  then  suggested.  Various  recommendations 
were  also  made  for  improving  the  accommodation,  and  the 
Commissioners  ended  their  Report  by  saying,  <c  Although 
“  much,  with  a  moderate  outlay,  might  be  done  to  improve 
“  the  aspect  of  the  hospital  internally  and  externally,  we 
have  no  doubt  that  the  best  policy  on  all  accounts  would  be 
to  dispose  of  the  present  land  and  premises,  and  remove  the 
“  institution  to  a  healthy  and  suitable  locality  in  a  rural  dis- 
trict,” 

On  the  visit  in  1866,  in  speaking  of  the  state  of  the  lower 
wards,  the  Visiting  Commissioners  state:  “  We  are  sorry  to 
“  learn  that  the  funds  of  this  hospital  have  lately  fallen  off,  and 
“  the  want  of  pecuniary  resources  was  given  as  an  excuse  for 
“  the  state  of  things  which  we  observed.  We  allude  to  the 
i£  broken  furniture,  the  torn  sheets  and  bedding,  arid  the 
u  ragged  bits  of  carpet  and  floor-cloth.  We  think  that  the 
sheets  should  be  changed  more  frequently,  and  the  attend - 
41  ants  should  be  required  to  keep  the  persons  of  the  patients 
44  in  the  lower  wards  in  a  cleaner  state/’ 

Upon  the  visit  made  in  1867  little  progress  appears  to  have 
been  made  in  remedying  the  defects  alluded  to  in  previous 
years.  Patients  were  found  locked  in  their  rooms  without 
the  fact  being  noticed  in  the  Medical  Journal;  the  clothing 
of  some  of  the  lower-class  patients  was  very  poor ;  and  the 
old  and  ragged  state  of  the  sheets  was  again  remarked  upon, 
several  being  far  from  clean,  and  one  bed  being  found  made 
up  in  a  wet  state  and  very  offensive.  The  practice  of 
taking  parties  of  patients  out  for  drives  had  been  discontinued, 
and  no  patient  seemed  to  have  been  out  for  a  walk  beyond 
the  premises  for  a  considerable  time  except  to  church.  The 
state  of  the  upper  rooms  and  galleries,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  always  found  satisfactory,  and  the  patients  here  were  well 
supplied  with  books  and  means  of  amusement. 

From  the  Report,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  of 
the  visit  made  in  1868,  it  will  be  seen  that  little  real  im¬ 
provement  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  this  hospital. 
Adverting  to  a  change  in  the  office  of  superintendent,  the 
Commissioners  remark  :  “  Much  as  might  fairly  be  expected 
from  more  efficient  management  and  superintendence,  how¬ 
ever,  such  as  we  trust  the  institution  has  now  the  chance  of 
“  receiving,  we  cannot  but  recur  to  a  suggestion  thrown  out 
“  by  our  colleagues,  who  visited  four  years  ago,  that  the  funds 
“  of  the  hospital,  and  the  numbers,  as  well  as  comfort  of  its  in¬ 
mates,  would  ultimately  be  increased  to  a  very  large  extent 
by  the  determination,  taken  promptly,  to  dispose  of  the 
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46  present  premises  and  land,  and  to  erect  a  suitable  building  Hospitals. 
44  in  some  healthful  rural  place  near  Liverpool.”  Liverpool 

We  trust  that  an  institution  so  much  needed  in  such  a  hospital, 
city  as  Liverpool,  and,  if  properly  constituted  and  conducted, 
calculated  to  confer  such  great  benefits  upon  the  poor  of  the 
middle  class,  will  no  longer  be  allowed  to  languish  and  drag 
on  in  the  inefficient  and  unsatisfactory  state  it  has  for  so  long 
been  in,  but  that  the  suggestion  for  its  removal  may  receive 
the  favourable  consideration  of  its  Governors. 

When  the  Cheadle  Hospital  was  last  noticed  in  our  Seven-  Manchester 
teentli  Report,  Dr.  Maudsley  had  resigned  his  appointment  of  Hospital, 
medical  superintendent,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Mould,  cheadle. 
Upon  the  visit  in  1863  great  improvements  were  noticed  as 
having  taken  place,  both  in  the  grounds  and  in  the  furnishing 
and  condition  of  the  hospital.  A.  new  laundry  and  washhouse 
had  been  built,  and  a  proposition  which  was  under  considera¬ 
tion  to  increase  the  accommodation  by  the  erection  of  detached 
villas,  was  strongly  advocated  by  the  Visiting  Commissioners, 
who  suggested  that  the  scheme  should  include  a  new  chapel, 
and  the  conversion  of  the  present  chapel  into  a  dining  and 
recreation-room.  In  1864  less  progress  than  was  expected 
was  found  to  have  been  made  towards  the  completion  of  the 
furnishing  of  the  various  single  rooms  and  dormitories  ;  the 
fittings  for  the  laundry  and  washhouse  had  not  been  sup¬ 
plied  ;  and  these  offices  were  no  further  advanced  than  at  the 
previous  visit.  The  staff  of  domestic  servants  did  not  appear 
to.be  sufficient,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  nurses  and 
attendants  should  be  relieved  from  duties  which  interfered 
with  the  time  that  should  be  given  to  the  patients.  Three 
villas  were  found  to  he  in  process  of  construction  ;  but  no 
steps  had  been  taken  with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  chapel 
in  the  grounds  as  had  been  suggested. 

At  this  visit  a  gentleman  was  found  in  the  hospital  who 
was  labouring  under  many  delusions  and  obviously  insane, 
but  who  had  been  detained  for  a  period  of  four  months  upon 
an  invalid  order  and  certificate,  copies  of  which  had  not,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  been  forwarded  to 
us.  This  grave  irregularity  was  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Board,  when  the  superintendent  was  severely  censured, 
and  warned  against  any  repetition  of  the  offence. 

At  the  visit  in  1865,  much  was  stated  to  have  been  done 
to  improve  the  general  accommodation.  Most  of  the  wards 
had  been  papered,  and  additional  furniture  and  carpets  placed 
in  many  of  the  rooms.  The  laundry  was  finished,  and  the 
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three  new  cottages  were  in  occupation,  these  being  described  as 
most  cheerful  and  comfortable,  and  having  in  every  respect  the 
appearance  of  ordinary  villas,  the  ground  around  them  being 
unenclosed.  A  subscription  had  also  been  commenced  towards 
the  erection  of  a  new  chapel.  The  state  of  the  general 
inmates  was  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory ;  but  increased 
efforts  were  recommended  to  be  made  to  interest  and  amuse 
the  worst  class  of  patients  of  each  sex,  and  to  distribute  more 
books,  games,  &c.  in  their  rooms.  The  appointment  of  a 
night  attendant  in  each  division  was  suggested,  and  also  that 
the  attendants  should  be  relieved  entirely  from  bed-making 
and  household  work. 

In  1866  the  hospital  was  found  to  be  full,  and  there  were 
only  two  or  three  vacant  beds  in  the  cottages.  These  were 
stated  to  have  proved  so  advantageous,  that  their  extension 
was  strongly  urged.  The  condition  of  the  hospital  and 
patients  was  satisfactory ;  more  chairs  and  presses  had  been 
supplied  in  the  bed-rooms;  the  attendants  had  been  relieved 
from  bed-making  and  household  work,  and  a  night  attendant 
had  been  appointed  to  the  male  division.  The  employment 
of  some  of  the  male  patients  in  gardening  or  other  out-door 
work  was  recommended,  also  a  change  of  water  for  each 
patient  when  bathing,  and  the  placing  rules  in  ail  the  bath¬ 
rooms  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants.  The  necessity  for 
the  appointment  of  an  assistant  medical  officer  was  also 
suggested. 

The  hospital  was  found  in  a  satisfactory  state  at  the  visit 
made  in  1867.  The  patients  of  both  sexes  were  stated  to 
enjoy  a  large  amount  of  personal  liberty,  several  of  the  gentle¬ 
men  walking  out  unattended,  two  going  out  hunting,  and 
parties  occasionally  attending  coursing  meetings.  Three 
carriages  were  kept  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  Since  the 
previous  visit  a  night  nurse  had  been  appointed  in  the 
female  division,  and  the  staff  of  attendants  was  stated  to  be 
ample.  The  entries  in  the  case  books  (one  of  which  was 
missing)  were  found  to  be  greatly  in  arrear  ;  and  as  Mr. 
Mould  was  responsible  for  all  the  correspondence,  as  well  as 
keeping  the  statutory  books,  medical  registers,  &c.,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  were  urged  to  appoint  a  properly  qualified  assistant  at 
once.  At  this  visit  the  irregular  admission  of  a  gentleman 
was  noticed,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  him  re-cer¬ 
tified. 

We  regret  to  have  to  add  that,  notwithstanding  the  censure 
conveyed  to  Mr.  Mould  in  1864,  these  irregularities  in  the 
admission  of  patients  still  continue.  At  the  visit  made  in  the 
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early  part  of  this  year  a  female  patient  was  found  in  the  hos-  Hospitals. 
pital  who  had  been  detained  there  for  12  days  illegally,  one  of  Manchester 
the  certificates  being  out  of  date.  Not  only  had  Mr.  Mould  Hospital 
omitted  to  have  her  re-certified  until  the  day  of  the  visit,  hut  cheadie. 
in  this,  as  in  the  case  previously  noticed,  the  copy  of  the  order 
and  certificates  upon  which  she  had  been  received,  and  which 
would  at  once  have  made  apparent  the  irregularity,  was  not 
forwarded  to  us  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Statute,  nor  was  there  any  entry  of  her  admission  in  the 
register.  Such  repeated  violations  of  the  law  induced  us  to 
request  the  Committee  to  hold  a  special  meeting  to  inquire 
fully  into  the  subject.  This  was  done  accordingly,  and  an 
explanation  was  tendered  by  Mr.  Mould ;  but  we  are  unable 
to  state  that  this  was  at  all  satisfactory,  and  we  cannot 
admit  any  excuse  for  deviating  from  the  strict  requirements 
of  the  law  where  questions  are  involved  of  the  greatest 
importance  affecting  the  liberty  of  the  subject.  There  can 
be  little  doubt  that,  if  the  Commissioners  had  not  visited 
Cheadie  Hospital  at  the  time  they  did,  the  irregular  circum¬ 
stances  attending  the  reception  of  this  patient  would  not 
have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  our  Board. 

Such  improvements  as  the  funds  of  the  Lincoln  Hospital  Lincoln 

i  l  Hnsnital 

would  warrant,  have  been  carried  out  during  the  last  six  years, 
and  its  creditable  condition,  and  the  kindness  and  considera¬ 
tion  shown  to  the  patients,  have  constantly  been  commented 
upon.  The  state  of  the  lower  wards,  and  the  condition  of  the 
patients  in  them,  have,  on  several  occasions,  however  been 
referred  to  as  contrasting  unfavourably  with  the  upper  wards, 
in  which  the  furniture  is  good,  and  where  more  of  the  walls 
have  been  papered,  while  some  of  the  small  windows  have  been 
lowered  and  enlarged,  thus  adding  materially  to  the  cheerful¬ 
ness  of  the  dormitories. 

Restraint  is  never  employed  here,  and  only  in  one  instance 
is  seclusion  stated  to  have  been  resorted  to  during  the  last  20 
years.  This  was  in  1867,  when  a  lady,  who  was  noisy  and 
abusive,  and  greatly  disturbed  a  dying  patient,  was  placed  in 
seclusion  for  two  hours.  So  successful  has  Mr.  Walsh  been 
in  treating  cases  of  violence  and  excitement  without  resorting 
to  seclusion,  that  we  have  not  unfrequently  recommended 
patients  who,  in  our  opinion,  had  been  subjected  to  this  treat¬ 
ment  to  an  injurious  extent  in  other  asylums,  to  be  removed 
to  the  Lincoln  Hospital ;  and  usually  with  the  best  results. 

The  condition  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  has  been  frequent  st.  Luke's  Hos- 
matter  of  comment  in  our  Reports  to  your  Lordship  during  pltal* 
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the  last  20  years.  In  1850,  in  our  Fifth  Report,  we  stated 
that  we  considered  it  an  important  error  in  the  management 
of  this  hospital,  that  the  resident  medical  officer,  who,  accord  ¬ 
ing  to  the  Lunacy  Act,  and  the  uniform  practice  in  similar 
cases,  ought  to  be  the  superintendent,  is  not  so  in  fact,  but  is 
substantially  deprived  of  that  paramount  influence  which 
it  is  most  important  should  be  vested  in  such  an  officer. 
This  opinion  we  continu  estrongly  to  entertain.  In  our  Sixth 
Report  a  plan  of  the  building  and  airing-courts  was  published 
in  order  to  show  their  close  proximity  to  the  parochial  burial- 
ground,  in  which  about  200  paupers  dying  in  St.  Luke’s 
workhouse  were  annually  interred.  This  burial-ground  was 
little  more  than  1,600  square  yards,  or  about  a  third  of 
an  acre  in  extent;  and  the  practice  then  followed  was  to  dig 
trenches  about  10  feet  deep,  and  pile  up  the  coffins  in  them 
until  they  were  filled.  At  our  intervention  the  Bishop  of 
London  took  prompt  measures  to  close  it,  and  it  has  not  been 
used  since  July  1849.  In  the  same  report  certain  improve¬ 
ments  were  then  noticed  as  being  in  contemplation,  but  we 
repeated  the  opinion,  which  bad  before  been  strongly  ex¬ 
pressed,  “  That  the  present  site  of  the  hospital  is  most  objec- 
“  tionable,  and  the  construction  of  the  building  unsuited  to  the 
most  approved  system  of  treatment  for  lunatic  patients.”  The 
hospital  was  described  as  contiguous  to  a  great  thoroughfare, 
four  stories  high,  with  corridors  facing  the  north,  and  with  the 
basement  storey,  which  was  then  partially  occupied  by  patients, 
sunk  below  the  level  of  the  ground.  The  airing-courts  were 
stated  to  he  very  confined  on  the  north  side  of  the  building, 
and  for  some  patients  inconvenient  of  access ;  while  the  re¬ 
maining  ground  was  so  completely  overlooked  by  houses  as 
to  be  very  rarely  used  by  the  patients. 

In  illustration  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  carrying  out 
necessary  changes  in  long  established  public  institutions,  we 
published  in  our  Fourteenth  Report  an  abstract  of  the  entries 
made  by  us  for  several  years  upon  visits  to  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  commencing  with  1849  and  terminating  with 
1855. 


In  1852  considerable  improvements  are  noticed  as  having 
been  effected  in  the  hospital,  but  regret  is  expressed  that 
such  large  sums  should  have  been  expended  in  addition  to 
a  building  the  site  of  which  is  so  objectionable,  and  which 
the  Visiting  Commissioners  :e  still  hope  may  be  abandoned.” 

In  1854  mechanical  restraint,  which  at  one  time  had  been 
extensively  employed,  but  for  several  years  had  been  gradu- 
ally  diminished,  was  no  longer  resorted  to.  In  1855  the 
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Chairman  and  two  of  the  Commissioners  went  over  this  hos- 
pital,  and  made  the  subjoined  entry  in  the  visitor’s  book  : 

“Having  regard  to  the  irremediable  defects  in  the  present 
“  building,  and  the  many  serious  objections  to  the  continued 
“  use  of  it  for  the  reception  of  insane  patients,  we  deem  it  our 
“  duty,  instead  of  suggesting  particular  improvements  which 
“  could  not  render  the  present  premises  suitable  to  their  object, 
“  again  to  urge  on  all  who  are  in  any  way  responsible  for  the 
condition  of  this  charitable  institution,  to  take  into  their  eon- 
“  sideration,  without  loss  of  time,  the  best  means  of  obtaining 
“  suitable  accommodation  for  the  objects  of  their  charge  in  a 
“  properly-constructed  building,  occupying  an  eligible  situ- 
“  ation.” 

No  consideration  appears  to  have  been  given  by  the  Go¬ 
vernors  to  these  repeated  suggestions,  nor  did  others,  made 
on  several  subsequent  occasions,  urging  them  to  establish  a 
branch  hospital  in  the  country,  receive  more  favourable 
notice.  They  contented  themselves  with  endeavouring  to 
remodel  and  improve  a  building  whose  structural  defects 
had  been  always  considered  to  be  irremediable,  and  thus, 
during  many  years,  have  sacrificed  a  large  amount  of  their 
funded  property.  An  extension  of  the  arrangements  for  re¬ 
ception  of  paying  patients  subsequently  took  place,  and  for 
some  time  patients  have  been  received  at  the  rate  of  a  guinea 
a  week  (the  average  cost  per  patient  during  the  past  year 
having  been  1  l.  3  s.  4  d.)  Of  this  class  there  were,  on  the 
1st  January  last,  79. 

Notwithstanding  the  pressure  there  has  for  some  time 
been  on  all  the  metropolitan  asylums,  both  public  and  private, 
there  has  for  many  years  always  been  a  large  amount  of 
vacant  accommodation  in  this  hospital. 

At  the  visit  made  in  1863,  when  it  contained  155  patients, 
much  was  noticed  as  having  been  done,  especially  in  the 
female  wards,  “to  lessen  the  disadvantages,  and  alleviate  the 
“  incurable  defects  ”  of  the  building.  All  the  wards,  excepting 
the  two  male  wings,  had  been  papered,  and  the  whole  building 
whitewashed  ;  new  linen  and  blankets  had  been  supplied,  and 
new  hair  mattresses  to  all  the  iron  bedsteads.  But  uo  further 
substitution  of  iron  for  the  old  trough  bedsteads  had  taken 
place,  nor  had  there  been  any  addition  to  the  means  of  per¬ 
sonal  washing  in  the  bed-rooms,  or  to  the  furniture,  with  the 
exception  of  small  lockers  for  clothes  being  placed  in  two  of 
the  single  rooms  on  the  male  side.  Occasionally  out-door 
excursions  were  afforded  during  the  summer  to  many  of  the 
patients,  who  went  out  twice  a  week  in  small  parties.  Nego- 
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tiationswere  stated  to  be  in  progress  to  rent  the  adjacent  burial- 
ground  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  male  airing-court, 
but  it  was  suggested  that,  as  its  extent  would  even  then  be 
inadequate  to  its  purpose,  it  would  be  better  to  provide  an 
omnibus  and  horses  for  the  regular  use  of  the  patients  in 
country  drives. 


Again  expressing  their  opinion  tC  that  no  amount  of  ex- 
“  penditure  will  cure  the  radical  defects  of  this  structure  as  a 
“  building  for  the  proper  treatment  and  accommodation  of 
u  insane  patients,”  the  Visiting  Commissioners  doubted  the 
expediency  of  the  proposed  alteration  of  some  additional  win¬ 
dows  in  each  division,  the  result  of  which,  they  stated,  would 
be  to  render  the  bulk  of  them,  by  contrast,  more  objection¬ 
able. 


In  1864  the  condition  of  the  male  patients,  and  also  of 
their  wards,  was  stated  to  be  less  satisfactory  than  that  of 
the  females,  and  a  better  furnishing  and  fitting  up  of  the 
male  division  was  recommended.  The  fact  that  the  patients, 
as  a  general  rule,  were  not  allowed  supper,  the  females  getting 
no  food  after  five  o’clock,  was  again  alluded  to,  and  the  more 
frequent  association  of  the  patients  in  the  board-room,  or 
elsewhere,  was  suggested.  The  want  of  means  of  occu¬ 
pation  for  the  male  patients  was  referred  to ;  and  although 
a  limited  number  were  stated  to  go  out  beyond  the  premises, 
at  least  120  appeared  never  to  go  outside  the  walls.  Various 
structural  alterations  in  the  building  were  noticed  as  being 
in  contemplation,  especially  a  lowering  and  enlarging  of  the 
bed-room  windows,  but  the  Visiting  Commissioners  “  dis- 
“  courage  the  expenditure  of  money  upon  a  building  which 
“  no  alteration  can  render  suitable  for  its  purpose.” 

At  the  visit  in  1865  much  was  found  to  have  been  done  to 
make  the  male  wards  more  cheerful  and  comfortable.  The 
greater  part  of  the  woodwork  had  been  painted  and  grained, 
and  a  large  number  of  valuable  prints  liberally  supplied  by 
Mr.  Colnaghi  and  Mr.  Graves,  and  of  parian  statuettes 
given  by  Alderman  Copeland,  had  been  placed  upon  the  walls. 
Washstands  had  been  fixed  in  the  bed-rooms,  and  kamptulicon 
laid  down  in  the  wings.  But  the  latter  wards  were  noticed  as 
being  bare  and  uninteresting,  and  were  recommended  to  be 
fitted  up  so  as  more  nearly  to  resemble  the  galleries  occupied  by 
the  better  class  of  patients.  A  larger  proportion  of  the  inmates 
were  stated  to  w  alk  beyond  the  premises,  and  the  enlargement 
of  the  airing  courts,  by  renting  the  burial-ground,  was  again 
referred  to.  The  Visiting  Commissioners  remarked,  however, 
that  it  was  doubtful  how  far  this  would  be  of  use  to  the  patients, 
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as,  owing  to  the  disorderly  character  of  the  houses  surround¬ 
ing  the  property,  it  was  not  found  practicable  to  send  patients 
into  the  central  division  of  the  ground  at  present  belonging 
to  the  hospital. 

Further  improvements  in  the  furniture  and  condition  of  the 
hospital  were  noticed  at  the  visit  in  1866.  Papering  and  paint¬ 
ing  had  been  extensively  carried  out,  and  the  supply  of  objects 
of  ornament  and  interest  increased.  The  wings,  however,  were 
again  alluded  to  as  requiring  more  attention  in  these  re¬ 
spects.  The  arrangements  for  out-door  amusement  and  re¬ 
creation  were  found  still  to  be  very  limited.  Occasional 
carriage  exercise  was  given  to  such  patients  as  could  pay 
something  towards  it;  and  small  parties  were  taken  during 
the  summer  to  the  Crystal  Palace,  Kew,  Kensington,  and  other 
museums  ;  but  a  rule  of  the  hospital  (which  was  recommended 
to  be  revised)  excluded  patients  from  participating  in  any 
evening  entertainments  out  of  doors ,  extending  apparently 
even  to  the  billiard-room,  which  was  only  open  during  the  day. 
Sixteen  of  the  old  windows  were  found  to  have  been  replaced 
by  new  ones  since  the  last  visit ;  but  though  they  were  said 
greatly  to  increase  the  cheerfulness  of  the  hospital,  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  grudged  so  much  outlay  on  a  building  which 
they  still  hoped,  and  at  no  distant  day,  might  be  applied  (or  at 
any  rate  its  site)  to  other  more  appropriate  use.  At  this  visit 
also,  printed  instructions  for  bathing  the  patients  were  recom¬ 
mended  to  be  placed  in  all  the  bath-rooms,  a  doubt  being  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Commissioners  whether  the  rule  laid  down  by 
Dr.  Ellis,  as  to  changing  the  water  for  each  patient,  was  strictly 
carried  out ;  and  the  changes  in  the  attendants  were  stated 
to  be  so  frequent,  particularly  on  the  male  side,  that  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  increasing  the  wages  was  suggested.  A  special 
night  attendant  was  also  recommended  to  be  appointed  on 
the  male  side,  such  as  already  existed  for  the  females. 

In  1867  the  various  recommendations  made  at  the  previous 
visit  were  stated  to  have  been  attended  to,  and  the  condition 
of  the  patients  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Report 
ends  as  follows  — •“  As  upon  previous  visits,  and  for  the  rea- 
44  sons  then  stated,  we  abstain  from  suggesting  any  improve- 
44  merits  of  a  structural  character,  or  involving  much  outlay* 
44  Under  other  circumstances  we  should  recommend  various 
“  alterations  essential  with  a  view  to  remedy  the  dark  and 
44  gloomy  aspect  of  the  galleries  from  the  want  of  light,  natural 
44  or  artificial,  at  the  extremities,  and  to  improve  the  sleeping 
44  rooms  and  other  parts,  wherein  the  windows  are  of  the  old 
44  prison-like  character,5' 
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At  the  visit  made  in  1868  it  will  be  seen,  from  the  copy  of 
the  entry  printed  in  our  Appendix,  that  although  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  patients  was  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory,  and 
the  state  of  the  wards  generally  as  to  means  of  amusement 
and  employment  was  reported  upon  favourably,  the  gravest 
deficiency  was  found  to  exist  in  these  respects  in  the  wings, 
the  wards  appropriated  to  the  worst  class  of  patients.  The 
male  patients  in  those  wards  have  no  occupation,  and  no  asso¬ 
ciation  at  entertainments  such  as  usually  takes  place  in 
asylums  is  found  practicable.  The  disadvantages  of  the  site 
and  structure  of  this  hospital  were  again  alluded  to,  the 
difficulty  of  getting  walks  beyond  the  walls,  and  the  gloomy 
nature  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  sick  or  bedridden  patients. 
While  systematically  avoiding  all  suggestions  for  structural 
changes  in  what  could  never  be  made  structurally  right,  the 
Visiting  Commissioners  remarked  upon  the  deficient  ar¬ 
rangements  as  to  cleaning  the  windows,  and  whitewashing  or 
colouring  the  bedrooms.  In  the  latter  they  recommended 
that  seats  should  be  provided  ;  that  the  fixed  crib  or  trough 
bedsteads,  so  often  condemned,  should  be  wholly  abolished  * 
that  presses  for  clothes  should  be  supplied,  so  that  the  repre¬ 
hensible  practice  of  driving  nails  into  the  bedroom  doors  for 
hanging  clothes  on  may  be  prevented  ;  and  that  the  present 
baths  should  be  replaced  by  smaller  ones  of  a  more  conve¬ 
nient  construction.  The  supply  of  hot  water  in  the  wards,  at 
a  sufficiently  early  hour  for  the  proper  bathing  and  washing 
of  the  patients,  was  also  found  to  be  so  defective  as  to  cause 


the  gravest  inconvenience  ;  and  the  immediate  attention  of 
the  committee  was  directed  to  this  subject.  It  was  added 
that  the  burial-ground  before  alluded  to  had  come  into  pos¬ 
session  of  the  hospital,  and  was  being  laid  out  and  planted  ; 
that  the  wages  of  the  male  attendants  had  been  increased  ; 
and  that  a  special  night  attendant  had  been  appointed  in  the 
male  division. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  escape  of  Benjamin  Hease- 
man  from  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  on  the  night  of  the  1st  of 
February  1868  were  made  the  subject  of  a  special  inquiry  by  two 
members  of  the  Board.  In  the  following  April  a  great  sensa¬ 
tion  was  caused  by  the  discovery,  in  a  cupboard  of  an  unin¬ 
habited  house  in  Elgin-piace,  Hackney  Wick,  of  the  body  of 
a  man  in  an  advanced  state  of  decomposition.  Upon  the 
inquest  the  body  was  claimed  by  Mrs.  Heaseman,  and  also 
by  a  Mrs.  Banks,  as  that  of  their  husband,  each  speaking 
positively  as  to  identity,  and  especially  as  to  a  mark  of  an 
injury  oil  one  of  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand.  The  evidence, 
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however,  of  Dr.  Ellis,  and  the  identification  by  him,  and  also  Hospitals. 
by  Mrs.  Heaseman,  of  various  articles  of  clothing  on  the  st.  Luke’s 
body,  left  no  doubt  on  this  point.  The  inquest  was  adjourned  °spi  d* 
for  the  purpose  of  having  the  contents  of  the  stomach  ana¬ 
lysed ;  and  ultimately  the  jury  found  that  the  body  was 
that  of  Benjamin  Heaseman,  and  that  his  death  was  caused 
by  poison  taken  by  himself  when  of  unsound  mind.  Opium 
was  found  in  the  stomach  of  the  deceased,  and  also  in  a  bottle 
which  was  discovered  lying  by  him  in  the  cupboard. 

Heaseman  had  been  received  into  St.  Luke's  Hospital  on 
the  28th  September  1866,  labouring  under  mania  with  suicidal 
tendency.  The  house  committee  made  an  investigation  into  the 
circumstances  under  which  he  made  his  escape,  when  they 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  had  been  negligence  on 
the  part  of  Win.  Fox,  one  of  the  attendants,  and  he  was 
permitted  to  resign  upon  giving  a  month’s  notice. 

i  he  inquiry  instituted  by  us  showed  that  Heaseman  had 
walked  out  of  his  bed-room  early  on  the  morning  of  Sunday, 
the  2nd  February  ;  and  that  he  had  gone  through  two  doors  in 
the  building  (which  were  found  open)  into  the  airing-court, 
over  the  wall  of  which  he  had  passed  into  the  burial-ground 
by  means  of  steps,  which  he  must  have  taken  with  him  out 
of  the  ward.  The  most  lax  and  reprehensible  system  was 
disclosed  as  respects  the  proper  care  and  security  of  the 
patients  during  the  night,  and  the  steps  taken  to  guard 
against  the  absence  of  the  attendants  from  the  hospital. 

That,  through  some  oversight  or  negligence,  the  door  of 
Heaseman’s  room  was  not  locked  on  the  night  of  his  escape, 
there  seems  to  be  no  doubt.  He  then  appears  to  have  ob¬ 
tained,  by  some  means,  possession  of  the  ward  key  belonging 
to  Wm.  Bolam,  head  attendant  of  C.  Ward,  and  thus  opened 
all  the  doors  leading  to  the  airing-court,  no  master  lock  being 
upon  any  of  them.  Up  to  the  time  of  this  occurrence  the 
attendants  had  been  able  to  leave  the  hospital  at  any  time 
during  the  night,  and  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  peculation 
and  abuses  may  have  been  the  result  of  such  a  system. 

Within  a  week  after  Heaseman’s  escape,  Bolam,  the  attendant 
above  referred  to,  having  so  left  the  hospital  during  the  night 
clandestinely,  was  taken  into  custody  by  the  police  while 
endeavouring  to  force  his  way  hack  through  the  almshouses 
in  an  adjoining  street,  and  was  thus  reconveyed  to  the  hospital. 

He  was  at  once  dismissed  by  the  steward,  who  not  only  found 
two  doors  unlocked,  one  at  the  foot  of  the  staircase,  and  the 
other  leading  to  the  airing-court,  but  a  ladder  placed  against 
the  wall.  By  a  most  culpable  omission  no  notice,  as  required 
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by  the  Act,  was  transmitted  to  this  office  of  Bolam’s  dismissal. 
The  three  attendants  on  duty  the  night  Heaseman  escaped 
were  Fox,  Bolam,  and  Nicholas.  The  latter  resigned  his 
situation  soon  afterwards,  so  that  there  was  no  opportunity  of 
examining  three  material  witnesses.  From  the  evidence,  how¬ 
ever,  of  one  of  the  attendants  now  in  the  hospital,  it  is  clear 
that  Heaseman  obtained  possession  of  Bolam’s  key,  which 
could  not  be  found,  and  that  Bolam  afterwards  made  use  of 
another  key  which  had  been  left  by  an  attendant  named  Tow 
who  resigned  his  situation  some  months  before,  and  which 
had  been  seen  in  Bolam’s  room.  No  means  of  identifying 
the  keys  w  ere  found  to  exist,  nor  was  any  register  kept  of  the 
keys  in  circulation,  nor  were  they  ever  called  in  or  inspected 
in  order  to  see  whether  they  had  at  any  time  been  tampered 
with. 

Nicholas,  who  was  examined  shortly  after  the  occurrence 
by  Dr.  Ellis,  stated  that  he  had  locked  Heaseman’s  door  at 
eight  o’clock,  and  that  his  clothes  wrnre  folded  up  outside  the 
door.  Upon  examining  the  spring  locks  on  the  bed-room 
doors  it  seemed  to  be  possible  for  the  key  to  be  turned  in 
the  lock  and  withdrawn,  leaving  the  door  apparently  locked, 
and  the  bolt  to  sprink  back,  if  prevented  by  a  piece  of  cork  or 
other  substance  from  shooting  completely. 

The  want  of  a  special  night  attendant  on  the  men’s  side  of 
the  hospital  was  commented  upon  by  the  Commissioners  in 
1862  and  1866,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  had  the 
Governors  thought  fit  to  adopt  the  suggestion  then  made, 
there  would  have  been  little  opportunity  for  Heaseman  to 
have  effected  his  escape.  A  special  night  attendant  has  since 
been  appointed. 

In  August  last,  and  at  various  subsequent  periods,  letters 
were  received  by  us  complaining  of  the  treatment  of  the  at¬ 
tendants  and  nurses  by  the  matron  and  steward,  and  charging 
the  latter  with  improper  conduct  towards  the  female  servants 
of  the  hospital.  These  letters  were  referred  either  to  the 
treasurer  or  the  committee,  who  were  requested  to  inquire  into 
the  matters  complained  of,  and  who  satisfied  themselves  that 
they  were  unfounded.  Another  letter  was  received  at  the  end 
of  December  from  a  discharged  patient  reiterating  these 
accusations,  and  this  also  was  referred  to  the  Governors;  upon 
which  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  them, 
and  the  patient  above  referred  to  was  requested  to  be  present 
with  any  evidence  lie  might  have  in  support  of  his  state¬ 
ments.  The  sub-committee  met  on  the  19th  January,  and  re¬ 
ported  that,  after  full  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  and 
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faking  into  account  also  the  unreliable  nature  of  the  evi- Hospitals. 
dence  brought  before  them,  as  well  as  the  manifestly  hostile  st.  Luke’s 
animus  shown  in  the  matter,  they  were  unanimously  ofHospita1’ 
opinion  that  “  the  charges  were  altogether  unsubstantiated.” 

Again,  however,  in  the  middle  of  February,  the  attention 
of  the  public  was  drawn  to  the  condition  and  management  of 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  by  letters  which  appeared  in  the  “  Times” 
and  medical  journals,  and  especially  by  one  with  the  signature 
of  Dr.  Ellis,  the  then  resident  medical  officer,  in  consequence 
of  which  it  was  thought  desirable  that  four  members  of  the 
Board,  including  the  chairman,  should  make  a  special  visit 
to  the  hospital.* 

The  Bethel  Hospital  is  one  of  the  oldest  lunatic  hospitals  Bethel 
in  the  country,  having  been  founded  in  the  year  1713  by  Norwich, 
Mrs.  Mary  Chapman,  the  widow  of  the  Rector  of  Thorpe, 
she  herself  living  in  it  up  to  her  death,  which  took  place  in 
1724. 

A  reference  to  our  Fifteenth  Report  will  show  the  many 
and  grave  defects  from  time  to  time  noticed  in  the  condition 
and  management  of  this  hospital,  and  the  futility  of  the  efforts 
we  repeatedly  made  to  induce  the  Governors  to  amend  them, 
or  to  remove  the  hospital  to  a  more  desirable  locality  in  the 
country. 

Upon  the  visit  made  in  1863,  and  also  in  subsequent  years, 
many  of  the  defects  noticed  on  previous  occasions  were  found 
to  be  unaltered.  The  body  linen  of  the  patients  continued 
to  be  changed  only  once  a  week ;  the  men’s  wards  were  very 
deficient  in  furniture  and  ordinary  domestic  comforts;  and 
the  records  of  restraint  were  not  kept  in  such  a  way  as  to  be 
easily  intelligible,  neither  its  duration  nor  the  means  of  re¬ 
straint  employed  being  accurately  stated.  Suggestions  were 
made  that  the  men’s  day -rooms  should  be  papered,  the  floors 
covered  with  carpet  or  matting,  and  blinds  or  curtains  put 
up ;  that  the  means  for  washing  in  the  bed-rooms  should  be 
greatly  increased  ;  and  that  the  number  of  straw  beds  should 
be  diminished. 

At  the  following  visit  these  recommendations  were  found 
not  to  have  been  carried  out  to  any  extent.  They  were  then 
strongly  repeated,  and  the  appointment  of  night  attendants 

_ _ _ _ __ _ was 

*  This  visit  took  place  subsequently  to  the  date  of  our  present  Report ; 
but  it  is  thought  advisable  that  the  entry  made  upon  that  occasion,  and  the 
reply  thereto  since  received  from  the  Governors,  should  be  rendered  imme¬ 
diately  accessible  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  proper  management  of 
this  important  institution.  They  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 
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was  again  urged.  At  the  same  time  the  condition  of  the 
female  division  was  highly  spoken  of.  Boarded  floors  had  been 
substituted  for  stone,  a  comfortable  room  had  been  provided 
for  the  sick,  and  various  other  additions  and  improvements 
had  been  made,  rendering  more  unfavourable  the  contrast  be- 
tween  this  and  the  male  division.  In  18G5  the  state  of  the 
hospital  was  found  to  be  altogether  more  satisfactory,  and  steps 
had  been  commenced  to  assimilate  the  condition  of  the  male  to 
the  female  accommodation.  The  principal  dining  and  reading 
room  had  been  papered,  the  stone  floor  replaced  with  boards, 
and  new  furniture  introduced.  One  of  the  dormitories  and 
one  or  two  single  rooms  had  also  been  papered  and  newly 
furnished,  and  the  windows  of  the  upper  gallery  had  been 
enlarged  and  lowered.  The  condition  of  the  male  patients 
of  the  2nd  class  was  not  found  satisfactory  as  regards  their 
day-room,  the  want  of  games,  books,  and  other  means  of  in¬ 
door  amusement,  and  their  dull  and  confined  airing-court. 
An  additional  attendant  for  the  male  patients  was  suggested, 
in  order  to  enable  the  worst  class  to  be  sent  out  for  more 
frequent  walks  beyond  the  premises.  The  insufficiency  of 

the  laundry  and  washhouse  lor  the  wants  of  the  institution 

•/ 

was  also  pointed  out. 

At  the  visit  made  in  1866,  the  entries  in  the  medical 
visitation  book  both  as  to  restraint  and  medical  treatment 
were  again  noticed  as  being  irregular,  and  not  in  accordance 
with  the  form  in  the  schedule.  Further  structural  improve¬ 
ments  were  mentioned  as  in  progress,  and  especially  the  re¬ 
moval  of  the  flags  in  one  of  the  female  galleries,  and  the  sub» 
stitution  of  boarded  flooring.  The  progressive  improvement 
in  the  male  wards  was  noticed  at  the  subsequent  visit,  and  the 
unfavourable  contrast  between  the  two  divisions  was  less 
marked.  More  frequent  opportunities  for  walking  out  be¬ 
yond  the  premises  were  found  to  be  afforded  to  the  majority  of 
the  patients,  several  of  whom  were  allowed  this  favour  un¬ 
attended;  and  the  garden  communicating  with  the  male  airing 
court  was  stated  to  be  open  to  the  majority  of  the  patients. 
The  small  dull  court  in  connection  with  the  lower  class  day- 
room,  and  to  which  several  of  the  patients  are  restricted,  was 
again  commented  upon,  and  the  introduction  of  flower  beds 
into  it  was  recommended.  The  entries  as  to  restraint  in  the 
medical  journal  were  again  found  to  be  irregular;  and  books 
were  requested  to  be  kept  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dodd,  in  which 
every  instance  of  restraint  or  seclusion  should  be  entered 
daily,  with  the  precise  period  for  which  either  was  employed  : 
these  hooks  to  be  submitted  to  Mr.  Gibson,  the  medical  officer, 

for 
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for  entry  in  the  medical  journal.  Regulations  to  be  observed  Hospitals. 
in  bathing  the  patients  were  recommended  to  be  drawn  up  Bethel 
and  hung  in  the  bath-rooms,  and  also  that  the  water  in  the  Norwich! 
bath  should  be  changed  for  each  patient. 

So  far  as  the  medical  records  show,  no  patient  has  been 
secluded  at  this  hospital  for  several  years,  but  restraint  is 
rather  freely  employed,  and  might,  we  think,  be  entirely 
dispensed  with  by  increasing  the  staff  of  attendants.  Mr. 

Gibson,  the  medical  officer,  lives  in  a  house  adjacent  to  the 
hospital,  and  the  immediate  charge  of  the  patients  has  for 
many  years  been  entrusted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dodd,  whose 
consideration  and  kindness  to  them,  and  anxiety  for  their 
welfare,  have  been  repeatedly  noticed  by  us. 

From  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  weekly 
cost  for  patients  is  less  than  in  any  similar  institution,  being 
only  11  s.  3  d.  per  head.  Of  the  78  patients  in  the  hospital 
on  1st  January  last,  as  many  as  26  were  supported  gratuit¬ 
ously,  and  31  at  or  under  1CM.  a  week  ;  the  highest  rate  at 
which  any  were  received  being  1  L  a  week.  Of  the  provin¬ 
cial  hospitals  this  is  pre-eminently  a  charity. 

On  the  1st  January  last,  the  Northampton  hospital  con-  Northampton 
tamed  92  private  and  361  pauper  patients;  total  453.  Hospital. 

It  stands  in  the  anomalous  position  of  being  a  registered 
hospital,  as  well  as  practically  the  county  asylum.  The 
result  of  this  is,  that  matters  affecting  the  accommodation  to 
be  provided  for  the  pauper  inmates  are  in  no  way  under  the 
control  of  this  Board,  and  the  plans  for  structural  alterations, 
or  additional  buildings,  are  not  submitted  to  us,  as  is  required 
to  be  done  in  the  case  of  county  asylums,  for  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.  Neither  have  we  the  least  control  as 

V 

to  the  amount  of  land  connected  with  the  institution,  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  greatest  importance  in  county  asylums. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  for  some  years  there 
has  been  no  recurrence  of  charges  of  abuse  or  ill-treatment, 
which  at  one  time  were  not  unfrequent  in  this  hospital.  The 
improvements  introduced  by  the  late  Dr.  Wing  have  been 
still  further  carried  out  by  Mr.  Bayley,  who  succeeded  him 
in  1865. 

Previous  to  this  period,  great  changes  bad  been  effected  in 
the  building  itself,  which  had  been  in  many  parts  rendered 
more  cheerful  by  additional  decorations,  painting  and  paper¬ 
ing  ;  more  means  for  personal  washing  had  been  introduced 
into  the  dormitories ;  a  new  chapel  had  been  built  in  the 
grounds  capable  of  containing  280  patients ;  74  of  the  small 
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high  windows  in  the  single  rooms  had  been  lowered  and 
enlarged ;  a  new  airing-court  for  ladies  had  been  formed  ; 
boards  had  been  substituted  for  flags  in  some  of  the  rooms ; 
and  three  rooms  had  been  added  to  No.  3  female  pauper 
ward,  one  being  used  as  a  school-room,  and  the  other  two  as 
dormitories.  During  the  same  period  also  much  greater 
efforts  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients  had  been  made  by 
means  of  lectures,  readings,  theatricals,  dances,  and  concerts 
in-doors ;  and  croquet,  bowls,  cricket,  and  football  in  the 
grounds.  Parties  were  also  sent  out  for  pic-nics,  and  as 
many  as  35  patients  were  usually  sent  to  Llandudno  in  the 
summer. 

In  1864  the  male  side  of  the  hospital  was  noticed  as  being 
full,  and  the  Visiting  Commissioners  alluded  to  a  plan  which 
the  committee  had  in  contemplation  of  erecting  a  one-story 
building  for  52  patients  on  the  north  side  of  the  men’s 
airing-court.  They  suggested,  however,  that  a  much 
more  comprehensive  scheme  would  be  desirable,  and  that 
it  would  be  belter  to  erect  a  separate  building  for  private 
patients,  and  give  up  the  wards  now  occupied  by  them  to 
paupers. 

If  the  plans  for  this  building  had  been  submitted  to  us  for 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  they  would  not  have  been  sanctioned,  unless  greatly 
modified.  At  the  visit  in  1866,  the  new  building  was  found 
to  be  completed,  and  nearly  ready  for  occupation.  The  rooms 
were  stated  to  be  large,  airy,  and  well  lighted,  but  from  their 
situation  and  arrangement  not  suitable  for  permanent  occu¬ 
pation  by  patients.  The  Commissioners  add,  “  We  hope 
“  that  shortly  a  more  comprehensive  scheme  of  enlargement 
“  will  be  adopted,  and  that  the  present  additions  will  be  con- 
“  verted  into  workshops  for  the  men,  for  which  they  are  very 
“  well  adapted.”  It  will  be  seen  that  this  suggestion  is  repeated 
at  the  last  visit,  the  report  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.  In  that  report  also  it  is  stated  that  a  plan  had 
been  submitted  to  the  committee  for  providing  additional 
room  for  10  private  and  70  pauper  patients  of  each  sex,  or 
altogether  160  beds,  by  raising  certain  portions  of  the  galle¬ 
ries  another  story,  converting  part  of  the  centre  building 
formerly  occupied  by  the  superintendent  into  dormitories 
and  day-rooms,  and  constructing  new  hospital  wards.  There 
is  no  allusion,  however,  to  any  addition  being  made  to  the 
quantity  of  land  (now  64  acres),  which  is  quite  insufficient 
for  so  large  an  establishment ;  and  were  this  the  case  of  a 
county  asylum,  we  should  feel  it  our  duty  to  recommend  the 
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Secretary  of  State  not  to  sanction  any  extension,  unless  the  Hospitals. 
land  could  be  considerably  increased.  Northampton 

The  contracts  for  the  reception  of  pauper  patients  belong-  Hospital’ 
ing  to  the  county  and  borough  of  Northampton  into  the 
Lunatic  Hospital,  were  renewed  in  June  1866,  for  a  period  of 
three  years,  under  the  provisions  of  the  42nd  section  of  the 
Act. 

We  think  that  the  whole  question  as  to  the  legal  provision 
made  by  the  justices  of  the  county  of  Northampton  for  their 
pauper  lunatics,  should  now  be  reconsidered.  When  the 
arrangement  for  their  reception  into  the  hospital  was  origi¬ 
nally  made  in  1856,  the  Secretary  of  State  was  recommended 
to  sanction  it  as  one  of  a  temporary  nature  only ;  and  the 
justices  were  informed  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  five  years 
for  which  the  contract  was  made,  we  should  feel  it  our  duty 
to  object  to  the  renewal  of  any  such  arrangement,  unless  in 
the  meantime  the  justices  u  shall  have  taken  steps  to  ensure 
“  for  their  pauper  patients  all  .the  advantages  and  protection  of 
“  the  existing  Lunacy  Acts.”  The  original  contract  was  for  the 
reception  of  160  paupers;  and  at  that  period  there  were 
about  90  private  patients  in  the  hospital.  While  these  have 
but  slightly  increased,  the  pauper  inmates  on  the  1st  January 
were  361,  and  the  accommodation,  as  has  been  before  stated, 
is  now  proposed  to  be  extended,  so  as  to  enable  the  Governors 
to  receive  500  paupers. 

We  believe  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  county,  as 
well  as  of  the  charity,  that  an  equitable  arrangement  should 
be  entered  into  for  the  sale  of  the  property  to  the  county  for 
the  purposes  of  a  pauper  asylum  ;  and  that,  with  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  thereby  obtained,  the  hospital  should  be  removed  else¬ 
where,  and  its  sphere  of  usefulness  as  a  charitable  institution 
greatly  extended. 

The  reports  upon  the  condition  of  the  Nottingham  Hos-  Nottingham 
pital  have  been  uniformly  of  a  satisfactory  character,  and  HosritaL 
since  the  notice  of  it  in  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth 
Reports  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  decorating  and 
furnishing  the  rooms  and  corridors,  and  planting  and  laying 
out  the  grounds.  In  1863  the  hospital  was  so  nearly  full 
that  the  Commissioners  suggested  additional  accommodation 
to  be  provided  by  building  for  the  lower  class  of  patients,  and 
retaining  the  best  rooms  in  the  main  building  for  patients 
who  could  pay  more  liberally  than  the  class  then  received, 
none  of  whom  at  that  time  exceeded  30 s.  per  week. 

Additional  rooms  for  four  patients  in  each  division  were 
0.64.  subsequently 
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subsequently  provided,  by  building  new  lavatories  and  water- 
closets,  and  converting  the  old  ones  into  single  rooms  ;  and 
at  present  these  have  sufficed. 

Although  as  many  as  24  patients  are  received  at  various 
rates  under  1  1.  per  week,  they  have  the  same  accommodation 
and  treatment  as  those  paying  higher  sums,  the  maximum 
being  2  l.  per  week. 

Restraint  has  never  been  employed,  and  seclusion  lias  only 
been  used  on  one  occasion. 

We  trust  that  ere  long  the  Committee  may  be  enabled  to 
increase  the  accommodation  in  this  hospital,  and  extend  its 
sphere  of  usefulness.  With  the  distribution  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  charges  over  a  larger  number  of  patients  the  institution 
would,  no  doubt,  be  worked  more  economically  than  is  at 
present  possible. 

At  the  visit  to  the  Warneford  Hospital  in  1863  the  import¬ 
ance  of  lighting  it  with  gas  was  urged  upon  the  Committee,  and 
the  enlargement  of  the  small  day-rooms  at  the  ends  of  the  cross 
galleries  was  again  recommended.  The  Commissioners  also 
suggested  that  the  dinners  should  be  cut  up  at  the  tables, 
instead  of  being  served  in  rations ;  that  the  water  in  the  baths 
should  be  changed  for  every  patient ;  and  that  the  more 
intelligent  patients  should  be  encouraged  to  sit  up  to  a  later 
hour  than  eight  o’clock. 

In  1865  the  kitchen  and  offices  were  noticed  as  having 
been  enlarged,  and  some  papering  and  painting  had  been 
done;  but  much  more  was  stated  to  be  required  in  this  way, 
especially  in  the  lower  galleries,  and  generally  in  respect  to 
the  renovation  of  the  furniture.  At  this  and  the  subsequent 
visit  the  clothing  of  some  of  the  patients  was  remarked  upon 
as  being  worn  and  shabby,  chiefly  in  consequence  of  the 
difficulty  in  procuring  a  proper  supply  from  their  friends. 
The  introduction  of  gas,  and  cutting  up  the  dinners  in  the 
wards,  was  again  pressed.  At  the  visit  in  1866  the  upper 
male  gallery  was  noticed  as  having  been  improved  by  a 
cheerful  paper ;  and,  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  pre¬ 
viously  made,  the  screen  in  the  chapel  had  been  removed, 
and  the  seats  re-arranged.  A  plan  was  under  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  for  effectually  remedying  the  state  of 
the  drainage,  which  had  long  been  unsatisfactory.  At  the 
next  visit  also,  the  worn-out  stale  of  the  apparatus  for  raising 
water,  and  the  defective  arrangements  for  storing  it,  were 
adverted  to. 

The  purchase  of  eight  or  ten  acres  of  additional  land  has 
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for  some  years  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  hospitals. 

but  is  still  in  abeyance,  in  consequence  of  a  pending  suit  in  warneford 
Chancery.  Hospital. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  not  been  employed  since  1864, 
when  a  lady  on  one  occasion  had  her  hands  fastened,  for 
surgical  reasons.  Seclusion  is  very  rarely  resorted  to. 


When  giving,  in  our  Ninth  Report,  a  short  history  of  the 
various  lunatic  hospitals,  we  stated  that  in  erecting  that  at  Coton  Hili 
Coton-hill,  near  Stafford,  the  Committee  had  incurred  a  debt  Stafford.0115 
of  9,000  and  that,  until  this  was  discharged,  they  would 
uot  be  in  a  position  to  exercise  all  the  liberality  they  might 
think  desirable  in  administering  its  funds,  and  carrying  out  its 
benevolent  objects.  We  regret  to  state  that  this  is  still  the 
case  ;  and  although,  as  far  as  we  can  learn  (for  there  has  never 
been  any  printed  annual  report,  as  it  is  usual  and  most 
essential  that  all  such  institutions  should  supply),  the  financial 
position  of  the  hospital  is  by  no  means  discouraging  and 
a  portion  of  the  debt  lias  been  paid  off,  a  considerable  sum  is 
still  owing.  At  the  same  time  various  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions  have  been  carried  out  in  the  main  building,  which,  on 
the  1st  January,  contained  132  patients;  and  during  the  past 
year  two  detached  cottages  have  been  built  and  furnished  for 
the  accommodation  of  patients  of  a  higher  class. 

The  reports  of  the  visits  to  this  institution  during  the 
past  six  years  have  been  of  a  very  favourable  character. 
Suggestions  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  as  to  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  the  male  patients,  the  appointment  of  a  companion 
to  the  ladies,  the  association  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  in 
the  large  central  room  at  evening  entertainments,  and  for 
improving  the  accommodation  in  various  ways  ;  all  of  which 
have  received  attention. 


The  great  opportunity  which  was  presented  to  the  Governors  Bethlehem 
of  Bethlehem  Hospital,  a  few  years  since,  of  disposing  of  their  HosPital- 
property  as  a  site  for  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  and  which  at  one 
time  we  hoped  might  have  been  effected,  was,  as  we  think, 
most  unwisely  neglected.  At  present  we  fear  there  is  little 
prospect  of  this  great  charity  being  removed  to  a  more 
favourable  locality,  where,  with  a  building  of  modern  con¬ 
struction,  and  the  large  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governors, 
it  might  take  its  proper  position  as  one  of  the  most  important 
English  institutions  for  the  insane. 

The  removal  of  the  criminal  patients  in  1864  to  the  State 
Asylum  at  Broadmoor,  materially  added  to  the  comfort  of 
the  ordinary  inmates  of  the  hospital,  and  no  doubt  gre  «tly 
064,  facilitated 
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facilitated  its  proper  management.  During  late  years  much 
had  also  been  done  independently  by  structural  alterations 
and  liberality  in  furnishing  and  decoration,  to  enliven  the 
building  and  increase  the  comforts  of  the  patients  ;  but  no 
expenditure  can  ever  make  the  existing  hospital  what  it 
ought  to  be. 

At  the  visit  in  1863  the  patients  were  found  in  a  very  quiet 
state,  and  the  wards  were  very  comfortable  in  appearance,  and 
well  supplied  with  means  for  occupation  and  amusement. 
Upwards  of  80  patients  were  allowed  to  take  exercise  beyond 
the  precincts  of  the  hospital,  and  in  the  summer  10  wore 
sent  for  a  fortnight  to  Brighton.  The  detached  wing  for 
criminals  was  found  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  condition,  and 
the  patients  in  it  morose  and  discontented,  but  the  prospect 
of  their  early  removal  prevented  suggestions  being  made  for 
the  improvement  of  this  part  of  the  hospital.  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  all  the  criminals,  with  two  exceptions,  were  found  to 
have  been  removed  to  Broadmoor,  and  the  proposed  early 
demolition  of  the  buildings  they  occupied  was  noticed  ;  the 
lower  galleries  also  were  proposed  soon  to  be  partially  or 
wholly  disused.  The  Committee  were  stated  also  to  have  it 
in  contemplation  to  take  premises  at  the  sea-side  capable  of 
enlargement,  as  a  permanent  place  for  the  occasional  residence 
of  patients.  The  hope  was  expressed  by  the  Commissioners 
that  the  hospital  itself  might  be  removed  to  a  suitable  and 
healthy  locality  in  the  country,  and  that,  by  a  relaxation  of 
the  rules  then  in  force  as  to  the  cases  admitted,  the  bene¬ 
volent  intention  of  its  founders  and  benefactors  might  be  thus 
more  fully  carried  out. 

In  1865  this  relaxation  was  noticed  with  satisfaction  as 
having  been  sanctioned  ;  cases  of  all  kinds,  excluding  only 
idiots  and  epileptics,  being  more  freely  admitted  than  hereto¬ 
fore. 

The  condition  of  the  patients  in  the  lower  wards  was  found 
to  contrast  unfavourably  with  that  of  the  general  inmates, 
more  especially  in  the  female  division.  This  was  attributed 
to  the  depressing  influence  of  the  wards  themselves,  and  to 
the  fact  that  the  inmates  most  requiring  exercise  beyond  the 
airing-courts  are  necessarily  those  who,  because  of  the 
locality,  are  never  taken  beyond  them.  Repeating  the  hope 
expressed  at  the  previous  visit  that  the  hospital  would 
ultimately  be  removed  elsewhere,  no  recommendation  for 
structural  change  was  made,  but  only  that  so  long  as  the 
lower  wards  were  used,  they  should  be  assimilated  more  in 
point  of  ornament  and  comfort  to  the  upper  words.  Liberal 
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arrangements  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients  were  noticed,  hospitals. 
but  the  advantage  of  employing  more  of  the  males  was  pointed  Bethieham 

Out  &  H  .  o  Hospital. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Helps  in  1865,  Dr. 

W.  R.  Williams,  previously  assistant  medical  officer,  was 
appointed  as  superintendent. 

At  the  visit  in  1866  the  old  criminal  blocks  were  found  to 
have  been  removed,  and  the  ground  to  the  south  was  being 
laid  out  as  airing-courts  and  gardens.  As  many  as  60 
patients  had  been  sent  in  small  parties  to  the  sea,  and  plans 
had  been  prepared  for  a  branch  establishment  for  20  patients, 
to  be  erected  at  Witley,  in  Surrey,  upon  25  acres  of  land 
purchased  for  the  Bridewell  Schools. 

By  recent  regulations  medical  students  were  received  to 
reside,  for  a  limited  period,  in  the  hospital,  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  mental  diseases  ;  and  two  were  taking  advantage  of 
this  valuable  privilege. 

The  condition  of  the  hospital  and  patients  at  the  visit  in 
1867  was  found  quite  satisfactory.  The  means  of  occupation 
and  amusement  were  stated  to  be  liberally  furnished,  and,  be¬ 
sides  tiie  monthly  balls,  a  limited  number  of  patients  of  both 
sexes  met  once  a  week  for  dancing  and  recreation. 

During  the  autumn  about  44  patients  were  taken  to 
Brighton  and  Ramsgate,  where  three  houses  were  rented  for 
them.  About  two-thirds  were  in  the  habit  of  walking  out 
beyond  the  premises,  and  excursions  were  made  to  the  Crystal 
Palace  and  other  places  of  amusement.  It  was  suggested  at 
this  visit  that  the  number  of  pianos  should  be  increased,  and 
also  that  an  omnibus  should  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
patients. 

An  important  improvement  had  been  effected  in  No.  1 
Ward  on  each  side,  by  the  formation  of  a  good-sized  day- 
room  looking  upon  the  grounds  at  the  back  of  the  hospital ; 
new  baths  had  also  been  placed  in  these  wards ;  and  the 
ground  formerly  occupied  by  the  criminal  wing  was  being 
laid  out  and  planted  for  exercise  and  recreation.  The 
appointment  of  a  gardener  attendant  was  recommended, 
who  might  induce  more  of  the  male  patients  to  employ 
themselves  in  out-door  work.  Plans  were  stated  to  have 
been  approved,  and  the  contracts  entered  into,  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  the  branch  hospital  in  the  country  for  the  reception 
of  40  patients. 

The  suicide  of  PI.  C.,  in  April  last,  by  hanging,  unfor¬ 
tunately  showed,  in  our  opinion,  a  want  of  care  and  ordinary 
caution,  which  we  felt  called  upon  to  notice.  H.  C.had  been 
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received  about  seven  weeks  previously,  labouring  under  melan¬ 
cholia,  and,  according  to  the  certificates,  decidedly  suicidal, 
although  he  did  not  appear  to  have  made  any  actual  attempt 
to  destroy  himself.  At  first  he  was  treated  as  a  suicidal 
patient,  his  clothes  were  removed  from  his  bed-room  at  night, 
and  he  was  visited  every  hour  by  the  night  attendant.  At 
the  end  of  eight  days  Dr.  Williams  seems  to  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  he  was  not  a  person  of  suicidal  tendency  ; 
and  he  believed  him  to  be  so  far  improved  that  he  re¬ 
moved  him  to  another  gallery,  where,  at  his  own  request,  he 
was  not  visited  by  the  night  attendant,  and  was  allowed  to 
have  his  clothes  in  the  single  room  he  occupied.  In  this  he 
hung  himself  by  means  of  his  necktie,  having  attached  it  to 
the  leg  of  the  bedstead,  which  he  had  turned  up  on  its  end. 
The  case  shows  the  importance  of  not  hastily  coming  to  the 
conclusion  that  insane  patients  are  not  likely  to  commit 
suicide  because  they  have  made  no  positive  attempt,  and  have 
only  talked  of  destroying  themselves  ;  and  it  shows  also  the 
necessity,  in  such  cases,  of  not  relaxing  any  precautions  so 
long  as  they  remain  under  care,  for  it  not  unfrequently 
happens  that  the  apparent  mental  improvement  serves  only 
to  enable  suicidal  patients  the  more  surely  to  devise  and 
carry  out  plans  for  effecting  their  purpose. 


Since  the  last  notice  of  the  Earlswood  Asylum  in  our 
Seventeenth  Report,  the  result  of  the  annual  visits  has  been 
quite  satisfactory.  The  health,  however,  of  the  inmates  has, 
on  several  occasions,  been  a  subject  of  great  anxiety.  In  our 
Fifteenth  Report  we  noticed  that  there  had  been  16  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  in  the  hospital,  five  of  which  terminated  fatally. 
Whether  this  had  been  brought  in  by  a  servant,  or  arose 
from  a  badly  ventilated  water-closet,  was  a  matter  of  doubt. 
In  the  winter  of  1862-63  measles  were  introduced  by  a  child 
of  one  of  the  officers,  and  became  epidemic,  120  cases  being 
under  treatment  at  the  same  time.  The  disorder  proved  fatal 
in  16  cases,  and  no  doubt,  in  other  instances,  indirectly  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  high  rate  of  mortality. 

In  the  autumn  of  1863  scarlet  fever  broke  out  in  the  in¬ 
stitution,  and  was  prevalent  until  the  following  January.  In¬ 
cluding  45  of  the  nurses  and  attendants,  there  were  as  many 
as  102  cases  at  the  same  time.  The  disorder  was  epidemic 
in  the  neighbourhood,  the  first  cases  broke  out  in  nine  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  house,  and  its  origin  did  not  appear  to 
be  attributed  to  any  preventable  cause.  Nine  deaths  were 
immediately  caused  by  the  epidemic,  and  six  others  were 
consequent  upon  it. 

In 
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In  April  18(36  measles  again  became  epidemic,  though  in  a  Hospitals. 
more  mitigated  form  than  on  the  previous  occasion ;  52 
children  were  attacked,  of  whom  five  boys  and  one  girl  died. 

Upon  the  occurrence  of  the  second  epidemic  in  1864  the 
Visiting  Commissioners,  referring  to  the  bodily  weakness 
which  these  attacks  implied,  and  the  constitutional  defects  in¬ 
cident  to  large  numbers  of  the  idiot  class,  recommended 
that  beer  should  be  more  generally  given  as  an  ordinary 
article  of  diet,  and  the  erection  of  a  detached  infirmary  was 
pressed  for  immediate  consideration  by  the  committee. 

In  1866,  upon  the  occurrence  of  the  third  epidemic  in  this 
institution,  both  these  recommendations  were  again  urged,  and 
the  erection  of  an  infirmary  was  stated,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioners,  to  be  essential. 

At  the  visit  in  1863  attention  was  directed  to  the  defective 
ventilation  of  some  of  the  rooms ;  and  the  want  of  a  covered 
play-ground  or  gymnasium  for  use  in  wet  weather,  and  for 
children  in  feeble  health,  was  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  committee.  Hie  water  supply,  which  has  always  been  a 
source  of  anxiety,  was  still  inadequate,  and  the  artesian  well 
which  had  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  920  feet,  at  a  cost  of 
1,800/.,  yielded  only  1,200  gallons  of  water  a  day,  and  the 
lurther  sinking  had  been  stopped.  This  water  was  stated  to 
be  sufficient  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  had  been  made  to  procure  an  increased  supply  from 
the  brook  for  the  ordinary  service  of  the  asylum. 

In  1864  much  was  found  to  have  been  done  to  improve 
the  grounds  and  offices,  as  well  as  to  add  to  the  comforts  in¬ 
doors,  by  placing  Venetian  blinds  to  all  the  front  windows, 
removing  the  deadened  glass  from  the  windows  in  the  various 
rooms  and  passages,  and  providing  wash-stands  adapted  for 
the  use  of  children  in  some  of  the  dormitories.  A  new 
laundry  and  wash-houses  had  been  built,  together  with 
workshops  for  tailors  and  shoemakers,  in  which  42  patients 
were  at  work  ;  and  14  acres  of  meadow  land  had  been  added  to 
the  estate,  which  was  thus  increased  to  150  acres,  94  of  which 
were  farmed,  and  to  a  considerable  extent  planted,  as  well  as 
intersected  with  roads  and  walks  which  had  been  increased 
to  the  extent  of  a  mile  and  a  half.  In  1865  various  structural 
improvements  and  additions  were  found  to  have  been  carried 
out,  and  at  the  same  time  the  committee  had  been  able  to 
pay  off  a  debt  of  nearly  1 0,000 1.  Some  doubt  was  expressed,  by 
the  Visiting  Commissioners,  as  to  whether  the  time  the  children 
are  engaged  in  the  workshops  and  schools  enabled  them  to  take 
sufficient  out-door  exercise ;  and  at  the  visit  in  the  following 
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year  more  frequent  intermissions  both  in  the  schools  and  shops 
were  found  to  have  been  allowed,  and  with  benefit,  both  to  the 
children  and  teachers.  The  necessity  for  enlarging  the  dining- 
hall  was  noticed  at  this  visit,  and  also  the  want  of  more  out¬ 
door  games  for  the  boys,  as  well  as  for  more  toys,  pictures,  and 
means  of  amusement  in  the  lower  class  boys’  rooms. 

At  the  visit  made  in  1867,  the  water  obtained  from  the  well 
was  stated  to  be  so  impregnated  with  alkaline  and  earthy 
salts,  that  arrangements  were  about  to  be  entered  into  with 
the  Caterham  Company  to  supply  the  asylum  with  water. 
A  further  purchase  of  five  acres  of  meadow  land  in  the  direc- 
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tion  of  the  Earlswood  station  was  noticed,  as  also  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  new  workshop  block. 

Dr.  Down,  who  had  for  so  many  years  held  the  office  of 
resident  medical  officer,  resigned  his  appointment  in  June 
1868,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Grabham.  From  the  report 
in  the  Appendix  of  the  visit  made  to  this  institution  in  Novem¬ 
ber  1858,  when  it  contained  470  patients,  its  general  condition 
will  be  seen  to  be  most  satisfactory. 

In  June  last,  one  of  the  boys,  T.  R.  J.,  was  unfortunately 
scalded  in  a  bath,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  in  a  few 
hours.  It  appears  that  he  was  sent  out  of  the  grounds  in 
charge  of  another  patient  named  M.,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  washed  by  his  attendant ;  but  as  M.  could  not  find  the 
attendant,  he  himself  took  J.  to  the  bath-room,  turned  on  the 
hot -water  tap,  and  placed  him  in  the  bath,  where  he  was  found 
standing  by  the  nurse.  The  key  of  the  hot-water  tap,  which 
was  under  the  care  of  the  night  attendant,  who  had  verbal 
directions  to  keep  it  locked  up  in  a  cupboard,  had  been  miss¬ 
ing  for  a  fortnight,  but  he  had  not  reported  this,  and  it  did 
not  appear  how  it  had  come  into  M.’s  possession.  No  printed 
rules  for  bathing  were  in  the  bath-rooms.  These,  however, 
were  subsequently  prepared  by  Dr.  Grabham,  who  had  only 
just  entered  upon  his  duties  when  this  event  occurred. 

The  condition  of  the  York  Hospital  in  1862,  when  it  was 
noticed  in  our  17th  Report,  was  in  many  respects  unsatisfac¬ 
tory,  but  the  subsequent  entries  made  upon  our  visits  have  been 
of  a  more  favourable  character.  The  additional  buildings  then 
referred  to  as  having  been  erected  for  the  pauper  patients 
belonging  to  the  city  of  York  were  shortly  afterwards  occu¬ 
pied.  At  the  visit  made  in  1863,  various  improvements  were 
noticed  as  having  taken  place,  more  especially  the  substitu¬ 
tion  of  boarded  floors  for  flags  in  the  lower  galleries  on  the 
female  side,  and  in  two  of  the  male  day-rooms ;  painting  and 
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papering  some  of  the  galleries  and  rooms  ;  and  providing  new  hospitals. 
carpets  and  additional  furniture.  The  necessity  for  further  York  HosPltal 
efforts  in  this  direction,  in  order  to  remove  the  prevailing 
dulness  and  discomfort,  was  strongly  urged.  The  better  venti¬ 
lation  of  the  single  rooms  on  the  female  side,  the  appointment 
of  a  companion  to  the  ladies,  the  erection  of  a  detached 
chapel  on  the  land  in  front  of  the  hospital,  and  the  making 
this  land  available  for  the  use  of  patients  by  laying  it  out  and 
planting  it,  were  matters  also  urged  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  governors.  In  1864  a  case  of  homicide  unfortunately 
occurred  ;  one  patient,  P.  W.,  striking  another  on  thp 
head  with  a  brush,  and  causing  death  by  effusion  of  blood 
on  the  brain.  For  this,  W.  was  tried,  acquitted,  on  the 
ground  of  insanity,  and  subsequently  sent  to  Fisherton 
House.  At  the  visit  in  J864  much  progress  had  been  made 
in  the  supply  of  furniture;  and  a  sum  of  1,500/.  had  been 
voted  for  the  erection  of  a  new  chapel,  but  this,  we  regret  to 
say,  the  committee  had  decided  upon  placing  on  some  land  at 
the  side  of  the  hospital,  and  not,  as  suggested,  upon  that  in 
front.  The  latter,  about  nine  acres  in  extent,  is  in  turf,  and 
easily  admits  of  being  laid  out  and  planted  for  the  use  of  the 
patients,  who  at  present,  with  few  exceptions,  derive  little 
benefit  from  it.  The  chief  objection  on  the  part  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  making  it  available  as  suggested,  appears  to  have  been 
the  circumstance  of  their  being  able  to  let  the  land  for  a  sum 
of  about  60  L  for  the  annual  agricultural  and  flower  shows;  a 
con  si  (deration  which  we  think  should  not  be  allowed  to  have 
any  weight  in  a  matter  so  obviously  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  patients.  Subsequent  entries  have  been  of  a  still  more 
favourable  character.  Considerable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  furniture  ;  and  in  various  ways  the  cheerfulness  and 
comfort  of  the  galleries,  sitting  and  bedrooms,  have  been 
increased.  What  is  termed  the  “  far  female  building*”  is, 
however,  structurally  so  unfit  for  use,  that  pulling  it  down 
and  rebuilding  it  has  been  suggested  as  the  only  remedy. 

New  baths  have  been  introduced  throughout  the  hospital,  the 
old  chapel  has  been  converted  into  a  billiard-room,  and  more 
of  the  flagged  floors  have  been  removed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  defects  noticed  as  existing  in  this 
hospital  have  chiefly  had  reference  to  the  building  itself  or 
the  furnishing,  and  such  as  are  inseparable  from  old  institu¬ 
tions.  As  respects  the  management  and  the  utility  of  the 
hospital  as  a  charity  much  has  always  been  said  in  its  favour. 

The  kindness  with  which  the  patients  are  treated,  and  the  atten¬ 
tion  paid  by  Dr.  Needham  to  their  recreation  and  amusements, 
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by  means  of  an  ample  supply  of  books  and  games,  dances,  con¬ 
certs,  lectures,  and  other  weekly  entertainments,  and  by  afford¬ 
ing  them  frequent  opportunities  of  driving  and  walking  out 
beyond  the  grounds  (as  many  as  30  patients  being  noticed  at 
the  last  visit  as  being  permitted  to  walk  out  unattended  on 
their  parole)  have  frequently  been  noticed. 

In  1865  a  male  patient  committed  suicide  by  cutting  his 
throat  with  a  razor,  which  he  obtained  possession  of  through 
the  culpable  negligence  of  the  attendant,  who  was  dismissed 
in  consequence.  In  1866  a  male  private  patient,  who  was 
labouring  under  suicidal  melancholia,  also  destroyed  himself 
by  throwing  himself  from  the  roof  of  the  cross  gallery  into 
the  airing-court  below ;  having  got  on  to  the  roof  by  means 
of  a  ladder  used  for  cleaning  windows,  which  had  been 
most  improperly  left  in  the  airing-court.  Whether  or  not 
the  fall  was  accidental  or  done  with  a  suicidal  intention  the 
jury  could  not  determine.  At  our  request  a  full  inquiry  into 
the  case,  and  conduct  of  the  attendants,  was  made  by  the 
governors,  who  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  negligence  of 
two  of  the  attendants,  in  leaving  the  ladder  in  the  airing-court, 
contributed  materially  to  the  unfortunate  occurrence ;  and  for 
this  the  attendants  referred  to  were  reprimanded  and  cau¬ 
tioned. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  not  been  employed  for  many  years, 
and  seclusion  is  rarely  resorted  to.  According  to  the  entries 
in  the  medical  journal  only  15  patients  had  been  secluded 
during  the  last  six  years,  and  many  of  them  only  on  one 
occasion. 

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  average  rate  of  maintenance 
is  low,  in  consequence  of  the  number  of  paupers  belonging 
to  the  city  of  York  who  are  received,  32  patients  were,  on  the 
1st  January,  maintained  at  sums  under  10  s.,  and  29  under 
1 5  s.  a  week. 

The  York  Retreat  which  was  originally  built  for  about  30 
patients,  has  been  gradually  extended,  and  on  the  1st  January 
last  it  contained  139  patients;  from  time  to  time,  also,  the 
land  attached  to  it  has  been  increased.  The  state  of  the 
hospital  has  been  invariably  found  to  be  most  creditable,  and 
the  treatment  of  the  patients  kind  and  judicious.  Much  is 
done  to  occupy  and  amuse  them,  ample  means  are  afforded 
for  walking  and  driving  out,  and  about  4  0  are  usually  taken 
for  a  few  weeks  to  the  sea  in  the  summer. 

During  the  past  six  years  the  only  instances  of  restraint 
which  appear  to  have  been  employed,  were  in  the  case  of  a 
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lady  who  wore  the  u  sleeves  ”  one  night;  and  in  1868,  a  Hospitals. 
patient  of  each  sex  was  found  occasionally  to  have  a  muffle  J®kRetl'eat’ 
gloves,”  which  do  not  confine  the  arms,  placed  on  the  hands. 

Seclusion  is  rarely  employed,  and  only  for  short  periods. 

A  large  amount  of  charitable  assistance  is  dispensed  by  this 
institution,  as  many  as  61  patients  in  the  hospital  on  the  1st 
January  paying  sums  under  105.  per  week,  and  11  others 
from  105.  to  155. 

In  our  Twenty-first  Report  we  described  the  steps  which  isle  of  Man. 
had  been  taken  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  the 
insane  poor  of  the  isle  of  Man  pending  the  erection  of  the 
new  asylum.  The  building  was  completed  early  in  the  past 
year,  and  we  publish  in  the  Appendix  (I.)  a  report  addressed 
by  Mr.  Hingston,  the  medical  superintendent,  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  management,  which  has  been  forwarded  to  us  by 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Loch,  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  It  will  be 
seen  that,  considering  the  short  time  the  institution  has  been 
opened,  and  the  unfavourable  character  of  many  of  its 
inmates,  its  condition  is  very  satisfactory  ;  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  be  assured  that  proper  provision  has  thus  at  length  been 
made  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  island,  who  have  so  long 
suffered  from  much  neglect  and  mismanagement. 


In  our  last  report  we  gave  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  Metropoli- 
the  various  metropolitan  and  provincial  licensed  houses  in  provincial 
England  and  Wales,  and  we  now  propose  only  to  advert  to  licensed 
those  in  which  any  special  occurrences  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  year,  or  in  relation  to  which  any  matters  of 
importance  have  been  under  the  notice  of  the  Board. 


We  regret  to  state  that  the  efforts  which  Dr.  Wood  assures  Kensington 
us  he  has  made  to  obtain  a  suitable  house  in  the  country  for  House* 
the  patients  now  in  Kensington  House,  have  hitherto  failed, 
and  the  inmates  continue  to  be  in  the  same  unfavourable  cir-^ 
cumstances  previously  noticed.  The  license  for  Kensington 
House  has  for  some  time  been  renewed  only  for  short  periods. 

Occurrences  which  took  place  in  Brooke  House  in  June  Brooke  House, 
last,  and  which  made  it  necessary  to  provide  for  the  better 
classification  of  the  patients,  and  a  more  effectual  separation 
of  the  sexes,  have  resulted  in  important  alterations  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Monro  in  the  structural  arrangements  of  the 
ho  use,  which  will  add  materially  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients 
and  the  proper  working  of  the  establishment.

Suicides. 


Twenty-third  Report  of  the 

two  occasions,  of  assaults  and  acts  of  violence  committed  by 
S.  A.  G.,  a  nurse  in  Hoxton  House,  upon  patients  under  her 
care,  we  instituted  a  special  inquiry  into  the  subject  in 
December  last.  One  of  the  patients  alleged  to  have  been 
assaulted  was  at  the  time  in  a  convalescent  state,  and  had 
subsequently  been  discharged.  From  the  inquiries  we  made 
into  this  case,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  patient 
herself  was  the  aggressor,  and  that,  to  a  great  extent,  the 
violence  said  to  have  been  inflicted  upon  her  by  S.  A.  G.  was 
done  in  self-defence.  At  the  same  time,  it  showed  a  want  of 
temper  and  self-control  on  her  part  which  made  her  ill- 
suited  for  the  office  she  held.  In  the  second  case  we  examined 
various  patients  who  were  capable  of  giving  correct  statements 
of  what  occurred,  and  also  the  woman  alleged  to  have  been 
ill-treated,  and  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  charges 
were  well  founded.  S.  A.  G.  had  in  the  meantime  given 
Dr.  Hunt  notice  of  her  intention  to  leave,  and  looking  to 
the  little  chance  there  would  be  of  obtaining  her  conviction 
upon  the  unsupported  evidence  of  insane  patients,  the 
Board  did  not  think  fit  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against 
her. 

The  suicides  which  have  taken  place  in  the  licensed  houses, 
both  metropolitan  and  provincial,  during  the  past  year  have 
fortunately  been  few  in  number,  viz.,  two  in  the  metropo¬ 
litan  houses  and  one  in  the  provincial.  The  only  case  in 
which  any  degree  of  blame  was  to  be  attributed  was  in  that 
of  a  gentleman  in  Brislington  House,  who  committed  suicide 
by  hanging.  This  patient  was  so  violent  and  dangerous 
when  admitted,  that  it  was  not  considered  safe  to  place  an 
attendant  to  sleep  in  his  bed-room.  This  adjoined  his  sitting- 
room,  and  was  lighted  by  a  window  in  the  partition  wall,  7  feet 
2  inches  from  the  ground,  which  he  had  the  power  of  open¬ 
ing.  Having  tied  two  sheets  to  the  bed  he  climbed  up 
and  passed  through  the  window,  and  suspended  himself  on 
the  opposite  side  in  the  sitting-room.  Although  this  patient 
had  not  been  thought  to  be  suicidal  upon  admission,  he  had, 
on  the  day  before  the  occurrence,  said  to  his  attendant  that  he 
should  become  a  pauper  and  a  tramp,  and  commit  suicide. 
The  Board  could  not  therefore  avoid  coming  to  the  conclusion, 
which  was  conveyed  to  the  proprietors,  that  the  arrangements 
for  the  security  of  this  patient  had  been  insufficient,  and  that 
provision  should  have  been  made  for  the  constant  supervision 
of  him  during  the  night  as  well  as  by  day. 

In 
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In  Appendix  J.  will  be  found  the  number  of  pauper  Pauper  luna- 
lunatics  not  in  asylums,  registered  hospitals,  or  licensed  a^yiumsl&c. 
houses,  chargeable  to  the  several  unions  and  parishes  in 
England  and  Wales  on  1st  January  1869,  being  an  abstract 
from  the  annual  returns  made  under  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet, 
c.  97,  s.  64. 

The  usual  return  is  given  in  Appendix  K.  of  the  work- The  Insane 
houses  visited  during  the  past  year  by  members  of  this  Board. 

It  will  be  seen  that  7,842  patients  were  seen  and  examined 
at  the  244  houses  which  were  visited. 

The  reports  to  the  Poor  Law  Board,  which  are  made  by 
the  various  Commissioners  after  all  such  visits,  have  not  dif¬ 
fered  materially  from  those  of  previous  years. 

The  result  of  the  inspections  year  by  year  has  been  un¬ 
questionably  to  produce  a  gradual  and  general  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  insane  inmates,  and,  in  some  excep¬ 
tional  instances,  to  obtain  for  them  judicious  and  even  liberal 
provision  by  the  Guardians. 

As  a  general  rule,  however,  workhouse  arrangements  for 
the  care  of  the  insane  are  still  very  unsatisfactory,  and  we 
have  as  usual  to  make  continual  complaints  of  the  want  of 
suitable  furniture,  of  better  beds  for  the  feeble  and  infirm,  of 
warmer  clothing  in  winter,  of  deficiencies  in  the  means  of  oc¬ 
cupation  and  out-door  exercise,  and  especially  of  the  insuffi¬ 
ciency  of  the  dietary,  and  the  want  of  responsible  paid  super¬ 
vision. 

As.  lias  been  stated  in  former  reports,  we  have  no  direct 
power  or  authority  over  workhouse  arrangements,  and  our 
recommendations  for  remedying  defects,  and  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  condition  of  the  patients,  are  very  often  resisted 
by  the  Guardians,  rendering  necessary  much  correspondence. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  efforts  are  in  many  cases  ulti¬ 
mately  successful,  being  usually  strongly  supported  by  the 
Poor  Lawr  Board,  from  whom  we  continue  to  receive  all  neces¬ 
sary  assistance. 

We  regret,  however,  to  say  that,  notwithstanding  fre¬ 
quently-repeated  recommendations  and  remonstrances,  the 
dietary  of  the  insane  inmates  in  a  large  majority  of  the 
workhouses  of  the  country  is  still  upon  a  low  and  inadequate 
scale.  This  is  notably  so  in  the  following  workhouses  in 
Lancashire,  wherein  large  numbers  of  insane  patients  are 
retained,  namely,  Wigan,  having  at  the  last  visit  97  patients ; 
Ashton-under-Lyne,  with  115  patients;  Bolton,  with  124  pa¬ 
tients  ;  and  Bury,  with  165  patients. 
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There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  insane,  as  well  in  work- 
houses  as  in  asylums,  require,  on  account  of  the  diseased  and 
enfeebled  state  of  their  nervous  system,  more  food  and  of  a 
more  nutritious  kind,  in  order  to  sustain  their  strength,  than 
such  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  for  sane,  able-bodied  persons. 

We  have,  however,  the  greatest  difficulty  in  inducing 
boards  of  guardians,  and  not  a  few  even  of  the  union  medi¬ 
cal  officers,  to  recognise  the  truth  of  these  views,  and  give 
effect  to  them. 

Our  anticipations,  expressed  in  last  year’s  Report,  of  the 
“  continuance  and  probable  aggravation  of  the  evils  conse_ 
“  quent  upon  the  detention  of  recent  troublesome  and  dan- 
Cc  gerous  patients  in  the  Middlesex  workhouses,”  have  been 
fully  realised,  and  are  referred  to  elsewhere  in  connection 
with  the  want  of  public  asylum  accommodation  for  that 
county. 

The  practice  of  retaining  in  the  workhouse  cases  requiring 
asylum  treatment  is  nevertheless,  irrespective  of  any  such 
deficiency  of  asylum  accommodation,  very  general ;  and  in 
some  districts  in  the  provinces,  especially  in  Lancashire,  it 
appears  to  be  on  the  increase.  As  stated  in  our  last  Report, 
we  have  almost  invariably,  in  the  course  of  our  inspection  of 
workhouses  having  special  lunatic  wards,  to  urge  the  re¬ 
moval  to  asylums  of  patients  unfit  for  detention.  Among 
these  the  most  common  are  cases  of  melancholia,  where  the 
malady  is  frequently  of  recent  origin  and  a  curable  form  ; 
but  where,  because  the  patients  are  not  troublesome  and  are 
not  deemed  to  be  dangerous,  they  are  allowed  to  drift  into  a 
chronic  and  incurable  state,  and  their  chances  of  recovery  by 
early  removal  and  appropriate  treatment,  only  possible  in  an 
asylum,  are  entirely  sacrificed. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  this  important  consideration  is 
very  frequently  overlooked,  or  disregarded,  even  by  workhouse 
medical  officers,  as  long  as  the  patients  are  found  to  be  “  man¬ 
ageable”  in  the  workhouse  wards. 

The  most  fertile  source  of  the  evil  complained  of,  however, 
and  an  indirect  cause  of  much  chronic  insanity,  is  neglect 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  relieving  officers  by  the  67th  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  which  requires  that 
they  shall,  within  three  days  of  every  case  of  insanity 
coming  to  their  knowledge,  give  notice  to  a  justice,  in  order 
that  due  consideration,  as  contemplated  by  the  Act,  should 
be  given  to  the  propriety  of  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  an 
asylum. 

The  objectionable  practice  by  which  relieving  officers  take 
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all  insane  persons,  when  first  attacked,  to  the  workhouse,  The  insane 
and  do  not  take  further  action  unless  called  upon  to  do  so 
by  the  workhouse  authorities,  still  prevails  in  many  districts 
and  unions. 

It  may  be  urged  that  in  numerous  instances  of  late,  especially 
in  the  metropolitan  districts  and  in  Lancashire,  where  asylum 
accommodation  has  for  some  time  been  wholly  inadequate, 
relieving  officers  have  been  unable  to  avoid  this  improper 
practice.  But  it  is  by  no  means  limited  to  such  emergen¬ 
cies.  When  there  is  ample  room  in  the  county  asylum, 
we  have  yet  incessantly  to  protest  against  the  practice. 

In  some  unions  it  is  expressly  authorised  by  the  Guardians 
in  the  form  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  and  instructions 
are  given  to  the  relieving  officers  that  all  insane  persons 
shall  be  brought  in  the  first  instance  to  the  workhouse. 

Such  a  resolution,  when  carried  into  effect,  is  a  direct  con¬ 
travention  of  the  lunacy  laws,  and  has  most  mischievous  re¬ 
sults. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  who  last  visited  the 
Nottingham  Workhouse,  mention  was  made  of  a  resolution  of 
this  kind  having  been  passed  by  the  Guardians.  The  proceed¬ 
ing  was  severely  commented  upon,  and  brought  under  the 
notice  of  the  Poor  Law  Board.  The  fact  however  that  at 
the  same  workhouse  our  interference  has,  very  lately,  been 
necessary  to  procure  the  removal  to  the  asylum  of  a  recent 
case  of  melancholia,  improperly  admitted  and  detained  there, 
shows  that  the  practice  is  continued. 

The  following  cases  show  the  further  evil  results  which  not 
unfrequently  occur,  as  a  consequence  of  the  admission 
into  workhouses  of  patients  who  can  only  be  properly  taken 
care  of  in  asylums. 


On  the  31st  December  1867  a  patient,  G.  W.,  died  Death  by  burn- 
in  the  Reading  Workhouse  from  extensive  burns  sus"  auhl Reading 
tained  two  days  after  his  admission  into  the  house;  when  Union  Work- 
the  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury  was,  that  “The  deceased  com-  ,louse* 

“  mitted  suicide  by  setting  fire  to  himself  while  in  an  unsound 
<c  state  of  mind.”  But  the  circumstances  were  also  specially 
investigated  by  a  Commissioner,  and  his  report  thereon  was 
transmitted  to  the  Poor  Law  Board. 


The  following  are  the  material  facts: — W.  was  a  single 
man,  residing  in  lodgings  in  Reading,  and  it  appears  that,  alter 
having  shown  symptoms  of  insanity  lor  about  three  weeks,  his 
case  was,  for  the  first  time,  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
relieving  officer  on  the  28th  December.  At  his  request  the

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nTwoRK-NE  Pa^en^  was  same  day  visited  by  the  district  medical  officer, 
houses.  who  gave  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  he  was  labouring  under 
Deathby  burn- melancholia,  and  unfit  to  be  at  large,  whereupon  the  patient

at  the  Reading  was  conveyed  to  the  workhouse. 

Union  Work-  The  order  of  the  relieving  officer  upon  which  he  was  re¬ 
ceived,  was  in  the  form  used  for  ordinary  destitute  per¬ 
sons,  and  did  not  state  that  the  patient  was  insane ;  but 
the  relieving  officer  informed  the  hospital  nurse  verbally 
that  W.  was  “melancholy  and  should  be  watched.”  He 
was  placed  in  an  associated  dormitory  under  the  special 
care  of  two  sane  pauper  inmates,  who  were  instructed  not  to 
leave  him. 

The  only  protection  to  the  fire-place  in  this  room  was  an 
ordinary  fender  a  few  inches  high.  On  the  afternoon  of  the 
30tii  (the  second  day  after  his  admission),  the  two  men 
placed  in  charge  had  absented  themselves  for  a  short  time, 
when  the  patient  suddenly  jumped  out  of  bed,  rushed  to  the 
fire-place,  and  apparently  attempted  to  get  up  the  chimney. 
He  was  immediately  afterwards  discovered  on  the  fire  with 
his  shirt  in  flames,  and  he  died  of  the  injuries  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  day. 

It  was  a  grave  error  to  send  to  the  workhouse  a  patient  in 
whom  a  disposition  to  self-injury  might,  from  his  mental 
state,  be  naturally'  expected.  Such  a  case  could  only  be 
effectually  taken  care  of  in  an  asylum. 


The  Visiting  Commissioner,  in  his  special  Report,  a  copy  of 
which  was  sent  to  the  Reading  Guardians,  drew  attention  to 
the  fact  that  “  the  irregular  practice  of  sending  all  insane 
“  persons,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  workhouse,  was  general 
“in  the  district ;  ”  and  that  “the  relieving  officer  did  not 
“  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  67th  section  of  the  Lunatic 
“  Asylums  Act,”  by  giving  the  requisite  notice  to  a  justice,  with 
regard  to  lunatics  coming  under  his  observation. 

The  Guardians  were  urged  to  require,  in  future,  in  all  cases 
where  practicable,  the  removal  of  insane  patients  direct  to  the 
asylum  from  their  own  homes,  without  passing  through  the 
workhouse  ;  and,  in  a  reply  since  received,  they  have  promised 
to  give  effect  to  the  recommendation. 


Suicide  of  a  On  the  18th  of  August  last  a  patient,  S.  K.,  committed 
Salford  Work-  suicide  in  the  Salford  Union  Workhouse, 
house.  According  to  the  particulars  furnished  by  the  Guardians  to 

the  Poor  Law  Board,  and  the  depositions  taken  at  the  inquest, 
it  appears  that  K.,  who  was  a  warehouseman,  and  56 
years  of  age,  was  admitted  into  the  workhouse  on  the  31st  ot 
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July  last,  and  being  found  to  be  labouring  under  melancholia,  Tu^**£?* 
he  was  placed  in  the  lunatic  ward.  He  had  been,  on  more  houses. 
than  one  occasion  previously,  an  inmate  of  the  house  ;  and  he  Suicide  of  a 
is  described  by  one  of  the  pauper  nurses,  in  his  evidence  before  patient  in  the 
trie  coroner,  as  a  person  or  known  suicidal  tendency,  who  had  house. 
some  years  previously  tried  to  cut  his  throat.  He  was,  in 
consequence,  “  closely  watched.”  From  the  14th  of  August, 
owing  to  an  attack  of  diarrhoea,  he  was  obliged  to  keep  his 
bed.  On  the  lGth  his  suicidal  feelings  became  more  active, 
and  he  told  the  nurse  that  “  the  devil  had  got  hold  of  him  ; 

“  that  he  was  tired  of  his  life,  and  should  do  something 
“  desperate  to  himself  or  some  one  else.” 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  pauper  nurse  in  charge  left 
him,  as  he  stated,  for  only  five  minutes,  and  on  his  return  into 
the  room  found  him  struggling  under  the  bed-clothes  with  a 
strip  of  the  ticking  (torn  off  from  his  bed)  tied  tightly  around 
his  throat,  his  face  being  livid  from  strangulation.  The  liga¬ 
ture  was  immediately  cut,  but  too  late  to  save  life,  the  efforts 
of  the  resident  surgeon  to  restore  animation  being  of  no  avail. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury  was  that  the  patient  destroyed  himself 
by  strangulation  while  in  an  unsound  state  of  mind. 

The  inquiry  made,  and  the  correspondence  in  this  case 
which  took  place  between  our  office,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  and 
the  Guardians,  disclosed  in  our  opinion  great  want  of  judg¬ 
ment  and  forethought  on  the  part  of  the  resident  medical 
officer  in  failing  to  recognise  the  urgent  and  dangerous  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  patient’s  mental  malady,  and  the  imperative 
necessity  for  his  prompt  removal  to  the  asylum. 

Pending  this  proceeding  the  patient  should,  for  his  due 
security,  have  had  constant  and  unremitting  supervision  in 
the  workhouse,  by  a  special  paid  attendant ,  who  could  be 
held  responsible  for  liis  safety.

On  the  21st  of  December  last  a  patient,  J.  B.,  was  ad-  Serious  injuries 
mitted  from  the  North  Bierley  Union  Workhouse  into  the  {1°iea^[f1nt  in 
West  Riding  Asylum,  having  at  the  time  a  fracture  of  the  Bierley  Union 
collar-bone,  and  severe  and  extensive  bruises  on  various  parts  Workhouse* 
of  his  body. 

The  patient  was  examined  immediately  on  his  admission 
into  the  asylum  by  Dr.  Browne,  the  medical  superintendent, 
and  tire  assistant  medical  officer,  and  the  attention  of  the 
relieving  officer  who  conveyed  the  patient  from  the  wTork- 
house  was,  in  accordance  with  the  excellent  rule  in  force  at 
this  asylum,  at  once  directed  to  the  injuries. 

Dr.  Browne,  in  reporting  the  facts  to  our  office,  stated  that 
0.04.  the 
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the  bruises  and  the  fracture  were  of  recent  origin,  and  that 
the  former  had  the  appearance  of  having  been  “  inflicted  by 
u  blows  with  a  stout  stick.”  The  relieving  officer  could  not 
account  in  any  wav  for  the  injuries,  and  the  patient,  who  was 
labouring  under  dementia,  with  excitement  and  general 
paralysis,  was  unable  to  give  any  reliable  information  respect¬ 
ing  himself. 

An  explanation  was  sought  by  us,  in  the  first  instance, 
from  the  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse;  this  being  found 
unsatisfactory,  we  communicated  with  the  Poor  Law  Board, 
who  directed  the  Guardians  to  inquire  into  the  matter.  They 
reported,  as  the  result  of  their  investigation,  that  the  patient, 
who  was  admitted  into  the  workhouse  on  the  1st  of  December, 
continued,  during  the  whole  three  weeks  of  his  residence 
there,  very  troublesome ;  that  shortly  before  his  removal  he 
became  “  extremely  violent  and  uncontrollable,  and  that  the 
64  bruises  observed  on  his  person  when  taken  to  the  asylum 
“  were  caused  by  his  own  violent  conduct  in  the  workhouse.” 
They  also  reported  that,  according  to  the  statement  of  the 
patient’s  wife,  the  fracture  of  the  collar  bone  had  taken  place 
three  month  before  his  admission  into  the  workhouse*.  The 
guardians,  however,  stated  that  there  was  great  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  medical  officer,  who  admitted  that  he  had  never, 
during  the  patient’s  stay  in  the  workhouse,  properly  examined 
his  person. 

The  circumstances  of  this  case  were  further  investigated 
by  a  member  of  our  Board  at  the  annual  visit  to  this  work- 
house,  on  the  20th  of  February  last.  He  examined  the 
master,  the  paid  attendant,  and  several  of  the  more  intelligent 
patients  ;  but  failed  to  obtain  positive  evidence  as  to  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  injuries  were  produced.  The  men  had 
been  noisy  and  troublesome  in  the  dormitory  at  night, 
getting  out  of  bed,  disturbing  other  patients,  calling  out  for 
guns,  and  threatening  to  stab  the  paid  attendant,  who  for 
several  nights  had  not  had  his  clothes  off.  But  the  most 
important  fact  elicited  was  a  statement  by  the  master,  that 
upon  one  occasion  B.  had  complained  to  him  that  he  had 
been  beaten  with  a  stick  by  the  paid  attendant.  No  exami¬ 
nation  of  his  person  was,  however,  made  at  the  time. 

The  case  amounted  to  one  of  the  gravest  suspicion  against 

the 


#  The  patient  died  at  the  asylum  on  the  26th  of  January,and  Dr.  Browne, 
the  superintendent, has  since  informed  us  that  the  post-mortem  examination 
confirmed  the  opinion  he  had  previously  given  as  to  the  recent  date  of  the 
fracture.

the  paid  attendant,  and  the  Visiting  Commissioner,  in  his  the^insane 
report  to  the  Poor  Law  Board,  recommended  that  if  he  should  h^use*K" 
be  retained  in  his  office,  a  very  strict  watch  ought  to  be  kept  Serious  injuries 
over  him  by  the  master.  It  was  urged  that  the  medical  officer  m 

should  be  required  to  examine  the  person  of  every  insane  Bieriey  Union 
person  on  admission  into  the  workhouse,  and  also  imme- Workhouse* 
diately  before  removal  to  the  asylum,  entering  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  the  purpose  a  description  of  any  bruises  or 
injuries  observed  by  him.  Above  all,  the  Guardians  were 
strongly  advised  to  put  a  stop,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  prac¬ 
tice  by  which  insane  patients  were  as  a  rule  brought  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  workhouse,  instead  of  being  sent  direct 
from  their  own  homes  to  the  asylum. 

A  patient,  J.  H.,  was  admitted  into  the  Wakefield  ^-treatment  of 
Asylum  on  the  27th  ot  JN o vein ber  last,  having  at  the  time  Bradford 
severe  bruises  on  the  back,  left  side,  and  arms.  H e  Workhouse, 
was  brought  from  the  Bradford  Workhouse,  where,  for  a 
fortnight  previously,  he  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  lunatic 
ward.  He  was  not  examined  by  the  medical  officer  before 
his  removal  from  the  workhouse,  but  the  relieving  officer,  who 
conveyed  him  to  the  asylum,  saw  and  testified  to  the  existence 
of  the  bruises  at  the  time  of  the  patient’s  reception  into  the 
last-named  institution.  The  medical  superintendent,  Dr. 

Browne,  was  informed  by  the  patient  that  he  had  been  se¬ 
verely  flogged  with  a  twisted  rope  two  days  previously,  at  the 
workhouse,  by  the  pauper  attendant  in  charge  of  the  lunatic 
ward. 

The  facts  of  the  case  were  brought  before  our  notice  by 
Dr.  Browne,  and  by  the  patient’s  son  ;  and  the  circumstances 
were  fully  investigated  by  two  members  of  the  Board  at 
their  visit  to  the  workhouse  in  question  on  the  17th  of 
February. 

They  proceeded,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  house  of  the 
patient,  who  had  by  that  time  been  removed  from  the  asylum 
to  his  own  home.  They  found  him  in  a  very  precarious  state 
from  heart  disease,  but  he  was  perfectly  calm  and  coherent, 
and  repeated  the  statement  he  originally  made  as  to  his  having 
been  flogged  by  the  pauper  attendant.  They  afterwards 
examined,  at  the  workhouse,  ail  who  could  throw  any  light  on 
the  matter.  The  result  was  ti?  satisfy  them  that  the  patient 
had  been  cruelly  beaten  whilst  an  inmate  of  the  lunatic  ward. 

The  pauper  attendant  (who  had  then  been  removed  from  the 
charge  of  the  ward)  admitted  having,  on  one  occasion,  when 
he  was  troublesome,  beaten  him  with  a  leather  strap;  but 
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this  man  denied  ever  having  used  a  twisted  rope,  and  there 
was  no  positive  evidence  by  whose  hand  the  injuries,  noticed 
on  the  patient’s  admission  into  the  asylum,  were  inflicted. 
The  paid  attendant  of  the  infirmary,  who  was  supposed  to 
exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  lunatic  ward,  had  only 
been  appointed  three  days  previously  to  the  patient’s  removal ; 
and  the  inmates  of  the  ward  itself  were  all  so  imbecile  or 
demented,  as  to  render  their  evidence  unreliable  and  useless 
for  the  purpose  of  a  prosecution  of  the  pauper  attendant, 
against  whom  criminal  proceedings  could  not  therefore  be 
taken  with  a  chance  of  success. 

This  case  is  another  instance  of  the  great  injustice  done  to 
the  insane  poor  by  placing  them  under  the  charge  of  pauper 
and  irresponsible  attendants.  The  Visiting  Commissioners,  in 
their  report  to  the  Poor  Law  Board  on  this  workhouse,  strongly 
urged  that  properly  qualified  attendants  should  be  forthwith 
appointed  ;  that  in  all  instances  the  persons  of  insane  patients 
should  be  examined  bv  the  medical  officer  on  their  admission 
into  the  workhouse,  and  before  removal  to  the  asylum;  and 
that  he  should  be  required  to  record  in  a  book,  kept  for  this 
purpose,  the  condition  in  which  he  finds  them. 

In  our  21st  report  we  stated,  in  reference  to  the  attempts 
made  to  bring  into  operation  the  8th  section  of  the  25  & 
26  Viet.  c.  3,  that  an  application  had  been  received  in 
the  Autumn  of  1865  from  the  Visitors  of  the  Prestwich 
Asylum,  and  the  Guardians  of  the  Bolton  Union  in  Lanca¬ 
shire,  for  the  consent  of  this  Board  to  the  removal,  under  the 
section  referred  to,  of  60  chronic  lunatics  from  the  county 
asylum  to  the  workhouse  in  question. 

This  workhouse  was  specially  inspected  and  reported  upon 
by  two  Commissioners,  and  the  various  arrangements  and  re¬ 
gulations  were  specified  which  it  would  be  necessary  for  the 
Guardians  to  adopt  in  the  event  of  the  proposal  being  carried 
out.  The  negotiation,  however,  was  suspended  in  1867, 
owing  to  difficulties  which  arose  of  a  practical  nature, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  question  whether  or  not  the 
orders  of  maintenance  applicable  to  patients  when  in  the 
asylum  could  be  held  to  remain  in  force  after  their  removal, 
as  proposed,  to  the  workhouse. 

So  much  doubt  seemed  to  exist  as  to  the  precise  nature  and 
extent  of  the  powers  given  by  the  8th  section  referred  to,  that, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown,  to  whom  a 
case  had  been  submitted,  “  further  legislation  was  needed,  in 
‘  order  to  define  more  clearly  the  true  position  of  chronic 
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“  lunatics  removed  to  workhouses,  and  of  the  Visitors,  Guar- The  Insane 
“  dians,  and  others,  with  regard  to  their  lunatics.”  houses*" 

In  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  of  1868,  a  clause  was  proposal  for 
accordingly  inserted  to  get  rid  of  the  difficulty.  The  43rd 
section  of  that  Act  provides  that,  44  the  Guardians  of  any  union  from  the 
44  or  parish  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Poor  Law  Board  and  Jsyh^tothe 
44  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  subject  to  such  regula-  Bolton  work- 
44  tions  as  they  shall  respectively  prescribe,  receive  into  the  house* 

44  workhouse  any  chronic  lunatic  not  being  dangerous,  who  may 
44  have  been  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  and  selected  by  the 
44  superintendent  of  its  asylum,  and  certified  by  him  to  be  a  fit 
44  and  proper  person  so  to  be  removed,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
44  be  agreed  upon  between  the  said  Guardians  and  the  Com- 
44  mittee  of  Visitors  of  any  such  asylum,  and  thereupon  every 
44  such  lunatic,  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  in  such  work- 
44  house,  shall  continue  a  patient  on  the  books  of  the  asylum 
44  for  and  in  respect  of  all  the  provisions  in  the  Lunacy  Acts,  so 
44  far  as  they  relate  to  lunatics  removed  to  asylums.” 

This  led  to  a  reopening,  in  October  last,  of  the  negotiation, 
by  a  renewed  application  from  the  Prestwich  Visitors  and  the 
Bolton  Guardians  for  the  removal,  under  the  powers  and  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  above  sections,  of  60  patients  from  the  county 
asylum  to  the  workhouse. 

A  correspondence  followed  between  the  Poor  Law  Board, 
this  Board,  and  the  Guardians,  in  which  we  desired  to  satisfy 
ourselves  that  the  stipulations  for  the  proper  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  patients,  contained  in  the  report  of  the  two  Com¬ 
missioners  who  specially  inspected  the  Bolton  workhouse  in 
October  1866,  and  which  were  afterwards  assented  to  by  the 
Guardians,  would  be  strictly  adhered  to.  In  this  event  the 
requisite  consent  of  our  Board  would  have  been  given.  In 
December  last,  however,  the  Guardians  finally  abandoned 
the  proposal. 

This  is  the  only  proposition  under  the  43rd  section  of  the 
Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  of  last  year  which  has  as  yet 
come  before  us. 

Some  questions  affecting  the  property  of  lunatic  patients,  property  of 
which  have  arisen  during  the  past  year,  appear  to  call  for  Luxatics- 
some  remark  from  us.  Our  experience  more  and  more 
convinces  us  that  the  cost  of  an  inquisition,  even  where 
the  property  to  he  administered  is  above  the  amount 
specified  by  sect.  J2  of  the  Act  25  &  26  Viet,  c*  86,  re 
mains  still  excessive ;  and  it  would  be  a  very  great  ad¬ 
vantage,  we  think,  if  in  cases  where  a  lunatic’s  property 
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Property  of  does  not  exceed  2,000  /.,  and  its  annual  income  is  below 
100  no  formal  inquisition  were  required.  We  are  per¬ 
fectly  satisfied  that  not  a  few  persons  are  altogether  de¬ 
terred  from  applying  for  an  inquisition  by  the  consideration 
of  its  present  cost.  Such  legal  provision  as  does  not  now 
exist  is  also,  we  think,  necessary  for  the  custody  of  property 
within  the  amount  specified  by  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Act 
of  1862.  Upon  the  persons  of  lunatics  sent  to  asylums  as 
“  wanderers,”  or  as  “  not  being  under  proper  care  and  con- 
“  trol,”  or  indeed  as  66  paupers,”  are  not  seldom  found 
moneys,  securities  or  valuable  articles,  which  there  is  at 
present  no  means  of  safely  reserving  for  ultimate  restoration 
to  the  patient. 

A  few  months  since  a  woman  sent  as  a  pauper  to  the  West 
Riding  Asylum  had  in  her  pocket,  upon  admission  there,  a 
deposit  note  for  400  /. ;  on  the  person  of  another,  taken  to 
Peckham  House,  was  discovered  170.Z.  in  bank  notes  and 
gold  ;  in  the  possession  of  a  lady,  whom  intemperate  habits 
had  reduced  to  insanity,  the  Brighton  police  found  30  /.  in 
cash. 

Your  Lordship  will  perhaps  also  consider  whether  the  cost 
of  proceeding  under  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Act  of  1862 
cannot  be  lessened.  While  preparing  this  Report  we  have 
had  our  attention  called  to  the  case  of  two  ladies,  previously 
schoolmistresses,  living  in  their  own  cottage,  who  have  just 
been  sent  to  a  county  asylum  as  insane  and  destitute.  The 
clergyman  of  their  parish  tells  us  that  they  own  two  or  three 
small  tenements  and  about  2^  acres  of  land,  but  the  houses  are 
without  tenants,  the  land  is  uncultivated,  and  both  alike  cali 
for  outlay,  while  the  lunatics  are  in  debt  to  tradesmen  in 
their  neighbourhood,  and  the  guardians  have  taken  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  property,  together  with  its  title-deeds.  The 
clergyman  asks  us  what  is  to  be  done  ?  Who  can  order  the 
requisite  repairs  and  sell  or  let  the  property,  pay  the  debts, 
and  generally  look  after  the  lunatics’  pecuniary  interests  in 
their  compulsory  absence  ?  Our  answer  must  of  necessity  be, 
that  no  person  is  legally  authorised  to  deal  with  this  property, 
and  that  its  value  does  not,  in  the  present  state  of  the  law, 
justify  the  cost  of  any  legal  proceedings  for  its  protection. 
The  inconvenience  is  felt  alike  where  the  property  is  undis¬ 
puted  and  where  questions  of  disputed  ownership  are  raised. 
Not  many  days  ago  accident  informed  us  of  jewels  held  by  a 
person  whose  title  thereto  as  against  the  lunatic  owner  (now 
in  Han  well  Asylum)  is  most  questionable,  and  yet  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  for  anyone  to  enforce  the  lunatic’s  legal  right  therein. 
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In  such  circumstances  as  these  we  have  described,  and  of  lunatics'"  °F 
which  we  give  only  a  few  illustrations  from  our  latest  expe¬ 
rience,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  valuable  effects  are 
often  made  away  with.  Even  when  Guardians  get  possession 
of  a  lunatic’s  property  no  little  hardship  sometimes  arises. 

A  female  lunatic  was  sent  to  Han  well  as  a  pauper  patient ; 
in  her  passage  through  a  London  workhouse  86  /.  was 
found  upon  her,  and  taken  by  the  Guardians.  She  was 
ultimately  discharged,  still  however  insane,  but  the  Guardians 
retain  the  money  because  she  can  give  no  legal  receipt.  Her 
father  might  indeed  obtain  its  application  for  her  maintenance 
under  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Acts  ;  but  as  we  were  obliged  to 
tell  him,  upon  his  complaining  to  us,  that  such  a  proceeding 
on  his  part,  if  successful,  would  in  all  probability  absorb  a 
fourth  of  the  fund,  he  naturally  shrinks  from  a  proceeding 
involving  the  certainty  of  loss  and  a  very  small  probability 
of  gain. 

What,  on  the  whole,  appears  to  us  essential  is  that  some 
intermediate  and  easily  applied  protection  should  be  found, 
limited  in  its  character,  and  procurable  as  well  as  terminable 
without  undue  difficulty  or  expense,  for  the  property  of  per¬ 
sons  who  have  been  placed  under  certificates  of  insanity, 
w  hether  in  private  or  public  asylums,  which  would  secure  them 
analogous  advantages  to  those  enjoyed  by  Chancery  patients. 

Reflecting  how7  often  insanity  annihilates  the  income  of  a 
family  ;  how  often  it  levies  a  sudden  and  extraordinary  tax 
upon  the  pecuniary  resources  of  its  victim  for  his  mental  re¬ 
covery, diminishing  the  means  of  his  family  and  simultaneously 
closing  his  own  purse ;  and  yet  how  commonly  there  is  an 
early  stage  of  the  malady  when  application  for  an  inquisition 
would  be  clearlv  unwise, — it  would  seem  to  be  most  desirable 
that,  as  soon  as  insanity  is  actually  established,  and  the 
patient  is  by  order  and  certificates  deprived  of  his  personal 
liberty,  some  ad  interim  and  official,  however  limited,  pro¬ 
tection  of  his  property  should  be  accorded  upon  terms  easy 
of  compliance  by  his  friends.  In  a  recent  case,  the  family  of 
a  lunatic  was  in  this  dilemma.  He  was  in  business;  he  wras 
suffering  from  incipient  insanity  ;  a  heavy  bill  for  his  accept¬ 
ance  was  nearly  due ;  and  the  ciioice  of  the  family,  in  the 
present  state  of  the  law7,  lay  between  a  premature  and  spe¬ 
culative  application  for  an  inquisition,  and  the  ruinous  con¬ 
sequences  of  non-acceptance  of  the  bill.  Such  protection 
would  be  useful  also  in  another  way.  During  the  past  year, 
in  the  necessary  interval  required  for  formal  proceedings 
towards  an  inquisition,  and  while  these  were  further  de~ 
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layed  because  of  the  failing  bodily  health  of  the  person  for 
whom  the  commission  was  sought,  the  greatest  part  of  the 
entire  property  at  stake,  and  which  was  employed  in  trade,  was 
lost  altogether  through  want  of  the  intermediate  supervision 
and  protection  of  which  we  have  pointed  out  the  necessity. 

The  number  of  u  single  patients”  as  defined  by  the  Act  1  6 
Sc  17  Viet.  c.  96,  on  the  1st  January  1869,  was  324,  and  the 
changes  which  have  taken  place  in  this  class  during  the  past 
year  are  shown  in  the  following  Table  :

Of  the  patients  registered  during  the  past  year  as  under 
single  care,  a  large  number  were  disclosed  to  us  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  alarm  excited  by  prosecutions  instituted  by  our 
Hoard  for  the  offence  of  receiving  without  certificates  persons 
who  are  insane.  All  these  had  been  insane  for  a  long  time 
previous,  several  of  them  from  10  to  20  years,  and  had  thus 
been  living,  under  illegal  charge,  with  the  individuals  who 
brought  to  our  knowledge  their  existence,  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  which  had  led  to  their  being  so  placed.  The  pleas  urged 
in  extenuation  of  these  violations  of  the  law  were  such  that 
we  did  not  feel  called  upon  to  take  legal  proceedings  against 
any  of  the  offenders.  In  the  case  of  three  medical  men, 
however,  we  required  that  they  should  insert  apologies  for 
their  violation  of  the  Act  in  the  public  papers. 

The  Commissioners  during  the  past  year  found  at  their 
visits  the  arrangements  made  for  the  treatment  of  some  single 
patients  so  unsatisfactory  that  they  had  to  recommend  their 
removal  to  public  or  private  asylums,  and  generally  their 
suggestions  were  adopted.  In  other  instances  their  visits 
led  to  inquiries  being  made  regarding  property  to  which 
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patients  whom  they  had  visited  were  entitled,  and  the  result  single 
was  either  to  place  it  under  legal  protection,  or,  when  it  Patients. 
was  duly  protected,  to  obtain  for  those  to  whom  it  belonged 
an  increased  scale  of  expenditure  and  greater  amount  of  com¬ 
forts. 

Of  the  registered  single  patients,  only  the  following  two 
call  for  special  notice  : 

(1.)  Mr. -  had  been  previously  a  patient  in  Moor- 

croft  House,  but,  at  the  request  of  his  friends,  was  trans¬ 
ferred  on  the  26th  June  of  last  year  to  the  care  of  a 
medical  man  residing  at  Southgate.  On  the  29th  of  the 
following  month,  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  a  member  of 
our  Board,  this  patient  was  found  locked  in  his  room  on  the 
second  floor,  and  without  any  companion.  He  expressed 
satisfaction  at  seeing  one  of  the  Commissioners,  and  claimed 
his  protection,  stating  as  his  reason  for  it,  that  he  had  been 
ill-treated,  by  being  “  strapped  down  ”  for  two  days  by  sheets 
and  towels,  and  he  showred  marks  on  the  ankles  which  were 
the  remains  of  injuries  inflicted  by  leather  straps  used  to  re¬ 
strain  his  legs.  The  marks  formed  a  ring  of  discoloured  skin 
of  an  inch  in  width  round  the  ankles.  On  being  questioned, 
he  confessed  that  he  had  conducted  himself  with  violence,  but 
added,  “I  was  never  treated  in  that  manner  in  Moorcroft 
“  House.”  Considering  the  nature  of  his  malady,  and  the 
feeling  of  dislike  to  those  who  had  the  charge  of  him,  the 
Board  suggested  that  he  should  be  replaced  in  a  private  Asylum, 
and  on  this  recommendation  being  made  known  to  the  friends, 
he  was  taken  back  to  Moorcroft  House,  where  he  was  subse¬ 
quently  seen  by  the  Commissioners  in  a  satisfactor}*  state,  and 
contented  with  the  treatment  he  received. 

(2.)  The  case  of  Mrs.  P.,  a  lady  who  bad  been  removed 
from  her  own  home  to  a  house  taken  for  her  sole  use  at 
Brighton,  where  she  was  placed  under  the  charge  and  con¬ 
trol  of  a  person  known  to  us  as  a  professed  attendant  upon 
insane  ladies,  was  a  source  of  considerable  trouble  and  diffi¬ 
culty  to  the  Board. 

Upon  the  representation  made  to  us  by  the  medical  man 
who  was  consulted  in  her  case,  and  who  had  some  doubt  as 
to  the  legality  of  her  position,  we  were  of  opinion  that  it  came 
within  the  provisions  of  the  90th  section  of  the  Act  8  &  9 
Viet.  c.  100,  and  that  the  course  which  had  been  adopted 
could  only  he  legalised  by  placing  her  under  certificates. 

With  the  concurrence  of  her  husband,  this  step  was  taken, 
and  the  certificates  were  signed  by  two  gentlemen  of  con- 
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siclerable  experience  in  mental  affections.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  question  of  the  insanity  of  this  lady,  and  the  propriety  of 
the  course  adopted,  were  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Board,  and  two  of  its  members  were  deputed  to  visit  her,  and 
inquire  more  fully  into  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Without  entering  more  into  details,  it  may  be  sufficient  to 
state  that  the  Commissioners  after  three  visits,  made  at  con¬ 
siderable  intervals,  came  to  the  conclusion  that,  not  ques¬ 
tioning  the  condition  the  patient  was  in  when  the  medical 
certificates  were  signed,  her  state  had  so  far  improved  as  not 
to  justify  her  further  detention  and  treatment  as  an  insane 
person.  This  opinion  was  conveyed  to  the  husband  of  the 
lady,  with  a  suggestion  that  she  should  be  discharged  from 
her  certificates,  to  which  course,  however,  he  positively  de¬ 
clined  to  accede;  and  it  became  neeessar}r  to  report  the  case 
to  the  Lord  Chancellor. 

Upon  further  inquiry,  and  after  counsel  had  been  heard 
in  the  Lord  Chancellor’s  private  room,  on  behalf  as  well  of 
the  husband  as  of  the  relatives  of  the  patient,  her  immediate 
discharge  was  ordered. 

We  think  it  right  also  to  place  on  record  the  following  case 
of  a  woman  who  had  been  insane  for  many  years,  and  who  was 
reported  to  this  Board  to  be  the  subject  of  ill-treatment  by 
her  relatives,  with  whom  she  was  residing  without  certifi¬ 
cates. 

A.  H.,  the  alleged  lunatic,  living  at  a  small  farm,  in  the 
parish  of  E.,  in  the  county  of  Durham,  was,  pursuant  to  an 
order  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  visited  and  examined  on  the 
3rd  February  of  last  year  by  two  members  of  this  Board,  when 
the  following  facts  (as  stated  in  a  special  Report)  were 
elicited  in  the  course  of  their  inquiries: — “A.  H.,  who  is 
about  40  years  of  age,  and  unmarried,  is  one  of  a  family  of  six, 
four  brothers  and  two  sisters ;  her  sister  is  the  wife  of  a 
neighbouring  farmer  ;  she  is  the  youngest  of  the  family,  and 

has  always  resided  at - .  bier  father  died  insane,  and 

by  his  own  hand,  when  she  was  a  child,  and  was  succeeded 
in  the  property  by  bis  brother,  who,  by  his  will,  divided  the 
farm,  which  is  about  70  acres  in  extent,  in  equal  shares  to 
his  six  nephews  and  neices. 

“  A.  H.  has  been  insane  for  10  years  and  upwards,  during 
which  time,  as  previously,  she  has  resided  with  her  brothers, 
William  and  Thomas,  the  latter  of  whom  is  married,  and  has  a 
child.  She  has,  during  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  that  period, 
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occupied  the  room  in  which  she  was  found,  and  which,  ex¬ 
cepting  for  meals,  and  an  hour  or  two  daily  for  exercise  at  the 
back  part  of  the  farm,  she  has  never  left.  This  room  is  of 
lair  size,  and  once  constituted  what  was  termed  the  parlour. 
For  some  years  past,  however,  it  has  been  entirely  denuded 
of  furniture,  and  rendered  pitch  dark  by  boarding  up  the 
windows,  in  consequence,  as  stated,  of  her  violent  and  de¬ 
structive  propensities.  At  the  time  of  the  visit  the  floor  was 
covered  with  loose  straw.  In  this  room,  which  is  flagged, 
and  the  fireplace  of  which  also  was  boarded  up,  the  lunatic 
was  found  lying  on  the  loose  straw,  covered  by  a  woollen 
rug,  and  clad  in  a  chequed  flannel  shirt  and  fustian  trousers. 
She  did  not  exhibit  any  violence,  but  was  talkative,  and 
quite  incoherent.  She  was  not  emaciated  or  feeble,  and  the 
Visiting  Commissioners  were  disposed  to  believe,  judging 
from  her  appearance,  that  the  statement  made  to  them  that 
she  fared  with  the  family  as  respects  diet  was  true. 

“  She  performs  all  necessary  acts  on  the  floor  in  a  corner 
of  the  room,  of  which  there  was  evidence,  and  the  room  is 
cleaned  daily  by  the  elder  brother,  William.  The  Commis¬ 
sioners  who  visited  A.  H.  reported  that  the  result  of  their 
examination,  inspection,  and  inquiries  to  be,  that  f  A.  H.  was 
in  a  state  of  chronic  mania,  and  that  she  ought  to  be  re¬ 
moved  forthwith  to  an  Asylum.’  She  was  accordingly  sent  to 
the  County  Asylum  at  Sedgwick,  where  she  was  subsequently 
seen  in  a  satisfactory  state.’* 

In  our  Seventeenth  Report,  we  observed  that  nothing 
tended  more  to  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  patients  in  Asylums 
than  occasional  visits  to  their  friends,  and  that  it  was  very 
desirable  that  Superintendents  should  be  invested  with 
discretionary  authority  to  permit  their  temporary  absence 
without  requiring,  in  every  case,  a  special  order  by  two 
Visitors  under  the  79th  section  of  “  The  Lunatic  Asylums 
Act,  1853.” 

We,  at  the  same  time,  noticed  with  satisfaction,  that  the 
Visitors  of  the  Gloucester  Asylum  had  adopted  a  suggestion 
contained  in  the  last  previous  Report  of  the  Visiting  Commis¬ 
sioners,  that  the  practice  of  allowing  patients  to  visit  their 
friends,  which  had  been  attended  with  the  best  results,  should 
be  placed  on  a  more  regular  and  satisfactory  footing  by  a 
<£  Regulation  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  124th  section  of  the  Act.” 

In  accordance  with  this  suggestion,  the  Committee  had 
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passed  a  resolution  empowering  the  Medical  Superintendent 
“  to  give  leave  of  absence  from  the  Asylum  to  such  patients  as 
“  he  shall  think  suitable,  for  such  limited  period,  not  exceeding 
u  four  days  at  one  time,  when  and  as  often  as  he  shall  deem 
“  desirable.” 

We  recorded  these  particulars  in  our  Report,  in  the  hope 
that  the  power  of  Visitors  in  this  respect  might  be  generally 
made  known,  and  that  the  example  set  at  Gloucester  might 
be  followed  in  all  other  Asylums. 

The  only  quarter  from  which  any  objection  has  come, 
and  that  upon  the  ground  of  legal  construction  only,  has 
been  the  Kent  Asylum  ;  with  the  Visitors  of  which  we  have 
had,  during  the  past  year,  much  correspondence  on  the 
subject.  We  entertained  no  doubt  whatever  upon  the  point, 
but,  in  consideration  of  the  question  having  been  raised,  we 
thought  it  best  to  obtain  the  highest  legal  opinion. 

A  case  was  accordingly  submitted  to  the  Law  Officers  of 
the  Crown  in  these  terms  :  “  A  question  having  arisen 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  operation  of  the  saving  clause 
in  the  1 24th  section  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  your 
opinion  is  requested  upon  the  construction  of  that  clause,  and 
especially  you  are  desired  to  advise  whether  a  Committee  of 
Visitors  of  a  CountyAsylum  can  or  cannot,  under  that  clause, 
legally  authorise,  by  their  regulations,  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Asylum  to  give  temporary  leave  of  absence  to  any  patient, 
and,  if  so,  for  how  long  a  period  ?  ” 

And  the  following  opinion  thereon  was  communicated  at 
once  to  the  Visitors  of  the  Kent  Asylum  : 

“  We  think  that  section  124  of  the  statute  contemplates 
that  a  lunatic  patient  may  be  temporarily  absent  under  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  that  such  temporary 
absence  under  regulations  is  not  the  same  thing  as  absence 
4  on  trial’  under  an  order  granted  in  pursuance  of  section  79 
of  the  Act. 

“We  incline  to  think,  too,  that  a  lunatic  who  stayed  away 
after  the  period  for  which  he  was  let  out  might  be  retaken 
under  the  order,  but  this  is  certainly  open  to  considerable 
doubt. 

“  If  temporary  absence  be  permitted,  there  are  no  particular 
number  of  days  for  which  it  may  be  given.  Three  or  four 
days  would,  we  think,  be  a  not  unreasonable  limit.” 

We  have  only  to  add  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Gloucester 
Asylum,  upwards  of  400  of  such  visits  to  friends  had  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  in  no  instance  had  the  written 
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undertaking  to  bring  back  the  patient  within  the  appointed 
time  been  violated. 


During’  the  past  year  of  patient  s  belonging  to  the  Metro-  Removals  for 
politan  District,  and  therefore  within  our  immediate  juris-  Metlopiiican 
diction,  383  have  been  removed  for  the  benefit  of  their  health,  Licensed 
for  short  periods,  to  the  seaside  or  on  visits  to  their  friends,  IIou8es)‘ 
and  we  have  noticed  with  much  pleasure  the  benefit  derived 


from  such  change  of  scene. 


In  March  last  our  attention  was  drawn,  in  consequence  of  Prosecution 
a  murder  by  A.  11.,  an  insane  young  gentleman,  to  the  fact  r^eptio^op 
of  his  having  been  at  the  time,  and  for  nearly  three  years  A  Lunatic 
previous,  under  the  charge,  without  certificates,  of  a  person  certificates. 
named  Edward  Godfrey,  at  Edington,  in  the  county  ofReg  v 
Somerset  ;  and,  after  full  consideration,  A.  H.  having  been  Godfrey, 
tried  and  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  we  preferred 
an  indictment  against  Edward  Godfrey  under  the  90th  section 
of  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100,  for  a  misdemeanour. 

The  circumstances  were  shortly  as  follows  :  A.  lids  father, 
who  had  resided  for  some  years  near  Edington,  upon  leaving 
England  for  Ireland,  in  1865,  placed  him  under  the  charge  of 
Godfrey  at  7  s.  per  week,  with  instructions  to  keep  him  as 
much  as  possible  employed  in  agricultural  work,  in  order  to 
help  to  maintain  him,  and  to  prevent  him  from  over-study  of 
the  Bible  and  other  religious  books. 

When  the  charge  of  murder  was  under  investigation  by 
the  Committing  Magistrates,  and  again  at  the  trial,  Edward 
Godfreys  upon  his  examination,  gave  evidence  to  the  effect 
that  A.  H.  was  often  in  a  melancholy  way,  always  studying, 
and  at  times  appeared  very  stupid.  He  stated  that  he  had 
seen  him  “  stand  up  in  a  study,  thinking  deeply/'  and  that  he 
always  knew  there  was  a  something  which  was  not  right. 

A,  H.  wanted  to  be  a  Scripture  Reader,  but  Godfrey  would 
not  give  his  consent,  and  told  him  he  did  not  think  he  was 
fit  for  it,  as  he  seemed  at  times  very  stupid. 

It  is  obvious  from  what  has  been  stated,  that  Godfrey 
believed  A.  H,  to  be  of  weak  intellect,  and  treated  and  con¬ 
trolled  him  as  such.  Upon  this  subject,  which  had  an  im¬ 
portant  bearing  upon  the  question  of  Godfrey’s  culpability,  it 
is  material  to  observe  that,  in  1866,  after  A.  H.  had  run  away* 
from  Godfrey’s  house,  from  which  he  was  absent  for  four 
months,  his  father,  in  a  letter  to  Godfrey,  informed  him  that 
his  son  was  u  a  harmless  lunatic.”  In  his  letter  written  to 
Godfrey,  upon  receiving  notice  of  A.  H.’s  escape,  the  father 
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Prosecution  said,  “  You  must  be  well  aware  that  he  suffers  from  weak

ReceptionAof  intellect.  Knowing  him  to  be  perfectly  harmless,  I  did  not 
a  Lunatic  like  having  him  placed  under  restraint,  and  was  truly  glad 
Certificates,  to  a  respectable  home  for  him.  Should  any  reference  be 
Reg  v  made  to  me  by  the  Authorities,  I  shall  at  once  take  steps  to 

Godfrey.  have  my  son  placed  under  restraint  as  a  harmless  lunatic. 

Read  this  to  him,  and  make  him  clearly  understand  that  he 
subjects  himself  to  be  treated  as  a  lunatic,  and  will  be  so  if 
be  persists  in  bis  folly.” 

The  murder  referred  to,  and  with  which  A.  H.  immediately 
charged  himself,  was  committed  upon  a  young  man  engaged 
in  gardening,  by  means  of  a  stick  and  pocket-knife,  and 
A.  H.  said  that  he  felt  impelled  to  the  act,  that  it  had 
been  on  his  mind  for  a  week,  and  that  he  had  had  a  fit  and 
was  crazy. 

In  these  circumstances  the  indictment  was,  by  our  direc¬ 
tion,  preferred  against  Edward  Godfrey,  who  was,  on  the 
11th  April,  committed  for  trial  and  held  to  bail. 

At  the  ensuing  assizes  for  the  county  of  Somerset  the  bill 
wras  preferred  ;  and,  although  all  the  material  facts,  with  abun¬ 
dant  evidence  of  A.  H.’s  insanity,  were  laid  by  our  Solicitor 
before  the  Grand  Jury,  they  ignored  the  bill. 

In  so  doing,  they  would  appear  to  have  been  in  great 
measure  influenced  by  the  charge  of  Mr.  Justice  Mellor, 
wherein  lie  left  more  especially  for  their  consideration  the 
question  whether  A.  H.  was  placed  with  the  defendant  for  the 
care  of  his  mind,  and  not  for  the  care  of  his  body.  We  have 
only  to  add  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  Grand  Jury  took  a  most 
erroneous  view  of  the  case. 
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Our  attention  was,  in  December  last,  drawn  to  a  case  of 
alleged  neglect  and  ill-treatment  of  J.  G.  C.,  a  lunatic, 
residing*  with  his  brother  and  sister  at  Rye,  and  represented 
to  have  been  for  some  years  confined  naked,  and  in  a  most 
miserable  state. 

We  lost  no  time  in  requesting  the  assistance  of  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Police  at  Rye,  and  his  private  inquiry  into 
the  facts  alleged. 

In  reply,  the  Town  Clerk,  by  direction  of  the  Mayor,  in¬ 
formed  us  that  the  latter  had  caused  inquiries  to  be  made,  and 
that  the  lunatic  was  found  to  be  in  a  comfortable  room  and 
bed,  and  apparently  treated  with  kindness  and  attention;  that 
he  had  never  been  shaved,  and  that  having  been  where  he 
then  was  for  the  last  30  years,  the  Mayor  thought  it  probable 
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that  the  Commissioners  might  deem  it  necessary  to  make  a  Special 
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visit  to  the  house.  re  j  G, 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  two  of  the  Com-  Neglected 
missioners,  on  the  18th  December,  visited  the  house  and 
examined  the  lunatic. 


The  following  was,  in  substance,  their  report : — “  The  room 
44  occupied  by  the  lunatic  was  a  small  one  on  the  first  floor. 

“  Upon  the  door  being  opened  the  smell  was  most  offensive. 

“  Upon  an  old  four-post  bedstead  crouched  the  lunatic,  his 
44  knees  bent  up  to  his  chin,  and  his  legs  on  his  thighs.  He 
“  was  covered  over  with  the  bedclothes,  but  otherwise  naked, 

44  and  for  20  years  he  had  not  worn  any  article  of  clothing, 

“  or  been  out  of  doors.  He  took  no  notice  of  the  Co  minis - 
44  sinners’  entrance,  and,  when  spoken  to,  showed  no  intelli- 
44  gence,  and  sat  immovable.  At  first  they  doubted  whether 
“  his  limbs  were  not  permanently  contracted,  but  his  brother, 

44  bringing  some  bread  and  cheese,  took  him  by  the  arm  and 
“  asked  him  to  get  up.  He  did  so  without  resistance,  and 
44  walked  to  the  corner  of  the  room,  and  resumed  his  crouching 
44  posture  on  a  piece  of  board,  and  commenced  eating  the 
44  bread  and  cheese.  The  bed,  which  was  of  straw,  was  wet, 
44  and  the  case  much  soiled  and  black  from  having  been  con- 
44  stantly  wetted.  Some  pieces  of  sacking  which  were  placed 
44  on  the  bed  were  also  dirty  and  offensive.  He  got  up  and 
44  walked  to  the  bed  without  apparent  difficulty,  and  got  into 
44  it,  and  resumed  his  former  position.  Although  able  to 
44  stand  and  walk,  his  body  was  bent,  and  he  seemed  unable 
44  to  straighten  himself.  The  upper  part  of  his  person  was 
44  clean,  as  were  his  legs  and  feet,  but  his  buttocks  and  thighs 
44  were  covered  with  excrement.  He  appeared  to  be  free 
44  from  any  positive  disease,  hut  he  was  pale  and  almost 
44  anaemic  in  appearance,  and  very  thin,  and  the  Com  mi  s- 
44  sioners  had  no  hesitation  in  attributing  this  state  to  his 
44  having  insufficient  food,  and  to  the  mode  of  life  he  has 
44  led  for  so  many  years.  Until  within  the  last  six  years,  as 
44  they  were  informed  by  his  brother, he  occupied  the  adjoining 
44  and  much  larger  room,  from  whence  he  was  removed  be- 
44  cause  of  his  violent  and  destructive  propensities,  breaking 
44  the  furniture  and  tearing  his  bedclothes.  He  had  never, 
44  since  1849,  worn  clothing  of  any  kind.  He  had  not,  for 
44  six  years  past,  been  visited  by  any  medical  man.  He  was 
44  51  years  of  age.  His  first  attack  of  insanity,  which  was 
4<  sudden,  was  in  1835,  when  he  was  sent  to  Bethlem  Hospital, 
0,64.  from 
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U  from  whence,  after  18  months,  he  was  removed  to  Peck-ham 
“  House  for  a  year.  He  has  ever  since  been  confined  in  the 
“  present  house,  first  under  the  charge  of  his  father,  who 
“  died  in  1852,  and  from  that  time  of  his  brother.  After  his 
“  removal  from  Peck  ham  House  he  was,  no  doubt,  violent  and 
“  destructive,  and  quite  unfit  to  be  at  home.  At  that  time 
“  he  was  under  his  father’s  care,  and  at  one  time  he  was  so 
“  dangerous,  that  the  window  of  his  bed-room  was  boarded 
“  up  ;  it  was,  as  stated  to  us,  unsafe  to  go  near  him,  and  his 
“  food  was  placed  on  a  chair  near  the  door.  For  several  years 
“  he  had  been  tractable  and  harmless.  He  was,  as  the  Com- 
“  missioners  were  told,  under  a  settlement,  owner  of  two  free- 
“  hold  houses,  yielding  a  net  rent  of  30/.  per  annum,  received 
u  by  his  brother,  who  owned  the  house  in  which  the  family 
“  resided.” 


The  Visiting  Commissioners  stated,  as  the  general  result  of 
their  visit,  that,  although  the  treatment  of  the  lunatic  for  so 
many  years  had  been  highly  reprehensible,  they  did  not  think 
that  any  proceedings  against  his  brother  for  ill-treatment  or 
neglect  were  called  for.  At  the  same  time  they  reported 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  lunatic  was  not,  and  could  not,  in 
existing  circumstances,  be  properly  cared  for,  and  that  pro¬ 
ceedings  ought  forthwith  to  be  taken,  under  the  68th  section 
of  “The  Lunatic  Asylum  Act,  1853,”  for  his  removal  to  the 
County  Asylum. 

Adopting  these  views,  the  Board  communicated  with  the 
Relieving  Officer,  calling  upon  him  to  take  the  necessary  pro¬ 
ceedings  under  the  provisions  of  the  section  referred  to. 

In  reply,  the  Relieving  Officer  stated  that  he  had  visited 
and  made  inquiries  respecting  the  lunatic,  and  that  his 
brother,  who  appeared  to  be  in  circumstances  to  keep  him, 
would  be  very  reluctant  to  part  with  him,  and  did  all  he 
could  to  keep  him  well  fed,  comfortable,  and  cleanly.  He 
enclosed  a  certificate  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Workhouse, 
dated  the  8th  January,  to  the  effect  that  he  had  that  day 
examined  J.  G.  C.,  that  he  considered  him  an  imbecile, 
that  he  appeared  in  good  health,  and  that  “  his  habits  were 
“  filthy,  and  required  great  care  in  cleanliness.” 

We  continued  to  press  for  proceedings ;  and,  in  a  letter  of 
the  9th  January,  pointed  out  to  the  Relieving  Officer  the 
penalty  he  had  already  incurred  by  omitting  to  discharge  his 
duty. 

In  reply,  the  Relieving  Officer  stated  that  he  had,  on  the 
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10th,  laid  the  case  before  two  Magistrates  at  Rye,  whose  clerk  Special 
would  write  to  the  County  Asylum  for  the  proper  form  of  ^  jI  g Yc., 
admission,  and  that  the  case  would  at  once  be  seen  and  neglected 

.  .  i  .  .  Lunatic 

inquired  into.  AT  Rvk. 

On  the  27th  January,  by  direction  of  the  Board,  a  letter, 
signed  by  the  Chairman,  was  addressed  to  the  Mayor,  express¬ 
ing  great  surprise  at  the  delay  in  removing  the  lunatic  to  the 
County  Asylum,  and  inquiring  what  difficulty  had  arisen  in 
carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Board. 

The  down  Clerk,  by  direction  of  the  Mayor,  forwarded  to 
the  Board  a  copy  of  Reports  by  Dr.  A.  and  his  brother,  a 
surgeon,  and  stated  that  the  Mayor  thought  those  reports  fully 
justified  the  Magistrates  in  refusing  their  consent  to  the 
lunatic’s  removal,  and  adding,  as  a  further  reason,  that  “  no 
“  evidence  whatever  could  be  obtained  of  want  of  proper  care.” 

Dr.  A.’s  Report,  as  respects  the  personal  condition  of 
the  lunatic  was  of  a  comparatively  favourable  character,  and 
appeared  to  show  that  improved  arrangements  had  been  made 
for  his  care.  In  reference  to  his  health,  Dr.  A.  reported  that, 

“  though  it  had  been  extraordinarily  good  he  showed  symp- 
u  toms  of  general  debility  and  prostration  of  vital  power 
“  coming  on.” 

In  confirmation  of  this  view  of  the  case,  Dr.  A.  and 
his  brother  on  the  26th  January,  certified  that,  “  taking  into 
“  consideration  J.  G.  C.’s  impaired  health,  and  the  debility  in- 
4 5  creasing  every  week,  they  were  of  opinion  that  his  life  would 
44  be  jeoparded  and  imperilled,  and  in  all  probability  his  death 
“  accelerated,  by  his  being  transferred  to  Hayward’s  Heath,  or 
“any  other  Asylum.” 

All  this,  in  our  judgment,  only  tended  to  prove  the  injurious 
effect  of  his  long  and  close  confinement,  and  want  of  proper 
comforts  and  sustentation. 

Having  regard  to  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case,  we 
thought  it  desirable  that  the  lunatic  should  be  further 
examined  by  Dr.  Robertson,  the  experienced  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Sussex  County  Asylum,  who  accordingly, 
under  the  authority  of  your  Lordship’s  Order,  visited  him  on 
the  4th  of  February,  and  made  the  following  Report ; 

Hayward’s  Heath,  4  February  1869. 

I  visited  this  patient  to-day  at  his  house  in  Watchhill-street,  Rye. 

I  found  him  lying  in  bed  in  a  larger  room  than  he  had  previously 
occupied,  and  which  was  fairly  furnished.  The  sheets  and  bedding 
were  clean,  and  had  been  recently  changed.  He  lay  on  his  back, 
apparently  unconscious  of  external  objects.  His  face  was  pale  and 
eyes  sunken,  and  the  whole  body  much  emaciated.  There  was  a 
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threatened  appearance  of  bed  sore  on  the  right  hip,  evidently  from 
the  effects  of  the  urine  and  foeces  that  he  usually  passed  iu  bed.  He 
had  on  a  flannel  under-vest.  The  heart’s  action  was  rapid  and 
feeble.  The  pulse  was  quite  120  in  the  minute,  and  intermitted 
two  or  three  times.  The  lungs  and  heart  gave  under  the  stethoscope 
no  evidence  of  disease.  I  attribute  the  emaciated  condition  of  the 
patient,  and  the  feeble  irregular  action  of  heart,  solely  to  want  of 
sufficient  food  and  stimulants.  I  believe  a  change  to  the  County 
Asylum  would  materially  improve  his  condition,  and  I  think  that 
with  care  this  removal  may  still  be  accomplished ;  but  no  great 
delay  should  occur,  as  he  is  evidently  gradually  losing  ground. 

(signed)  C.  L.  Robertson ,  m.d. 

Dr.  Robertson,  after  his  visit  to  the  lunatic,  had  an  inter¬ 
view  with  the  Mayor  and  another  Magistrate,  who  refused  to 
accept  his  views  of  the  chances  of  his  improvement  at  the 
Asylum,  and  adhered  to  their  opinion,  and  their  determination 
not  to  sign  an  order  of  removal. 

J.  G.  C.  died  on  the  20th  of  March,  the  immediate  cause 
being,  as  stated,  exhaustion  after  diarrhoea.  We  subsequently, 
however,  casually  ascertained  that,  a  short  time  before  his 
death,  he  one  night  accidentally  fractured  his  thigh. 

We  entertain  no  doubt  that,  if  this  poor  lunatic  had  been 
duly  sent  to  the  County  Asylum,  he  would  have  derived  great 
benefit  from  the  care  and  treatment  which  he  could  there 
alone  have  received,  and  that  it  was  plainly  the  duty  of  the 
Authorities  of  Rye  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  that  purpose. 
So  satisfied  was  Dr.  Robertson  as  to  the  good  which,  even  in 
the  enfeebled  state  in  which  he  found  the  lunatic,  he  would 
derive  from  Asylum  care  and  comfort,  that  he  offered  per¬ 
sonally  to  superintend  his  removal  to  Hayward’s  Heath. 

In  reference  to  this  case  we  have  only  to  add  that,  in  our 
opinion,  it  strongly  illustrates  the  expediency  of  making 
further  provision  for  the  protection  and  care  of  luiuttics,  not 
paupers,  by  vesting  in  us,  as  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  the 
power  (which  we  possess  in  the  case  of  paupers)  of  ordering 
the  removal  to  Asylums  of  lunatics  not  under  proper  care 
and  control,  or  cruelly  treated  or  neglected  by  their  relatives 
or  others. 

In  Appendix  L.  will  be  found  a  continuation  of  the  statis¬ 
tical  tables  published  in  our  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth,  and 
Eighteenth  Reports. 

We  desire,  in  conclusion,  very  briefly  to  illustrate  the  opera¬ 
tion 
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tion  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  since  the  enactment  of  the  statute  by  statistics, 
which  this  Commission  was  constituted.  The  first  complete 
returns  of  private  and  pauper  lunatics  brought  under  super¬ 
vision  by  them  were  made  in  January  1847.  The  numbers 
detained  under  private  care  at  that  date  were,  in  licensed 
houses,  hospitals,  and  county  asylums  3,574,  and  as  single 
patients  130,  forming  a  total  of  3,704;  which  number,  in 
1869,  have  risen,  under  the  former  head,  to  5,900,  and  under 
the  latter,  to  324,  or  a  total  of  6,224.  Of  lunatics  belonging 
to  the  pauper  class  there  were,  in  January  1847,  9,652  in 
asylums,  and  5,987  in  workhouses,  being  a  total  of  15,639; 
whereas,  in  January  of  the  present  year,  these  numbers  are, 
under  the  former  head,  28,785,  and  in  the  latter  not  less 
than  11,000,  or  a  total  altogether  of  nearly  40,000.  The 
great  increase  began  to  be  felt  when  this  Commission,  having 
then  existed  eight  years,  first  came  to  its  present  offices  in 
Whitehall.  Since  that  date  at  least  20,000  persons  have  been 
added  to  the  number  of  lunatics  who  are  placed  under  control 
and  constant  supervision  by  the  Commissioners.  And  the 
many  public  asylums  constructed  or  greatly  enlarged  in  that 
interval ;  the  many  workhouse  wards,  hardly  inferior  in  ex¬ 
tent  to  asvlums,  that  have  since  been  filled  to  excess  with 
lunatics  or  imbeciles ;  and  the  extraordinary  number  of  the 
insane  living  singly  under  private  care  who  have  for  the  first 
time  received,  during  the  last  five  or  six  years  more  especially, 
the  protection  intended  for  them  by  the  Legislature ;  have 
necessarily  added,  with  rapid  increase,  to  the  business  of  this 
department.  To  our  permanent  staff  of  clerks,  strengthened 
on  four  several  occasions  between  1845  and  1857,  considera¬ 
bly  enlarged  in  1862,  and  now  again  found  to  be  insufficient, 
it  became  necessary  once  more  to  make  addition  during  the 
present  year.

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Note.  (Earlswood  Asylum,  p.  137.) 

We  are  requested  to  state  that  it  is  important,  in  instituting  a  com¬ 
parison  between  this  Asylum  and  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  to  observe  that 
its  purposes  and  machinery  are  greatly  different  to  them — a  difference  which 
necessarily  entails  increased  cost.  The  inmates  are  for  the  most  part  chil¬ 
dren,  who  require  a  large  proportion  of  attendants  on  account  of  their  age 
and  frequent  helplessness,  and  who  are  unable  to  render  the  service  which 
is  obtained  from  adult  lunatics.  The  arrangements  include  a  large  staff  of 
teachers  for  the  educational  part,  and  artizans  to  instruct  in  various  trades. 
Moreover,  there  is  superadded  to  the  Charity  accommodation  for  patients 
of  the  higher  classes,  who  require  the  increased  attention  which  their  pay¬ 
ment  justifies.  The  total  expenses  are  necessarily  increased  by  the  depend¬ 
ence  of  the  Asylum  on  charitable  contributions,  for  the  collection  of  which 
a  special  organisation  is  required.  The  half-yearly  elections,  and  conse¬ 
quent  correspondence  with  a  vast  constituency,  together  with  printing, 
advertisements,  &c.,  entail  expenses  which  are  peculiar  to  this  class  of 
Institution. 
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Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties)  Asxlum. 

12  and  13  November  1868. 

We  have  officially  visited  this  Asylum,  and  inspected  all  the 
wards  and  offices.  We  have  also  personally  examined  every  patient 
and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  238  men  and  276 
women ;  but  of  these  6  men  and  4  women  are  away  on  trial.  In 
addition  to  these  numbers,  there  are  at  present  belonging  to  the 
three  counties  20  female  patients  at  Fisherton  House,  near  Salis¬ 
bury,  where  they  are  maintained  at  a  cost  of  13  s.  6  d.  per  week; 
and  10  patients  of  each  sex  at  the  Burntwood  Asylum,  near  Lich¬ 
field,  for  whom  14.9.  per  week  is  charged.  The  weekly  charge 
here  is  now  8  s.  6  d. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  removal  of  20  more 
patients  to  Burntwood. 

There  are  a  few  vacant  beds  in  each  division,  calculating  the 
accommodation  upon  the  scale  of  crowding  which  has  existed  lately, 
but  were  they  reduced  to  their  proper  number,  the  building  would 
be  quite  full.  We  are  informed  that  the  contracts  have  not  yet 
been  let  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  additions,  the  plans  for 
which  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  These  new 
buildings  will  provide  space  for  180  patients  of  both  sexes,  including 
offices  and  a  large  room  which  will  be  available  for  purposes  of 
recreation.  The  reason  given  for  the  delay  which  has  taken  place 
in  commencing  the  works  is,  that  the  committee  were  anxious  to 
satisfy  Themselves  first  that  an  ample  supply  of  water  could  be 
obtained,  and  operations  have  been  going  on  for  some  time  past,  the 
well  having  been  deepened  to  72  feet,  and  an  additional  bore  hole 
made  to  the  depth  of  268  feet ;  the  present  yield  is  stated  to  be 
about  45,000  gallons  per  day. 

Since  the  last  visit,  56  males  and  64  females  have  been  admitted, 
and  we  regret  to  learn  that  in  the  majority  of  the  cases  the  patients 
are  brought  here  in  a  feeble  and  debilitated  condition.  The  mor¬ 
tality  within  the  same  period  comprises  24  men  and  27  women. 
The  principal  causes  of  death  have  been  general  paralysis,  of  which 
there  were  21  cases;  epilepsy,  10  cases;  and  pulmonary  consump¬ 
tion,  7  cases.  An  inquest  upon  the  body  of  a  woman,  who  died 
from  injuries  self-inflicted  upon  her  throat  previous  to  admission, 
was  held  in  March  last. 

Of  the  81  patients  who  have  been  discharged,  22  men  and  31 
women  were  reported  as  recovered. 

Except  in  ward  No.  6  in  the  female  division,  the  conduct  of  the 
patients  during  our  visit  was  very  quiet  and  orderly.  We  attribute 
the  less  satisfactory  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  ward  above 
alluded  to,  to  the  excessive  congregation  of  patients  of  the  excited 

o,6q,  P  class 
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Appendix  (E.)  class  in  one  room;  and  also  to  tlie  fact  that,  as  a  rule,  the  gieat 

-  majority  of  them  are  limited  for  exercise  to  their  small,  cheerless, 

and  unattractive  airing-court.  Although  we  are  glad  to  learn  that 
it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  this  airing- court  (and  we  trust  that  a 
similar  improvement  will  he  made  on  the  male  side),  we  would 
strongly  recommend  that  arrangements  should  he  made  for  giving 
extended  exercise  round  the  estate  to  the  whole  of  this  class  in  hoth 
divisions  daily.  To  facilitate  the  carrying  out  of  this  most  im¬ 
portant  means  of  treatment,  we  suggest  that  a  walk  be  constructed 
round  the  boundary  of  the  estate. 

The  clothing  throughout  was  of  suitable  quality,  and  clean, .  in 
good  condition.  As  yet  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the  bathing 
arrangements,  as  many  as  four  or  five  patients  being  still  placed  in 
the  same  water.  With  the  present  increased  water  supply,  no  good 
reason  seems  to  exist  why  in  future  each  patient  should  not  have 
clean  water. 

All  the  wards  were  quite  clean  and  properly  ventilated,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  Nos.  5  and  6  in  each  division,  were  cheerful  and 
comfortable  in  aspect.  We  again  recommend  that  these  wards  be 
assimilated  as  regards  furniture  and  decoration  to  those  occupied  by 
the  best  class  of  patients  ;  our  experience  of  the  favourable  influence 
which  such  a  change  has  produced  upon  the  habits  and  demeanour 
of  patients  of  a  similar  class  in  other  asylums,  induces  us  to  urge 
the  adoption  of  this  suggestion. 

We  desire  to  direct  immediate  attention  to  the  state  of  the 
bedding  throughout  the  establishment.  It  was  in  a  very  clean  state, 
but  there  are  still  as  many  as  90  straw  beds  in  both  divisions,  and 
the  hair  mattresses  generally  are  much  too  thin  and  require  to  be 
re-stuffed.  On  the  bedsteads  having  wooden  laths,  they  must  be 
especially  uncomfortable,  as  the  laths  can  be  plainly  felt  through 
them.  In  a  large  proportion  of  the  single  rooms  there  are  no 
bedsteads,  and  the  patients,  on  account  of  alleged  restless  habits 
and  their  liability  to  epileptic  fits,  sleep  on  mattresses  placed  on  the 
floor.  For  such  patients  low  padded  bedsteads  should  be  provided; 
and,  for  the  improvement  of  the  bedding  generally,  we  would 
suggest  that  a  large  room  should  be  set  apart  as  an  upholsterer’s 
shop,  that  an  upholsterer  attendant  should  be  engaged,  and  that  a 
considerable  number  of  patients  should  be  selected  to  work  in  this 
department.  This  would  also  afford  useful  occupation  to  a  number 
of  male  patients  who  are  now  without  employment. 

With  respect  to  the  employment  of  the  patients  generally,  we 
find  that  of  the  men  43  work  on  the  land,  15  at  various  trades,  and 
59  in  the  wards  and  offices.  In  the  laundry  there  are  usually  55  of 
the  women ;  58  work  at  their  needle,  and  71  are  engaged  in  cleaning 
and  domestic  work. 

The  average  attendance  at  chapel  appears  to  us  to  be  small,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  number  of  unfavourable  cases  now  in  the  asylum  ; 
the  total  numbers  attending  not  exceeding  1 63  at  the  morning,  and 
109  at  the  evening  service. 

We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  and  have  a  very  favourable  report 
to  make  of  the  quality  of  the  food  and  the  mode  of  serving.  Since 
the  last  visit,  the  dietary  has  been  improved  by  considerable  addition 

to 
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to  the  amount  of  animal  food,  a  solid  meat  dinner  being  now  given 
in  place  of  one  of  soup. 

With  regard  to  the  “  visitation  and  management,”  we  have  to 
report  that  the  committee  devote  much  time  and  attention  to.  the 
welfare  of  the  institution,  and  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denne  continue 
their  active  and  kindly  superintendence  of  the  patients,  and  their 
zealous  supervision  of  the  establishment  generally.

All 
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All  the  clothes  and  shoes  are  made  in  the  Asylum.  The  means 
of  occupying  the  male  patients  as  agricultural  labourers  are  very 
limited,  the&  total  extent  of  land  belonging  to  the  Asylum  not 
exceeding  27  acres,  of  which  17  only  are  under  cultivation.  It  is 
most  desirable  that,  if  more  land  cannot  be  obtained  by  purchase, 
an  adequate  quantity  adjoining  or  within  a  convenient  distance 
from  the  asylum  should  be  rented,  and  we  urge  this  recommenda¬ 
tion  as  one  calling  for  special  attention. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  service,  exercise,  and  recreation, 
continue  substantially  as  before  reported. 

We  found  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  and  beds  and  bedding, 
remarkably  clean  and  in  the  best  order;  and  we  have,  as  on 
previous  visits,  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  demeanour  and 
personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who,  with  one 
exception  in  the  female  division,  were  free  from  excitement.  Their 
state  and  aspect  generally  were  very  creditable  to  the  Institution, 
and  the  attendants  immediately  responsible  for  their  supervision 
and  care. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  4  men  and  11  women  have 
since  the  last  visit  been  placed  in  seclusion,  the  majority  for  short 
periods  and  on  few  occasions. 

The  dinner  to-day,  which  consisted  generally  of  boiled  mutton 
and  parsnips,  with  bread  and  beer,  was  good,  ample,  and  comfortably 
served. 

The  extensions  of  the  male  wing,  and  the  erection  of  the  detached 
block  for  female  patients  in  proximity  to  the  laundry  and  kitchen, 
are  about  immediately  to  be  proceeded  with,  according  to  the  plans 
duly  approved,  and  whereby  additional  accommodation  will  be 
obtained  for  50  patients  of  each  sex. 

A  detached  chapel  also,  for  240  patients,  is  about  immediately  to 
be  built,  and  will  probably  be  completed  in  about  a  year. 

The  new  female  block  will  materially  encroach  upon  the  present 
drying-ground,  which  is  about  to  be  extended  towards  the  north. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  that,  with  the 
exception  of  the  suspension  in  the  bath-rooms  of  printed  regulations 
for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants,  the  suggestions  for  improving 
the  bathing  arrangements,  by  the  enlargement  of  the  hot-water 
cisterns  and  otherwise,  so  as  to  allow  of  each  patient  being  bathed 
in  separate  water,  have  not  been  carried  out. 

W e  desire  again  to~draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors 
to  the  very  inadequate  size  of  the  female  infirmary  day-room. 

We  further  repeat  the  recommendation  that  apartments  be  pro¬ 
vided  on  the  male  side  for  an  assistant  medical  officer,  whose 
appointment  we  consider  is  essential,  and  should  no  longer  be 
delayed. 

The  state  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  its 
management  most  creditable  to  Mr.  Humphrey  as,  Superintendent, 
and  the  other  Officers. 
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Cambridge  County  Asylum.  — 

31  October  1868. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  visited  on  the  23rd  of  February  1867, 

135  patients  have  been  admitted,  only  three  of  whom  did  not  belong 
to  the  county ;  86  have  been  discharged,  of  whom,  67  were  reco¬ 
vered,  and  14  relieved ;  and  34  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  disease  : 
the  proportions  of  male  and  female  being,  under  the  first  head, 

61  and  74;  under  the  second,  42  and  44;  and  under  the  third,  11 
and  23.  The  only  inquest  held  was  in  a  case  of  sudden  death  from 
heart  disease.  The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are  290,  138 
males,  and  152  females ;  of  whom  32,  and  the  one  who  is  still 
retained  on  the  private  list,  belong  to  the  non-contributing  boroughs 
of  Ipswich  and  Lynn  ;  all  the  rest  being  county  patients. 

We  thought  the  condition  of  these  patients,  all  of  whom  we  saw, 
very  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  There  was  no  case  of  excitement  in 
either  division  ;  the  clothing  was  good  in  both ;  and  we  were  pleased 
to  observe  effect  given  to  a  suggestion  of  the  last  visit,  by  the 
supply  on  the  women’s  side  of  linseys,  woollen  and  flannels,  to  the 
old  or  infirm.  Nor  did  we  notice  any  patient,  numerous  as  the  infirm 
and  epileptic  are  in  this  asylum,  whose  personal  appearance  gave 
indication  of  neglect  or  inattention  on  the  part  of  those  having 
charge  of  the  wards.  We  must  make  favourable  report  also  of  the 
appearance  of  the  wards  themselves.  They  were  altogether  more 
cheerful;  more  pictures  on  the  walls ;  better  supplied  with  perio¬ 
dicals  and  light  reading;  and  the  new  cleaning  and  painting,  in 
various  parts  of  the  building,  very  judiciously  done.  The  ventila¬ 
tion  was  excellent  in  the  dormitories,  which  otherwise  were  in  the 
best  order ;  and  since  the  last  visit  the  introduction  of  urinals  has 
added  to  the  comfort  of  the  male  wards. 

This  leads  us  to  speak  of  what  remains  a  grave  defect  in  the 
asylum.  The  baths  and  the  waterclosets  are  both  in  number  insuffi¬ 
cient  ;  number  1  and  2  wards  being  in  the  latter  respect  inadequately 
provided  in  both  divisions ;  and,  owing  to  the  fact  that  two  rooms  on 
each  side,  marked  in  the  original  plans  for  bath-rooms,  have  been 
appropriated  as  attendants’  rooms,  there  are  only  two  baths  for 
the  use  of  138  male  patients,  and  three  (one  having  been  added  by 
the  new  wing)  for  152  females.  The  supply  of  water  is  excellent, 
but  the  means  of  heating  it  quite  defective  ;  the  result  being,  that  the 
practice  remarked  upon  at  the  last  visit  as  so  objectionable  of  bathing 
as  many  as  three  and  four  in  the  same  water,  is  still  continued ;  and 
in  connection  with  the  whole  subject,  which  we  regard  as  of  the 
greatest  importance,  we  would  impress  upon  the  committee  the 
extreme  desirability  of  at  once  erecting  additional  offices,  by  which 
these  various  requirements  might  be  supplied,  and  which  would  be, 
as  it  seems  to  us,  most  conveniently  and  economically  constructed 
in  communication  with  the  wards  on  the  ground-floor  of  each 
division. 

Some  structural  changes  effected  since  the  last  visit  comprising 
the  erection  of  a  new  cook-house  and  meat  larder,  by  which,  among 
other  conveniences,  the  patients  employed  in  the  kitchen  are  brought 
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Appendix  (E.)  under  better  supervision,  we  think  a  great  improvement ;  and  another 
is  now  in  progress,  by  which  the  advantage  of  a  hall  suitable  for 
recreation  and  dramatic  performance,  will  be  secured  for  the  patients 
generally,  as  it  will  convert  to  this  use  the  very  spacious  room 
formerly  occupied  by  the  carpenter  and  painters,  sending  the  latter 
to  an  outside  building,  even  more  suitable  for  them,  which  hereto¬ 
fore  has  been  used  only  for  lumber. 

The  associated  amusements  continue  to  be  fairly  supplied  and  well 
attended  ;  but  we  think  the  opportunities  of  walking  out  regularly, 
as  well  within  as  beyond  the  asylum  grounds,  are  at  present  too 
much  restricted  to  working  patients  only,  from  50  to  60  in  each 
division,  and  ought  to  be  more  extended.  The  workers  in  the 
garden  and  on  the  farm,  and  in  the  workshops,  are  about  57 ;  at 
needlework  and  in  the  laundry  about  65  ;  the  rest,  including  such 
as  clean  in  the  wards,  can  do  little ;  but  the  majority  of  these  per¬ 
haps  have  most  need  of  occasional  fresh  air  and  exercise  beyond  the 
airing-courts.  The  chapel  attendance  averages  140  on  Sundays, 
and  35  on  week  days ;  and  we  are  glad  to  mention  the  school  classes 
as  still  held  in  both  divisions,  under  the  superintendence  respectively 
of  the  matron  and  head  attendant,  the  former  having  just  now  about 
20,  and  the  latter  10,  regularly  present  twice  a  week,  and  really 
deriving  benefit  from  them.  The  dinner,  which  we  saw  served 
in  the  male  wards  to-day,  consisted  of  meat-pie,  ample  and  very  good 
in  quality. 

Of  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry  we  have  only  to  add,  that 
the  number  entered  as  taking  medicine  is  30,  the  health  generally 
being  unusually  good,  that  the  seclusions  since  the  last  visit  has 
been  limited  to  10  patients  of  each  sex,  the  men  on  27  occasions, 
and  the  women  on  25  ;  and  that  the  average  return  of  wet  and  dirty 
beds  is  not  more  than  six  on  each  side,  which,  considering  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  infirm  and  epileptic,  is  creditable  to  the  vigilance  of  the 
night  attendants.  We  are  of  opinion,  indeed,  that  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  this  asylum  generally  is  deserving  of  much  praise,  and  that 
the  new  superintendent  has  been  discharging  his  duties  ably.  We 
continue  at  the  same  time  to  entertain  strongly  the  opinion  ex¬ 
pressed  when  the  last  visit  was  made,  that,  for  the  completely 
efficient  discharge  at  all  times  of  the  various  labours  incident  to  the 
superintendence  of  such  an  asylum  as  this,  an  assistant  medical 
officer  is  absolutely  essential.

Appendix 


With  the  exception  of  the  two  cases  of  suicide  above  referred  to, 
which  were  both  by  hanging,  and  the  particulars  of  which  were  duly 
reported  to  our  Board,  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes.  There 
has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  in  the  asylum  any  further  case  of 
choleraic  diarrhoea,  or  any  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  21  in  the  male  division  and 
24  in  the  female. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  has  been  reduced  from  14  s, 
to  12  s.  3  d .,  its  present  amount. 

The  Chapel  attendance,  according  to  the  latest  ward  returns,  is  as

It  appears  by  the  medical  journal  that,  since  the  last  visit,  18  male 
and  17  female  patients  have  been  secluded,  the  former  altogether  on 
48  and  the  latter  on  234  occasions.  It  is,  at  the  same  time  to  be  ob¬ 
served  that,  of  the  instances  of  seclusion  in  the  female  division,  nearly 
200  were  in  the  cases  of  5  patients  only.

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(E.)  We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  personal 
condition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes, 
their  dress,  as  to  material  and  pattern,  was  neat  and  comfortable, 
more  especially  that  of  the  women. 

The  attendants,  10  in  each  division,  appear  to  be  kind  and  efficient. 
The  wages  of  the  male  attendants  commence  at  25  L  and  rise,  by  1 1. 
annually,  to  32  l.  Those  of  the  female  attendants  commence  at  10/. 
and  advance  to  22  /. 

We  found  the  several  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  throughout  the  Asylum,  clean  and  in  proper 
order.  The  ventilation  appeared  to  be  good,  and  there  was  an  entire 
absence  of  offensive  odours. 

In  reference  to  the  structure,  we  have  to  report  that,  owing  to  cul¬ 
pable  breaches  of  contract,  to  which  we  shall  more  specifically  advert, 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  have  had  to  contend  with  great  difficul¬ 
ties,  and  to  incur  considerable  expense.  The  cost  of  the  repairs 
thereby  rendered  necessary  to  be  done  to  the  roofs  and  other  parts  of 
the  building  will,  as  we  are  informed,  be  very  large,  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  responsibility  of  the  architect,  who  certified  the  works  to 
have  been  properly  executed,  is  now  under  the  consideration  of 
counsel,  to  whom  a  case  has  been  submitted  by  the  visitors. 

Upon  the  subject  of  repairs,  we  think  it  well  to  correct  a  miscon¬ 
ception  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  as  appears  by  their 
last  report  to  the  Justices  in  quarter  session,  in  reference  to  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  38th  section  of Lunatic  Asylum  Act,  1853,”  and  to 
the  supposed  limitation  to  400  /.  of  the  sum  which  they  may,  of  their 
own  authority,  expend  upon  the  same  in  any  one  year. 

That  limitation  has  no  reference  to  li  ordinary  repairs,”  such  as 
those  under  consideration,  but  only  to  additions,  alterations,  or 
improvements”  which  may  seem  “  necessary  or  proper  for  the  further 
or  better  accommodation  of  the  pauper  lunatics.”  The  power  of  the 
Visitors  “  of  their  own  authority,  from  time  to  time,”  to  order  all  such 
ordinary  repairs  as  may  be  necessary,  is  unlimited. 

In  the  present  case,  such  repairs  include  the  re-roofing  the  Asylum, 
in  consequence  of  the  improper  and  fraudulent  use  of  iron,  and  other 
corrodible,  instead  of  copper,  nails,  for  the  suspension  of  the  slates ; 
the  rebuilding  the  chimneys,  which  were  constructed  slightly,  and 
of  the  worst  bricks,  so  as  to  be  most  dangerous ;  and  the  substi¬ 
tution  of  fire-clay  bricks  or  slabs  for  bath  stone,  permeable  to  wet, 
in  the  string  courses,  window  sills,  and  other  parts.  Such  are  among 
the  defects  calling  for  immediate  remedy,  and  to  which  attention  is 
now  properly  directed. 

We  proceed  to  advert  to  some  of  the  matters  noticed  in  the  last 
Report,  in  reference  to  which  we  have  to  state  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  When  the  bedsteads  and  beds,  since  provided,  or  ordered  and 
in  course  of  being  made,  shall  have  been  supplied  and  brought  into 
use,  for  which  there  is  abundant  space,  sleeping  accommodation  will 
be  afforded  for  20  additional  patients  of  each  sex. 

(2.)  A  bowling-green  has  been  formed  for  the  use  of  the  male 
patients  on  the  north  side  of  the  main  building. 

(3.)  A  good  path  is  in  progress  of  formation  round  the  boundary 
of  the  estate  ;  many  men  are  daily  employed  on  it.  In  the  mean¬ 
time. 
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time,  the  patients  are  frequently  taken  out  in  parties  for  country  Appendix 
walks.  " 

(4.)  Much  progress  has  been  made  on  the  male  side  (two  of  the 
three  wards  being  finished),  in  painting  and  colouring  the  walls  of 
the  corridors,  and  papering  the  day-rooms ;  and  similar  improvements 
are  being  carried  out  in  the  female  division;  those  in  ward  No.  1 
being  completed. 

(5.)  It  is  deemed  desirable,  on  every  account,  to  make  as  much 
furniture  as  possible  in  the  asylum ;  and  some  good  forms,  with  rever¬ 
sible  backs,  have  already  been  constructed.  Tables,  comfortable 
seats,  and  other  articles  of  a  domestic  kind,  are  much  needed.  The 
want  of  them  causes  the  wards  to  present,  in  many  cases,  a  bare  and 
cheerless  aspect. 

(6.)  All  the  waterclosets  are  now  in  proper  repair.  Any  broken 
earthenware  pans  are,  from  time  to  time,  replaced  by  pans  of 
enamelled  iron. 

(7.)  In  the  slop-rooms  flags  are  being  substituted  for  boards, 
and  the  sinks  have  been  doubled  in  number ;  those  added  being  of 
stone. 

(8.)  No  more  flock-beds  have  been  introduced.  All  mattresses 
are  intended  to  be  henceforth  of  hair. 

(9.)  A  drying-ground  is  still  a  desideratum. 

(10.)  No  seats  or  sunshades  have  as  yet  been  placed  in  the  eastern 
and  western  airing-courts. 

(11.)  The  formation  of  the  southern  courts  will  take  place  next 
spring. 

(12.)  There  is  now  a  fair  stock  of  clothing. 

(13.)  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  case-books.  The  cases  of 
all  the  existing  patients  have  been  entered  up  during  the  present 
year. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to  add 
the  following : — 

(1.)  In  the  laundry,  the  furnace  for  heating  the  drying  closets, 
according  to  Haden’s  system,  has  been  removed  into  the  basement, 
and  appears  to  act  well.  The  temperature  which  we  tested  was 
abundantly  high. 

(2.)  Shutters,  with  locks,  have  been  provided  for  the  windows  of 
all  the  dormitories  and  single  rooms  in  the  basement  story  on  the 
female  side. 

(3.)  In  the  male  division,  urinals  have  been  constructed  in  the 
lobbies  to  the  waterclosets  ;  two  in  each  ward. 

The  following  also  are  improvements  in  progress  or  ordered  :  — 

(1.)  Flags  are  ready  to  be  substituted  for  the  boards  which  are 
rotting  in  the  lavatories. 

(2.)  £.  40  has  been  voted  by  the  committee  for  shrubs  and  forest 
trees. 

(3.)  £.  20  has  been  granted  for  the  purchase  of  musical  instru¬ 
ments. 

(4.)  A  bath  has  been  ordered  for  the  patients  in  the  workshop 
block. 

(5.)  .A  new  and  good  kitchen  range  is  about  to  be  introduced, 
which  is  much  required. 

O.64.  (6.)  An 
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Appendix  (E.)  (6.)  An  organ  is  shortly  to  be  placed  in  the  chapel,  the  cost  being 

“ '  defrayed  by  private  contributions. 

(7.)  Galvanised  pipes  are  in  course  of  being  substituted  for  the 
old  pipes  of  iron,  corroded  and  worn  out,  for  conveying  hot  water  to 
the  baths  in  the  main  building. 

(8.)  Gasworks  are  in  course  of  being  erected. 

(9.)  Shower  baths  have  been  introduced. 

The  objectionable  sewage  tanks  have  been  removed. 

The  ground  in  front  of  the  Asylum  has  been  levelled. 

We  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors— 

(1.)  The  introduction  of  a  stove,  or  other  means  of  effectually 
warming  the  large  store-room,  which,  from  its  position  and  construc¬ 
tion,  is  now  very  cold. 

(2.)  The  enclosing  the  passage  of  communication  between  the 
main  building  and  the  laundry.  The  patients  passing  to  and  fro,  and 
going  to  the  dining-hall,  are  now  exposed  to  wind  and  rain. 

We  took  occasion,  during  our  visit,  to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  ar¬ 
rangements  for  Divine  service,  and  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
patients,  which  appear  to  be  very  satisfactory,  excepting  that  the 
duties  of  Chaplain  are  performed  by  several  Clergymen  in  succession, 
which  we  think  very  undesirable.  We  think  that  it  would  be  far 
better  for  the  patients,  on  every  account,  that,  as  a  rule,  the  same 
Clergyman  should  always  visit  them  in  their  wards, 

We,  to-day,  saw  about  190  patients  of  both  sexes  assembled  at 
dinner  in  the  hall,  where  everything  was  conducted  with  great  order 
and  decorum.  The  dinner  consisted  of  good  meat  and  potato  pie, 
bread,  and  beer. 

Since  the  last  visit  considerable  changes  have  taken  place  as 
respects  the  Chief  Officers. 

Dr.  Hearder,  formerly  assistant  medical  officer  at  the  Worcester 
County  Asylum,  on  the  1st  January  last,  succeeded,  as  superinten¬ 
dent,  Mr.  W  ilton,  who  had  been  called  upon  to  resign. 

Miss  Lewis,  the  matron,  who  was  dismissed,  prosecuted,  and  fined 
for  ill-treating  a  patient,  was  succeeded  by  another  matron,  who 
proved  inefficient.  Upon  her  resignation  Miss  Foster,  who  had  been 
storekeeper,  was  appointed  as  housekeeper,  and  to  take  charge  of  the 
patients  in  the  female  division,  in  the  capacity  of  head  attendant ; 
her  sister  being  nominated  to  succeed  her  as  storekeeper. 

Mr.  Smith,  the  late  clerk  and  steward,  who  neglected  his  duties, 
was  deprived  of  his  situation,  and  was  succeeded,  as  clerk  of  the 
Asylum,  by  Mr.  T.  Hughes. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Asylum  and  its  inmates  reflects  credit 
upon  Dr.  Hearder,  who  appears  deservedly  to  enjoy  the  confidence 
of  the  Committee,  and  is  efficiently  aided  by  Mr.  Davies,  the  assistant 
medical  officer. 
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Tuesday,  3  March  1868. 

We  visited  the  wards  of  this  Asylum  yesterday,  and  have  to-day 
gone  over  the  offices,  workshops,  and  some  part  of  the  land. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  3rd  August,  1 10  patients  have  been  admitted, 
52  males  and  58  females;  33  have  been  discharged,  13  males  and 
20  females ;  of  whom  10  males  and  17  females  were  recovered,  and 
one  male  was  sent  back  to  his  friends  as  not  insane ;  and  in  the  same 
interval  22  males  and  18  females  have  died,  there  being  besides  one 
male  patient  entered  as  having  escaped.  All  the  deaths  wrere  from 
ordinary  causes,  the  principal  being  from  general  paralysis  (18 
having  died  from  this  disease)  and  senile  decay.  One  inquest  was 
held  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  had  relapsed  after  her  discharge 
and  before  her  removal,  and  who  died  of  exhaustion  and  heart 
disease.  Six  of  the  admissions  were  from  Broadmoor,  under  the 
recent  statute.  The  numbers  now  in  the  asylum  are  532,  259 
males  and  273  females;  and  there  is  also  one  patient  of  each  sex 
absent  on  leave. 

The  temporary  accommodation  referred  to  in  the  last  entry  as 
having  just  then  been  completed,  by  which  provision  for  the  wants 
of  the  county  during  the  period  that  must  elapse  before  the  opening 
of  the  new  asylum  has  been  so  judiciously  and  considerately  made 
by  the  visitors,  will  add  altogether  38  beds  to  the  male  division,  and 
36  beds  to  the  female  division;  and  of  these  there  are  already  occu¬ 
pied  in  each  division  18.  This  brings  up  the  number  of  beds  in 
No.  6  male  ward  to  126,  and  in  No.  6  female  ward  to  129;  the 
numbers  in  the  wards  of  the  old  building  being  132  on  the  male  side, 
and  on  the  female  side  143.  From  this  it  will  be  observed  that 
there  are  now  in  the  former  20  vacant  beds,  and  in  the  latter  18 ; 
no  application  for  admission  having  been  refused  since  our  colleagues 
were  here. 

W  e  found  the  patients  at  our  visit,  in  every  part  of  the  Asylum, 
free  from  excitement ;  and  in  the  male  division,  as  to  clothing  and 
personal  appearance,  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  state  ;  but  we  cannot 
extend  this  praise  to  the  other  division  altogether,  many  of  the 
women  being  poorly  clad,  and  still  more  untidy,  and  as  if  ill-attended 
to.  This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  some  inadequacy  in  the 
staff  of  nurses ;  but  it  implies  also  inefficiency  of  another  kind,  to 
which  attention  should  at  once  be  directed.  Complaint  was  made 
to  us  in  female  ward  No.  5,  where  the  patient  complaining  bore 
marks  of  injury  on  her  person,  as  we  passed  through  yesterday,  and 
on  whom,  as  reported  to  us  to  day,  subsequent  examination  has 
shown  the  presence  of  other  severe  bruises ;  and  though  we  have 
not  been  able  to  satisfy  ourselves,  the  woman  complaining  being  a 
troublesome  and  violent  epileptic,  that  the  nurse  and  the  other 
patient  whom  she  alleges  to  have  maltreated  her,  were  really  guilty 
of  the  ill-usage,  we  found  that  the  injuries,  visible  as  they  still 
partially  were,  had  not  been  reported  either  by  the  nurse  in  charge 
or  the  head  nurse,  and  that  the  opportunity  for  proper  inquiry  had 
been  lost.  The  inadequacy  in  the  number  of  nurses  struck  us  most 
'  O.64.  in 
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Appendix  (E.)  in  Nos.  2  and  3,  each  containing  45  patients,  of  whom  in  No.  3  there 

-  are  several  epileptics,  and  in  No.  2  as  many  as  20  women  regarded 

as  more  or  less  suicidal ;  there  being  in  this  latter  regularly  only 
three  attendants,  and  in  the  former  but  two.  W e  think  that  in  each 
of  these  wards  there  should  be  permanent  addition  of  one  nurse  ;  and 
of  course  it  will  be  necessary,  in  both  divisions,  as  the  vacant  beds  are 
filled,  to  make  still  more  additions. 

The  day-rooms  and  dormitories,  though  the  latter  are  crowded  a 
little  here  and  there,  were  generally  in  a  proper  state  everywhere ; 
but  much  painting  and  papering  is  still  wanted  in  the  old  building, 
and  the  condition  of  the  waterclosets  throughout  it  calls  for  imme¬ 
diate  remedy.  There  was  no  ward  entirely  free  in  every  part  from 
taint  produced  by  them.  Excellent  directions  appear  to  have  been 
given  as  to  the  bathing  in  both  divisions,  and  we  found  these 
suspended  in  all  the  bath-rooms;  but  we  did  not  find  upon  inquiry 
that  they  had  been  carried  out  by  any  means  strictly ;  and  with 
proper  arrangements,  considering  the  sufficiency  of  the  water  supply 
here,  there  is  no  excuse  whatever  for  the  practice,  continued  still  in 
all  the  male  and  some  of  the  female  wards,  of  bathing  two  and  even 
three  patients  in  the  same  water. 

We  saw  the  dinners  served  yesterday  in  both  the  No.  6  wards; 
129  men  dining  together,  94  at  the  principal  tables,  and  the  rest  in 
the  outer  room  and  vestibule ;  and  the  whole  130  women  in  one  room. 
We  thought  the  latter  crowded  to  a  very  uncomfortable  degree,  and 
saw  no  reason  (now  that  a  glass-covered  way  has,  since  the  last  visit, 
been  added  to  the  female  ward)  why,  as  with  the  men,  a  second 
table  should  not  have  been  put  in  the  vestibule.  Here,  as  in  the 
ordinary  wards,  beer  or  buttermilk  is  given  according  as  the  wish  for 
either  is  expressed  by  the  patients ;  but,  if  this  is  thought  desirable, 
it  ought  to  be  done  on  some  better  system  than  that  adopted  at 
present  of  leaving  it  at  the  discretion  of  the  attendants  and  nurses, 
by  which  practically  the  choice  is  theirs  rather  than  that  of  the 
patients. 

The  records  of  employment  appear  to  show  the  usual  returns. 
From  80  to  90  of  the  men  work  on  the  garden  and  farm ;  8  as  tailors, 
10  as  shoemakers,  5  at  other  trades,  and  55  in  the  wards  and  offices. 
From  100  to  110  of  the  women  do  sewing  or  knitting,  22  are  in  the 
laundry  and  washhouse,  9  are  in  the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  from 
30  to  40  assist  in  the  wards.  Excluding  those  who  do  merely  ward 
work,  this  gives  a  total  of  less  than  120  men  and  140  women  usefully 
employed  ;  numbers  it  would  be  desirable  greatly  to  increase.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  demented  are  a  large  class  here ;  but  many  more  of 
even  the  less  favourable  cases  might  be  advantageously  set  to  pre¬ 
pare  hair  and  flock  for  beds,  to  be  made  up  by  the  upholsterer  ;  and 
occupation  might  be  found  for  others  in  preparing,  what  our  visit- 
to-day  has  shown  us  to  be  not  only  essential,  but  very  easy  and 
practicable,  a  boundary  walk  round  the  asylum  estate.  There 
exist  at  present,  within  the  asylum  grounds,  no  means  of  exercising 
the  patients  except  in  the  airing-courts,  and  it  would  seem  that  as 
many  as  four-fifths  of  the  whole  never  get  beyond  them ;  not  more 
than  100  out  of  the  500  being  taken  beyond  the  grounds.  In  these 
circumstances,  such  provision  for  healthful  exercise  being  utterly 
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inadequate,  the  construction  of  a  broad  walk  round  the  inner  boun-  Appendix  (E.) 
dary  of  the  estate,  with  seats  at  convenient  distances  for  the  fatigued, 
would  not  only  for  the  present  afford  useful  occupation  to  many, 
but  be  invaluable,  when  finished,  for  the  opportunities  of  extended 
exercise  which  it  would  afford  daily  to  all. 

The  numbers  who  attend  Sunday  service  in  church  are  about  250 
of  both  sexes,  and  the  same  appear  to  take  part  in  the  associated 
fortnightly  amusements.  Considering  how  large  must  be  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  patients  of  the  less  favourable  class  which  these  returns 
imply,  we  think  the  very  small  quantity  of  seclusion  since  the  last 
visit  (only  five  instances,  confined  to  three  female  patients)  a  fact 
deserving  honourable  mention.  W e  have  had  to  point  out  defects 
in  this  entry,  but  have  had  no  reason  to  alter  substantially  our 
former  favourable  opinion  of  this  asylum ;  and  it  is  only  just  to  add, 
that  the  circumstances  under  which  it  has  been  conducted  since  the 
close  of  last  November,  and  which  have  almost  unavoidably  involved 
a  partially  divided  authority,  would  go  far  to  account  for  much  that 
has  failed  to  satisfy  us  at  this  visit.  Dr.  Harper  returned  from  his 
leave  of  absence  at  that  date ;  and,  his  resignation  having  been  ac¬ 
cepted  in  December,  the  assistant  medical  officer.  Dr.  Davidson, 
was  in  J anuary  appointed  his  successor.  Dr.  Harper’s  term  of  office 
will  expire  on  the  17th  of  the  present  month. 


Cornwall  County  Asylum. 

3  October  1868. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  visited  every  part  of  this  Asylum, 
and  seen  all  the  patients.  Those  of  the  private  class  are  now  in  the 
new  buildings  assigned  to  them,  of  which,  and  the  provision  made 
or  in  progress  therein,  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  it  would  be 
difficult  indeed  to  speak  too  highly.  The  accommodation  is  of  the 
most  complete  kind,  and  nothing  has  been  spared  to  make  it  suitable 
to  patients  of  the  better  and  more  educated  class.  We  are  not 
acquainted  with  any  that  would  compare  with  it,  supplied  at  such 
low  rates  of  payment.  In  the  main  buildings  also  we  observe  with 
pleasure  that  the  effort  to  improve  them,  and  make  more  satisfactory 
the  condition  of  the  pauper  inmates,  is  steadily  pursued ;  it  is  mani¬ 
fested  everywhere  in  the  increased  cheerfulness,  and  comfortable 
domestic  character,  of  all  the  female  wards,  as  well  as  in  the  im¬ 
proved  habits  of  their  inhabitants;  and  to  the  several  wards  and 
corridors  of  the  male  division  the  same  amendments  are  now  to  be 
applied. 

Since  the  Asylum  was  visited  on  the  22nd  and  23rd  of  May  in  last 
year,  the  admissions  have  been  162,  the  discharges  have  been  72, 
and  the  deaths  56  ;  the  proportions  of  male  and  female  being  under 
the  first  head,  77  and  85  ;  under  the  second,  29  and  43;  and  under 
the  third,  27  and  29  :  and  the  number  of  private  and  pauper  patients 
being,  under  the  first,  22  and  140  ;  under  the  second,  9  and  63 ;  and 
under  the  third,  6  and  50.  Of  those  discharged,  all  of  the  private 
0.64.  class 
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class  but  3,  and  all  of*  the  paupers  but  9,  had  recovered.  All  the 
deaths  (as  to  which  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  higher  rate 
noticed  at  the  last  visit  does  not  continue)  were  from  ordinary  causes, 
the  principal  being,  epilepsy,  various  forms  of  brain  disease,  phthisis, 
diarrhoea,  and  heart  disease  ;  in  one  of  the  cases,  of  suffocation  during 
an  epileptic  fit,  an  inquest  having  been  held,  and  a  verdict  to  that 
effect  returned.  The  health  generally  is  at  present  good.  Eight  of 
the  private  patients  and  33  of  the  pauper  patients  are  entered  as 
under  medical  treatment,  but  there  are  not  half-a-dozen  among  them 
seriously  ill.  We  saw  four  men  and  six  women  as  we  went  over  the 
buildings. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  to-day  are  altogether  442, 
the  paupers  being  403,  and  the  private  patients  39  ;  and  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  sexes,  in  the  former  being  186  males  and  217  females,  and 
in  the  latter,  22  males  and  17  females.  Besides  these,  there  are  two 
of  each  sex  absent  on  trial.  The  great  majority  of  the  men  were  in 
their  airing-court,  or  large  pleasure  ground,  for  such  it  deserves  to 
be  called,  some  of  them  bowling  or  otherwise  amusing  themselves  ; 
the  women  were  in  their  wards,  for  the  most  part,  even  those  whose 
cases  were  the  least  favourable,  employed  in  some  way  ;  and  all  were 
free  from  excitement.  The  clothing  is  good  in  both  divisions,  and 
we  saw  every  indication  in  both,  of  proper  watchfulness  and  care, 
as  to  the  personal  appearance  of  the  patients  of  all  classes,  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants  and  nurses.  The  chaplain,  whose  zeal  in  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  welfare  of  them  all,  has  been  noticed  often  in  these 
entries,  continues  to  make  ample  provision,  throughout  every  part 
of  the  buildings,  for  suitable  reading  of  various  kinds.  All  the 
several  wards  were  fairly  supplied  with  well-chosen  books  and 
periodicals.  We  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  add  that, 
the  necessary  funds  for  partial  enlargement  of  the  chapel  having 
been  obtained,  space  for  80  additional  seats  will  be  added  to  that 
building  in  the  spring. 

In  regard  to  the  regular  employment  of  the  patients,  there  is  as 
yet  no  increase  to  be  reported,  the  numbers  so  occupied  being,  of 
women  167,  and  of  the  men  123  ;  but  it  may  be  expected  that  the 
latter  number  will  be  somewhat  increased  upon  the  completion  of 
the  new  workshops,  which  are  now  in  progress,  and  of  which  the 
carpenters’,  and  tailors’,  and  the  new  mattress-room,  will  be  finished 
before  Christmas.  Of  Other  matters  taken  in  hand  since  the  visit, 
16  months  ago,  we  notice  with  satisfaction  the  painting  of  many 
wards  and  galleries,  the  removal  of  more  than  40  of  the  old  iron 
windows,  introduction  of  new  furniture  of  a  domestic  kind,  and 
replacement  by  new  baths  and  closets  of  some  of  the  old  and  incon¬ 
venient  ones.  In  connection  with  the  latter  subject  we  have  to  add, 
that  such  arrangement  of  the  bathings  will  in  future  be  made  as  to 
admit  of  water  being  changed  for,  at  least,  every  two  patients 
bathed ;  and  an  instruction  to  this  effect  will  at  once  be  suspended 
in  the  bath-rooms. 

As  to  out-door  walks  and  recreation  generally,  the  arrangements 
appear  to  be  unaltered.  About  120  from  each  division  are  taken 
from  time  to  time  beyond  the  grounds,  and  from  150  to  200  of  both 
sexes  are  about  the  limit  of  attendants  at  such  in-door  parties  as  are 
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given ;  these  alternating  readings  with  music  and  dancing ;  but  at  Appendix  (E.) 
the  summer  fete  as  many  as  320  were  able  to  take  part.  We  found, 
upon  inquiry  at  the  buildings  appropriated  to  the  private  patients, 
that  proper  provision  is  also  duly  made  for  the  recreation  and  em¬ 
ployment,  as  far  as  practicable,  of  the  patients  of  this  class.  There 
is  an  excellent  billiard-room,  and  an  abundant  supply  of  books  and 
papers. 

Of  other  points  of  statutory  inquiry,  we  have  only  further  to 
state  that,  since  the  last  visit,  three  males  and  two  females  have  had 
restraint  applied  to  them  for  surgical  reasons  ;  and  that,  in  the  same 
interval,  17  men  and  12  women  have  been  secluded;  the  occasions 
of  such  seclusions  being  altogether  39,  and  the  total  duration  of  all 
the  instances  only  65  hours. 

It  is  matter  of  much  satisfaction  to  us  to  have  to  state  in  conclusion, 
that  Mr.  Adams,  who  superintends  and  directs  this  asylum  with  so 
much  ability  and  success,  has  now  the  advantage  of  an  assistant  medical 
officer,  appointed  since  the  last  visit ;  and  that  an  assistant  matron 
has  also  lately  been  appointed,  who  is  qualified  to  discharge  the 
additional  duty  of  lady-companion  to  the  female  private  patients. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 

14  September  1868. 

We  have  this  day  visited  the  Asylum  and  inspected  all  its  wards, 
offices,  workshops,  and  airing-grounds,  and,  with  three  exceptions 
in  the  male  division,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  by  members  of 
our  Board,  23rd  March  1867,  and  their  present  numbers,  are  shown 
by  the  following  table  —

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  and  the  rate  of  mortality 
during  the  past  year  has  been  low.

Appendix  to  Twenty -third  Report 

Appendix  (E.)  Dr.  Clouston  informs  us  that,  in  the  spring  of  the  present  year, 

-  four  female  patients  were  attacked  with  dysentery,  and  that  three 

of  them  died.  Although  all  the  patients  referred  to  were  suffering 
from  organic  disease,  Dr.  Clouston  is  of  opinion  that  the  dysentery, 
the  immediate  cause  of  death,  was  attributable  to  the  sewage  spread 
over  the  adjoining  field,  which  was  formerly  carried  into  the  brook. 
Effectual  means  were  promptly  taken  to  prevent  any  future  malaria 
from  this  cause.  A  plan  is  in  contemplation  for  carrying  out  a 
proper  system  of  distribution  and  utilization  of  the  sewage. 

It  appears  by  the  medical  journal  that,  since  the  last  visit, 
three  patients  of  each  sex  have,  for  surgical  reasons,  had  their 
arms  confined  by  what  is  termed  the  “  polka.” 

During  the  same  period  15  male  and  24  female  patients  have,  for 
causes  duly  recorded,  been  placed  in  seclusion;  the  former  alto¬ 
gether  on  21,  and  the  latter  on  28,  occasions.

The  greater  part  of  the  men’s  clothing,  and  all  that  of  the  women, 
are  made  in  the  Asylum,  as  also  are  nearly  all  the  shoes  for 
each  sex. 

The  mattresses,  pillowcases,  and  other  bedding  for  the  new  male 
block,  have  all  been  made  up  by  the  labour  of  the  patients. 

This  block,  which  will,  as  the  analogous  block  on  the  female  side, 
accommodate  105  patients  (of  whom  20  will  be  in  the  portion  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  purposes  of  an  infirmary),  will  very  shortly  (possibly 
next  week)  be  brought  into  occupation. 

The  male  patients,  60  in  number,  who,  as  stated  in  the  last 
Report,  provisionally  sleep  in  a  dormitory  belonging  to  the  female 
side,  will  be  removed  to  the  new  block ;  but  in  consequence  of  the 
preponderance  in  the  number  of  male  patients,  only  a  part  of  that 
dormitory,  containing  34  beds,  will  be,  for  the  present,  restored  to 
the  female  division. 


When  the  above  arrangements  shall  have  been  carried  out,  there 
will  be  58  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division,  and  38  in  the  female. 

Divine  service  in  the  Chapel  is,  according  to  the  latest  returns, 
attended  on  Sundays  by  105  male  patients  and  67  females,  and  on 
week  days  by  88  of  the  former  and  40  of  the  latter. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  personal 
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condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes*  who  were  Appendix 
generally  well  dressed*  and  free  from  excitement. 

We  saw  the  patients  of  both  sexes  in  the  hall  at  dinner*  which 
was  very  good  and  comfortably  served. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise*  recreation*  and  amuse¬ 
ment  continue  satisfactory. 

We  found  the  several  galleries*  rooms*  beds*  and  bedding  clean* 
and  in  the  best  order*  and  the  wards  throughout  present  an  aspect 
of  cheerfulness  and  comfort. 

The  male  airing-ground  is  exceedingly  well  laid  out  and  planted* 
and  kept  in  a  state  highly  creditable  to  the  head  attendant. 

The  female  airing-ground  presents  a  much  less  favourable  appear¬ 
ance*  being  bare*  and  without  shrubs  or  flowers. 

A  small  airing-court  is  in  course  of  construction*  in  connection 
with  No.  7  male  ward*  available  for  special  cases  of  maniacal  and 
violent  patients. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  96*.  0 \d. 

The  total  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the  asylum  is  100  acres, 
of  which  40  are  under  cultivation  by  patients. 

Referring  to  the  last  Report*  we  have  to  state  as  follows  :~— 

1.  No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  a 
detached  Chapel. 

2.  Attention  has*  so  far  as  considered  practicable  and  likely  to 
prove  beneficial*  been  given  by  Dr.  Clouston  to  the  suggestion  of 
the  distribution  of  noisy  and  troublesome  women  over  the  better 
wards. 

3.  No.  1  female  ward  has  been  enlivened  by  the  means  recom¬ 
mended. 

4.  Pea-soup  and  Scotch  broth  are  given  alternately  on  one  day  in 
the  week;  and  for  patients  who  refuse  them  rice  and  milk  are 
provided. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  male  wards*  Nos.  2  and  3*  wherein  for 
special  reasons  as  many  as  two  patients  are  bathed  in  the  same 
water,  fresh  water  is  allowed  to  every  patient. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  improvements  since  the  last 
visit : — 

1.  The  female  infirmary  garden  has  been  laid  out  and  planted* 
and  a  new  sunshade  erected  therein. 

2.  The  grounds  and  terraces  round  the  new  female  block  have 
been  laid  out  and  planted. 

3.  The  laundry  department  has  been  enlarged  by  a  new  foul 
linen  washhouse*  and  improved  by  the  introduction  of  machinery 
worked  by  steam. 

4.  Walks  round  the  farm  and  land  have  been  extended*  and  the 
land  has  been  further  drained  by  the  labour  of  the  patients. 

o.  The  wards  generally  have  been  much  improved  by  painting 
and  papering*  and  other  decorations. 

6.  All  the  patients  are  now  provided  with  Sunday  suits*  and  cloth 
jackets  for  the  men  have  been  substituted  for  fustian. 

We  have  been  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  and  management 
of  the  Asylum, 
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Denbigh  County  Asylum. 

29  May  1868. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  6th  of  May  in  last  year, 
171  patients  have  been  admitted,  71  have  been  discharged,  and  61 
have  died ;  there  having  been  under  the  first  head,  6  males  and  7 
females  of  the  private  class,  and  81  males  and  77  females  of 
the  pauper  class ;  under  the  second  head  2  male  private  patients 
and  24  males  and  45  females  belonging  to  the  pauper  class, 
all  but  1  male  and  3  females  of  the  latter  class  having  recovered  ; 
and  under  the  third  head,  1  male  private  patient,  26  male  pauper 
patients,  and  35  females  of  the  pauper  class.  All  the  deaths  were 
from  ordinary  causes  ;  though  in  two  cases  of  sudden  death,  one 
from  disease  of  the  heart  and  the  other  from  epilepsy,  inquests 
were  held  and  verdicts  returned  accordingly.  Of  the  rest  of  the 
deaths  the  principal  causes  were  general  palsy  and  epilepsy,  phthisis, 
and  senile  or  other  decay.  The  health  appears  generally  good  at 
present,  17  being  entered  as  taking  medicine  and  14  observed  as  in 
bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards  ;  the  latter  number  being  not 
many  more  than  a  third  of  those  seen  in  bed  at  the  last  visit. 

The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are,  of  the  private  class,  22, 

9  males  and  13  females;  and  of  the  pauper  class,  377,  203  males 
and  174  females;  altogether  399  patients.  This  would  leave,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  estimated  space  of  the  accommodation  existing,  only 
one  vacant  bed ;  and  the  necessity  will  now  present  itself  of  termi¬ 
nating  existing  contracts  as  occasions  arise.  There  are  at  present 
61  patients  here  not  belonging  to  the  county. 

We  found  all  the  patients  very  quiet  to-day  ;  there  was  no  ex¬ 
citement  in  either  division.  Considering  also  the  unfavourable 
character  of  very  many,  their  personal  condition  as  to  cleanliness 
and  tidiness  of  dress  wTas  not  unsatisfactory.  This  was  more  ob¬ 
servable  in  the  female  than  in  the  male  division ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  in  the  latter  there  is  a  good  proportion  of  men  always  at  ‘ 
work,  with  their  clothes  necessarily  in  a  not  very  nice  state; 
78  are  regularly  employed  on  the  grounds,  in  the  garden  or  airing- 
courts  ;  the  shops  are  fairly  supplied,  and  altogether  152  men  have 
constant  occupation.  Of  the  women  there  are  102  who  have  also 
daily  employment,  39  in  the  needle-room  and  24  in  the  laundry  and 
kitchen. 

Since  our  colleagues  were  here,  all  the  upper  part  of  the  old 
building  in  the  female  division  has  been  cleaned  and  painted,  with  a 
cheerful  and  pleasing  effect;  and  we  saw  to-day  the  corresponding 
parts  of  the  male  division  undergoing  the  same  process ;  it  being  pro¬ 
posed  to  carry  through  every  part  of  the  old  building  this  kind  of 
renovation,  rendered  if  possible  more  necessary  by  the  satisfactory 
character  of  the  new  accommodation.  To  this  it  seems  to  us  most 
desirable  that  the  old  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  assimilated,  by 
the  introduction  everywhere  of  bedside  carpets,  of  curtains,  and 
those  other  little  conveniences  of  domestic  furniture,  small  tables, 

e  airs,  ke.,  which  have  given  to  the  new  rooms  such  a  look  of 
comfort  and  home. 
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In  connection  with  the  recent  additions  considerable  progress  has 
been  made,  since  the  last  visit,  in  laying  out  and  preparing  the  two 
greatly  enlarged  airing-courts ;  that  for  the  women  is,  indeed, 
nearly  completed,  and  we  trust  that  seats  and  sunshades  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  ultimately  to  both.  They  will  be  a  very  great  improvement  on 
the  old  courts.  A  further  addition  more  recently  made  is  also  now 
to  be  described,  whereby  a  brewhouse  and  a  bakehouse  will  be  pro¬ 
vided ;  it  being  the  intention  from  and  after  June  next  that  the 
asylum  should  brew  and  bake  for  itself,  instead  of,  as  heretofore,  con¬ 
tracting  both  for  bread  and  beer.  No  plans  for  these  have  been 
submitted  to  Whitehall. 

Adverting  to  matters  that  were  the  subject  of  remark  or  sugges¬ 
tion  at  the  last  visit,  we  find  that  the  so-called  female  recreation- 
room  remains  yet  unimproved,  though  the  amendment  of  it  (very 
much  required)  is  still  contemplated ;  that  the  tiled  corridors  are  as 
yet  uncovered,  though  we  learn  to-day  that  cocoa-nut  matting,  of 
which  there  is  a  sufficiency  for  the  purpose  already  in  the  asylum, 
will  now  be  used ;  that  the  number  of  straw  beds  has  been  further 
and  considerably  reduced  ;  that  the  area  wall  darkening  the  kitchen 
and  offices  has  been  lowered  one-half;  and  that  the  “  partitions  ”  re¬ 
commended  in  the  general  bath-rooms  have  been  introduced  with 
excellent  effect  in  both,  where  invariably  also  fresh  water  is  used 
for  every  patient.  It  was  further  very  satisfactory  to  us  to  observe 
to-day  three  nurses  in  the  place  of  two  in  both  No.  4  and  No.  6  female 
wards,  and  to  learn  that,  for  the  soup  dinner  objected  to  at  the  last 
visit,  one  of  hash  or  lobscouse  is  now  substituted,  which  is  much 
more  popular  with  the  patients.  We  omitted  to  mention  in  speak¬ 
ing  of  the  late  structural  additions  that  a  new  mortuary  or  dead- 
house,  quite  detached  from  the  asylum,  has  been  very  recently 
erected  in  the  grounds. 

The  amusements,  and  provision  for  walks  beyond  the  asylum, 
continue  to  be  fairly  sufficient ;  assurance  being  given  us  also,  that 
some  suggestions  made  by  us  to-day  for  using,  with  increased  ad¬ 
vantage  in  respect  of  suitable  out-door  games,  both  the  enlarged 
airing-courts,  will  have  attention.  The  subject  is  the  more  important, 
from  the  many  female  patients  here  unable  to  employ  them¬ 
selves  otherwise,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  instances  of  seclusion 
recorded  appear  rather  to  increase  than  to  diminish.  Since  the  last 
visit  there  have  been  93  instances  applied  to  21  patients;  and  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  those  with  troublesome  habits,  should 
be  the  extent  and  variety  of  provision  in  the  way  of  means  for  en¬ 
tertaining,  amusing,  or  interesting  them  in  some  way.  The  return 
of  last  night’s  wet  and  dirty  beds,  showing  six  among  the  men  and 
four  among  the  women,  is  evidence  of  careful  night  watching  and 
of  the  advantage  of  disusing  straw  beds. 

Ample  opportunity  has  been  afforded  us  at  this  visit  of  seeing 
with  what  active  zeal  and  efficiency  Mr.  Jones  labours  to  promote 
in  every  way  the  interests  of  the  asylum  and  the  welfare  of  its  in¬ 
mates.  His  present  assistant  officer,  Mr.  Morris,  having  resigned 
his  appointment,  a  successor  will  shortly  have  to  be  chosen ;  and, 
considering  the  increased  responsibility  which  necessarily  attaches 
to  the  medical  officer  residing  in  an  asylum  in  all  cases  where  the 
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Appendix  (E.)  principal  medical  officer  lives  out  of  it  (however  near),  we  have  very 

-  grave  doubts  whether,  for  the  salary  of  60  l.  a  year  which  is  offered, 

the  services  of  a  gentleman  with  the  medical  and  other  qualifications, 
as  well  as  personal  character,  essential  to  the  adequate  discharge  of 
such  duties,  can  possibly  be  obtained.

Derby  County  Asylum. 


23  May  1868. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  25th  of  April  in  last  year, 
123  patients  have  been  admitted,  70  males  and  53  females;  38 
have  been  discharged,  22  males  and  16  females,  all  of  whom  were 
recovered;  and  43,  29  males  and  14  females,  have  died.  On  the 
occasion  of  three  of  these  deaths  inquests  were  held,  two  men 
having  choked  themselves  while  at  dinner,  and  a  third,  who  had  been 
brought  in  with  a  self-inflicted  wound  in  the  throat,  having  lived 
only  six  days  after  admission.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  were  from  such 
causes  common  in  asylums,  as  general  palsy,  epilepsy,  exhaustion 
after  mania,  diseases  of  the  heart  or  lungs,  and  senile  decay.  There 
seems  to  be  fair  health  among  the  inmates  at  present,  though  as 
many  as  1 1  were  seen  by  us  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  female 
division.  Very  few  were  serious  cases;  and  on  the  men’s  side, 
where  only  three  were  in  bed,  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any.  Of  each 
sex  there  are  but  nine  to-  day  entered  as  taking  medicine. 

The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are  175  males  and  191  females, 
366  patients  belonging  to  the  pauper  class  ;  and  besides  these  there 
are  three  private  male  patients.  Excepting  a  man  who  had  gone 
into  Derby  for  the  day,  we  saw  them  all ;  and  there  was  a  general 
freedom  from  excitement  in  both  divisions,  the  more  noticeable  from 
the  fact  that  an  unusually  large  proportion  in  both  are  cases  of  an 
unfavourable  kind.  On  the  male  side  there  was  the  further  disad¬ 
vantage  to-day  of  two  of  the  wards  being  under  process  of  cleaning 
and  painting.  But  sufficient  provision  was  to  be  observed,  as  usual, 
of  such  occupation  and  amusement  as  the  occupants  of  the  several 
wards  were  capable  of;  and  there  was  noticeable  the  same  good  effects 
on  the  worst  patients,  which  are  always  the  attendants  of  such  cheer¬ 
fulness  and  cleanliness  as  prevail  generally  in  the  galleries,  day- 
rooms,  and  dormitories  of  this  asylum.  The  new  accommodation 
lately  provided,  and  to  which  reference  was  made  at  the  last  visit, 
is  of  the  same  excellent  kind.  About  a  third  of  the  space  in  one  of 
the  larger  dormitories  in  the  female  division  is  now  occupied  by  pa¬ 
tients,  and  here  the  day-room  will  very  shortly  also  be  opened.  On 
tlm  male  side,  where  the  provision  made  is  of  the  same  description, 
ana  exactly  corresponds  in  extent,  a  little  further  delay  for  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  furniture  will  be  interposed  before  the  rooms  are  opened 
to  patients. 


Atthe  last  visit  it  was  stated  that  the  committee  were  about  to 
submit  to  quarter  sessions  the  question  of  erecting  a  chapel  adequate 
to  the  wants  of  the  asylum;  and  it  has  given  us  pleasure  to  find,  at 
oui  visit  to-day,  that  the  construction  of  such  a  building,  for  which  a 
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site  has  been  judiciously  chosen  in  the  grounds  adjoining  the  east  Appendix  (E.) 
wing,  is  already  in  actual  progress.  Having  some  doubt,  however,  ~ 

whether  the  plans  for  it  have  been  regularly  submitted,  we  have  re¬ 
quested,  in  the  event  of  this  not  having  been  done,  that  they  may 
now  immediately  be  forwarded  to  Whitehall,  with  a  view  to  the 
statutory  sanction  required  for  them. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  anything  new  to  report  as  to  the 
ordinary  arrangements.  Regularly  every  week  during  all  the  winter 
months,  readings  have  been  given  by  Dr.  Hitchman  in  the  recrea¬ 
tion-hall,  which  will  now  have  the  great  advantage  of  enlargement 
by  the  added  space  available  from  the  disuse  of  the  existing  chapel ; 
and  as  many  as  110  from  each  division  have  attended  on  these 
occasions.  About  40  of  the  women  are  taken  for  regular  walks 
beyond  the  asylum  once  a  week,  and  the  men  employed  on  the  land 
have  cricket  on  three  evenings  in  the  week.  The  summer  enter¬ 
tainments  for  associated  parties  from  both  divisions  have  already 
begun. 

The  numbers  regularly  employed,  about  76  men  and  85  women, 
are  necessarily  limited  by  the  unusual  number  of  the  idiotic  and 
epileptic  of  both  sexes,  and  the  same  circumstance  must  be  accepted 
in  explanation  of  the  amount  of  seclusion  employed.  Since  the 
visit  13  months  ago,  there  have  been  140  instances  of  it  applied  to 
46  patients.  We  were  accompanied  in  our  visit  by  Dr.  and  Mrs. 

Hitchman,  of  wdiose  most  kindly  as  well  as  thoroughly  efficient 
discharge  of  their  important  duties  we  bring  away  a  confirmed 
impression. 


Devon-  County  /Vsylum. 

20  and  21  May  1868. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  27th  of  last  November,  45  male 
and  38  female  patients  have  been  admitted;  17  males  and  23  fe¬ 
males  have  been  discharged,  and  18  males  and  12  females  have  died. 
Of  the  patients  discharged  32  were  recovered. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  and  no  inquest  has  been 
held. 

The  numbers  now  on  the  books  are  276  of  the  male  and  420  of 
the  female  sex.  Of  these  there  are  now  3  men  and  2  females 
away  on  trial,  and  5  other  women  live  in  cottages  in  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  village.  There  is  also  one  boy  in  the  Western  Counties 
Idiot  Asylum.  Thus  leaving  273  men  and  412  women  actually 
resident  at  the  present  time. 

The  borough  and  out-county  patients  are  89  in  number,  and  be¬ 
long  to  the  following  places,  viz. ;  Barnstaple  11,  Bideford  5,  Dart¬ 
mouth  6,  Exeter  17,  Plymouth  36,  Tiverton  12,  Out-counties  2. 
The  overcrowding  noticed  in  the  last  and  previous  reports  still  exists 
to  a  very  grave  extent,  more  especially  in  the  female  division,  where 
there  are  not  even  sufficient  bedsteads  for  the  numbers  resident,  and 
as  many  as  1 1  of  the  women  now  sleep  on  the  floor. 
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Appendix  (E.)  In  nearly  every  instance  the  dormitories  contain  too  many  beds, 

_ ‘  The  end  dormitory  in  No.  5,  containing  12  beds,  affords  less  than 

330  cubic  feet  per  patient,  and  the  side  dormitory  in  the  corridor, 
containing  six  beds,  allows  only  380  cubical  feet  per  patient. 

In  similar  dormitories  throughout  the  wards  the  amount  of  cu¬ 
bical  space  is  the  same.  Some  relief  to  this  pressure  will  shortly  be 
afforded  by  the  removal  of  a  certain  number  of  women  to  the  ward 
in  the  male  division  formerly  used  as  an  infirmary,  and  certain 
other  additions  and  alterations  in  this  department  will  also  prove 
useful.  In  reference  to  these  buildings,  and  to  the  new  ward  re¬ 
cently  opened  for  20  men  at  the  farm,  we  have  to  remark  that  the 
plans  were  not  forwarded  to  our  office,  nor  were  they  sanctioned  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  as  is  required  by  law.  It  is  right  to  state 
that  the  ward  at  the  farm  is  well  arranged,  and  affords  good  accom¬ 
modation,  but  we  quite  agree  with  our  colleagues  that  the  appropri¬ 
ation  of  the  second  floor  ward  near  the  cottage,  in  the  male  division 
to  the  use  of  female  patients  is  most  undesirable ;  the  arrangements 
for  this  purpose  have, however,  been  made,  and  the  ward  will  be  re¬ 
opened  very  shortly  for  women. 

We  have  made  inquiry  as  to  whether  any  of  the  suggestions  for 
improvement  made  by  our  colleagues  at  their  last  visit  have  been  car¬ 
ried  out,  but  beyond  the  provision  of  thermometers  and  bathing  rules 
in  the  bath-rooms,  we  cannot  find  that  anything  has  been  done. 
Dr.  Saunders  informs  us  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  visitors  held  on 
Friday  last,  the  subject  was  brought  under  consideration,  and  that 
the  clerk  was  directed  to  communicate  the  result  to  our  Board.  In 
the  meantime  matters  remain  as  before  reported.  The  chapel  ac¬ 
commodation  is  inadequate,  there  being  only  150  seats  for  nearly  700 
patients,  and  all  officers  and  attendants. 

The  baths  are  only  in  the  proportion  of  about  five  for  400  pa¬ 
tients,  and  the  supply  of  hot  water  is  inadequate,  and  four  oi  five 
patients  are  bathed  in  the  same  water.  The  means  for  personal 
washing  are  totally  inadequate,  and  the  want  of  suitable  washhouse 
and  laundry  arrangements  only  allows  of  one  change  of  body  linen 
in  the  week. 

The  asphalte  floors,  admitted  to  be  unhealthy,  still  remain. 

There  is  no  dining  or  recreation  hall. 

Ward  sculleries  and  store-rooms  are  wanted  throughout. 

There  is  no  walk  round  the  property,  and  above  all  the  asylum 
remains  overcrowded  to  a  dangerous  extent. 

Adverting  once  more  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  asylum 
for  the  wants  of  the  insane  poor  of  the  district,  we  beg  to  point  out 
that  were  the  whole  of  the  89  patients  belonging  to  boroughs,  &c., 
removed  immediately,  there  would  remain  but  a  very  narrow  margin 
of  vacant  accommodation,  when  the  beds  in  the  present  overcrowded 
rooms  are  reduced  to  the  proper  number,  and  when  at  least  two 
single  rooms  in  each  ward  are  converted  into  store-rooms  and  scul¬ 
leries. 

We  were  engaged  all  day  yesterday  and  to-day  in  visiting  the 
wards  and  offices,  and  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  every  patient. 
In  No.  6  on  the  women’s  side  the  patients  were  noisy  and  disorderly, 
m  other  wards  they  were  better  behaved,  and  the  men  whom  we 
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saw  in  the  airing-courts  were  generally  quiet.  The  clothing  was  Appendix  (K.) 
suitable  throughout  and  in  fair  order.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
the  asylum  is  healthy,  and  15  men  and  39  women  are  under  medical 
treatment,  but  only  10  of  the  former  and  eight  of  the  latter  are 
under  treatment  for  special  bodily  disorders.  There  were  two  or 
three  men  in  bed  in  each  of  the  wards ;  these  would  no  doubt  have 
been  placed  together  in  the  infirmary,  had  that  ward  not  been 
appropriated  to  women.  In  the  women’s  infirmary  there  were  very 
few  inmates. 

There  has  been  no  instrumental  restraint  since  the  last  visit.  Se¬ 
clusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  nine  men  on  15  occa¬ 
sions,  and  six  women  have  been  secluded  on  60  occasions,  one 
woman  having  been  secluded  38  times. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  received 
returns  relative  to  the  following  matters :  the  chapel  attendance 
comprises  about  109  men  and  130  women  on  Sundays,  and  from 
50  to  60  men,  and  about  45  women  on  week  days.  In  order,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  establishment,  three 
services  are  given  on  Sunday. 

The  return  relative  to  occupations  and  labour  show  that  198  men 
and  251  women  are  usually  employed.  Of  the  former  upwards  of 
60  work  on  the  land,  or  at  the  farm,  and  there  is  a  fair  number 
working  at  various  trades.  Amongst  the  women  there  are  35  who 
are  employed  in  the  laundry,  16  in  the  kitchen,  and  140  work  at 
their  needle. 

With  respect  to  the  number  of  attendants  we  find  that,  besides  a 
head  attendant  in  each  division,  there  are  16  male  attendants  and 
24  nurses  ;  or,  in  the  proportion  of  one  for  every  17  male,  and  one 
for  every  17  female  patients.  These  numbers  do  not  include  the 
tradesmen,  and  laundry-maids,  and  needlewomen  who  have  charge 
of  the  patients,  and  are  considered  responsible  for  them  in  their 
several  departments. 

There  are  also  night  attendants,  one  for  the  male,  and  two  for  the 
female  division. 

The  wards  were  well  ventilated,  and  clean,  but  deficient  in 
means  for  amusement  and  in-door  occupation. 

There  should  certainly  be  a  bagatelle  board  for  each  male  ward, 
and  more  games,  such  as  cards,  drafts,  &c,  would,  we  think,  prove 
useful. 

We  examined  the  bedding,  which  was  in  excellent  order.  Some 
of  the  rooms,  especially  in  the  new  house,  greatly  need  to  be  re¬ 
papered,  and  painting  and  colouring  would  be  desirable  in  other 
parts  of  the  establishment. 

The  floor  of  the  washhouse  should  be  relaid,  at  present  the  water 
accumulates  in  pools  in  several  places. 

Dr.  Saunders  and  the  assistant  medical  officer  continue  to  give 
their  best  attention  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  with  whose  cases 
they  appear  to  be  intimately  acquainted,  and  the  impression  we  have 
received  from  the  conduct  of  the  attendants  induces  us  to  think  that 
they  are  kind  and  judicious  in  the  execution  ox  their  duties. 
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Dorset  County  Asylums, 

23  and  24  September  1868. 

On  these  two  days  we  have  visited  every  part  of  these  asylums, 
and  seen  all  the  patients  therein.  There  are  altogether,  of  both 
sexes,  486;  of  whom,  19,  or  11  males  and  8  females,  belong  to  the 
private  class ;  and  the  number  in  the  two  asylums  respectively  to¬ 
day  are,  at  Forston  150,  being  81  males  and  69  females;  and  at 
Charminster  336,  being  162  males  and  174  females.  There  are  also 
on  the  books  two  men  and  one  woman  at  present  out  on  trial. 

We  found  them  upon  the  whole,  making  allowance  for  the 
unfavourable  character  of  an  unusual  proportion  of  the  cases, 
in  a  satisfactory  state.  A  better  report  is  to  be  made  than  at  the 
last  visit  of  the  personal  appearance  of  the  more  troublesome  of  the 
patients  at  Forston;  and  the  clothing  of  all  was  good,  as  well  as 
fairly  attended  to.  We  find  upon  inquiry,  that  the  only  changes 
made  in  winter,  are  by  means  of  additional  under  clothing ;  and  we 
should  recommend  that  in  the  colder  season  woollen  dresses  be 
adopted  for  the  women.  We  speak  of  course  of  both  asylums,  there 
being  in  both  a  very  large  number  of  the  old  and  infirm. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  9th  and  10th  May  in  last  year,  there  have 
been  120  admissions,  48  discharges  and  43  deaths ;  the  proportion 
of  males  and  females  being,  under  the  first  head,  55  and  65 ;  under 
the  second,  24  of  each  sex;  and  under  the  third,  27  and  16  ;  wrhile 
the  number  of  private  patients  under  the  first  is  7  and  5 ;  under  the 
second  6  and  5 ;  and  under  the  third  1  of  each  sex.  Excepting 
1  male  and  1  female  of  the  private  class,  all  those  who  were  dis¬ 
charged  had  been  recovered  or  relieved.  The  deaths  wrere  all  from 
ordinary  causes,  the  principal  being  phthisis,  dropsy,  and  heart  or 
brain  disease,  and  no  inquest  was  held  in  any  case.  It  may  be 
proper  to  mention,  in  reference  to  the  numbers  now  in  these  asylums, 
where  it  cannot  be  said  that  there  is  now  any  vacant  space,  or  very 
little  indeed,  that  the  number  of  out-county  patients  is  156 ;  89 
belonging  to  Oxford,  60  to  Abergavenny,  and  7  to  Poole, 

It  did  not  seem  to  us,  on  going  over  the  wards  at  Forston,  that, 
beyond  the  supply  of  some  additional  wash-basins,  any  attention  had 
been  given  to  the  recommendations  at  the  last  visit,  for  introduction 
of  some  further  small  matters  of  ornament,  some  moveable  seats  and 
small  tables  in  the  corridors,  as  well  as  coverings  for  the  floors,  blinds 
to  the  windows,  and,  most  especially,  pieces  of  matting  or  carpetting 
at  each  bedside  in  the  stone-floored  dormitories. 

We  now  very  strongly  repeat  those  suggestions.  There  is  no 
probability  that  Forston  wfill  ever  be  disused  as  an  asylum,  and 
there  ought  to  be  no  further  hesitation,  we  think,  in  making  such 
inexpensive  structural  changes  as  would  greatly  increase  the  comfort 
of  the  patients.  The  circular  windows  everyvdiere  should  be 
replaced  by  ordinary  ones.  The  airing-court  walls  should  be 
lowered,  and  an  iron  fence  substituted  for  the  division  walls ;  rails 
should  be  put  to  the  staircases ;  and  the  present  baths  should  be 
replaced  by  others  of  more  convenient  construction.  It  seems  to  us 
highly  objectionable  that,  as  at  present,  two  women  should  be  put 
at  the  same  time  into  a  bath. 
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Speaking  still  of  Forston,  and  allowing  all  needful  drawbacks  for  Appendix  (E.) 
the  preponderating  character  of  its  present  inmates,  we  think  that 
effort  ought  to  be  made  to  provide  some  kind  of  employment  or  occu¬ 
pation  for  a  larger  proportion  of  them.  Of  the  81  men,  only  18,  and 
of  the  69  women,  only  12,  employ  themselves  regularly  or  usefully; 
some  of  the  rest  doing  ward  work ;  and  the  experience  of  similar 
inmates  in  other  asylums  has  shown  that,  with  proper  care  and 
attention,  there  are  easy  occupations  not  unsuitable  to  the  most 
demented,  as  well  as  little  amusements  that  might  help  in  their 
wards  to  awaken  some  kind  of  interest  in  them.  We  recommend 
this  subject  to  consideration.  A  further  disadvantage  under  which 
the  men  labour  here,  is  the  being  deprived  of  opportunities  of  exer¬ 
cise  beyond  the  asylum  grounds,  by  objections  made  on  the  part  of 
residents  in  the  neighbourhood.  Such  objections  ought  not,  we 
think,  to  be  deferred  to,  except  upon  proof  of  their  reasonableness 
in  any  particular  case ;  and  having  failed  to  ascertain  that  any  such 
have  been  stated  here,  we  earnestly  trust  that  the  committee  will 
give  direction  for  the  resumption  of  a  practice  adopted  in  all  asylums, 
and  everywhere  with  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  insane.  We  must 
add,  as  to  Forston,  that  we  found  the  utmost  order  and  cleanliness 
in  ail  the  wards ;  the  beds  and  bedding  in  excellent  condition,  and 
the  dormitories  in  a  proper  state ;  and  that  the  dinner  which  we  saw 
served  there  yesterday,  was  beef,  potatoes,  and  parsnips,  plentiful 
and  of  good  quality,  with  half-a-pint  of  ale  to  each  person. 

At  Charminster,  as  in  the  other  asylum,  the  patients  generally 
were  unusually  quiet  and  free  from  excitement,  excepting  one  woman 
only,  secluded  during  an  attack  of  mania ;  and,  notwithstanding  the 
many  infirm  of  both  sexes,  only  one  man  was  in  bed  here,  and  three 
women  (at  the  other  asylum,  two  of  the  latter  sex  being  in  bed,  and 
no  male  patient)  as  we  passed  through  the  wards.  Of  the  condition 
of  the  several  day -rooms,  galleries,  and  dormitories,  in  respect  of 
order  and  cleanliness,  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  too  favourable 
report!  The  atmosphere  everywhere  was  pure  (the  alterations  in  the 
waterclosets  on  the  male  side,  in  progress  at  the  last  visit,  having 
since  been  successfully  completed),  and  the  beds  and  bedding  most 
comfortable.  We  think,  however,  that  there  is  a  deficiency  in  the 
washing  accommodation;  that  more  basins  (as  well  as  some  chairs,  &c.) 
should  be  put  in  the  dormitories  themselves,  and  that  the  lavatories 
should  be  better  supplied  with  them.  It  seemed  to  us  also,  that 
there  is  some  want,  more  especially  in  the  female  side,  of  amusement, 
as  well  in  the  way  of  reading,  as  of  games  in  the  wards ;  and  we 
observe  with  regret  that  the  chaplain  has  not  yet  succeeded  in 
forming  those  classes  for  elementary  instruction,  recommended  from 
time  to  time  in  these  entries,  which  might  be  made  the  means  of 
entertainment  as  well  as  of  improvement  to  many  of  the  patients. 

The  associated  amusements  have  been  given  regularly,  as  usual, 
in  the  excellent  recreation-hall,  and  appear  to  have  been  various, 
as  well  as  very  successful,  more  than  1 00  patients  from  each  division 
attending  them.  In  the  returns  of  men  regularly  employed,  we  are 
glad  to  see  some  increase,  8  being  now  shoemakers,  2  tailors, 

2  painters,  4  carpenters,  and  5  in  the  engineer’s  shop,  while  between 
40  and  50  work  on  the  land,  and  a  little  over  that  number  in  the 
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Appendix  (E.)  wards.  Of  the  women,  about  80  do  needlework  or  laundry  work, 

- - *  and  somewhat  less  than  that  number  work  in  the  wards.  The 

average  attendance  at  chapel  is  less  than  100  of  both  sexes  on  week¬ 
days,  and  nearly  150  on  Sundays, 

The  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has  been  very  inconsiderable, 
being  limited  to  nine  of  each  sex  ;  only  two  of  each  having  been 
secluded  frequently,  and  the  majority  of  the  rest  hardly  more  than 
once.  There  has  been  no  restraint.  And  we  cannot  close  this  entry 
without  expressing  the  strong  sense  we  have  derived  from  our  visit, 
of  the  activity,  ability,  and  success  with  which  Mr.  Symes  continues 
to  superintend  and  direct  these  asylums.  It  is  matter  of  particular 
satisfaction  to  observe  the  continued  low  rate  of  mortality  in 
them. 


Durham  County  Asylum. 

21  July  1868, 

We  visited  this  asylum  yesterday,  and  saw  all  the  patients  except 
four  women,  who  are  absent  on  probation.  The  numbers  on  the 
books  are  480,  of  whom  246  are  men  and  234  are  women. 

The  admissions  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  rather  less  than  a 
year  ago,  have  been  more  numerous  than  usual,  65  men  and  82 
women  having  been  received.  Of  the  76  patients  who  have  been  dis¬ 
charged— 34  men  and  42  women- — 67  were  reported  as  recovered. 
The  death-rate  has  been  somewhat  larger  than  last  year,  but  not 
owing  to  any  epidemic.  Of  the  23  men  and  18  women  who  have  died, 
as  many  as  11  died  from  phthisis  and  15  from  general  paralysis.  There 
was  an  inquest  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who  fell  against  a  bed¬ 
stead  and  fractured  one  of  his  ribs,  but  his  death  was  found  to  have 
arisen  from  causes  unconnected  with  this  injury. 

The  building  is  quite  full,  every  bed  being  occupied,  and  some  of 
the  dormitories  contain  more  beds  than  they  were  originally  intended 
for.  It  is  satisfactory,  however,  to  find  that  no  patients  have  lately 
been  refused  admission.  The  additions  to  the  laundry-rooms  have 
been  completed,  and  the  corridor  which  will  connect  the  proposed 
infirmary  with  the  main  building  has  also  been  occupied.  The 
laundry  additions  are  for  the  present  used  as  a  female  infirmary,  and 
afford  good  accommodation  for  34  patients.  The  corridor,  which  is 
occupied  by  45  women,  is  used  as  a  work-room,  and  has  greatly  re¬ 
lieved  the  crowding  in  other  departments. 

We  examined  the  new  infirmary  block  now  in  course  of  construc¬ 
tion,  and  which  has  been  raised  nearly  up  to  the  first  floor.  The 
progress  of  the  works  has  lately  been  much  delayed  by  the  failure 
in  the  supply  of  pressed  bricks,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  sufficient  quan¬ 
tity  will  soon  be  obtained. 

We  much  regret  to  find  that  all  the  window  frames  to  be  used 
m  the  building  are  of  iron  with  small  panes,  that  they  are  not  in¬ 
tended  to  open,  and  that  the  only  means  for  ventilation  are  louvres 
inserted  in  one  of  the  upper  panes,  one  in  each  window.  We  are 
of  opinion  that  this  description  of  window  is  most  objectionable  and 
quite  unnecessary  in  a  building  intended  for  an  infirmary,  or  for 
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quiet  harmless  patients,  and  we  feel  assured  that  they  will  afford  Appendix  (E.) 
very  insufficient  means  of  ventilation.  In  the  drawings  for  this  - — 

building,  which  were  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  windows  were  shown  as  having  ordinary  sashes  with 
large  panes,  and  as  such  were  recommended  for  his  approval 
by  our  Board.  The  only  description  in  the  specification  was 
that  the  whole  of  the  windows  will  be  of  iron,”  with  a  note  that 
there  will  be  a  Moon’s  louvre  ventilator,  1ft.  6in.  x  1ft.  in  every 
window,  but  there  was  nothing  to  show  that  the  frames  were  to  be 
fixed,  or  that  the  panes  were  to  be  of  small  size.  W e  would  strongly 
urge  upon  the  committee  to  substitute  ordinary  sashes  for  these  win  ¬ 
dows,  at  least  in  the  front  of  the  building,  reserving  the  surplus  iron 
sashes  for  the  back  of  the  additional  block,  which  without  doubt  will 
be  needed  in  the  male  division  ere  long. 

The  roof  of  the  temporary  building  already  shows  signs  of  decay ; 
and  it  is  most  important  that  the  permanent  accommodation  for  the 
75  patients  who  nowT  occupy  it,  should  be  ready  before  it  becomes 
unfit  for  use,  and  that  provision  should  be  also  made  for  the  steady 
increase  which  appears  to  take  place  in  the  number  of  the  insane- 
poor  in  the  county  of  Durham. 

With  reference  to  the  observations  made  by  our  colleagues  in  their 
last  report,  we  find  that  the  cesspool  has  been  roofed  over  and  di¬ 
vided.  That  there  are  now  three  nurses  in  female  ward  No.  2,  and 
that,  except  in  the  female  infirmary,  the  water  of  the  baths  is  changed 
for  every  patient,  but  there  have  been  no  additions  to  the  furniture 
or  means  of  amusement  in  the  women’s  refractory  ward. 

The  men’s  body  linen  is  still  changed  only  once  a  week.  No  rules 
or  instructions  for  the  attendants  in  bathing  patients  have  been 
drawn  up  or  fixed  in  the  bath-rooms,  and  in  the  female  division  most 
of  the  hot-water  taps  are  still  unprotected.  A  considerable  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  waterclosets  are  out  of  order  and  require  immediate 
attention. 

We  found  the  patients  on  the  whole,  tolerably  free,  from  excite¬ 
ment,  but  in  No.  1,  on  the  female  side,  which  contains  44  patients, 
there  was  a  good  deal  of  noise  and  confusion.  Here  there  are  only 
two  nurses,  a  proportion  scarcely  sufficient  properly  to  control  the 
class  of  women  who  occupy  this  department. 

The  clothing  in  both  divisions  struck  us  as  being  somewhat  old  and 
worn,  and  in  many  instances  not  so  neat  and  clean  as  it  should  be,  and 
we  think  that  a  recommendation  made  in  a  former  report,  that  the  men 
should  all  have  a  separate  Sunday  suit  should  be  attended  to.  It  would 
be  well,  also,  if  clothes  of  some  light  material  were  provided  for  the 
working  men  during  the  summer  months.  We  saw  the  patients  at 
dinner,  the  men  and  women  dining  separately,  there  were  160  of 
the  former  and  133  of  the  latter;  the  dinners,  cabbage  and  beef, 
were  good  and  abundant.  There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the 
dietary,  as  suggested  in  the  last  visit,  and  the  patients  generally  are 
not  allowed  beer. 

In  the  male  infirmary  12,  and  in  the  female  infirmary  11  patients, 
were  in  bed.  Their  wants  seemed  to  be  well  attended  to,  and  con- 
sideiing  that  the  majority  were  general  paralytics  and  cases  in  the 
last  stage  of  feebleness,  their  condition  was  highly  creditable  to  the 
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Appendix  (E.)  attendants  and  nurses  who  had  charge  of  them.  There  is  an  excel- 
—  lent  arrangement  here  of  providing  a  separate  night  attendant  for 
each  infirmary. 

About  the  same  proportion  of  patients  of  both  sexes  are  usefully 
employed.  Great  difficulty  having  been  experienced  in  persuading 
a  sufficient  number  of  women  to  assist  in  the  laundry,  it  has  been 
determined  to  provide  steam  machinery  for  washing  purposes,  and 
plans  are  now  under  consideration.  In  the  chapel  there  are  two 
services  on  Sunday,  and  prayers  are  read  on  Friday;  about  200 
patients  are  usually  present.  The  school  is  open  on  three  days  in 
the  week,  but  the  numbers  attending  are  small.  The  chaplain  holds 
a  Bible  class  about  three  times  a  week. 

The  usual  meetings  for  dancing  and  music  are  held  weekty  in  the 
hall,  and  the  patients  are  assembled  at  other  times  for  the  exhibition 
of  the  magic  lantern  and  other  entertainments.  We  are  informed 
that  about  100  patients  of  each  sex  are  taken  for  walks  beyond  the 
asylum  grounds  on  Sunday,  but  some  objections  are  stated  to  have 
been  made  to  this  arrangement  by  residents  in  the  neighbourhood.  As 
a  matter  of  treatment,  and  as  a  means  of  breaking  the  monotony  of 
asylum  life,  we  think  this  privilege  of  walking  out  so  important, 
that  we  trust  the  patients  will  not  be  deprived  of  it.  So  long  as 
the  patients  conduct  themselves  with  propriety  they  have  clearly  a 
right  to  the  use  of  the  public  roads.  The  stock  of  books  and  in¬ 
door  amusement  is  still  quite  inadequate,  and  only  25  l.  is  allowed  to 
be  spent  on  such  matters  annually. 

The  wards  were  generally  clean  and  properly  ventilated  and  the 
bedding  good. 

We  have  examined  the  books  and  made  the  usual  statutory  in¬ 
quiries.  No  instance  of  seclusion  is  reported,  but  one  male  patient 
is  stated  to  have  been  restrained  for  several  weeks  for  surgical  rea¬ 
sons,  the  restraint  being  of  a  slight  description  only.  We  have 
directed  Dr.  Smith’s  attention  to  his  omission  to  enter  in  the  medical 
journal  all  injuries  and  acts  of  violence. 


The  staff  of  attendants  is  at  present  as  follows : —

The  wages  of  the  ordinary  male  attendants  range  from  16/.  to 
32  /.  125.,  and  the  female  attendants  receive  from  12/.  to  16  /.  each. 

Dr.  Wallace  has  succeeded  Dr.  Smallman  as  assistant  medical 
officer. 

Notwithstanding  the  crowded  state  of  the  asylum,  and  the  confu¬ 
sion  necessarily  accompanying  the  building  operations,  the  general 
condition  of  the  patients  and  their  wards  appeared  to  us  to  be  im¬ 
proved,  and  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  personal  kindness  and  medical 
care  which  the  inmates  receive  from  Dr.  Smith. 
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Essex  County  Asylum.  — 

19  March  1868. 

We  have,  upon  our  visits  yesterday  and  this  day,  inspected  the 
Asylum  in  its  several  departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  2 
men  and  2  women  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  ail  the  patients.

Among  the  latter  was  a  case  of  death  of  a  male  patient  from 
injuries  on  the  head,  inflicted  by  another  patient  in  a  dormitory,  the 
particulars  of  which  were  duly  reported  to  our  Board.  The  result 
of  the  inquest  was  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder,  and  the  patient 
charged  was  indicted,  found  insane  on  arraignment,  and  ultimately 
removed,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  Broadmoor. 

An  inquest  was  also  held  in  the  case  of  a  male  epileptic  found 
dead  in  bed. 

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  the  rate  of  mortality  since 
the  last  visit  has  been  under  9  per  cent. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is,  at  present,  satisfactory,  the 
numbers  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  15  in  the 
male  division,  and  14  in  the  female.  We  found  4  men  and  6 
women  in  bed. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  2  female  patients  were  secluded.  Ac* 
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Appendix  (E.)  cording  to  the  medical  journal*  since  the  last  visit  12  male  and 
1  female  patients  have  been  placed  in  seclusion  for  violent  excite¬ 
ment,  many  of  them  during  several  successive  days.

At  present  a  portion  only  of  the  shoes  and  clothing  are  made  in 
the  asylum,  and  very  few  male  patients  are  employed  as  tailors  or 
shoemakers.  We  suggest  that  efforts  be  made  to  instruct  more 
patients  in  the  trades,  and  that,  if  necessary,  additional  paid  work¬ 
men  be  engaged  for  this  purpose.  A  sewing  machine  also  would 
be  found  of  great  use. 

We  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  generally  of  the  male  patients,  who  were,  with  few  ex¬ 
ceptions,  free  from  excitement. 

Many  of  the  inmates  of  the  worst  female  wards,  Nos.  1  and  5,  were 
noisy  and  disorderly,  and  untidy  in  their  dress,  which  was,  in  a  large 
proportion  of  the  cases,  of  a  special  strong  character.  The  wards 
referred  to  contain  each  upwards  of  40  patients,  of  whom  a  large 
number  are  of  the  more  troublesome  class. 

Until  the  proposed  new  building  be  erected,  there  would  appear 
to  be  no  means  of  reducing  the  excessive  numbers  now  congregated 
in  these  wards.  In  the  meantime,  however,  we  think  that  an  ad¬ 
ditional  attendant  in  each  ward  would  be  desirable,  and  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  increased  efforts  be  made  to  employ,  interest,  and  amuse 
the  patients ;  to  diminish  the  number  of  strong  dresses,  and  to  give 
them  the  benefit,  as  often  as  practicable,  of  walks  in  the  grounds. 

I  he  state  of  the  airing-courts  assigned  to  the  patients  of  the 
worst  class  in  both  divisions  requires  more  attention  as  respects  the 
loose  gravel  and  otherwise,  and  we  recommend  that  further  attempts 
oe  made  and  persevered  in,  to  enliven  them  by  shrubs  and  flowers. 

The 
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The  general  condition  of  the  Asylum  as  to  cleanliness  and  venti-  Appendix  (E.) 
lation,  and  the  state  of  the  beds  throughout,  is  quite  satisfactory, 
and  the  cottages  afford  the  same  excellent  accommodation  and  com¬ 
fort  previously  reported. 

There  are,  at  present,  no  vacant  beds  in  the  Asylum.  In  fact,  as 
respects  the  main  building,  the  number  of  inmates  exceeds,  by  up¬ 
wards  of  40,  that  for  which  the  asylum  was  erected.  No  patients 
have  as  yet  been  refused  admission  for  want  of  room,  but  the  urgent 
requirement  for  additional  accommodation  for  the  pauper  lunatics 
of  the  county  render  it  most  important  that  no  delay  should  take 
place  in  erecting  the  detached  building  for  female  patients,  of  which 
the  plans  have  been  prepared,  and  are  about  to  be  submitted  to  the 
J  ustices  in  Quarter  Session. 

We  suggest  for  consideration  whether  it  might  not.  be  well,  as  a 
temporary  arrangement,  to  discharge  some  of  the  more  harmless 
patients  to  the  care  of  their  friends,  with  a  suitable  allowance,  as 
permitted  by  the  statute. 

We  would  further  observe  that  the  want  so  greatly  felt  in  this 
and  other  counties  of  provision  for  insane  poor  persons  above 
paupers,  renders  it  very  desirable  that  any  available  surplus  accom¬ 
modation  should  be  applied  for  their  benefit* 

The  laundry  and  washhouse  are  quite  inadequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  Asylum,  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Visitors  propose  to 
extend  and  improve  them.  When  this  has  been  done,  we  recommend 
a  change  twice  a  week  of  the  body  linen  of  all  the  patients. 

The  bath-room  and  baths  in  the  several  wards  of  the  main  Asylum 
are  ill-arranged  and  constructed.  New  baths  of  more  convenient  size 
and  form  and  better  placed,  are  much  needed,  and  proper  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  at  once  made  for  a  sufficient  supply  of  hot  water, 
and  the  more  rapid  filling  and  emptying  of  the  baths,  Owing  to  the 
existing  defects,  three  or  four  patients  are  bathed  in  the  same  water, 
and  two  female  patients  placed  in  a  bath  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Campbell  continues  to  devote  his  skill  and  energy  to  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Institution,  in  which  he  is  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  Gil- 
land,  whose  services,  we  are  glad  to  find,  have  been  lately  recog¬ 
nised,  by  an  increase  of  his  salary  to  200  I.

With  the  following  three  exceptions  the  deaths  were  from  ordi¬ 
nary  causes.  (1).  A  man  died  from  exhaustion,  after  fractures  of 
the  ribs.  (2).  Another,  a  case  of  general  paralysis,  died  from  suffo¬ 
cation  while  at  tea  in  the  hall.  ( 3).  A  third  man,  while  absent  on 
trial,  was  found  drowned  in  a  disused  shaft  of  a  coal  mine. 

The  particulars  of  the  above  cases,  in  which  inquests  were  held, 
were  duly  reported  to  our  Board. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good.  The  patients  registered 
as  under  medical  treatment,  being  5  in  the  male  division  and  4  in 
the  female.  We  found  only  4  men  and  1  woman  in  bed.  The 
latest  ward  returns,  relative  to  employment,  yield  the  following

The  attendance  at  Divine  service  in  the  Asylum  Church  on  the 
Sunday  before  our  visit  comprised  115  male  and  83  female  patients. 
Daily  morning  prayers  are  read,  before  breakfast,  in  the  hall. 

The  instances  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  have  been  very  few. 
Three  patients  only  have  been  secluded  during  the  present  year,  one 
on  three  occasions,  and  the  two  others  only  once  each.  One  male 
patient  only  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  subjected  to  restraint  in 
any  form,  and  that  for  medical  reasons. 

As  respects  the  personal  condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients, 
we  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  we  found  them,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  suitably  and  well  dressed,  quiet  and  orderly.  None  made 
any  complaints,  and  we  were  very  favourably  impressed  by  the  care 
and  attention  to  their  wants  and  comforts  shown  by  the  attendants 
in  charge. 

dhe  Asylum,  internally  and  externally,  is  in  most  creditable  order, 
and  presents  a  cheerful  and  comfortable  aspect.  The  wards  arc 
well  furnished  and  decorated,  the  walls  of  the  day-rooms  being  all 
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painted  below  and  papered  above.  The  absence  of  corridors,,  and  Appendix  (E.) 
the  appropriation  of  several  small  rooms,  originally  designed  for 
attendants,  as  quiet  reading-rooms,  contribute  to  the  domestic 
character  and  aspect  of  the  wards. 

The  beds  are  ail  of  hair,  and  the  bedding  is  good  and  ample.  The 
means  of  personal  washing  are  good  and  sufficient. 

The  bathing  arrangements  are  satisfactory,  excepting  that  the 
supply  of  water  is  not  sufficient  to  allow  of  every  patient  having  a 
fresh  bath,  which  is  very  desirable. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  11  s. 

The  patients  are  distributed  as  follows :  in  the  main  building 
are  140  men  and  98  women ;  the  workshop  and  laundry,  detached 
blocks,  contain  respectively  59  and  61  patients. 

The  patients  in  those  blocks  take  all  their  meals  therein. 

Of  the  inmates  of  the  main  building  on  the  day  of  our  visit,  all 
but  25  men  and  23  women,  i.e.  115  of  the  former  and  75  of  the 
latter,  were  assembled  at  dinner  in  the  general  hall.  Their  de¬ 
meanour  was  most  orderly,  and  the  dinner  was  comfortably  served. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  as  follows :  in  the  male  division  are  15 
ordinary  attendants,  of  whom  one  is  assisted  by  his  wife ;  and  in  the 
female  division  there  are  12  ward  nurses  and  2  laundry  maids.  On 
each  side  also  there  are  a  head  and  night  attendant. 

The  system  of  night  watch  continues  to  be  effectively  carried 
out,  and  to  work  very  satisfactorily.  The  register  compiled  from 
the  daily  ward  returns,  applicable  to  all  matters  relative  to  the 
patients,  is  in  a  most  convenient  form,  and  carefully  kept. 

The  male  division  of  the  Asylum,  including  a  dormitory  properly 
belonging  to  the  female  division  of  the  main  building,  is  now  full, 
and  there  are  only  eight  vacant  beds  on  the  female  side. 

In  these  circumstances,  it  is  a  matter  of  pressing  importance  that 
the  additional  buildings  on  each  side  of  the  Asylum,  of  which  the 
plans  have  been  submitted  to  our  Board,  and  approved,  should  be 
erected  without  delay.  W e  regret  to  learn  that,  as  respects  the 
female  additional  buildings  referred  to,  the  intentions  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors  have  been  for  the  present  frustrated  by  the  rejec¬ 
tion  of  the  plans  by  the  Justices  in  quarter  session. 

We  learn  also,  with  much  regret,  that  the  justices  in  quarter 
sessions  have  declined  to  sanction,  or  make  the  requisite  grant  for 
the  erection,  much  needed,  of  farm  buildings,  and  a  brewhouse,  &c. ; 
plans  for  which  had  been  carefully  prepared  by  Mr.  Martin,  the 
architect  of  the  asylum,  and  adopted  by  the  visitors.  As  a  temporary 
expedient,  the  old  farm  house  has  been  pulled  down,  and  a  farm 
labourer’s  cottage  and  piggeries  are  in  course  of  being  erected  by 
the  labour  of  patients.  We  have  to  report,  with  much  approbation, 
the  works  which  have  to  a  great  extent  been,  and  are  in  progress  of 
being  successfully  carried  out  by  the  labour  of  the  patients,  under 
Dr.  Yellowlee’s  special  direction  and  supervision,  in  the  way  of  em¬ 
banking  and  straigthening  the  course  of  the  river  and  other  works ; 
whereby,  amongst  other  advantages,  about  six  acres  of  unproductive 
“  gorse  ”  land  on  the  further  side  of  the  river  have  been  reclaimed 
and  brought  into  cultivation.

We  yesterday  inspected  the  asylum,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
6  men  and  9  women  absent  on  trial,  saw  all  the  patients.

June  last,  and  their  present  numbers,  are  set  forth  in  the  following

Inquests  were  held  in  two  cases: — 1.  That  of  a  man  who  had 
softening  of  the  brain,  and  who  died,  three  days  after  admission, 
immediately  after  treatment  by  packing  in  a  wet  sheet.  2.  That 
of  a  woman  whose  death  was  due  to  an  injury  to  the  spine,  sus-  - 
tamed,  before  her  admission,  by  jumping  out  of  a  window. 

.  ^ie  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  61 
in  number ;  viz.,  24  males  and  37  females. 
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The  instances  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  have  been  5  in  the  APPendl*  (E- 
male  division  and  41  in  the  female ;  the  former  in  the  cases  of  4* 
and  the  latter  of  28  patients.

The  Chapel,  which  will  accommodate  only  210  patients,  is  filled 
at  the  Sunday  services,  and  on  weekdays  attended  by  about  30 
men  and  25  women. 

A  chapel  adequate  to  the  wants  of  this  Asylum  ought  to  accom¬ 
modate  at  least  400  patients,  and  we  trust  that  the  matter  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  serious  consideration  of  the  visitors. 

The  Asylum  is  now  estimated  to  afford  accommodation  for  618 
patients;  294  males  and  324  females. 

The  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division  are,  at  present,  only  7,  and 
in  the  female  17 ;  so  that  the  patients  on  the  books  would,  within 
12,  fill  the  asylum. 

In  these  circumstances,  it  becomes  an  important  question  how  and 
where  adequate  future  provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  pauper 
lunatics  of  the  county. 

It  is  material  here  to  observe  that  the  total  amount  of  land  in  the 
possession  of  the  asylum  is  only  80  acres,  of  which  as  many  as  34 
are  rented  by  the  year. 

The  ordinary  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at  present  8  s.  6d., 
and  that  for  out-county  patients  12  s. 

In  reference  to  the  observations  and  suggestions  in  the  last  Re¬ 
port,  we  have  to  state  as  follows : — ■ 

1.  The  extension  and  improved  arrangements  of  the  laundry  de“ 
partment  in  progress  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  have  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  the  body  linen  of  the  patients  is  now  changed  twice 
a  week. 

2.  Satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  cleaning  and 
drying  soiled  bedding,  near  the  washhouse. 

3.  The  means  of  personal  washing  have  been  increased,  by  the 
construction  of  lavatories,  with  ranges  of  fixed  basins  in  recesses  in 
connexion  with  2  male  and  4  female  ground,  for  wards,  providing 
therein  a  proportion  of  one  basin  to  four  patients. 

4.  As  respects  baths,  more  than  one  patient  is  not  now  placed  in 
the  same  water.  This,  however,  is  affected  by  limiting  the  depth 
of  the  water  in  the  bath  to  three  inches,  a  quantity  manifestly  in¬ 
sufficient  for  a  proper  weekly  bath. 
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We  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  general 
crood  order  of  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding. 

^  The  aspects,  however,  of  the  galleries  and  clay-rooms  would  be 
much  improved  by  a  better  supply  of  flowering  plants,  and  other 
decorations  and  objects  of  interests. 

With  a  few  exceptions  in  ward  4  in  the  males,  and  wards  14 
(upper  and  lower)  in  the  female  division,  the  patients,  at  the  time 
of  our  visit,  were  tranquil  and  orderly.  We  may  here  remark,  as 
the  result  of  our  experience,  that  a  great  improvement,  as  regards 
the  habit  and  demeanour  of  the  more  excited  class  of  patients  would, 
we  are  strongly  of  opinion,  result  from  their  separation  from  each 
other  and  more  general  association  with  others,  and  by  affording 
them  the  means  of  extended  out-door  exercise. 

The  arrangements  for  recreation  and  amusements  are  the  same  as 
previously  reported.  During  the  winter  months  there  are  frequent 
dances  and  dramatic  entertainments.  In  the  summer,  parties  of  pa¬ 
tients  of  both  sexes,  are  assembled  to  hear  the  practice  of  the  band 
in  the  airing-courts,  and  they  enjoy  country  walks  and  occasional 
excursions  ;  select  numbers  also  attend  entertainments  in  the  city. 

Upon  inquiry,  however,  we  learnt  that  as  many  as  350  patients 
never  walk  beyond  their  airing-courts,  and  we  again  strongly  re¬ 
commend  the  early  formation,  around  the  inner  boundary  of  the 
estate,  of  a  dry  cinder  or  gravel  path  available  for  extended  ex¬ 
ercise  daily  to  large  numbers  now  entirely  restricted  to  their  courts. 

Circumstances  which  have  occurred  elsewhere  lead  us  to  suggest 
that,  for  the  better  security  of  suicidal  patients,  the  existence  of 
the  fatal  propensity  should  be  communicated  in  writing  to  the 
attendants  on  taking  charge  of  the  patients,  in  addition  to  the  verbal 
instructions  now  given  to  them  in  such  cases  b}^  the  medical  officers. 
Since  the  last  visit  a  wall  has  been  built  on  the  north  side  of  the 
field  recently  purchased,  and  is,  as  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Toller, 
about  shortly  to  be  continued  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
estate,  which  will  screen  off  the  public  path,  and  facilitate  the 
formation  of  the  walk  which  we  have  suggested  for  the  patients. 

A  Turkish  bath  has  been  recently  constructed  and  brought 
into  use. 

The  condition  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  be,  upon  the  whole, 
very  satisfactory,  and  Mr.  Toller,  who  shows  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  cases  of  the  patients  individually,  appears  to  devote  his  best 
energies  to  the  discharge  of  his  onerous  duties  as  superintendent. 


Hants  County  Asylum. 

10  October  1868. 

We  have  to-day  gone  over  every  part  of  this  asylum  and  seen  all 

the  patients,  whose  condition,  upon  the  whole,  we  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  16th  April  1867,  there  have  been  242  ad¬ 
missions,  134  discharges,  and  106  deaths;  the  proportions  of  male 
and  female  being,  under  the  first  head,  113  and  129;  under  the 
second,  54  and  80  ;  and  under  the  third,  50  and  56.  Forty  of  those 
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discharged  were  non-county  patients,  transferred  to  other  asylums  Appendix  (E.) 
to  make  room  for  new  admissions,  and  of  these,  17  were  entered  as 
haying  been  relieved ;  the  recoveries  on  the  whole  number  dis¬ 
charged  being  91.  All  the  deaths  but  one  were  from  ordinary 
causes,  the  principal  being  general  palsy  and  epilepsy,  disease  of  the 
lungs  and  heart,  maniacal  excitement  and  senile  decay ;  the  excep¬ 
tion  being  a  death  from  injuries  received  in  a  struggle  with  another 
patient,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  specially  considered  by 
our  Board  at  the  time,  after  forming  the  subject  of  inquiry  before 
the  coroner.  The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are  283  males,  and 
336  females,  altogether  619  patients,  being  two  in  excess  of  those 
seen  at  the  last  visit,  when  the  crowding  of  the  smaller  dormitories 
on  both  sides  was  remarked  upon.  This  disadvantage  continues, 
and  in  fixing  the  complement  to  which  the  present  building  should 
be  restricted,  it  will  be  desirable  to  keep  in  mind  that  each  of  these 
dormitories  should  be  relieved  of  one  bed.  The  numbers  here  of 
non-county  and  out-county  patients  are  still  as  many  as  126  ;  Ports¬ 
mouth  having  50,  Winchester  33,  and  Southampton,  which  had  65 
at  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  having  now  only  29. 

There  was  freedom  from  excitement  in  both  divisions  to-day,  and 
much  that  was  satisfactory,  as  to  dress  and  personal  appearance,  in 
the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  both.  The  men’s  wards  and  galleries 
are  still  greatly  behind  the  women’s  in  respect  of  cheerfulness  and 
comfort,  and  on  both  sides  the  defects  of  those  occupied  by  the  least 
favourable  classes  of  patients  continue  to  be,  in  our  opinion,  very 
grave ;  but  we  had  pleasure  in  observing  to-day  that,  since  the  last 
visit,  a  step  towards  improvement  has  been  taken  in  the  direction  so 
frequently  recommended  in  these  entries ;  bagatelle-boards  having 
been  introduced  into  every  ward,  and  pianos  placed  in  three  or  four 
on  the  female  side,  including  the  worst.  We  were  informed,  also, 
that  a  hundred  yards  of  carpeting  have  been  ordered  for  the  bed¬ 
rooms,  and  that  the  hot-house  accommodation  has  been'  doubled  with 
the  view  of  raising  more  plants  for  the  galleries  and  day-rooms. 

This  will  be  followed,  we  trust,  by  the  introduction,  into  such  as  are 
comparatively  bare,  of  more  furniture  of  a  domestic  kind,  such  as 
chairs,  small  tables,  reclining  seats  and  sofas  ;  the  latter  especially 
necessary  where  such  unusual  numbers  of  infirm  and  epileptic  are 
congregated  in  particular  wards,  and  where  it  is  very  undesirable 
that  so  many  should  be,  as  we  found  them  to-day,  lying  about  on 
beds  or  pillows  of  coir  spread  on  the  floor  of  their  day-room.  Besides 
the  addition  we  have  mentioned  to  the  means  of  amusement  in  the 
wards,  we  noticed  more  books  and  papers  in  them  to-day;  and  we 
were  glad  to  find  that  an  increased  sum  of  money  had  been  lately 
voted  with  a  view  to  the  supply  of  a  greater  variety  of  interesting 
publications  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

As  to  another  important  subject,  the  supply  of  additional  baths 
also  strongly  recommended  at  the  last  visit,  satisfactory  action  will 
now  very  shortly  be  taken.  It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  number 
by  eight,  and  to  construct  two  bath-rooms  with  dressing-rooms 
attached,  when  we  trust  it  may  be  also  found  practicable  to  change 
the  water  for  each  patient.  By  a  most  praiseworthy  arrangement 
already  made,  the  men’s  body  linen  is  now  changed  twice  a  week. 

The  number  of  straw  beds  was  remarked  upon  at  the  last  visit, 
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and  appears  to  have  been  a  little  over-stated.  There  are  still  re¬ 
tained  22  in  the  male  and  15  in  the  female  dormitories,  which  every 
possible  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  diminish,  and  we  repeat  the 
recommendation  that  low  padded  bedsteads  should  be  substituted  for 
the  beds  now  made  up  on  the  floor  for  epileptic  patients.  The  sug¬ 
gestion  as  to  suicidal  patients,  and  the  propriety  of  all  necessary  in¬ 
formation  as  to  their  habits  and  tendencies  being  in  possession  of  the 
attendants  and  nurses  of  their  respective  wards,  we  find  have  been 
carried  out.  A  woman,  strongly  suicidal,  made  a  deliberate  attempt 
at  self-destruction  not  many  days  ago  by  sitting  down  on  the  day- 
room  fire,  but  she  was  rescued  by  the  nurses  of  the  ward  with  a 
severe  burn  on  one  of  her  thighs  and  legs.  She  was  in  bed  to-day, 
reported  to  be  going  on  well ;  and  we  saw  also  in  bed,  as  we  passed 
through  the  galleries,  10  other  women  and  2  men.  The  numbers 
entered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  61 ;  22  males  and  39  females ; 
among  whom  are  some  who  were  admitted  in  very  feeble  condition. 

Seclusion  is  still  largely  used  at  this  asylum,  there  having  been, 
in  the  interval  of  nearly  18  months  since  the  last  visit,  647  instances 
of  it  extending  over  99  patients,  56  males  and  43  females.  Of  these 
instances  36  are  entered  as  rendered  necessary  for  medical  treatment ; 
93  as  applied  to  epileptic  patients,  and  518,  representing  an  aggre¬ 
gate  of  5,007  hours,  as  on  account  of  excitement.  These  figures 
seem  to  show  that  it  would  at  least  be  worth  the  trial,  whether, 
as  in  other  asylums  equally  afflicted  with  unfavourable  cases,  the 
troublesome  patients,  generally,  might  not  be  made  less  troublesome 
by  making  the  wards  in  which  they  are  placed  more  comfortable  and 
cheerful.  It  is  proper  to  state,  in  connection  with  these  as  with  the 
other  wards,  that  we  found  every  part  of  the  asylum  to-day  scrupu¬ 
lously  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  air  perfectly  pure ;  that 
there  are  very  few  unsightly  dresses  ;  and  that  the  attendants  and 
nurses  seemed  to  be  discharging  their  duties  carefully.  It  is  an 
indication  of  vigilance  in  this  respect,  that  out  of  so  large  a  number 
of  helpless  and  epileptic,  there  should  only  have  been  16  of  both 
sexes  wet  and  dirty  last  night. 

The  arrangements  for  regular  occupation,  associated  amusements, 
chapel  attendance,  and  occasional  exercise  beyond  the  grounds,  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  unaltered.  Not  more  than  114  men,  76  out  of  doors, 
and  38  indoors,  are  employed  daily ;  and,  including  the  ward 
helpers,  169  women,  of  whom  54  are  in  the  laundry,  and  65  in  the 
needle-room.  The  attendance  at  the  associated  amusements  is 
limited  to  76  of  the  men  and  141  of  the  women;  and  at  chapel, 
where  the  restricted  size  of  the  building  is  itself  a  compulsory  limit, 
275  patients  out  of  the  619,  that  is,  1L44  males  and  131  females, 
attended  last  Sunday.  The  numbers  taken  occasionally  beyond  the 
airing-courts  are  altogether  only  180,  or  75  men,  and  105  women. 

We  were  impressed  to-day,  as  at  previous  visits,  by  the  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  patients  and  familiarity  with  their  several  cases, 
displayed  by  Doctor  Manley,  of  whose  active  and  zealous  superin¬ 
tendence  we  saw  otherwise  ample  evidence ;  and  Mr.  Pater,  who 
also  accompanied  us  through  the  wards,  takes  an  obvious  interest  in 
the  duties  which  he  appears  to  discharge  most  efficiently. 
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Kent  County  Asylum. 

9  June  1868. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  visited  every  part  of  this  asylum 
now  in  occupation,  and  have  seen  and  examined  therein  795  patients, 
314  men  and  481  women;  of  the  former,  170  being  in  the  old  build¬ 
ing,  and  144  in  the  additional  building ;  and  of  the  latter,  the  old 
building  containing  301,  and  the  additional  building  180.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  present  estimate  of  beds  made  up,  this  leaves  50  male  and 
60  female  vacancies ;  but,  upon  completion  of  the  buildings  in  pro¬ 
gress,  much  of  the  existing  dormitory  space  will  have  to  be  restored 
to  galleries  and  day-rooms,  and  of  patients  belonging  to  the  county 
of  Kent  there  are  now  at  Dartford  44,  and  at  Fisherton  55.  We 
were  glad  to  observe  to-day  the  continued  advance  made  in  the  new 
offices  and  additional  wards,  it  being  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  new 
kitchen  and  dining-hall  will  be  occupied  early  next  spring. 

Since  our  colleagues  were  here  on  the  15th  and  16th  of  last 
October,  112  males  and  148  females  have  been  admitted,  79  males 
and  89  females  have  been  discharged,  and  40  males  and  31  females 
have  died.  Of  the  168  discharges,  67  had  recovered,  38  were  re¬ 
lieved,  and  61  were  transfers,  chiefly  to  Fisherton  and  Dartford, 
with  the  view  of  making  further  room  for  recent  cases.  There  was 
besides,  an  escape  from  each  division.  Inquests  were  held  in  two  of 
the  deaths.  One  was  from  suffocation  by  stoppage  of  the  tube  in¬ 
serted  in  the  windpipe  of  a  man  who  had  cut  his  throat  three  months 
before  ;  the  other  was  a  suicide  of  a  man  whose  friends  had  taken 
him  out,  by  permission  of  Dr.  Kirkman,  for  a  day’s  visit,  which, 
unhappily,  gave  the  opportunity  for  the  act,  the  friends  having 
carelessly  neglected  the  conditions  imposed  on  them.  The  occur¬ 
rence  will  have  to  be  considered  doubly  unfortunate,  if  it  should  be 
held  to  necessitate  the  withdrawal  from  Dr.  Kirkman  of  a  power, 
which  it  is,  in  our  opinion,  highly  desirable  that  every  superinten¬ 
dent  should  possess.  The  principal  causes  of  the  remainder  of  the 
deaths  were  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  maniacal  exhaustion,  senile 
decay,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  (we  regret  to  add) 
typhoid  fever.  This  disorder  had  broken  out  previous  to  the  last 
visit,  when  10  cases  were  reported,  and  two  deaths  (one  being  that 
of  a  nurse);  and  we  have  now  to  record  20  cases  since,  15  among 
the  patients  and  five  among  the  officers  and  servants,  two  deaths 
having  occurred  of  the  latter,  and  four  deaths  of  patients,  the  last 
of  which  took  place  on  Saturday  last  only,  and  a  male  patient 
having  since  been  attacked.  Great  doubt  at  first  existed  as  to  the 
most  probable  assignable  cause  for  this  disorder  ;  but  from  what  has 
been  communicated  to  us  to-day,  there  can,  we  think,  be  no  ques¬ 
tion  that  it  took  its  rise  in  some  poisoning  of  the  drinking  water 
by  an  escape  (very  recently  discovered)  of  some  portion  of  the 
sewage  into  the  well.  The  latter  is  now  disused,  except  for  build¬ 
ing  purposes ;  and  prompt  means  have  been  taken  to  correct  the 
evil,  as  well  as  to  obtain,  meanwhile,  the  necessary  water  supply. 
The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  to-day  are  83,  of  whom  47 
are  taking  medicine  for  bodily  disorders.  But  the  serious  cases 
are  very  few.

180  Appendix  to  Twenty-third  Report 

The  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  at  the  time  of  our 
visit,  in  regard  to  freedom  from  excitement  and  generally  as  to  cloth- 
in  a*  and  appearance,  we  thought  satisfactory.  The  marked  excep¬ 
tions  were  among  the  women,  of  whom  several  have  still  strong 
dresses;  not  a  few  wear  pinafores  and  locked  boots  (some  without  ^ 
stockings)  ;  and  some  in  the  more  ordinary  dresses  are  dirty  and  un¬ 
tidy,  as  well  as  manifestly  given  to  habits  which  more  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  nurses,  and  a  better  provision  of  amusement  in  their 
wards,  would  certainly  have  the  effect  of  gradually  correcting. 
While  we  say  this,  we  desire  strongly  to  express  our  sense  of  the 
strenuous  and  successful  efforts  of  Dr.  Kirkman  generally  to.  im¬ 
prove  the  condition  and  the  habits  of  the  inmates  of  both  divisions. 
Those  efforts  we  believe  to  be  unceasing;  and  that  there  should 
still  be  so  many  defects  to  amend,  shows  the  extent  and  magnitude 
of  the  difficulty  that  has  had  to  be  contended  with. 

It  was  stated  at  the  visit,  eight  months  ago,  that  of  the  beds  occu 
pied  by  482  patients  in  the  old  building,  159  were  then  soiled  nightly. 
Acting  since  upon  a  recommendation  then  made,  these  troublesome 
cases  have  been  judiciously  dispersed  somewhat  more  over  the  addi¬ 
tional  building,  for  which,  at  the  same  time,  an  additional  night 
nurse  in  each  division  was  supplied,  with  proper  instruction  for 
attention  to  individual  patients  ;  and  the  very  satisfactory  result  has 
been,  that  the  average  return  of  all  soiled  beds  does  not  now  exceed 
65  or  67.  In  the  same  interval  the  seclusions  recorded  appears  to 
be  very  small,  not  more  than  seven  instances  being  entered  as  ap¬ 
plicable  to  three  patients ;  but  there  is  evidently  more  which  does 
not  find  proper  record,  judging  from  our  experience  to-day  ;  and 
Dr.  Kirkman  has  assured  us  that  in  future,  where  (to  save  trouble 
to  attendants)  the  door  is  locked  on  troublesome  patients  during  the 
day,  this  will  be  entered  as  seclusion. 

Besides  the  new  attendants  engaged  for  night  duty,  direction  has 
been  given,  since  the  last  visit,  that  eight  additional  day  attendants 
should  be  supplied  to  the  wards,  and  of  these  we  saw  six  on  duty  to¬ 
day.  Additions  to  the  pictures,  birds,  and  other  means  of  interest¬ 
ing  the  inmates,  so  necessary  where  there  are  so  many  that  never 
leave  the  wards,  appears  to  have  been  made ;  and,  considering  how 
much  is  still  to  do  in  this  direction,  we  were  pleased  to  learn  that 
there  has  been  this  year  a  very  liberal  grant  for  recreation  purposes. 
The  usual  associated  entertainments  continue  to  be  regularly  given, 
and  the  Christmas  theatricals  were  attended  by  nearly  300  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes.  The  chapel,  which  will  hold  fairly  but  50 
more,  is  always  filled,  and  will  have  to  be  enlarged  on  completion  of 
the  works  in  progress.  The  returns  of  those  regularly  employed 
continue  to  show  of  how  unfavourable  a  kind  a  large  proportion  of 
the  patients  received  must  be.  ISTot  more  than  half  of  each  sex  seem 
to  be  capable  of  useful  daily  occupation. 

Among  things  done  since  the  last  visit  of  a  praiseworthy  kind, 
additional  garden  seats  have  been  placed ;  walks  and  paths  have 
been  so  covered  as  to  admit  of  more  out-door  recreation  in  unfavour¬ 
able  weather ;  the  walks  beyond  the  asylum  boundary  have  been 
more  frequent ;  and,  by  purchases  of  some  fresh  land,  the  public 
road  adjoining  the  asylum  is  in  course  of  being  diverted  from  its 
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class  of  patients.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  to  regret  that  more  of  - 

the  flagged  floors  have  not  been  removed  from  the  bed-rooms,  and 
that  direction  has  not  yet  been  given  .for  the  formation  of  a  good 
broad  walk  round  the  boundary  of  the  asylum  estate,  which,  to  the 
many  who  can  never  go  beyond  its  precincts,  would  be  so  great  a 
boon. 

On  the  whole,  however,  our  visit  has  been  satisfactory  to  us,  and 
we  think  that  the  superintendent,  in  his  continued  endeavours  to 
improve  the  asylum,  finds  very  efficient  help  in  his  assistant  medical 
officers,  Mr.  Spencer  and  Mr.  Hughes. 


Lancaster  County  Asylum. 

27  and  28  February  1868. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  visited  every  part  of  this 
asylum  and  seen  all  the  patients ;  their  condition  upon  the  whole 
was  very  satisfactory,  and  everything  was  in  the  best  order. 

Since  the  asylum  was  visited  on  the  24th  and  25th  July  in  last 
year  there  have  been  94  admissions,  60  discharges,  and  43  deaths  ; 
the  proportion  of  males  and  females  under  these  several  heads  being 
in  the  first  59  and  35,  the  second  40  and  20,  and  the  third  24  and 
19,  besides  which  one  man  effected  his  escape.  Of  those  discharged 
34  males  and  15  females  had  recovered,  and  in  only  one  of  the  deaths, 
that  of  a  paralysed  male  patient,  suffocated  in  eating,  an  inquest 
was  held.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  the 
principal  being  apoplexy  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain,  general 
paralysis  and  epilepsy,  and  pulmonary  consumption. 

The  numbers  on  the  register  to-day  are  962,  or  511  males  and 
451  females,  being  less  than  those  seen  at  the  last  visit  by  five  of 
the  former  and  four  of  the  latter.  The  existing  number  is,  how¬ 
ever,  the  complement  of  the  female  accommodation,  the  only  vacant 
beds  being  47  on  the  male  side  ;  and  we  regret  to  find  that  in  the 
interval  since  our  colleagues  were  here  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  refuse  56  applications  for  admission  in  the  female  division.  The 
conversion  of  the  old  chapel  into  a  female  dormitory  and  day-room 
would  have  been  proceeded  with  before  this,  but  for  an  objection 
taken  at  Whitehall  to  the  position  proposed  for  the  servants’  offices  ; 
and  we  have  to-day  made  a  suggestion  which  will,  we  think,  remove 
the  ground  of  this  objection  without  requiring  that  the  store-room 
and  nurses’-room  should  be  at  the  north  end  of  the  building ;  but 
when  the  conversion  is  effected,  room  will  only  be  obtained  for  28 
more  beds,  and  we  must  still  strongly  reiterate  the  recommendations 
made  in  July  for  a  selection  of  such  cases  as  might  admit  of  safe 
removal  to  workhouses,  or  with  which  experiment  might  be  made  of 
applying  the  statutory  provision  for  leave  of  absence  to  their  homes. 
No  such  trial  has  yet  been  made,  nor  is  any  one  at  present  absent 
on  leave. 

Notwithstanding  the  overcrowding  of  many  of  the  (too  small) 
day-rooms  in  both  divisions,  the  inmates  were  in  a  marked  degree 
throughout  quiet  and  orderly,  no  excitement  prevailing  anywhere. 
Their  clothing  we  also  thought  extremely  good,  especially  that  of 
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Appendix  (E.)  the  women  ;  and  the  greater  amount  of  occupation  in .  the  wards 

-  accounted  for  the  generally  superior  condition  of  the  inmates  of 

this  division.  The  men’s  wards  are  certainly  deficient  m  ordinary 
means  of  amusement;  even  the  admirable  day-room  in  the  new 
block  has  not  a  bagatelle  board ;  and  the  two  or  three  such  boards 
seen  by  us  in  the  old  building  were  of  such  an  inferior  make  that  it 
did  not  surprise  us  to  learn  the  game  was  not  popular.  We  have 
to  add,  as  to  the  overcrowding,  that  its  inconvenience  struck  us  most 
forcibly  in  the  male  wards,  Nos.  1  and  5  ;  and  as  to  the  latter,  now 
containing  46  patients,  Mr.  Broadhurst  purposes  at  once  to  transfer 
to  the  detached  building  such  cases  as  may  be  found  suitable  for  it. 
The  day-room  of  No.  1  is  not  only  too  small,  but,  owing  to  the 
height  of  the  windows  precluding  any  view  into  the  airing-courts, 
is  very  gloomy.  It  would  be  extremely  desirable,  we  think,  that 
these  windows  should  be  lowered,  that  the  adjoining  attendants’- 
room  should  be  added  to  the  day-room  by  an  arched  communication 
in  the  intervening  wail,  that  the  present  objectionable  fixed  seats 
should  be  removed,  and  that  the  room  should  be  altogether  better 
furnished  and  decorated.  A  very  disorderly  class  of  patients  occu¬ 
pied  it  as  we  passed  through ;  and  though  we  found  it,  like  every 
other  part  of  the  asylum,  clean  and  well  attended  to,  a  most  bene¬ 
ficial  effect  upon  the  habits  of  its  inmates  might  be  expected  from 
rendering  it  more  cheerful,  and  giving  them  something  to  amuse  or 
interest  them  beyond  what  is  now  supplied.  With  No.  5  on  the 
female  side,  something  of  this  kind  has  been  done  since  the  last 
visit. 

The  dormitories  were  generally  in  excellent  order,  the  air  pure, 
and  the  bedding  clean  and  comfortable  ;  but  we  thought  the  means 
of  personal  washing  inadequate  in  some  of  the  wards,  on  the  male 
side  particularly.  No  5  may  again  be  instanced  as  containing  46 
patients  and  only  one  small  lavatory,  with  three  basins.  Immediate 
attention  should  be  given  to  this  defect  generally,  and  the  remedy 
in  the  particular  case  might  conveniently  be  supplied  out  of  a  small 
dormitory  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  ward.  The  important 
subject  of  the  bathing  arrangement  has  very  recently,  we  are  glad 
to  find,  been  under  the  notice  of  the  committee,  and  direction  has 
been  given  for  immediate  construction,  between  the  centre  building 
and  the  recreation-hall,  of  a  bath-room  and  dressing-room  containing 
from  six  to  eight  baths.  This  will  remedy  the  existing  very  objec¬ 
tionable  practice  of  putting  four  male  patients  at  the  same  time 
into  one  large  bath  ;  but  there  will  still  remain,  on  the  female  side 
in  the  main  building,  a  deficiency  both  in  the  number  of  baths  and 
in  the  supply  of  hot  water,  which  we  trust  will  find  early  considera¬ 
tion.  The  only  class  of  the  inmates  at  present  who  can  have  fresh 
water  at  each  bath  are  those  occupying  respectively  the  laundry  and 
detached  male  blocks,  about  120  of  each  sex.  In  the  latter  block, 
we  may  add,  effect  will  shortly  be  given  to  a  recommendation  made 
at  the  last  visit  by  placing  the  chief  attendants  to  live  there. 

The  arrangements  for  regular  employments,  out-door  exercise, 
and  associated  entertainments,  appear  to  be  as  usual  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  sufficient.  On  the  land  104  men  work  daily;  in  the  work¬ 
shops  about  46 ;  and  in  connection  with  the  latter  we  have  to  re¬ 
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formerly  occupied  by  the  tailors,  and  by  the  conversion,  which  we 

think  judicious,  of  a  16-bedded  dormitory  in  the  detached  block 

into  a  new  tailor’s  shop.  In  sewing  or  knitting  260  of  the  women 

are  occupied  daily  ;  and  in  the  laundry  and  domestic  offices  there 

are  72.  The  average  attendance  at  Sunday  service  in  the  new 

chapel  is  upwards  of  500,  and  on  week  days  about  250  ;  the  numbers 

being  about  310  of  both  sexes,  who  take  part  in  the  fortnightly 

dances  or  attend  the  theatrical  performances ;  and  another  associated 

amusement  being  what  are  called  “  coffee  parties,”  at  which  there 

are  generally  200  of  both  sexes  present.  These  appear  to  be 

simply  evenings  set  apart  for  social  games  and  talk,  and  are  said  to 

have  been  so  successful  that  we  hope  they  will  be  very  frequent. 

Regularly  taking  exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts,  but  within  the 
excellently  kept  grounds,  there  are  100 men  twice  a  week;  and  339 
women  have  the  privilege  twice  a  day  four  days  in  the  week  and 
once  a  day"  the  other  three.  Those  of  the  women  to  whom  the 
opportunity  is  afforded  once  a  day  for  three  days  in  the  week  of 
walking  beyond  the  asylum  estate,  are  216  ;  and  150  men  have  this 
privilege  twice  a  week. 

Adverting  further  to  matters  named  at  the  last  visit,  nothing  has 
yet  been  found  practicable,  we  regret  to  say,  towards  rendering  the 
reservoir  more  secure  ;  but  the  regulation  then  recommended  is  now 
in  practice,  by  which  those  who  bring  patients  to  the  asylum  are  not 
permitted  to  leave  until  personal  examination  of  the  latter  by  the 
medical  officer  has  taken  place  ;  and,  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
residence  of  the  chief  attendant  in  the  detached  block,  we  trust  that 
when  this  is  effected  the  attendant  recently  engaged  for  the  night 
charge  there  will  be  transferred  for  ordinary  night  duty  to  the  main 
building,  where  such  additional  assistance  is  now  much  needed.  Of 
alterations  or  improvements  generally  carried  out  since  the  last 
visit,  may  be  noticed  an  additional  kitchen  range,  a  new  serving- 
room  window  and  verandah  between  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  a 
liberal  introduction  of  chairs  into  the  several  dormitories  and  sleep¬ 
ing-rooms.  The  committee  appear  to  have  had  also  under  their 
consideration  the  inadequacy  to  the  requirements  of  the  present 
size  of  the  asylum,  of  the  existing  washhouse  and  appliances,  wherein 
we  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  found  indispensable  to  supplement 
manual  labour  by  introduction  of  some  simple  steam  machinery. 

Some  relief  in  this  direction  meanwhile  has  been  proposed  by  con¬ 
version  of  a  portion  of  the  piggeries  now  near  the  detached  block 
into  a  washhouse  for  the  rougher  parts  of  the  clothing  of  the  men 
to  be  worked  by  themselves,  and  we  should  regard  this  (including 
the  removal  of  the  pigs)  as  a  highly  desirable  arrangement. 

The  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has  comprised  87  patients,  of 
whom  52  were  men  and  35  women ;  the  number  last  entered  as 
under  medical  treatment  are  49  men  and  53  women ;  and  the  health 
appears  to  be  at  present  good,  very  few  being  observed  by  us  in 
bed  as  we  went  through  the  wards.  The  impression  derived  by  us 
in  all  respects  from  this  visit  as  to  the  condition  of  the  patients,  and 
the  careful  and  judicious  management  of  the  asylum,  has  been  very 
favourable. 
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Rainiiill  County  Asylum. 

5  September  1868. 

Upon  our  visit  to  the  Asylum  yesterday,  we  inspected  the  wards 
and  offices,  and  saw  all  the  patients.  We  have  this  day  inspected 
the  workshops  and  certain  rooms  recently  constructed,  and  about 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  over  the  visiting- 
rooms  and  porter’s-room. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  additional  story,  of  which  a  plan  ought, 
in  accordance  Avith  the  45th  section  of  the  i(  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
1853,”  to  have  been  submitted  to  our  Board,  is,  as  we  are  informed, 
about  300  L 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  21st  March  1867,  and  their 
present  numbers  :

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  who  died  from 
fracture  of  the  ribs  and  other  injuries  sustained  by  throwing  himself 
from  a  window  under  circumstances  fully  reported  to  the  Board, 
the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes. 

In  the  case  last  referred  to,  and  in  two  others  in  the  male  division, 
inquests  were  held. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  generally  is  satisfactory.  The 
patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment,  were  17  in  the 
male  and  34  in  the  female  division ;  of  the  former  7,  and  of  the 
latter  20,  were  yesterday  reported  as  sick  in  bed. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  secluded  since  the 
last  visit,  regard  being  had  to  the  size  of  the  Asylum,  have  been  very 
few.  At  the  time  of  our  visit,  one  man  and  two  women  were  in 
seclusion. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cjuiet  and  orderly  de¬ 
meanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  including  those  of  the  worst 
class. 

Their  personal  condition  generally,  as  to  dress  and  otherwise,  was 
satisfactory,  and  creditable  to  the  attendants  immediately  responsible 
lor  their  supervision  and  charge. 

We  saw  222  patients  (98  men  and  124  women),  the  extreme 
number  which  the  XT  all  will  accommodate,  assembled  at  dinner,  which 
was  comfortably  served,  and  consisted  of  good  soup  with  meat  in  it, 
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were  most  orderly.  - 

The  numbers  of  patients  attending  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on 
Sundays  have,  since  the  last  visit,  and  especially  of  late,  considerably 
increased,  and,  on  the  Sunday  before  our  visit,  were  about  130  of 
eacli  sex.  From  40  to  50  men,  and  rather  a  larger  number  of  wo¬ 
men,  are  usually  present  at  the  daily  morning  prayers  in  the 
Hall. 

The  daily  reports  showed  that,  on  the  day  of  our  first  visit,  218 
men  and  236  women  were  usefully  employed  ;  of  the  former  88  in 
the  garden  and  grounds,  and  34  as  artizans,  and  of  the  latter  133 
in  needlework  and  knitting,  &c. ;  41  in  the  laundry  department, 
and  32  in  the  kitchens  and  offices. 

About  12  men  are  generally  occupied  in  picking  coir,  and  making 
up  beds. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to  re¬ 
port  the  following : 

1.  in  wards  5  and  12,  on  the  male  and  female  side  respectively, 
the  day-rooms  have  been  enlarged  by  throwing  in  the  passages 
between  them  and  the  adjoining  dormitories. 

2.  Wooden  bedsteads  have,  to  a  great  extent,  been  substituted 
for  iron,  which  will  gradually  be  altogether  disused.  The  new  bed¬ 
steads,  which  arc  of  a  substantial  and  safe  construction,  are  all  made 
in  the  asylum. 

3.  The  walls  of  nearly  all  the  single  sleeping-rooms  have  been 
papered  and  painted. 

4.  No.  7  male  airing-court  has  been  much  improved  by  filling  up 
a  small  pond,  and  the  formation  on  the  site  of  a  croquet  ground. 

5.  There  are  no  longer  any  straw'  beds  in  the  asylum,  and  the 
result  of  their  total  disuse  has,  as  Dr.  Pogers  states,  been  attended 
with  manifest  benefit.  Partly,  no  doubt,  as  he  considers,  in  conse¬ 
quence  thereof,  the  numbers  of  beds  soiled  or  wet  at  night  have 
materially  diminished. 

The  recommendation  in  the  last  report  of  the  appointment  of  a 
second  night  attendant  in  each  division  has  not  been  adopted  by  the 
committee  of  visitors,  who  had  the  subject  under  consideration.  We 
trust  that  the  suggestion  will  be  borne  in  mind. 

The  very  defective  arrangements  in  the  laundry  department,  as 
respects  the  want  of  means  for  abridging  manual  labour  in  the  wash¬ 
house  by  steam  machinery,  continue  in  statu  quo ,  and  we  again 
strongly  urge  the  expediency,  on  sanitary  and  other  grounds,  of  its 
introduction,  in  accordance  with  the  system  now  generally  adopted 
in  Asylums,  even  those  of  much  less  magnitude  than  that  at  Pain- 
hill. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  our  attention  was  directed  to  the 
want  of  handrails  to  the  staircases,  which  are  very  unsafe  for  the 
aged  and  infirm.  The  stone  stairs  also,  in  some  cases,  require  re¬ 
moval  or  repairs.  W e  noticed  especially  the  stairs  leading  up  to 
No.  7  male  ward. 

We  found  the  galleries,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories,  beds  and  bed¬ 
ding,  very  clean  and  in  the  best  order.  The  interior  of  the  Asylum 
generally  presents  an  aspect  of  cheerfulness  and  comfort,  which  are 
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materially  promoted  by  a  large  supply  of  flowering  plants,  and  fur¬ 
niture  of  a  domestic  kind.  The  grounds  are  well  kept. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  were  afforded  an  opportunity  of 
perusing  the  Report  (which  has  been  printed  and  circulated)  of  the 
General  Finance  Committee  of  the  County,  about  to  be  presented  to 
the  Court  of  Annual  General  Session  on  the  10th  instant. 

In  that  Report,  under  the  head  of  “  Pauper  Lunacy  Accommoda¬ 
tion,”  after  noticing  with  satisfaction  the  introduction  into  the  Poor 
Law  Amendment  Act  of  last  Session  of  the  clause  (section  43  of 
31  &  32  Yict.  c.  122),  as  obviating  all  legal  difficulty  in  making 
arrangements  for  the  removal  of  chronic  and  harmless  lunatics  from 
asylums  to  workhouses,  the  Committee  observe  as  follows  :  “  The 
pressure  for  admission  into  the  Asylums  is  so  great  and  increasing 
(there  are  no  less  than  113  pauper  lunatics  in  the  Private  Lunatic 
Asylum  at  Haydock  Lodge,  which  the  County  Asylums  could  not 
accommodate),  that  your  Committee  are  most  reluctantly  compelled 
to  state  their  well-considered  opinion,  that  it  would  be  unwise  any 
longer  to  delay  the  preparatory  step  of  purchasing  a  site  for  a 
fourth  County  Asylum.” 

In  the  temporary  absence  on  the  day  of  our  first  visit  of  Dr. 
Rogers,  we  were  accompanied  upon  our  inspection  of  the  wards, 
male  and  female  respectively,  by  Mr.  Barker  and  Mr.  Stocks,  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers,  from  whom,  as  well  as  the  Matron  and 
Steward,  we  received  every  aid  and  information.

29  August  1868. 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  to  the  Asylum  yesterday  and  this  day, 
we  have  inspected  its  several  wards,  offices,  workshops,  farm  build¬ 
ings,  and  premises,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  of  each  sex  absent 
on  trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  record  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  12th  March  1867,  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  and  their  pre¬ 
sent  numbers :

Inquests  were  held  in  15  cases  (12  in  the  male  and  3  in  the 
female  division)  to  four  only  of  which  special  reference  need  here 
be  made,  viz.,  (1.)  a  man  who  died  from  maniacal  exhaustion,  three 
of  whose  ribs  were  found  to  have  been  fractured.  (2.)  A  man  from 
general  paralysis,  accelerated  by  pneumonia,  induced  by  fractured 
ribs.  (3.)  A  man  from  injuries  to  the  brain,  caused  by  blows  in- 
dieted  by  another  patient ;  and  (4)  a  woman  by  suicide.  All  the  above 
cases  were  duly  reported  to  our  Board,  and  formed  the  subjects  of 
official  correspondence. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  is  very  satisfactory ;  the 
patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  7 
in  the  male,  and  12  in  the  female  division. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit  115  men  and 
134  women  have  been  placed  in  seclusion  during  paroxysms  of 
maniacal  excitement ;  the  former  altogether  on  482,  and  the 
latter  on  586  occasions.  We  found  on  our  visits  7  male  patients 
and  5  females  secluded.

_  Sunday  is,  280  on  the  male  side  and  302  on  the  female,  and  morn- 

ino’  daily  prayers  are  attended  by  150  men  and  180  women. 

*About  100  patients  (45  of  the  male  and  55  of  the  female  sex)  are 
present  at  the  weekly  services  of  the  Eoman  Catholic  priest. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  continue  as  heretofore. 
About  180  male  patients  and  200  females  walk  out  in  parties 
daily  on  a  gravelled  road  within  the  boundary  of  the  estate,  the 
former  from  11  till  1  o’clock,  and  the  latter  from  9  till  11,  and 
again  in  the  afternoon. 

"  The  men  so  taken  out  for  walks  are  of  the  worst  class,  and  the 
women  of  the  same  class,  and  those  engaged  in  sedentary  occupations. 

The  personal  condition  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise  of  the  patients 
generally,  was  most  satisfactory. 

With  very  few  exceptions  their  demeanour  was  quiet  and  orderly. 

We  have  nothing  on  this  occasion  specially  to  report  in  reference 
to  recreation  and  amusement,  for  which  good  provision  is  made. 
The  supply  of  books  and  periodicals  in  the  wards  appears  to  be  ample. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  state  and  aspect  of  the 
day-rooms  and  galleries,  all  of  which  are  comfortably  furnished 
with  articles  of  a  domestic  character.  The  bed-rooms  also  through¬ 
out  the  Asylum  were  very  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  the  best  order. 

The  detached  Hospital  was  completed  and  brought  into  use  in 
June  of  last  year,  and  it  is  now  provisionally  occupied  by  50  female 
patients  of  the  better  class  ;  the  rooms  are  spacious  and  cheerful, 
and  very  well  furnished,  and  the  grounds  attached  to  it  are  orna¬ 
mentally  laid  out  in  walks  and  flower  beds,  and  a  portion  of  it  is  set 
apart  for  the  game  of  croquet. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  dining-halls  have  been  improved,  and  ren¬ 
dered  more  cheerful  in  appearance  by  pannelling  with  boards,  sten¬ 
cilled,  and  varnished. 

We  saw  the  patients  of  both  sexes  assembled  in  their  respective 
halls  at  dinner. 

That  of  the  male  patients  was  much  overcrowded,  and  is  of 
quite  inadequate  dimensions  for  the  numbers  dady  dining  in  it.  We 
trust  that  this  serious  defect  will  receive  the  earliest  attention  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors,  and  that  means  may  be  taken  for  considerably 
enlarging  it. 

The  new  farm  buildings  are  nearly  completed. 

The  plans  for  these  additions  to  the  Asylum  buildings  ought  to 
have  been  submitted  to  our  Board,  with  a  view  to  a  report  thereon 
for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit  of  the  substitution  of  a 
solid  dinner  for  pea  soup  has  been  carried  out,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the 
patients  have  now  a  dinner  of  baked  meat  and  potatoes. 

Dr.  Bice  has,  since  the  last  visit,  succeeded  Dr.  Barker  as  Assist¬ 
ant  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  female  division. 

The  satisfactory  state  in  which  we  found  the  Asylum  and  patients 
is,  in  our  opinion,  most  creditable  to  the  management  and  superin¬ 
tendence  of  Mr.  Holland,  and  the  other  Officers  acting  under  his 
direction. 
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Leicester  and  Rutland  Asylum. 

23  July  1868. 

W E  yesterday  visited  the  Asylum,  inspected  its  several  wards  and 
offices,  and  saw  the  patients ;  and  we  have  this  day  inspected  the 
workshops,  and  completed  our  inquiries. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting,  as  heretofore,  most  favourably 
of  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  the  day -rooms  and  dormitories, 
beds  and  bedding. 

Our  inspection  has,  upon  this  occasion,  included  a  new  temporary, 
detached  wooden  building,  of  two  storeys,  providing  day  and  night 
accommodation  for  38  patients  and  two  attendants  of  each  sex.  The 
rooms  are  spacious  and  airy,  and  well  adapted  to  their  purpose. 
Bath-rooms  have  yet  to  be  added,  and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  paint 
the  exterior.  A  small  space  in  connection  with  each  division  is 
inclosed  with  open  palings ;  that  of  the  male  patients  being  furnished 
with  a  skittle  alley,  and  that  of  the  females  with  a  swing.  We 
noticed,  as  a  serious  defect,  the  precipitous  construction  of  the  stairs, 
with  winders  leading  to  the  dormitories. 

The  building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  1,150/.,  and  is  intended  to 
be  occupied  as  at  present,  until  the  removal  of  the  Leicester  patients, 
from  80  to  90  in  number,  to  the  Borough  Asylum,  which  is  expected 
to  be  opened  in  October  1869. 

In  order  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  the  erection  of  this 
building,  the  weekly  charge  for  the  borough  patients  has  been  raised 
from  12  s.  6d.  to  15s.;  that  for  ordinary  patients  belonging  to  the 
united  counties  being  9  s. 

The  contractor  is  bound,  if  required  by  the  committee  of  visitors, 
in  October  next  year,  to  remove  the  building  and  pay  them  350/. 
for  the  materials.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  is  good.  The  patients  last 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  1 1  in  the  male  and  9 
in°the  female  division.  We  found  very  few  patients  of  either  sex 

in  bed. 

According  to  the  medical  journal  there  has,  since  the  last  visit, 
been  only  one  instance  of  seclusion,  that  of  a  male  maniacal  epileptic, 
on  one  occasion. 

The  chapel  attendance  on  the  Wednesday  and  Sunday  prior  to

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  when  we 
visited  the  wards  and  offices,  was  very  satisfactory.  With  a  few 
exceptions  amongst  the  worst  class  of  female  patients,  although  there 
have  been  recently  admitted  an  unusual  number  of  acute  cases, 
there  was  a  remarkable  absence  of  excitement. 

The  ward  returns  show  that  87  men  and  140  women  are  usefully 
employed,  46  of  the  former  working  on  the  land. 

The  farming  operations  are  conducted  with  great  success  and 
profit,  amongst  other  means,  by  the  judicious  utilisation  of  the 
sewage. 

The  total  extent  of  land  in  the  occupation  of  the  asylum  is  85 
acres,  of  which  40  are  held  on  lease,  at  an  annual  rent  of  4 1.  per 
acre.  By  a  judicious  exchange  with  the  Borough,  the  Visit  <  .■ 
acquired,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Asylum,  a  very  desirable  addition 
of  land  to  the  north-east. 

Notwithstanding  the  overcrowded  state  of  some  dormitories,  the 
vacant  beds  are  now  only  15  in  the  male,  and  five  in  the  female 
division. 

A  special  Committee  of  Visitors  was  appointed  on  the  31st 
January  last,  “  to  inquire  into  the  effect  that  the  approaching 
separation  of  the  Borough  from  the  Asylum  will  have  upon  the 
charity,  and  to  consider  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Asylum 
generally.” 

This  Committee  are  now  engaged  in  pursuing  their  inquiries. 

Since  the  last  visit,  Mr.  Montague  Finch  has  been  appointed 
assistant  medical  officer.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  August. 
He  appears  to  be  very  zealous  and  efficient.  The  case  books,  as 
far  as  the  recent  admissions  are  concerned,  are  now  fully  entered 
up ;  and  attention  will  shortly  be  given  to  the  older  cases  in  arrear. 

V  e  have  further  to  report  that  the  bathing  arrangements  have 
been  improved,  and  that  every  patient  has  now  fresh  water.  A 
register  is  kept  in  every  ward  of  all  the  baths  administered. 
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The  walls  of  one  of  the  male  wards  have  been  plastered  by  the 
labour  of  patients,  and  a  similar  improvement  is  in  progress  in 
another  ward. 

We  observe  that  sunshades  are  much  needed  in  the  airing-courts 
of  Nos.  1  and  2  female  wards. 

We  had,  further,  occasion  to  notice  the  excessive  heat  and  defec¬ 
tive  ventilation  of  the  laundry  dormitory ;  and  we  suggest,  as  a 
remedy,  the  boxing  off  of  the  flue  from  the  stove  below,  and  the 
introduction  of  windows  in  the  north  wall. 

We  have,  during  our  present  visit,  given  special  attention  to  the 
question  of  the  adequacy  of  the  staff  of  attendants,  which  we  think 
at  present  insufficient. 

In  the  male  division  there  are  only  11  ordinary  day  attendants, 
being  a  proportion  of  one  to  20  patients ;  and  in  the  female  division 
there  are  16  day  nurses,  or  one  to  15  patients. 

The  wages  are  liberal,  and  few  changes  occur,  and  the  present 
attendants  of  both  sexes  appear  active  and  intelligent;  but  we  think 
the  staff  too  small,  and  in  some  wards,  more  especially  the  male  and 
female  infirmaries,  manifestly  such  as  ought  not  to  be  relied  upon 
for  the  due  care  of  the  patients. 

In  the  male  infirmary  there  are  three  attendants  only  for  59 
patients,  of  whom  15  are  epileptics,  and  20  unable  to  dress  or  wash 
themselves ;  and  in  the  female  infirmary  there  are  only  four  nurses 
for  66  patients,  of  whom  15  are  epileptics,  and  more  than  30  require 
to  be  washed  and  dressed.  In  each  of  these  wards  there  should  be 
at  least  one  additional  attendant  constantly  on  duty. 

The  condition  and  management  of  the  Asylum  continue  to  be 
very  satisfactory,  and  reflect  much  credit  upon  Mr.  Buck,  as  Super¬ 
intendent. 


Lincoln  County  Asylum. 

14  February  1868 

On  the  occasion  of  our  official  visit  this  day,  we  have  inspected 
all  the  wards,  and  personally  examined  every  patient  now  resident. 
They  are  546  in  number,  of  whom  254  are  men  and  292  are  women. 
Besides  these,  there  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  one  man  and  two 
women,  who  are  away  on  probation. 

Since  our  colleagues  visit  on  the  22nd  of  last  August,  32  males 
and  36  males  have  been  admitted,  13  males  and  20  females  have 
been  discharged,  and  12  men  and  12  women  have  died. 

Of  the  patients  who  were  discharged,  27  were  recovered. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes ;  but  an  inquest  was  held 
in  one  case,  the  patient  who  was  epileptic  having  been  found  dead 
in  bed. 

The  utmost  quiet  and  order  prevailed  in  all  the  wards,  and  no 
patient  was  secluded.  There  has  been  no  instrumental  restraint, 
and  four  men  only  have  been  secluded  since  the  last  visit,  each  on 
one  occasion.  Personally,  the  patients  were  very  clean  and  well 
clothed,  and  their,  bedding,  which  we  examined,  good  and  sufficient. 

The  present  condition  of  the  patients  is  healthy,  and  only  six 
women  and  one  man  were  in  bed.

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All  the  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  are  the  same  as 
before  reported,  and  Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual.  Weekly 
meetings  of  the  patients  are  held  in  one  of  the  day-rooms,  but  the 
numbers  are  necessarily  restricted,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  recreation 

hall. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  this  want  will  shortly  be  remedied,  the 
Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  having  voted  a  sum  of  1,500  l  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  detached  chapel,  upon  the  completion  of  which 
the  present  chapel  will  be  fitted  up  and  used  for  purposes  of  recrea¬ 
tion. 

With  reference  to  the  employment  of  the  patients,  we  find  that 
on  an  average  141  men  and  193  women  are  occupied  in  various 
ways.  Of  the  men  62  work  on  the  land,  the  whole  of  which  is  under 
spade  cultivation.  Very  few  appear  to  work  as  artizans,  there 
being  only  three  in  the  shoemakers’  and  three  in  the  tailors’  shops. 
It  seems  worth  consideration  whether  a  larger  number  of  the  male 
patients  might  not  be  instructed  in  various  trades,  so  as  to  dispense 
to  some  extent  with  paid  artizans. 

About  150  women  are  engaged  in  needle  work,  or  assisting  in  the 
wards,  and  30  are  regularly  employed  in  the  laundry.  This  depart¬ 
ment  is  defective  in  arrangement,  and  totally  inadequate  in  size  for 
an  asylum  capable  of  containing  nearly  600  inmates ;  but  we  are 
sorry  to  learn  that  the  question  of  enlargement,  although  considered 
urgent,  has  not  been  favourably  entertained  by  all  the  Courts  of 
Quarter  Session.  We  trust,  however,  that  this  important  matter 
will  ere  long  be  again  brought  before  them. 

Additions  to  the  stock  of  furniture  and  decorations  would  no 
doubt  still  be  desirable  in  some  of  the  galleries,  but  the  general 
appearance  of  the  wards,  and  their  perfect  cleanliness  and  good  ven¬ 
tilation,  is  most  satisfactory.  Workmen  are  engaged  in  repapering 
some  of  the  rooms* 

We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  and  examined  the  food,  which  was 
good  and  abundant. 

The  attendants  seem  to  be  of  a  respectable  class,  and  in  number 
are  in  the  proportion  of  about  one  to  12  patients,  a  fact  which,  as 
we  believe,  largely  contributes  to  produce  the  very  satisfactory  state 
of  things  which  we  have  described  above. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  signed  and 
examined  the  various  registers. 

The  condition  and  management  of  this  asylum  continues  to  reflect 
the  utmost  credit  upon  Dr.  Palmer,  and  the  other  officers  under 
him.

Of  the  patients  discharged  not  recovered  37  (26  men  and  11 
women)  were  removed,  as  harmless  chronic  cases,  in  exchange  for 
recent  and  acute  cases,  to  their  respective  workhouses,  the  majority 
to  St.  Leonard’s  Shoreditch,  and  Hackney,  and  the  remainder  to 
the  workhouse  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  John,  Westminster. 

With  two  exceptions,  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes :  the 
exceptions  were,  (1)  a  male  patient  when  out  walking  with  five 
others,  under  the  charge  of  an  attendant,  threw  himself  from  a  rail¬ 
way  bridge  ;  and  (2)  a  female  patient,  who  cut  her  throat  with  a 
knife  ;  full  particulars  in  reference  to  each  case  were  duly  reported 
to  our  Board.  In  these  two  cases  only  have  inquests  been  held  since 
the  last  visit. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  now  10  s.  2  \d. 

The  beds  at  present  unoccupied  (including  those  in  the  padded 
rooms)  are  only  four  in  the  male  division  and  eight  in  the  female  ; 
two  of  the  former  and  five  of  the  latter  are  reserved  for  the  patients 
out  on  trial  so  that  the  beds,  properly  considered  as  vacant,  are  only 
two  on  the  male  side,  and  three  on  the  female. 

In  reference  to  the  question,  one  of  pressing  and  increasing  urgency, 
of  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  County, 
it  is  very  important  to  state  that,  since  the  last  visit,  a  period  of  less 
than  12  months,  562  lunatics,  viz.,  278  of  the  male  and  284  of  the 
female  sex,  have  been  refused  admission  from  want  of  room,  the 
lunatics  enumerated  having  been  all  different  individuals. 

Upon  the  subject  generally  of  the  necessity  which  exists  for  the 
extension  of  asylum  accommodation  in  Middlesex,  without  further 
delay,  or  speculation  upon  the  contingent  relief  which  it  is  thought 
will  ultimately  be  afforded  by  the  District  chronic  Asylums,  under 
the  Metropolitan  Poor  Act,  we  desire  to  repeat  the  observations  in 
the  last  report. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  33  in  the  male  division  and 
175  in  the  females. 

The  records  having  reference  to  Divine  service,  employment,  and 
out-door  exercise  and  recreation,  suggest  nothing  for  special  obser¬ 
vation  on  this  occasion.

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The  chapel*  which  will  accommodate  about  500  patients*  is  filled 
at  the  Sunday  services. 

We  are  assured  that  every  effort  is  made  to  occupy  usefully  as 
many  patients  as  practicable. 

There  have  been  since  the  last  visit  as  many  as  224  excursions  and 
picnics  beyond  the  grounds  of  the  Asylum*  of  which  as  many  alto¬ 
gether  as  1*697  patients  partook. 

Within  the  Asylum  there  have  been  a  winter  and  a  summer  fdte* 
15  balls,  three  dramatic  representations*  three  exhibitions  of  the 
magic  lantern,  two  concerts*  and  two  lectures.  The  total  attendance 
at  the  above  was  3*655. 

According  to  the  medical  journal  the  instances  of  seclusion  since 
the  last  visit  have  been  110  in  the  male  division,  and  834  in  the 
female*  the  patients  secluded  having  been  73  in  the  former  and  165 
in  the  latter. 

Since  the  last  visit  12  destructive  male  patients  have  had  their 
hands  confined  by  gloves  at  various  times*  and  for  varying  periods  ; 
in  most  cases  for  self-protection.  With  a  similar  object,  and  for 
surgical  reasons*  or  to  prevent  suicide,  two  other  male  patients  have 
been  subjected  to  mechanical  restraint  of  a  mild  form. 

The  system  of  night  attendance  continues  to  work  very  satis¬ 
factorily. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  general  cleanliness  and 
good  order  of  the  several  corridors*  day-rooms*  dormitories,  beds*  and 
bedding.  Due  attention  appears  to  be  given  to  warming  and  venti¬ 
lation*  and  the  atmosphere  throughout  was  untainted. 

Much  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  the  way  of  painting  and 
decoration*  additional  framed  prints*  and  a  further  supply  of  books 
and  periodicals  constantly  accessible  to  the  patients. 

W e  have  specially  to  notice,  as  respects  the  female  division*  the 
introduction  of  additional  couches*  for  the  sick,  and  the  formation 
of  a  general  bath-room*  containing  20  baths.  The  bathing  is  dis¬ 
tributed  over  five  days  of  the  week*  morning  and  afternoon ;  and  by 
this  means,  the  supply  of  water  being  abundant,  everyone  has  a 
separate  bath. 

On  the  male  side  the  bathing  arrangements  are  less  satisfactory, 
as  respects  the  practice  of  bathing,  with  some  exceptions*  as  many 
as  three  patients  in  the  same  water. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  generally,  on  the  days  of 
our  visits*  was  very  satisfactory.  Very  few  patients  wore  dresses 
of  a  strong  or  special  kind. 

The  male  patients*  without  exception*  were  quiet  and  orderly, 
and  we  were  especially  impressed  favourably  with  the  improved 
condition  and  demeanour  of  the  inmates  of  wards  5*  11,  14*  and  D. 
appropriated  to  patients  of  the  most  violent  and  dirty  class. 

In  some  of  the  female  wards  there  was  considerable  excitement 
and  noise. 

No  patients  of  either  sex  complained  of  ill-treatment  on  the  part 

of  the  attendants*  although  great  numbers  appealed  to  us  for  libera¬ 
tion. 

In  reference  to  the  staff  of  attendants,  we  would  suggest  the  ex¬ 
pediency  of  adding,  in  B  3  male  ward,  containing  52  patients  re¬ 
quiring 
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quiring  constant  attention  on  account  of  their  hopeless  state  and  Appendix  (E.) 
dirty  habits ;  many  also  being  epileptic.  Three  attendants*  as  at 
present,  are*  in  our  opinion*  not  sufficient. 

The  Turkish  bath  is  in  active  and  beneficial  operation.  We 
witnessed  its  application*  and*  from  the  reports  made  to  us  upon  the 
subject*  it  is*  we  think*  to  be  regretted  that*  from  its  small  extent, 
its  use  is  necessarily  much  limited  and  infrequent. 

The  dinners  in  the  hall  and  wards  on  the  days  of  our  visits  were 
good  and  abundant*  and  comfortably  served. 

We  have  again  to  advert  to  the  very  inconvenient  and  objection- 
able  form  in  which  the  cases  are  kept*  by  the  substitution  for  the 
statutory  case  books  of  loose  sheets*  filed  in  covers.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  this  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  Act,  and  that  the 
cases  should  be  duly  recorded  in  books. 

Miss  Culling*  matron*  for  many  years  past*  of  one  of  the  female 
divisions*  has  retired  upon  a  superannuation  allowance  of  120/.  per 
annum ;  and  Miss  Bilder*  matron  of  the  second  division*  has  been 
appointed  matron  of  both  divisions*  at  a  salary  of  300/.,  with  an 
assistant  at  70  L 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  to  the  male  division,  we  received  every 
information  and  assistance  from  Dr.  Sheppard*  and  from  Dr.  Shaw* 
by  whom  he  is  ably  aided. 

On  the  female  side,  owing  to  the  sudden  and  serious  illness  of 
Mr.  Marshall*  we  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  Adam,  who  showed  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  cases,  and  also  by  Miss  Bilder.

In  the  course  of  our  official  inspection  of  this  Asylum  we  have 
visited  all  the  wards  and  offices*  and  have  seen  every  patient  except 
5  men  and  6  women*  who  are  absent  on  trial. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  are  now  618  of  the  male,  and  1,074  of 
the  female  sex  ;  total,  1,692. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  11th  of  December  1867*  65  men 
and  134  women  have  been  admitted.  The  applications  for  the 
admission  of  patients  which  were  refused  during  that  period  for 
want  of  room,  related  to  404  men  and  257  women*  in  all  661.  We 
are  informed  that  these  figures  are  much  in  excess  of  the  actual 
number  of  patients  for  whom  admission  was  sought*  because  in  many 
instances  several  applications  were  made  for  the  same  individual ; 
but  the  return  affords  strong  evidence  of  the  great  pressure  which 
has  existed  for  asylum  accommodation. 

A  contract  has  recently  been  entered  into  with  the  Justices  of 
the  Sussex  Asylum  for  the  reception  of  60  male  patients,  and  29 
have  already  been  removed  to  Haywards  Heath.  The  remainder 
will  be  transferred  to-morrow,  and  it  is  then  proposed  to  adapt  one 
of  the  men’s  wards  on  the  upper  floor  for  the  use  of  female  patients. 

The  mortality  has  been  lower  than  in  the  previous  year.  The

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  five  cases,  all  females.  Four  of 
these  formed  the  subject  of  special  inquiry  and  correspondence  by 
our  Board. 

The  discharges,  including  the  29  patients  removed  to  Haywards 
Heath,  comprise  60  men  and  74  women,  20  men  and  57  women 
being  reported  as  recovered. 

In  the  male  wards,  which  we  first  visited,  we  found  the  patients 
remarkably  free  from  excitement,  and  there  was  no  one  in  seclusion. 
We  thought  their  clothing  and  personal  condition  very  creditable  to 
the  attendants,  and  we  noticed  with  satisfaction  that  blue  cloth 
jackets  had  been  introduced  in  considerable  numbers.  We  trust 
they  will  gradually  entirely  supersede  the  present  objectionable 
grey  dresses. 

We  have  a  like  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  general  tran¬ 
quillity  and  order  which  prevailed  in  the  female  division.  Here, 
also,  no  patient  was  secluded,  and  the  dresses  were  neat  and  of  a 
suitable  description ;  scarcely  any  strong  or  special  dresses  were  to 
be  seen. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  restraint,  and  the  instances  of  seclusion 
have  been  limited  to  35  occasions  in  each  division,  applicable  to  25 
men  and  22  women.  The  duration  of  this  seclusion  has  not 
exceeded  at  one  time  three  hours  for  male,  and  five  hours  for  female 
patients. 

With  reference  to  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry,  we  find 
that  the  average  attendance  at  chapel  is  184  men  and  387  women, 
on  Sunday,  and  81  men  and  130  women  on  weekdays.  The  chapel 
continues  to  be  quite  inadequate  to  afford  accommodation  for  the 
numbers  who  could  attend.

The  means  provided  for  the  recreation  of  the  inmates  are  the  same 
as  before  described  in  former  reports.  There  are  draughts,  dominoes, 
cards,  &c.,  in  the  wards,  and  books,  periodicals,  and  newspapers  are 
supplied ;  but  the  stock,  both  as  regards  quantity  and  variety,  is, 
wre  think,  quite  inadequate.  Book-cases  have  been  introduced  in 
two  of  the  female  wards,  and  we  hope  that  ultimately  every  ward 
will  be  so  furnished,  and  provided  with  a  small  stock  of  books 
accessible  to  the  patients  at  all  times.  At  present,  they  can  only  be 
obtained  from  the  library  by  special  application.  Lectures,  readings, 
concerts,  and  theatrical  performances  take  place  occasionally,  and 
there  are  weekly  dances  during  the  winter  months. 

The  number  of  patients  who  attend  these  meetings  is  unfortu¬ 
nately  greatly  restricted  by  the  inadequate  size  of  the  recreation- 
room. 

Excursions  by  omnibus  have  been  made  during  the  summer 
months  by  220  men  and  349  women,  and  small  parties  of  both  sexes 
are  taken  out  for  walks  in  the  neighbouring  country ;  the  men,  in 
parties  of  10,  two  or  three  times  a  week ;  and  the  women,  to  the 
number  of  40,  once  a  week. 

Considering  the  small  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the  institu¬ 
tion,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  airing-courts,  we  hope  that  these 
excursions  will  be  of  more  frequent  occurrence,  and  be  extended  to 
a  larger  number  of  patients. 

We  had  opportunities  of  inspecting  the  food,  both  in  the  kitchen 
and  in  the  wards,  and  found  it  of  excellent  quality,  and  well  cooked. 
The  dietary  has  been  considerably  improved  since  the  last  visit,  by 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  animal  food,  by  the  addition  of  butter 
for  breakfast,  and  by  the  substitution,  on  the  women’s  side,  of  tea 
for  cocoa,  a  change  which  appears  to  have  given  great  satisfaction. 

The  practice  of  making  the  tea  in  the  wards  has  also  been 
extended,  and  is  so  much  appreciated  by  the  women  patients,  that 
we  hope  it  will  be  adopted  throughout. 

The  weekly  allowance  of  meat,  cooked  and  free  from  bone,  is 
now  31  ounces  for  men,  and  26  ounces  for  women. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  45  male  and  74  female 
day  attendants,  and  2  male  and  4  female  night  nurses,  under  the 
supervision  of  2  male  inspectors  and  2  head  nurses. 
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Two  day  nurses  have  lately  been  added  on  the  women’s  side. 

Generally,  this  staff  may  be  considered  as  not  inadequate  ;  but  in 
some  wards,  such  as  6,  7,  9,  and  19,  on  the  female  side,  an  additional 
nurse  would  seem  to  be  desirable. 

We  think  it  most  important  that,  in  addition  to  those  now  on 
duty,  a  special  night  attendant  should  be  engaged  exclusively  for 
the  infirmary  in  each  division.  Considering  the  large  number  of 
recently-admitted  paralysed  sick  and  dying  patients,  who  pass 
through  these  Wards,  we  desire  very  earnestly  to  press  this  recom¬ 
mendation  on  the  attention  of  the  visitors. 

The  wards  were  clean,  and  in  proper  order,  and  the  bedding 
throughout  in  good  condition.  W e  noticed  that  several  of  the  day- 
rooms  had  been  much  improved  by  painting  and  papering,  and  some 
addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  prints  on  the  walls,  and 
we  believe  that  similar  improvements  will  be  made  throughout. 

The  large  number  of  sleeping-rooms  in  this  asylum  having  brick 
or  flagged  floors,  has  frequently  been  the  subject  of  comment ;  we 
have  therefore  thought  it  desirable  to  procure  from  the  engineer  a 
return,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  are  still  remaining  in  the 
male  division  140  single  rooms  and  24  associated  dormitories,  con¬ 
taining  104  beds,  which  are  either  flagged  or  bricked ;  and  in  the 
women’s  division,  77  single  rooms  and  29  associated  dormitories, 
having  161  beds,  where  the  floors  are  of  a  similar  description, 
making  a  total  of  482  patients  who  are  at  night  accommodated  in 
this  manner.  Objectionable  as  these  floors  always  are,  they  are 
especially  so  in  infirmaries,  and  in  the  rooms  used  by  recently- 
admitted  and  restless  patients,  who  are  apt  to  be  much  out  of  bed 
during  the  night. 

Assuming  that  it  is  intended  gradually  to  substitute  wooden  floors 
throughout,  we  would  suggest  that  the  change  should  first  be  made 
in  the  wards  above  alluded  to. 

No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  waterclosets.  Their 
insufficiency  has  been  very  frequently  pointed  out.  Additional 
closets  are  most  urgently  required  in  the  male  division  in  ward 
No.  1  (infirmary),  No.  2,  and  No.  9  wards.  These  wards,  each 
containing  upwards  of  60  patients,  have  only  six  closets,  or  two  for 
each  ward. 

In  the  female  division,  for  wards  Nos.  4  and  21  combined,  there 
are  only  three  seats  in  one  compartment,  the  number  of  patients 
being  102. 

We  are  informed  that  there  are  at  present  33  vacant  beds  in  the 
male,  and  8  in  the  female  wards.  This  calculation,  however,  is 
made  without  reference  to  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  asylum,  of 
the  extent  of  which  some  idea  may  be  formed  from  the  following 
return,  furnished  to  us,  at  our  request,  bv  Mr.  Martin,  the 
engineer : —

Appendix 


There  have  been  few  structural  alterations  in  the  interval  since 
the  last  visit,  but  the  ventilation  in  female  wards  Nos.  1  and  14  has 
been  improved,  and  additional  fireplaces  have  been  constructed  in 
Nos,  18  and  20  in  the  same  division.  A  room  is  also  in  course  of 
construction  which  will  be  used  as  a  chapel  for  Koman  Catholic 
patients. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  which  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  the  patients,  and  the 
state  of  the  wards ;  and,  with  a  view  to  further  progress,  we  beg  to 
offer  the  following  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of  the  visitors, 
some  of  which  have  already  been  brought  under  their  notice  in 
former  reports : — 

1 .  That  a  detached  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  be  provided. 

2.  That  sunshades  be  placed  in  the  airing-courts  used  by  patients 
of  the  worst  class,  in  both  divisions, 

3.  That  a  dressing-room  be  constructed  in  connection  with  the 
women’s  general  bath-room,  and  additional  means  provided  for 
personal  washing  when  required. 

4.  That  night  commodes,  or  portable  earth  closets,  be  procured 
for  the  use  of  patients  at  night,  especially  in  the  male  wards,  and  in 
the  basement  in  the  female  division. 

5.  That  bedrooms  for  attendants  be  provided  in  or  near  the  base¬ 
ment  dormitories  now  unprotected  at  night. 

6.  That  means  be  provided  for  heating  in  winter  the  single  rooms 
and  small  dormitories  in  the  male  infirmary. 

7.  That  a  bell  be  fixed  for  communication  between  No.  18  ward 
and  No.  1a  on  the  men’s  side. 

8.  That  an  additional  medical  officer  be  appointed  for  the  female 
division. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  again  to  record  our  opinion  that  Dr. 
Begley  and  Dr.  Lindsay  continue  to  devote  their  best  energies  to 
the  discharge  of  their  onerous  and  very  responsible  duties.

Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  Asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  including  the  farm  buildings  and  detached 
cottages  and  villa,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  woman  absent  on 
trial,  named  Mary  Proper,  who  was  erroneously  returned  to  our 
office  as  absolutely  discharged,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  25th  November  last,  and  their

Of  the  patients  discharged  from  the  books  three  of  each  six  had 
escaped,  and  were  not  recaptured  within  the  statutory  period. 


The  discharges  also  included  34  patients,  viz.,  11  of  the  male  and 
23  of  the  female  sex  sent  under  contract  to  the  Dorset  and  North 
Wales  Asylums  and  Fisherton  House. 

With  the  following  three  exceptions,  the  particulars  of  which 
were  duly  reported  to  our  Board,  and  wherein  inquests  were  held, 
the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes : — 

1.  A  case  in  the  male  division  of  peritonitis,  from  rupture  of  the 
intestine,  caused  by  a  blow  from  another  patient. 

2.  The  strangulation  of  a  female  patient  by  another.  And, 

3.  Death  of  a  woman  from  fracture  of  the  thigh  bone,  followed 
by  dysentery. 

An  inquest  was  also  held  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  died  sud¬ 
denly  of  heart  disease. 

The  patients  from  this  asylum,  now  provisionally  in  the  Dorset 
and  North  Wales  Asylums  and  Fisherton  House,  are  136  in 
number,  viz.,  77  of  the  male  and  59  of  the  female  sex. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  pauper  lunatics  at  present  in  Asylums 
belonging  to  the  United  Counties  and  the  City  of  Hereford  are 
644  in  number,  viz.,  295  of  the  male  and  349  of  the  female  sex. 

In  reference  to  the  question  of  accommodation,  it  is  material  to 
observe  that  this  Asylum  was  originally  designed  for  214  patients, 

and 
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and  that,  whilst  the  day-room  space  remains  the  same,  the  actual  Appendix  (E.) 
number  of  beds  has  increased  to  394.  The  additional  sleeping  ac¬ 
commodation  has  been  provided  amongst  other  means  by  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  dormitories  under  the  roof  on  the  attic  floor,  and  the  appro¬ 
priation  to  patients  of  some  rooms  occupied  by  the  Superintendent 
before  his  removal  to  a  detached  residence. 

The  laundry  block,  which  constitutes  a  separate  and  complete 
establishment,  affords  excellent  accommodation  for  52  female 
patients.  The  female  cottages  are  now  fully  occupied,  and  the 
villa,  which  will  afford  accommodation  for  22  male  patients,  is  nearly 
furnished,  and  already  contains  from  12  to  14  patients. 

At  the  farm  are  about  12  male  patients.  Such  are  the  existing 
arrangements.  Several,  however,  of  the  dormitories  in  the  main 
building  are  overcrowded ;  and  it  is  estimated  that,  allowing  a 
proper  amount  of  cubic  space  per  bed,  the  Asylum,  including  the 
farm  and  cottages,  would  not  accommodate  more  than  about  450 
patients. 

The  result  is,  that,  after  providing  for  the  existing  number  of 
pauper  lunatics  in  asylums  belonging  to  the  counties  of  Monmouth 
and  Brecon,  378  in  number,  viz.,  306  from  the  former  and  72  from 
the  latter,  there  would  remain  only  72  vacant  beds. 

We  have  here  further  to  state  that,  during  the  last  10  years,  the 
average  annual  increase  of  pauper  patients  from  those  Counties  has 
been  about  18  of  both  sexes. 

W e  think  it  well  now  to  record  these  facts  for  the  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  we  are  the  more  induced 
to  do  so  by  the  circumstance  that,  as  we  are  informed,  the  question 
of  reconstruction  of  the  existing  union  is  not  yet  finally  decided. 

The  Justices  of  the  County  of  Brecon  have  not  yet  complied  with 
the  statute,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  erect  or  provide 
an  asylum  for  their  pauper  lunatics  upon  the  dissolution  of  the 
present  union,  nor  have  the  J ustices  of  Radnorshire  finally  decided 
upon  joining  Herefordshire. 

The  present  patients  belonging  to  Radnorshire  and  Hereford 
County  and  City  are  229  and  32  respectively  ;  total,  261, 

The  present  ordinary  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  9  s.  6  cl. 

The  weekly  charges  for  pauper  patients  sent  to  other  asylums  are 
as  follows,  viz. :  Dorset  Asylum,  11  s.  6  d, ;  North  Wales  Asylum, 

12  s-.  1Q£  d. ;  and  Vernon  House,  Briton  Ferry,  12  s, ;  the  average 
of  the  whole  being  12  s .  per  head.  The  difference  between  this 
sum  and  9  s.  6  d.  is  paid,  according  to  Act,  by  the  united  Counties 
and  Borough,  and  not  charged  to  the  several  unions. 

The  sanitory  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  nine  of  each  sex  ;  we 
found  20  patients,  11  males  and  9  females  in  bed. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  secluded  since  the 
last  visit  have  been  29  in  the  male  division  and  40  in  the  female, 
and  generally  for  short  periods.  We  found  no  one  in  seclusion. 

There  has  been  no  instance  of  restraint. 

The  chapel  attendances  on  Sunday  is  about  115  men  and  98 
women ;  and  at  morning  daily  prayers  47  of  the  former  and  67  of 
the  latter.

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  personal 
condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were 
well  clad,  quiet,  and  orderly,  and  generally  contented.  None  made 
any  complaint  on  the  score  of  treatment. 

They  are  evidently  in  all  respects  well  cared  for  and  kindly 
treated. 

The  arrangements  generally,  and  the  clean  and  comfortable  con¬ 
dition  of  the  wards  and  rooms,  and  bed  and  bedding,  are  very 
satisfactory  and  creditable  to  the  Institution. 

Excepting  in  No.  1,  on  each  side,  the  walls  of  the  corridors  and 
day-rooms  are  painted  below  and  papered  above. 

We  suggest,  for  the  additional  comfort  of  the  patients,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  more  chairs  and  settees. 

The  airing-grounds  are  well  laid  out  and  kept,  and  command  line 
views  of  the  hills  and  valley. 

The  means  of  amusement  are  liberally  supplied. 

The  patients  dined  in  their  respective  wards,  and  the  dinners 
this  day  consisted  of  excellent  boiled  beef,  potatoes,  cabbage,  and 
bread. 


Norfolk  County  Asylum. 

23  October  1868. 

W E  find  to  day,  at  our  visit,  422  patients  in  this  asylum,  187 
males  and  235  females,  besides  three  men  and  two  women  at  present 
out  on  trial :  the  entire  number  on  the  books  being  only  10  short 
of  the  full  complement  of  accommodation  on  the  male  side,  and  on 
the  female  side  seven  in  excess  of  it.  This  includes,  indeed,  13 
patients  belonging  to  non-contributing  boroughs,  six  belonging  to 
Norwich  having  been  sent  away  since  the  lgst  visit  to  make  room. 
But  it  is  also  to  be  remarked  that  there  are  peculiarities  in  the 
building,  with  its  many  low-roofed  dormitories,  by  which,  even 
when  the  numbers  are  brought  within  the  strict  limit  on  each  side 
for  which  it  was  intended  to  provide,  the  proper  amount  of  cubical 
space  is  not  secured  to  each  bed.  In  these  circumstances  we  have 
been  glad  to  learn  that  no  more  time  will  be  lost  in  proceeding  with 
the  new  building  for  50  additional  female  patients ;  and  that  within 

a  year 
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a  year  it  is  expected  to  be  ready.  Any  further  delay  would  have  Appendix  (E.) 

involved  very  grave  disadvantage  to  the  patients.  We  noticed 

hardly  a  dormitory  to-day  on  the  female  side  that  had  not  too  many 

beds  in  it ;  and  even  the  wards  built  for  infectious  cases,  and  which 

would  have  to  be  cleared  in  the  event  of  such  arising,  were  filled 

with  ordinary  patients. 

Their  condition  throughout  was  nevertheless  very  satisfactory ; 
they  were  excellently  clothed  in  both  divisions ;  the  persons  of  those 
of  troublesome  habits  (of  which  there  are  more  than  an  ordinary 
proportion)  were  properly  attended  to ;  and  there  were  fewer  than 
usual  of  the  wholly  listless,  vacant,  and  unoccupied  class.  The 
cheerful  character  of  the  accommodation,  the  domestic  comforts  of 
the  several  wards,  and  the  judicious  provision  made  in  them  for 
suitable  occupation  or  amusement,  continue  to  exercise  their  bene- 
ficial  influence.  No  one  was  excited ;  and  from  the  records  we 
observe  that,  since  the  visit  was  made  nearly  20  months  ago,  only 
two  men  have  been  secluded  on  three  occasions,  and  eight  women 
on  10  occasions,  all  for  brief  periods ;  and  the  latter,  who  are  all 
epileptics,  had  been  placed  in  seclusion  only  because  the  condition 
of  the  weather  prevented  their  being  sent  into  the  airing-courts. 

Since  that  visit  of  the  19th  February  1867,  there  have  been  225 
admissions,  102  males  and  123  females,  and  108  discharges,  47  men 
and  61  women,  all  of  whom,  except  six  Norwich  patients  sent  to 
Hoxton,  and  five  others  entered  as  merely  relieved,  had  recovered : 
those  recoveries  including  also  a  man  who  escaped  8  or  10  days 
ago,  a  quondam-criminal  sent  back  to  his  county  from  Broadmoor. 

In  the  same  interval  the  deaths  have  been  65,  40  men  and  25  women, 
and  have  included  two  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  hold  inquests; 
one  of  suffocation  during  an  epileptic  fit,  and  the  other  of  drowning 
while  attempting  to  escape,  particulars  of  both  having  been  sent  to 
our  Board.  The  rest  were  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums ;  the 
principal  being  general  palsy,  epilepsy,  and  other  forms  of  brain 
disease  'r  phthisis,  senile  decay,  and  pneumonia,  of  which  latter 
disorder  there  appear  to  have  been  10  fatal  cases,  in  five  of  which  it 
had  been  complicated  with  symptoms  of  typhoid  fever,  which,  after 
careful  inquiry,  was  traced  to  defective  drainage  in  the  bathroom, 
contiguous  to  the  ward  wherein  four  of  the  cases  had  occurred. 

The  occurrence,  as  we  trust,  will  have  directed  the  attention  of 
the  committee  to  what  is  undoubtedly  the  weak  point  of  their 
asylum,  admirable  as  for  the  most  part  it  is,  and  ably  as  well  as 
liberally  conducted.  Much  requires  to  be  done,  which  it  will  be 
well  to  set  about  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  render  the  bathing  better 
(at  present  there  are  still  two,  and  sometimes  even  three,  bathed  in 
the  same  water),  and  to  supply  the  number  of  waterclosets  necessary 
to  each  ward,  which  at  present  are  deficient  in  a  marked  degree. 

Another  subject  to  which  we  desire  to  draw  their  attention,  in  con- 
nection  with  which  we  observe  with  pleasure  that  the  suggestions 
in  the  last  entry  for  doing  away  with  straw  pillows  has  since  been 
complied  with,  is  the  number  of  straw  beds  fas  many  as  65  in  each 
division)  which  are  still  retained  here.  The  return  of  wet  and 
dirty  last  night  (11  wet  and  1  dirty  in  both  divisions)  shows 
that  there  is  not  even  an  excuse  now  for  keeping  them;  they  are 
0.64.  merely 
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Appendix  (E )  merely  the  indication  of  habits  that  have  been  amended  in  the 
1  '  patients  ;  and  if  they  have  any  effect,  beyond  the  discomfort  of  them, 

it  can  only  be  the  mischievous  one  of  acting  as  a  sort  of  encourage¬ 
ment  to  the  resumption  of  former  bad  practices. 

The  arrangements  for  employment,  out-door  exercise,  associated 
amusements,  and  religious  worship,  appear  to  be  as  usual.  Of  the 
men  101,  and  of  the  women  115,  are  regularly  and  usefully  occupied; 
as  many  of  the  former  as  40,  and  26,  respectively,  being  at  work  on 
the  farm  and  garden,  and  in  the  shops ;  and  of  the  latter,  60  working 
in  various  ways  with  the  needle,  and  30  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen. 
The  ordinary  associated  entertainments  include  frequent  country 
excursions  (a  van  and  pair  of  horses  being  available  for  this  purpose), 
and  boat  parties  on  the  Yare  almost  every  other  week  in  summer 
(as  many  as  50  going  with  each)  have  been  given,  besides  the  usual 
field  games,  and  in-door  dances  and  concerts.  The  chapel  attend¬ 
ances  have  averaged  313  of  both  sexes  on  Sundays,  and  230  on  week 
days;  and  we  saw  to-day  assembled  in  the  hall,  at  an  excellent 
dinner,  very  well  served,  320  patients,  146  men  and  174  women,  all 
quiet  and  orderly  in  demeanour. 

The  various  day-rooms  and  dormitories  were  in  good  order,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  clean  throughout.  There  are  defects  of  the 
building  which  have  left  the  walls  of  many  of  the  rooms  exposed  to 
damp ;  but  all  necessary  attention  is  given  to  this ;  and  since  we  last 
visited,  extensive  portions  of  all  the  wards  on  both  sides,  including 
the  whole  of  the  laundry,  have  been  fresh  papered  and  painted. 
The  impression  derived  from  our  present  visit  confirms  all  that  was 
then  expressed  as  to  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  Dr.  Hills 
superintends  and  conducts  the  asylum. 


Northumberland  County  Asylum. 

31  January  1868. 

W e  have  this  day  visited  the  Asylum,  inspected  its  several  wards, 
offices,  and  workshops,  including  the  additions  and  alterations  in 
progress,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on  trial,  have 
seen  all  the  patients.

The 
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The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good ;  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  seven  only  in  each  divi¬ 
sion. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  instances  of  seclusion  since 
the'  last  visit  have  been  50  in  the  male  division,  and  133  in  the 
female,  applicable  respectively  to  10  and  25  patients. 

The  attendance  at  Church  averages  on  Sundays  about  70,  and  on 
week  days  40,  of  each  sex.  The  daily  services  were  commenced  in 
April  last.  We  strongly  recommend  the  purchase,  without  further 
delay,  of  a  good  harmonium,  as  essential  for  the  due  celebration  of 
Divine  service.  The  instrument  now  periodically  in  use,  and  for 
that  purpose  carried  to  the  Church,  is  the  private  property  of 
Mr.  Wilson. 

The  aspect  of  the  Church  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  much 
improved  by  the  introduction  into  the  east  window  of  i(  Diaphanic  ” 
imitation  stained  glass. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  quiet  and  orderly 
demeanour  of  the  patients  generally,  whose  personal  condition,  as  to 
clothing  and  otherwise,  was  very  satisfactory.

We  have  nothing  upon  this  occasion  specially  to  report  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  exercise  and  recreation,  excepting  that,  for  the  amusement 
of  the  male  patients,  a  bagatelle  board  has  been  purchased,  and 
another  is  in  process  of  being  made  in  the  asylum. 

Referring  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  as  follows : 

1.  A  good  external  meat  larder  has  been  constructed,  and  proved 
of  great  benefit. 

2.  A  new  and  convenient  clothes’  store  has  been  provided,  by  the 
conversion  thereto  of  a  fair-sized  room  over  a  pantry,  and  accessible 
by  a  staircase  from  the  old  store,  which  is  now  available  as  a  second 
sitting-room  for  the  Steward, 

3.  The  upper  parts  of  the  walls  of  nearly  all  the  corridors  have 
been  coloured. 

4.  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  condition  of  the  waterclosets, 
noticed  as  not  in  complete  order. 

5.  Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants  are  suspended  in 
every  bath-room,  and  thermometers  have  been  provided,  and  are 

0-64.  T  such 
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Appendix  (E.)  used  to  test  the  temperature  of  the  water,  which  is  changed  for 

_ _  every  patient.  Such  are  the  general  arrangements,  and  will  be  the 

system  in  future,  so  soon  as  a  temporary  interruption  in  the  supply 
of  water  shall  have  ceased.  This  interruption,  which  has  for  some 
months  occasioned  great  inconvenience,  has  arisen  from  the  infiltra¬ 
tion  of  tar  gas  into  the  old  well,  and  has  rendered  necessary  the 
sinking  of  a  new  well  near  the  lodge,  which  has  been  in  partial 
operation  for  about  a  fortnight. 

6.  In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
window  has  been  inserted  over  the  urinal  in  No.  2  male  ward.  Doors 
also,  with  glass  above,  have  been  placed  between  the  lavatories  and 
waterclosets  in  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  male  wards,  and  in  female  ward 
No.  2. 

7.  The  additional  buildings,  of  which  the  plans  had  been  duly 
approved,  are  nearly  ready  for  occupation. 

8.  The  consideration  of  the  question  of  detached  infirmaries  has 
been  for  the  present  postponed. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  may  mention 
the  following : 

1.  Much  painting  and  papering.  The  attendants’- rooms  are  now 
all  papered. 

2.  The  general  recreation  and  working-room  has  been  papered, 
painted,  and  decorated,  and  the  ceiling  coloured,  and  the  room  has 
thus  been  rendered  very  cheerful. 

3.  The  appearance  of  the  laundry  has  been  much  improved  by  the 
colouring  of  the  walls. 

We  found  all  the  wards  and  rooms,  bed  and  bedding  clean,  and 
in  creditable  order.  The  condition  generally  of  the  Asylum,  and  its 
inmates,  is  very  satisfactory.  The  patients  appeared  to  be  contented, 
and  no  one  made  any  complaint. 

We  noticed  that  the  boiled  beef  at  dinner,  of  which  there  was 
abundance,  was  very  hard  and  tough,  a  defect  which  was  attributed 
by  the  steward  to  insufficient  cooking,  caused  by  the  accidental 
absence  of  the  stoker,  but  we  are  disposed  to  think  that  the  meat  had 
not  been  kept  for  a  sufficient  time. 

We  now  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  recommendations : 

1.  The  enlargement  of  the  dark,  confined  sculleries  in  Nos.  2 
ward,  male  and  female. 

2.  Additional  fire-places  in  the  large  new  dormitories. 

3.  The  division  into  compartments  of  the  dormitories  referred  to 
by  dwarf  partitions. 

4.  The  extension  of  the  wash-house,  by  adding  thereto  the  ex¬ 
isting  boiler-room,  and  the  construction  of  a  range  of  building, 
corresponding  to  the  new  workshops  in  the  male  side,  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  a  sorting  and  store-rooms,  which  are  much  required. 

5.  Mantlepieces  in  the  day -rooms  and  dormitories. 
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Nottingham  County  and  Borough  Asylum. 

11  February  1868. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum,  and  seen  all  the  patients  except 
two,  one  of  each  sex,  who  are  absent  on  trial.  There  are  now  on 
the  books  the  names  of  164  men,  and  173  women,  total,  337.  Six¬ 
teen  men  and  18  women  have  been  admitted  since  our  colleagues’ 
visit  on  the  24th  of  last  August,  and  in  the  same  interval,  8  men 
and  16  women  have  been  discharged,  and  11  men  and  5  women 
have  died.  Of  the  patients  discharged,  21  were  recovered.  The 
deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes.  In  one  case  an  inquest  was 
held  on  the  body  of  a  female  patient  who  was  found  dead  ;  when  it 
appeared  that  the  cause  of  death  had  been  epilepsy.  The  numbers 
have  diminished  since  the  last  visit,  and  there  is  now  in  the  asylum 
vacant  accommodation  for  92  patients,  38  in  the  male,  and  .74  in  the 
female  division.  Many  of  the  vacant  rooms  are  not  yet  furnished, 
and  it  appears  that  the  visitors  decline  to  receive  patients  from  other 
districts ;  we  think,  therefore,  that  it  w  ould  be  well  if  the  very 
excellent  rooms,  now  vacant  in  the  wings,  were  used  by  some  of  the 
present  inmates  of  the  old  buildings,  who  in  some  of  the  wards  are 
rather  crowded,  and,  who  in  the  basement  ward,  No.  1,  in  the 
female  division,  are  by  no  means  well  accommodated.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  board  the  floor  of  the  day- room  in  No.  1  ward,  and  the 
gallery  has  already  been  done,  but  no  change  would  make  the  room 
in  question  suitable,  and  we  strongly  recommend  that  the  whole  of 
this  ward  be  disused  for  the  present,  and  that  its  inmates  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  wings. 

The  patients  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were  remarkably  free  from 
excitement.  Their  clothing  was  generally  good  and  their  persons 
clean.  Eleven  men  wrore  strong  fustian  dresses  of  special  and 
peculiar  construction.  Five  men  and  10  women  were  in  bed,  but 
not  in  consequence  of  serious  bodily  illness,  and  the  present  sanitary 
condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory.  There  is  a  large  proportion 
of  old  chronic  imbecile  cases,  and  it  would  seem  that  difficulties  are 
found  in  inducing  them  to  enter  upon  useful  occupations.  The 
numbers  regularly  employed  are  very  small.  Of  the  men,  only  15 
work  on  the  land,  and  11  at  trades,  such  as  tailors,  brewers,  bakers, 
upholsterers,  and  smiths.  There  are  no  shoemakers,  and  even 
repairs  are  not  done  in  the  asylum. 

Of  the  women,  35  are  occupied  in  the  laundry,  7  in  the  kitchen, 
and  28  in  needlework. 

The  subject  of  employment  is  one  of  so  much  importance,  that  we 
hope  it  will  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  committee  and  the 
superintendent.  We  recommend  that  shoemaking,  matmaking, 
carpentering,  and  other  trades,  should  at  once  be  introduced,  and 
attendants  engaged  capable  of  giving  instruction  in  them.  The 
present  staff  of  attendants  struck  us  as  being  much  below  the 
average,  consisting  of  only  9  in  the  male  and  9  in  the  female  division, 
or  in  the  proportion  of  about  1  to  19  patients.  Prayers  are  read  in 
the  chapel  on  Sunday,  when  the  average  attendance  is  57  of  the 
male  and  87  of  the  female  sex.  On  Thurdays,  46  patients  of  each 
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Appendix  (E.)  sex  are  present.  No  case  of  restraint  is  reported  since  the  last 
visit,  but  6  men  have  been  secluded  on  43  occasions,  and  15  women 
on  62  occasions.  The  want  of  a  recreation-room  is  still  greatly 
felt,  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  subject  has  been,  under  the 
consideration  of  the  visitors,  and  we  hope  no  further  time  will  be 
lost. 

A  portion  of  the  women  take  exercise  in  the  ornamental 
grounds,  but  the  number  of  this  sex,  who  are  permitted  to  walk 
beyond  the  asylum  precincts,  is  much  smaller  than  on  the  male 
side. 

We  have  again  a  very  satisfactory  report  to  make  as  to  the 
clean  and  orderly  condition  of  the  wards  and  bedding.  The 
grounds  also  are  in  excellent  order,  and  the  whole  establishment 
in  a  state  creditable  to  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  superintendent. 


Oxford  and  Berks,  Littlemore  Asylum. 

27  June  1868. 

We  yesterday  visited  this  Asylum,  seeing  and  speaking  to  every 
patient,  and  inspecting  all  the  wards.  The  present  numbers  resident 
are  477,  of  whom  211  are  men,  and  266  are  women,  and  there  are 
besides,  2  women  on  leave.  In  addition  to  these  patients,  80  men 
and  89  women,  chargeable  to  the  counties  and  boroughs  in  union,  are 
boarded  in  other  asylums,  viz  : — -

The  weekly  charge  at  these  asylums  varies ;  thus,  at  Stone  it  is 
14  s. ;  at  Worcester  12  s.  6  d.;  at  the  Dorset  Asylum  11  s.  6  d.  and 
12  s.  6  d.  for  different  contracts;  and  at  Fisherton,  15  s. ;  at  Littlemore, 
the  charge  to  unions  is  now  9  s.  9  d. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  21st  of  last  December, 
35  men  and  43  women  have  been  admitted.;  46  men  and  35  women 
have  been  discharged,  of  whom  12  of  each  sex  were  recovered  ;  and 
11  men  and  18  women  have  died  generally  from  ordinary  causes,  but 
an  inquest  was  held  upon  the  body  of  an  epileptic  patient  who  was 

suffocated  during  a  fit  and  found  dead  upon  the  floor  by  the  night 
watch. 

The  general  health  is  now  satisfactory,  and  we  found  very  few 
patients  in  bed ;  last  week,  15  males  and  17  females  were  under 
medical  treatment.

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There  is  no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint,  and  the  instances  Appendix 
of  seclusion  are  not  numerous,  and  have  reference  to  only  three  of 
the  male  and  five  of  the  female  patients. 

From  the  returns  furnished  to  us,  we  find  that  on  Sunday  about 
80  men  and  135  women  are  present  in  the  chapel,  but  on  weekdays 
the  average  number  attending  Divine  service  does  not  exceed  70  of 
both  sexes. 

As  regards  occupation,  it  appears  that  last  week  133  men  and  210 
women  were  usefully  employed  as  follows : —

There  are  weekly  meetings  for  purposes  of  recreation.  In 
summer,  these  are  held  in  the  open  air ;  in  winter,  the  patients  are 
assembled  in  a  large  room  in  the  female  division. 

During  our  inspection  yesterday  the  patients  in  both  divisions 
were  remarkably  free  from  excitement,  and  as  regards  their  dress 
and  personal  state  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The  wards  were 
very  clean,  and  the  bedding  throughout  in  the  best  order. 

The  dinners  yesterday  consisted  of  rhubarb  puddings,  about  half 
of  which  were  baked,  the  rest  being  steamed.  It  is  only  during  the 
summer  months  that  rhubarb  is  added  to  the  suet  puddings,  which 
still  form  the  dinners  on  two  days  in  the  week.  The  total  amount 
of  animal  food  allowed  for  each  patient  during  the  week  is  36  ounces 
for  men  and  women,  uncooked,  and  including  bone.  If  we  deduct 
one-third  of  this  quantity  for  bone  and  waste  in  cooking,  it  will 
leave  only  24  ounces  of  cooked  meat  for  each  sex,  a  proportion  of 
animal  food  below  the  average  in  most  county  asylums.  We,  there¬ 
fore,  hope  that  the  committee  will  see  fit  to  amend  the  dietary  in  this 
respect,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  directions  for  the  supply  of 
butter  instead  of  the  dripping,  which  is  still  given  for  breakfast  and 
supper,  and  which  continues  to  be  a  source  of  great  dissatisfaction  to 
the  patients. 

Amongst  the  statutory  inquiries,  we  have  given  special  attention 
to  the  one  relating  to  the  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses.  Exclusively 
of  one  head  attendant  in  each  division,  there  are  14  ordinary  attend¬ 
ants  of  either  sex,  or  in  the  proportion  of  about  one  to  14  male  patients, 
and  for  the  women  of  less  than  one  to  18  patients.  We  are  clearly 
of  opinion,  that  as  regards  the  latter  class  the  staff  is  inadequate,  and 
that  at  least  two  additional  nurses  are  required.  In  the  reception 
ward  containing  45  patients,  there  are  only  two  nurses  constantly 
on  duty ;  the  head  nurse  is  nominally  attached  to  this  ward,  but  as 
there  is  no  matron  she  has  the  general  supervision  of  the  female 
division  and  the  cutting  out  of  all  the  clothing,  so  that  she  ought  not 
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Appendix  (is.)  to  be  relied  on  for  the  performance  of  ward  duties.  In  the  helpless 

- -  ward  also,  there  are  38  patients  and  only  two  nurses,  and  there  is  no 

supernumary  attendant  available  to  supply  the  place  of  any  one 
absent  on  leave,  or  in  consequence  of  illness.  The  women’s  wages 
range  from  14  /.  to  18  /.,  but  the  greater  proportion  of  them  are  only 
getting  the  former  sum. 

The  arrangements  for  night  nursing  are  very  satisfactory,  there 
being  two  attendants  exclusively  devoted  to  this  duty  in  each 
division. 

Referring  to  the  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit,  and  on 
several  former  occasions,  we  learn  with  satisfaction  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  have  now  determined  to  erect  works  for  the  supply  of  gas 
throughout  the  institution. 

The  fixing  of  hand-rails  on  the  staircases,  and  the  substitution  of 
fenders  for  the  old  fire-guards,  has  also  been  commenced,  and 
although  it  has  not  yet  been  found  practicable  to  change  the  body 
linen  of  all  the  patients  twice  a  week,  a  large  proportion  of  them 
have  now  this  very  necessary  advantage. 

Notwithstanding  that  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  both  hot  and 
cold  water,  as  many  as  three  patients  are  still  bathed  in  the  same 
bath ;  we,  therefore,  strongly  urge  immediate  attention  to  the  sug¬ 
gestions  made  on  this  subject  at  the  last  visit,  and  further,  that  the 
handles  of  all  the  hot-water  taps,  now  accessible  to  patients  in  the 
dormitories,  be  made  moveable,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  attend¬ 
ants.  Fatal  occurrences  in  other  asylums  owing  to  the  neglect  of 
this  precaution,  induce  us  to  regard  its  adoption  as  a  matter  of  pressing 
importance. 

With  respect  to  the  erection  of  an  adequate  and  suitable  chapel, 
to  the  lowering  and  enlarging  of  the  several  ward  windows,  and 
the  introduction  of  tables,  settees,  chairs,  and  other  furniture  of 
a  domestic  kind,  and  to  the  supply  of  means  for  regular  amusement 
and  recreation  in  the  wards,  and  to  the  planting  of  the  south-eastern 
airing-courts,  nothing  has  been  done.  W e  were  again  forcibly  struck 
with  the  bare,  cheerless,  and  unsuitable  character  of  the  male  probation 
ward,  from  the  windows  of  which  no  view  can  be  obtained,  and 
within  which  there  is  nothing  whatever  to  engage  or  interest  the 
patients. 

In  the  month  of  April  last,  the  overcrowded  state  of  many  of  the 
dormitories  in  both  divisions  was  relieved  by  the  removal  of  30  men 
to  Fisherton,  and  21  women  to  the  Dorset  Asylum,  and  at  present 
there  appears  to  be  in  all  instances  a  minimum  proportion  of  500 
cubic  feet  of  space  per  bed.  There  are  now  vacancies  for  9  men  and 
15  women. 

Mr.  Sankey,  who  has  succeeded  Mr.  Ley  as  superintendent,  has 
been  unremitting  in  the  discharge  of  his  onerous  duties,  and  has 
hitherto  had  no  medical  assistant,  but  a  house  surgeon  has  now  been 
appointed,  and  will  shortly  come  into  residence. 
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Salop  and  Montgomery  Asylum.  _ _ 

8  August  1868. 

Upon  our  visit  to  the  Asylum  yesterday  we  inspected  its  several 
wards  and  offices,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  patients  of  each 
sex,  absent  on  trial,  and  a  woman  of  the  criminal  class,  who  escaped 
within  the  last  six  months  and  has  not  been  traced,  saw  all  the  pa¬ 
tients,  490  in  number.  We  have  repeated  our  visit  to-day,  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  our  inspection  and  inquiries. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  12th 
November  last,  and  their  present  numbers,  are  shown  by  the  follow¬

In  the  case  of  suicide,  wherein  a  male  patient  shot  himself  under 
circumstances  duly  reported,  and  in  the  case  of  a  female  patient,  for 
special  reasons  communicated  to  our  Board,  rendering  a  judicial  in¬ 
quiry  desirable,  and  wherein  the  verdict  was  f£  disease  of  the  heart,” 
inquests  were  held. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last  re¬ 
gistered  as  under  medical  treatment,  including  all  taking  medicine 
of  any  kind,  being  19  of  each  sex. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit  38  men  and 
the  same  number  of  women  have  been  secluded,  the  former  alto¬ 
gether  on  191,  and  the  latter  on  785  occasions.  It  is  to  be  observed, 
however,  that  all  cases  of  sick  and  infirm,  and  bed-ridden  patients, 
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Appendix  <E.)  locked  into  tlieir  rooms  during  the  day  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of 
—  others,  are  entered  under  the  head  of  seclusion.

Pending  the  enlargement  of  the  Chapel,  which  originally  contained 
216  sittings,  and  will,  when  the  extension  in  progress  is  completed, 
accommodate  393  persons,  Divine  service  is  performed  in  the  wards. 

In  reference  to  out-door  exercise,  we  find,  upon  inquiry,  that  be¬ 
side  the  numbers  walking  regularly  in  the  well-kept  grounds,  and 
the  garden  and  farm,  about  60  patients  of  each  sex  are  taken  out  for 
country  walks  once  a  week. 

Ample  and  judicious  provision  is  made  for  the  recreation  and 
amusement  of  the  patients,  including  dramatic  entertainments,  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  magic  lantern  exhibitions,  and  weekly 
dances.  Amongst  other  advantages  the  patients  have  the  enjoyment 
and  benefit  of  frequent  performances  of  a  well-trained  brass  band  of 
12  officers  and  attendants,  organised  by  Mr.  Ley. 

The  staff  of  attendants  appears  to  be  adequate.  The  ward  at¬ 
tendants  in  the  male  and  female  division  respectively,  are  16  and  21 
in  number.  The  former  are  assisted  by  eight  artizans  and  workmen, 
and  the  latter  by  two  laundry  maids.  There  are  three  night  at¬ 
tendants,  one  on  the  male  side  and  two  on  the  female.  There  is  also 
a  sempstress. 

In  the  male  division  the  ward  attendants  are  under  the  immediate 
supervision  and  direction  of  a  head  attendant.  On  the  female  side 
the  arrangement  is  not  so  satisfactory,  there  being  only  a  matron, 
and  no  person  in  the  capacity  of  head  attendant. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Ley  that  the  present  matron  has  sent  in 
her  resignation,  and  we  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee 
of  visitors,  the  expediency  of  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
thus  afforded,  of  appointing,  in  lieu  of  a  matron,  a  housekeeper  and 
head  female  attendant.  Such  a  course  is  now  frequently  adopted, 
and  with  satisfactory  results,  in  Asylums  of  this  magnitude. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  generally 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  tlieir  personal  condition,  as  to  clothing  and 
otherwise,  was  creditable  to  the  attendants  in  charge. 

The  dietary  has  been  improved  since  the  last  visit,  by  a  material 
increase  in  the  weekly  allowance  of  meat.  The  dinner  to  day  con¬ 
sisted  of  an  ample  quantity  of  roast  pork,  potatoes,  and  cabbage,  with 
bread  and  beer.

We  cannot  speak  too  favourably  of  the  condition  in  which  we  Appendix  (E.) 

found  the  several  wards,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories,  and  the  beds  - 

and  bedding  throughout  the  asylum. 

Large  additions  have,  since  the  last  visit,  been  made  to  the  means 
of  personal  washing,  and  we  were  particularly  struck  with  the  com¬ 
pleteness  of  the  present  arrangements. 

Beside  the  fixed  basins  in  the  lavatories  there  is  now  a  most  liberal 
supply  of  ordinary  domestic  washstands  and  toilet  articles,  which  are 
in  daily  use.  The  average  number  of  basins,  &c.  provided  in  the 
entire  asylum  is  one  to  two  patients. 

The  bathing  arrangements  are  very  satisfactory,  each  patient 
having  fresh  water.  The  number  of  baths  in  the  general  bath-room 
in  the  basement  of  the  female  division,  has  lately  been  increased  from 
four  to  eight.  A  similar  addition  would,  we  think,  be  very  desirable 
on  the  male  side. 

In  further  reference  to  the  arrangements  for  the  personal  comfort 
of  the  patients,  we  have  to  observe,  that  the  number  of  waterclosets 
on  the  ground  floor  wards  is,  at  present,  inadequate. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  alterations  and  improvements 
since  the  last  visit,  viz. : — 

1.  The  removal  of  the  walls  between  the  day-rooms  and  dining¬ 
rooms  inward  No.  6  in  each  division,  the  conversion  of  those  wards 
of  the  sculleries  into  lavatories,  and  the  insertion  of  plate  glass  in  30 
doors  in  male  and  female  wards,  Nos.  5  and  6. 

2.  The  conversion  of  two  single  rooms  into  a  recess  in  No.  5  male 
dormitory  on  the  upper  floor. 

3.  The  opening  in  the  upper  wards  No.  1  on  each  side  of  three 
fireplaces,  previously  bricked  up,  and  of  an  additional  fireplace  in  No.  1 
lower  female  ward. 

4.  The  introduction  of  machinery  for  washing  and  mangling  in  the 
laundry,  and  the  better  ventilation  of  the  laundry  by  means  of 
louvres  in  the  roof. 

5.  A  considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  arm  chairs  in  the 
infirmary  wards. 

A  sunshade  is  much  needed  in  the  southern  female  airing  ground, 
and  we  think  that  it  would  be  a  material  improvement  if  this  ground, 
which  is  somewhat  encroached  upon  by  the  extension  of  the  Chapel, 
were  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  the  strip  of  garden  to  the  east. 

There  is,  at  present,  vacant  space  in  the  Asylum  for  14  men  and 
18  women,  and  when  the  building  is  fully  occupied,  the  total  ac¬ 
commodation  will  be  as  follows  : —

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The  land,  the  property  of  the  Asylum,  including  the  site  of  the 
buildings  and  airing-courts,  does  not  exceed  30  acres  in  extent, 
of  which  not  more  than  16  acres  are  available  for  cultivation  as  farm 
or  garden.  So  limited  a  quantity  of  land  would  be  inadequate  to 
the" requirements  of  any  Asylum  containing  as  many  as  500  patients, 
and  the  deficiency  is  a  much  more  serious  defect,  where,  as  in  the 
present  case,  the  majority  of  the  patients  belong  to  the  agricultural 
class ;  and  we  desire  strongly  to  urge  upon  the  Committee  of  Nisitois, 
the  importance  of  acquiring,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Asylum,  by  pur¬ 
chase  or  lease,  or  renting  by  the  year,  an  adequate  quantity  of  addi¬ 
tional  land. 

The  ordinary  charge  for  maintenance  is  now  10 s.  2 \d.  per  week. 

The  condition  and  management  of  the  Asylum  are  now  very  satis¬ 
factory,  and  highly  creditable  to  Mr.  Ley,  the  Superintendent. 


Somerset  County  Asylum. 

16  and  18  May  1868. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  2nd  of  last  December,  50 
men  and  54  women  have  been  admitted,  27  men  and  24  women  have 
been  discharged,  of  whom  43  were  recovered,  and  18  men  and  14 
women  have  died,  leaving  on  the  books  this  day  the  names  of  237 
male  and  304  female  patients.  Of  these  22  males  and  23  females 
are  chargeable  to  the  Bath  borough,  and  two  males  and  one  female 
belong  to  Bridgwater. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
man  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging ;  an  inquest  was  held  on 
the  body,  and  no  blame  was  attributed  to  the  attendants  of  the 
asylum. 

W e  have  visited  all  parts  of  the  asylum,  and  personally  examined 
every  patient.  They  were,  on  the  whole,  free  from  excitement, 
and  we  thought  that  the  inmates  of  No.  3,  or  what  are  known  as 
the  cc  refractory”  wards,  in  each  division  were  unusually  quiet  and 
orderly.  The  ward  in  which  there  was  the  most  excitement,  and 
Avhere  the  condition  of  the  inmates  was  the  least  satisfactory,  was 
No.  1,  on  the  women’s  side.  Here  many  of  the  patients  had  old  and 
ragged  dresses,  and  presented,  generally,  a  disorderly  and  untidy 
appearance.  We  thought  also  that  the  means  for  occupation  and 
amusement  were  deficient.  There  are  now  65  women  in  this  ward, 
many  of  them  recently  admitted,  and  as  many  as  14  epileptics  with 
only  three  nurses,  a  staff  obviously  insufficient  to  give  them  proper 
attendance  and  training.  The  ventilation  in  this  ward  was  very  im¬ 
perfect,  and  Ave  Avould  strongly  urge  the  importance  of  at  once 
making  the  requisite  alterations  in  the  AvindoAvs,  both  in  the  gallery 
and  in  the  single  rooms.  In  other  wards  also  avc  noticed  the  same 
deficiency  in  the  means  for  thorough  ventilation,  but  in  No.  4  ward, 
Avhere  the  windows  have  been  altered,  the  air  Avas  pure.  Means  for 
the  admission  of  fresh  air  into  the  dining-hall  are  urgently  needed, 
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and  we  have  suggested  that  ventilators  should  be  introduced  near  Appendix  (E.) 
the  floor  in  the  rooms  recently  constructed,  in  the  roof  which  now  ■  — 
only  receive  air  from  skylights  in  the  ceiling.  We  hope  that  this 
important  matter  will  receive  early  attention,  and  that  the  ventila¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  asylum  will  be  improved.  What  seems  to  us  to 
be  required,  is  simply  to  insert  in  the  lower  part  of  the  windows 
frames  which  can  be  opened  wide,  and  to  place  ventilators  near  the 
floor  in  the  waterclosets  and  bath-rooms. 

Some  of  the  bath-rooms  are  greatly  in  need  of  paint,  and  require 
to  be  kept  in  a  more  orderly  state  ;  the  same  observation  applies  to 
nearly  all  the  waterclosets.  As  regards  the  bathing  of  the  patients, 
it  appears  that  about  four  clean  and  two  dirty  patients  are  usually 
bathed  in  the  same  water;  a  most  objectionable  arrangement. 

A  very  careful  register  is  kept  in  the  medical  journal,  from 
which  we  gather  the  following  facts  :  upwards  of  100  patients  of 
each  sex  attend  chapel  on  Sunday,  and  somewhat  more  than  that 
number  are  present  on  week  days  and  at  evening  prayers  ;  14  males 
and  40  females  went  to  the  parish  church  last  Sunday. 

The  school  attendance  comprises  31  men  and  30  women.  As  re¬ 
gards  useful  employment,  about  115  men  and  144  women  are  regu¬ 
larly  occupied  in  various  ways. 

The  record  of  dirty  and  destructive  cases  was  last  week  as 
follows:  dirty  (j  males,  10  females;  wet  11  males  and  12  females; 
violent  1  male,  1  female;  noisy  12  males,  14  females;  destructive  2 
males,  7  females.  Only  one  patient  was  reported  to  have  been  se¬ 
cluded.  The  patients  secluded  since  the  last  visit  have  been  11  in  the 
male  and  7  in  the  female  division,  the  total  amount  of  seclusion  being 
428  hours  in  the  former  and  85  hours  in  the  latter.  One  woman 
was  restrained  on  one  occasion  for  four  hours,  to  prevent  her  from 
stripping  olf  her  clothes. 

There  are  26  patients  of  each  sex  under  medical  treatment. 

Generally,  however,  the  patients  are  in  good  health,  making  allow¬ 
ances  for  the  somewhat  large  proportion  of  old,  paralytic,  and  feeble 
cases. 

All  the  beds  were  clean,  but  there  are  13  in  the  male  and  8 
in  the  female  division  having  canvass  stretchers  only,  without  any 
mattresses;  these  should,  we  think,  be  supplied.  We  suggest  that 
hair  mattresses  in  three  divisions  should  be  used.  We  have  made 
some  inquiries  regarding  the  stock  of  clothing  in  store.  The  steward 
appears  to  have  none  in  his  care,  and  it  is  clear  that  there  is  a  serious 
deficiency  in  this  respect  which  should  be  supplied  without  delay, 
and  the  stock  be  increased  until  there  are  at  least  two  suits  for  each 
patient. 

The  staff'  of  attendants  and  nurses,  exclusive  of  workmen,  trades¬ 
men,  and  laundry  servants,  consists  of  13  in  male  and  19  in  the 
female  wards,  or  in  the  proportion  of  about  1  to  18  for  men,  and  1 
to  16  for  women.*  Supplementing  these,  there  are  four  farm  la¬ 
bourers,  two  carpenters,  two  tailors,  one  shoemaker,  and  one 

plumber. 


*  These  numbers  include  the  head  and  night  attendants  in  both  divisions  and 
the  workwomen  and  schoolmistress  employed  in  the  women’s  wards. 
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Appendix  (E.)  plumber,  also  three  laundry  maids.  .  All  these  have  charge  to  some 
extent  of  the  patients,  who  work  with  them  respectively  ;  we  think, 
however,  this  staff  of  attendants  much  below  what  is  requisite  for 
the  due  care  of  the  patients.  On  the  men’s  side,  for  wards  1  and  2, 
in  which  there  are  101  patients,  there  are  only  three  attendants. 

We  had  no  complaints  from  the  patients  of  harshness  or  rough 
usage,  and  our  impression  was  very  favourable  as  to  the  kindness 
with  which  they  are  treated. 

There  have  been  several  additions  and  alterations.  Two  rooms 
have  been  constructed  in  the  roof  over  the  male  infirmary  which  will 
accommodate  22  patients,  and  similar  arrangements  are  in  progress 
in  the  women’s  wards.  The  new  wards  for  men  are  nearly  finished, 
and  will  afford  excellent  accommodation.  Dr.  Boyd  has  suggested 
that  this  wing  shall  be  used  for  the  reception  of  private  patients  pay¬ 
ing  moderate  sums.  This  plan  seems  to  us  a  very  desirable  one,  as 
such  accommodation  is  greatly  needed  in  this  part  of  England, 
there  being  many  persons  in  the  middle  classes  who  are  unable  to 
afford  the  charges  made  in  licensed  houses. 

We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner  in  the  hall  on  Saturday,  and  this 
day  they  have  been  assembled  in  a  large  tent  which  has  been  put  up 
in  front  of  the  asylum,  to  the  number  of  about  130  men  and  150 
women,  who  seemed  greatly  to  enjoy  the  change,  and  who  behaved 
in  the  most  orderly  manner.  We  noticed  that  the  food  was  excellent 
on  both  days. 

During  the  meal  to-day  the  asylum  band  attended,  and  performed 
a  selection  of  music  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  under  the  direction 
of  the  steward. 

Dr.  Boyd  is  still  here,  but  he  will  finally  resign  his  appointment 
on  the  1st  of  July,  when  Dr.  Medlicott,  who  has  been  appointed  as 
his  successor,  will  enter  upon  his  duties,  and  be  assisted  by  Dr. 
Bath. 

The  various  books  and  records  continue  to  be  kept  with  the 
greatest  attention  and  skill,  and  the  patients  have  the  advantage  of 
the  best  medical  care.

No  inquest  has  been  held  since  the  last  visit.  Few  post-mortem 
examinations  are  made,  the  bodies  of  patients  deceased  being  gene¬ 
rally  removed  by  their  friends,  to  whom  due  notices  of  their  ap¬ 
proaching  death  are  given. 

‘The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum,  wherein  there  has  not,  since 
the  last  visit,  been  any  case  of  epidemic  disorder,  is  at  present  very 
good.  Seven  men  and  three  women  only  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment.  "W  e  find,  however,  upon  inquiry,  that  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  other  patients,  including  many  epileptics,  are 
taking  medicine  regularly.  W e  are  of  opinion  that  the  names  of 
all  such  patients  should  be  duly  entered  in  the  medical  journal. 

There  has  not  during  the  past  year  been  any  instance  of  seclusion.

The  ordinary  charge  for  maintenance,  which  is  the  same  as  at 
Burntwood,  is  9  s.,  and  that  for  out-county  patients  14  s.,  per  week. 

The  Asylum,  which  is  estimated  to  accommodate  500  patients,  is, 
as  will  be  observed,  now  full.  Vacancies,  however,  will  shortly  be 
created  by  the  removal  to  Burntwood  of  a  number  of  harmless  and 
imbecile  patients,  who  are  transferred  thither,  from  time  to  time,  as 
occasion  requires.  No  pauper  lunatics  are  sent  in  the  first  instance 
to  Burntwood.  The  cases  for  transfer  are  selected  by  Dr.  Bower.

In  reference  to  the  observations  in  the  last  Report,  as  to  the 
insufficiency  of  the  remuneration  to  secure  and  retain  the  services 
of  properly  qualified  attendants,  we  have  satisfaction  in  stating  that 
the  scale  of  wages  has  been  raised  in  both  divisions.  The  present 
staff  of  day  attendants  appears  to  be  adequate.  There  is  still,  how¬ 
ever,  only  one  night  attendant  on  each  side. 

Considering  the  large  number  of  recent  and  acute  cases  received 
into  this  asylum,  and  by  the  fact,  communicated  to  us  by  Dr.  Bower, 
that  as  many  as  70  of  the  present  patients  are  of  suicidal  propen¬ 
sities,  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  an  additional  attendant  in  each 
division  is  required  for  the  proper  supervision  and  nursing  of  the 
patients  during  the  night.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  this  important 
matter  will  be  reconsidered  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors. 

The  patients  generally,  at  the  time  of  our  visits,  were  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  their  personal  condition  upon  the  whole  was  satisfac¬ 
tory.  The  exceptions  were  in  the  wards  in  the  respective  divisions 
occupied  by  patients  of  the  worst  class.  The  excitement  of  the 

female 
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female  patients  of  that  class  was  in  some  measure  attributable  to  Appendix  (E.) 
the  excessive  congregation  of  numbers  in  ward  No.  7,  in  consequence 
of  ward  No,  1  being  in  course  of  painting  and  renovation,  and  the 
inmates  for  a  time  distributed  over  wards  Nos.  3,  7,  and  8. 

As  regards  out-door  exercise,  we  find  that  about  40  women  are 
taken  out  for  walks  in  the  country  on  five  days  in  the  week,  and 
that  from  60  to  70  working  men  enjoy  this  privilege  on  Sundays. 

With  the  above  exceptions,  however,  the  patients  of  both  sexes 
are,  as  a  general  rule,  restricted  for  exercise  to  their  airing-courts. 

We  are  satisfied  that  more  extended  exercise,  on  more  frequent 
occasions,  and  comprising  much  larger  numbers,  would  produce  a 
very  beneficial  effect,  and  materially  promote  the  health  and  orderly 
habits  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  generally. 

We  have  to  report  very  favourably,  as  heretofore,  of  the  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  good  order  of  the  several  day-rooms  and  dormitories,  beds 
and  bedding. 

We  think,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  wards  generally  would  be 
materially  improved  in  comfort  and  aspect  by  the  introduction  of 
more  furniture  of  an  ordinary  domestic  kind,  and  simple  decorations 
and  objects  of  interest. 

The  dining  hall  is  nicely  decorated,  and  we  saw  therein  at  dinner 
190  male  patients,  all  of  whom  conducted  themselves  remarkably 

well. 

The  basement  wards  on  each  side  are  in  course  of  being  painted 
in  bright  and  cheerful  colours. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  saw  the  arrangements  in 
operation  for  deodorising  and  utilising  the  sewage,  the  whole  of 
which,  as  well  from  the  asylum  as  the  adjoining  county  gaol,  is 
distributed  by  gravitation  over  the  grass  land  of  the  asylum. 

There  was  little  or  no  offensive  odour  perceptible ;  and  in  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  pecuniary  advantage  derived,  we  may  state  that  about 
68  tons  of  hay  have,  in  this  exceptionally  dry  summer,  been  har¬ 
vested  from  the  25  acres  of  land  thus  irrigated. 

Dr.  Bower  continues  to  devote  his  best  attention  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum  and  the  care  and  benefit  of  its  inmates. 


Burntwood  (Staffordshire)  Asylum. 

20  May  1868. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  visited  on  the  2nd  of  last  November,  81 
patients  have  been  admitted,  21  males  and  60  females;  2  males  have 
been  discharged  recovered  ;  and,  from  ordinary  causes,  such  as 
paralysis,  phthisis,  and  senile  decay,  4  males  and  2  females  have 
died.  No  inquest  has  been  held  in  any  case.  All  the  admissions  have 
been  transfers  from  Stafford  excepting  one,  a  pauper  male  belonging 
to  the  Borough  of  Lynn,  who  was  received  on  Saturday  last.  This 
is  the  first  out-county  patient ;  the  charge  for  such  being  14  s.  a 
week,  and  the  average  charge  for  Staffordshire  patients  during  the 
past  year  having  been  9  s.  5J  d.

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Appendix  (E.)  Jn  the  asylum  to-clay  we  have  found  175  males  and  124  females,  . 

altogether  299  patients,  a  large  proportion  in  both  divisions  being 
epileptic  and  elderly.  All  were  very  quiet;  there  was  no  excite¬ 
ment  anywhere ;  and  the  condition  of  the  wards  generally  was  very 
satisfactory.  The  female  wing  appears  to  have  had  the  advantage 
(which  indeed  was  referred  to  at  the  last  visit)  of  completion  under 
supervision  of  the  county  surveyor ;  and  the  contrast  it  •presents  to 
the  male  wing,  where  not  only  the  skirtings  and  plasterings  have 
given  way  in  every  direction,  but,  as  was  described  by  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  two  years  ago,  the  floors  throughout  have  had  to  be 
strengthened,  is  remarkable.  Owing  to  this  circumstance  the 
papering  and  painting  of  the  male  wing  are  as  yet  only  imperfectly 
finished,  and  considerable  repairs  will  be  needed  before  the  decora¬ 
tion  of  it  is  complete.  When,  however,  this  is  accomplished, 
judging  from  the  present  cheerful  aspect  of  such  portions  of  the 
female  wing  as  are  occupied,  the  accommodation  on  both  sides 
afforded  by  this  asylum,  will  be  of  a  superior  description ;  homely 
indeed,  and  domestic  in  its  character  and  the  arrangement  of  the 
wards  ;  but  comfortable  throughout,  and  suitable  not  alone  for  the 
class  and  kind  of  inmates  now  here,  but  for  patients  a  little  above 
the  pauper,  who  might  be  received  to  a  limited  extent,  with  very 
great  advantage  as  well  to  the  asylum  itself  as  to  the  particular 
class  of  the  insane  to  whom  we  refer,  and  whom  there  are  such 
scanty  and  inadequate  means  of  making  any  kind  of  provision  for 
in  other  existing  asylums. 

The  space  available,  when  both  wings  are  ready  for  occupation, 
will  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Davis  accommodate  easily  530  patients, 
taking  10  more  for  the  female  than  for  the  male  division ;  and  we 
think  it  very  desirable  that  the  repairs,  painting  and  papering,  and 
supply  of  furniture,  should  now  be  proceeded  with  and  carried  to 
completion,  with  as  little  further  delay  as  may  be  possible.  The 
supply  of  water  is  now  ample. 

There  are  still  many  grave  deficiencies  among  the  men’s  clothing, 
which  require  immediate  attention  ;  but  subject  to  this  remark  their 
personal  appearance  was  satisfactory.  Of  the  women  we  have  a 
favourable  report  in  this  respect  to  make,  and  can  hardly  speak  too 
highly  of  the  effective  way  in  which,  by  means  of  a  pleasant  colour 
and  papering  throughout,  in  all  the  single  rooms  as  well  as  the  asso¬ 
ciated  dormitories,  bedside  carpets  and  other  homely  appliances,  a 
domestic  character  is  given  to  their  wards.  At  our  next  visit  we 
shall  hope  to  have  the  same  report  to  make  of  the  men’s  wing ; 
and  in  the  day-rooms  of  both  we  should  recommend  that  a  covering 
of  linoleum  should  be  laid  down.  We  think  also  that  the  books, 
papers,  and  other  means  of  employment  and  amusement  in  the 
wards,  of  which  we  are  assured  that  there  is  ample  supply,  should 
be  more  readily  within  reach  and  constantly  available  for  use. 

As  to  regular  daily  employment  we  find  that  about  44  of  the 
124  women,  and  from  90  to  100  of  the  175  men,  have  some  kind  of 
daily  occupation ;  but  of  these  there  are  only  22  men  employed  in 
the  grounds  and  5  on  the  farm,  and  this  number  might  be  profitably 
increased  it  there  were  more  land  under  cultivation.  We  desire, 
therefore,  strongly  to  repeat  the  recommendation  made  at  the  last 
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visit  for  such  arrangement  with  the  tenant  who  still  holds  a  lease  Appendix  (E.) 
of  part  of  the  land  as  will  place  the  entire  estate  under  control  of 
the  visitors.  Considerable  progress  in  planting  and  laying  out  has  been 
made,  since  the  last  visit,  in  two  of  the  airing-courts,  where  temporary 
screens  or  sunshades  should  now  be  provided ;  and  no  time  will  be 
lost  in  similarly  completing  the  other  airing-courts,  and  rendering 
them,  with  their  cheerful  outlooks  over  a  fine  range  of  country, 
available  for  all  the  patients. 

The  numbers  of  the  inmates  to  whom  the  privilege  of  country 
walks  beyond  these  courts  is  extended  appears  to  be  about  40  of  the 
women  twice  a  week  (and  sometimes  oftener),  and  84  of  the  men  on 
Sundays  only.  There  are  regular  associated  entertainments,  such 
as  dances  in  the  winter  months,  and  pic-nics  and  rural  excursions 
in  the  summer,  besides  the  ordinary  out-door  games,  at  which  a  fair 
proportion  of  both  sexes  attend.  The  average  attendance  at  chapel 
in  the  Sunday  services  is  130  men  and  70  women. 

Since  the  last  visit  there  has  been  no  restraint  and  no  seclusion, 
neither  having  been  resorted  to,  we  should  add,  since  the  asylum 
was  opened.  No  one  was  in  bed  to-day  on  either  side,  and  the 
return  of  wet  and  dirty  last  night  was  only  2  among  the  men  and 
one  among  the  women ;  which,  considering  the  number  of  the 
epileptic  and  feeble  here,  we  think  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

We  have  been  favourably  impressed,  indeed,  by  this  visit  alto- 
gether,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  Dr.  Davis  is  discharging  his  duties 
efficiently.  The  case  books,  however,  require  greater  attention. 


Suffolk  County  Asylum. 

21  February  1868. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  13th  February  1867,  61  males 
and  72  female  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  47  males  and  56  females 
have  been  discharged,  and  29  males  and  25  females  have  died,  leav¬ 
ing  in  the  asylum  this  day  172  men  and  224  women;  total,  396. 
In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  have  seen  every  patient,  and  have 
visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  Throughout  the  utmost  tranquillity 
and  order  prevailed,  and  no  one  was  secluded.  The  personal  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients  was,  in  the  female  division,  quite  satisfactory, 
but  in  some  cases  we  thought  the  men  required  more  attention,  and 
we  are  of  opinion  that,  especially  as  regards  the  male  patients,  the 
staff  of  attendants  is  inadequate,  there  being,  including  the  head 
attendant,  and  a  man  who  works  with  the  patients  out  of  doors,  but 
has  no  duties  in  the  house,  only  nine  for  172  patients,  or  at  about 
the  proportion  of  one  to  19.  For  the  women  the  proportion  is  some¬ 
what  larger,  there  being  one  nurse  to  about  18  patients.  We  beg 
strongly  to  urge  the  employment  of  a  larger  staff,  and  also  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  night  attendant  in  each  division.  We  would  also 
suggest  that,  in  the  infirmary  and  imbecile  wards  on  the  men’s  side, 
married  attendants  should  be  appointed  whose  wives  should  assist 
them  in  their  duties.  As  respects  the  employment  of  night  atten¬ 
dants,  it  may  be  well  to  observe  that  we  are  not  aware  that  any 
asylum  of  this  magnitude  is  unprovided  with  this  important  protec- 
0.64.  U  tion. 
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Appendix  (E.)  tion.  No  restraint  seems  to  have  been  used  since  the  last  visit,  but 

-  9  males  and  4  females  have  been  secluded  ;  the  men  on  12,  and  the 

women  on  six  occasions.  Only  two  men  and  one  woman  were  in 
bed  to-day,  but  not  in  consequence  of  any  serious  bodily  illness, 
indeed  the  asylum  is  in  a  very  healthy  state,  and  only  two  of  each 
sex  were  last  week  reported  to  be  under  medical  treatment.  There 
is,  however,  a  somewhat  large  proportion  of  feeble  cases,  and  the 
mortality  has  been  greater  than  usual,  the  causes  of  death  all  appear 
to  have  been  of  an  ordinary  nature.  The  dinners  to-day  consisted 
of  roast  and  boiled  meat,  with  potatoes,  bread,  and  beer,  but  dinners 
of  this  description  are  only  given  five  times  a  fortnight.  Soup  or 
pudding  being  allowed  on  the  other  days,  the  former  twice  and  the 
latter  twice  a  week.  This  dietary  is  certainly  inferior  to  that  of 
most  other  county  asylums,  and  we  have  now  especially  referred  to 
it  because  we  thought  some  of  the  men  looked  feeble  and  under  fed. 

W e  may  add,  also,  that  in  both  divisions  complaints  were  made  to 
us  in  regard  to  the  diet.  Other  complaints,  however,  there  were 
none,  and  many  spoke  with  the  utmost  gratitude  of  the  kindness 
and  consideration  shown  to  them  by  Dr.  Kirkman. 

From  a  return  we  have  received,  it  appears  that  from  100  to  120 
of  the  men,  and  about  150  of  the  women  are  regularly  and  usefully 
employed.  Of  the  former,  50  work  on  the  land,  4  are  shoemakers, 
3  tailors,  3  carpenters,  and  40  assist  in  the  wards.  There  are  gene¬ 
rally  26  women  in  the  laundry,  8  in  the  kitchen,  10  clean  vegetables, 
30  are  cleaners  in  the  wards,  6  work  in  the  garden,  and  60  are  occu¬ 
pied  as  dressmakers.  Neither  the  whole  of  the  men’s  clothes,  nor 
the  shoes  for  both  sexes  are  made  in  the  asylum,  and  we  have  sug¬ 
gested  the  engagement  of  a  paid  shoemaker  and  tailor,  who  should 
be  bound  to  instruct  patients  in  those  trades,  and  by  whose  assist¬ 
ance  we  have  no  doubt  all  the  clothing  could  easily  be  supplied.  A 
sewing  machine  would  also  be  found  most  useful.  We  found  the 
wards  throughout,  but  more  especially  on  the  women’s  side,  in  very 
good  order,  and  all  the  rooms  were  clean  and  well  ventilated. 
Numerous  improvements  have  been  effected  since  the  last  visit,  and 
many  of  the  suggestions  then  made  have  been  attended  to.  Thus, 
all  the  bed-rooms  have  been  boarded  in  the  female  division,  and 
much  papering  has  been  done  in  both.  The  small  dark  bed-room  in 
one  of  the  wards  has  had  a  new  window  placed  in  it,  and  the  two 
small  windows  in  No.  2  day-room  have  been  greatly  enlarged.  Other 
additions  have  been  made  in  the  way  of  comfortable  furniture,  &c., 
but  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  lay  on  gas,  nor  have  any  new  baths 
been  put  up.  It  is  proposed,  we  believe,  to  fix  one  or  two  Stour¬ 
bridge  clay  baths  shortly,  but  we  learn  from  Dr.  Kirkman  that  the 
visitors  have  hitherto  refused  to  entertain  the  question  of  laying  on 
gas.  We  deem  it  to  be  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance,  both  as 
regards  safety,  comfort,  and  economy,  and  we  therefore  take  leave 
again  to  urge  the  subject  upon  their  attention. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual ;  no  harmonium  or  organ  has 
yet  been  obtained. 

In  the  course  of  our  inquiries  respecting  the  discharge  of  patients, 
we  learn  that,  when  absent  on  trial,  no  pecuniary  allowance  is  made 
to  them  under  the  permissive  powers  of  the  Act. 

We 
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We  look  upon  this  species  of  assistance  as  being  of  so  much  value  Appendix  (E.) 
in  the  final  cure  of  patients,  and  in  enabling  them  to  live  comfortably  — — 

whilst  in  search  of  work,  that  we  hope  the  visitors  will,  in  future, 
see  fit  to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

W e  have,  in  conclusion,  again  to  report  favourably  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  institution,  and  of  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which 
Dr.  Kirkman  continues  to  exercise  the  duties  of  his  office. 

The  observations  of  the  committee  of  visitors  on  the  foregoing 
Deport,  which  were  not  transmitted  until  the  month  of  July,  were  in 
the  form  of  the  following  resolutions  : — 

“  Attendants. — The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  night  attendants 
are  unadvisable,  but  that,  with  a  view  to  carry  out  the  remarks  of  the 
Commissioners,  the  committee  will  advise  upon  the  best  plan  to  be 
adopted  for  increasing  the  number  of  the  attendants  in  the  asylum. 

“  Tradesmen.- — That,  under  the  present  state  and  circumstances  of 
the  house,  it  is  not  practicable  to  carry  out  the  suggestion  of  the 
Commissioners  further  than  the  employment  of  shoemakers  and 
tailors  as  is  now  adopted. 

“  Baths. — That  a  general  order  be  given  to  Dr.  Kirkman  to  carry 
out  the  suggestions  made  in  the  Deport. 

“  Gas. — That  the  committee  can  see  no  reason  for  altering  the 
opinion  frequently  arrived  at,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  introduce  gas 
into  an  old  house  like  the  present. 

“  Harmonium. — That  an  harmonium  be  provided. 

“  Diet. — That  the  house  committee  be  requested  to  consider  the 
question  of  an  amended  diet,  and  to  make  such  alterations  as  they 
may  find  desirable. 

C(  Allowance  to  Patients  when  out  on  Trial  for  Health. — -The  allow¬ 
ance  has  been  made  in  this  asylum  when  considered  necessary. 

In  consequence  of  the  want  of  accommodation  for  the  pauper 
lunatics  likely  to  be  received  into  the  asylum,  the  committee  agreed 
to  report  to  the  quarter  sessions  that  it  has  become  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  immediate  provision  for  such  further  accommodation. 

“  N.B . — With  a  view  to  meet  the  subject  of  this  Deport,  a  general 
adjourned  sessions  for  the  county  is  appointed  to  be  held  on  the  21st 
of  September  next,” 


Surrey  County  Asylum,  Wandsworth. 

3  July  1868. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  gone  over  every  part  of  this 
asylum,  and  of  the  patients,  who  are  in  number  913,  411  males  and 
502  females,  have  seen  all  but  5,  1  male  and 4 females;  these  being, 
at  present,  absent  on  leave. 

The  building  is  still  overcrowded,  both  in  dormitories  and  day- 
rooms,  there  being  only  three  patients  less  than  were  seen  at  the 
last  visit,  notwithstanding  the  removals  to  Brookwood  since  that 
date.  But,  allowing  for  this,  we  think  the  condition  of  the  patients 
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Appendix  (E.)  satisfactory,  and  that  the  state  of  the  asylum  generally  is  very 
creditable  to  its  management.  The  increased  comfort  and  cheer¬ 
fulness  of  the  wards,  by  means,  chiefly,  of  additions  to  the  furniture 
and  decorations,  supplied  at  the  smallest  cost  by  a  judicious  use  of 
the  labour  of  the  inmates,  has  been  steadily  carried  out ;  and  the 
result  is  seen  in  the  quieter  demeanour  and  improved  personal  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  patients.  There  were  a  few  noisy  women  in  the 
worst  female  wards,  but,  with  this  exception,  there  was  marked 
absence  of  excitement  everywhere,  and  the  clothing  in  both  divi¬ 
sions  was  in  a  fair  state,  indicating  care  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants  and  nurses. 

It  is  extremely  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  relaxation  of  the 
efforts  which  thus  far  have  proved  so  successful,  but  that,  by  con¬ 
tinued  and  unceasing  application  of  them  to  the  wards  occupied  by 
patients  of  the  worst  class,  every  part  of  the  asylum  may  be  brought 
under  the  same  better  influences.  A  good  deal  requires  still  to  be 
done  to  assimilate  the  male  to  the  female  epileptic  wards,  and  to 
bring  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  on  the  male  side  (the  last  especially)  up  to 
the  now  high  mark  of  the  rest  of  that  division. 

The  changes  since  our  colleagues  were  here  on  the  31st  of  May  in 
last  year  have  comprised  270  admissions,  208  discharges,  and  65  deaths ; 
the  proportions  of  male  and  female  being,  under  the  first  head,  144  and 
126 ;  under  the  second,  110  and  98 ;  and  under  the  third,  37  and  28. 
Of  the  discharges  162  were  removals  to  Brookwood  ;  81  of  each  sex 
having  been  transferred  to  that  asylum,  and  41  were  recoveries. 
One  of  the  deaths  was  the  result  of  a  fall ;  and  in  this  case,  and 
three  others  of  sudden  occurrence,  inquests  were  held,  the  parti¬ 
culars  being  communicated  to  Whitehall ;  the  principal  causes  of 
the  rest  of  the  deaths  having  been  general  palsy  and  other  diseases 
of  the  brain  ;  phthisis,  and  other  disorders  of  the  lungs  ;  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  intestines,  and  senile  decay.  The  health  of  the  asylum 
is  very  good  at  present,  only  six  in  each  division  being  in  bed  to-day 
(there  were  seven  yesterday);  and  the  entire  numbers  taking  medi¬ 
cine,  including  those  affected  by  very  slight  temporary  ailments, 
being  17  men  and  14  women. 

Other  entries  in  the  medical  journals  give  satisfactory  indication 
of  improvement  in  the  habits  of  the  inmates.  The  total  number  of 
patients  secluded  since  the  end  of  last  May  has  been  37,  and  this 
has  included  12  labouring  under  epileptic  seizures;  the  number  of 
instances  having  been  115,  of  which  99  were  among  the  women, 
and  16  among  the  men.  There  have  been  three  cases  of  restraint, 
all  for  surgical  reasons ;  and  24  other  patients  are  recorded,  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  a  suggestion  at  the  last  visit,  as  having  worn  locked 
gloves  on  various  occasions,  for  surgical  reasons  or  destructive  pro¬ 
pensities.  The  return  of  wet  and  dirty  beds  from  every  part  of  the 
building  last  night  was  58,  of  which  only  8  were  dirty ;  and  the  straw 
beds  have  been  reduced  to  1 7.  In  place  of  coir  and  straw  mattresses, 
hair  has  been  extensively  substituted  since  the  last  visit ;  loose  coir 
pillows  have  been  judiciously  provided  for  epileptics ;  and  in  the 
mattress-making  an  additional  means  of  employment  has  been  found 
for  many  of  the  formerly  unoccupied  patients,  who  are  also  able  to 
busy  themselves  in  stuffing  cushions  for  chairs  and  settees. 

Adverting 
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Adverting  to  matters  which  were  the  subject  of  remark  in  the  Appendix  (E.) 

last  entry,  we  observed  in  progress  to-day  the  conversion  of  the  old  - 

female  visiting  gallery  into  seven  single  rooms,  another  visiting 
place  being  obtained  by  covering  in  the  space  adjoining,  and  it  is 
intended  to  make  the  same  addition  of  single  rooms  on  the  men’s 
side.  It  is  manifest,  however,  that  this  will  be  a  quite  inadequate 
provision  for  the  want  remarked  upon  by  our  colleagues,  and  we  de¬ 
sire  very  strongly  to  repeat  their  suggestion  for  larger  additions  in 
this  respect,  whereby  the  advantages  of  the  asylum  might  be  opened 
to  larger  numbers  of  recent  cases.  What  we  have  further  observed 
at  our  visit  leads  us  also  greatly  to  regret  that  no  step  seems  yet  to 
have  been  taken  towards  the  provision  of  a  general  recreation-hall, 
so  constructed  as  to  be  available  also  both  as  dining-hall  and  work¬ 
room,  and  hardly  more  needed  for  these  special  purposes  than  as  a 
relief  to  the  ordinary  day -rooms. 

Of  other  suggestions  made  on  that  occasion  we  have  to  report 
that,  though  there  has  yet  been  no  addition  to  the  staff  of  attend¬ 
ants,  another  laundry-maid  is  to  be  engaged  immediately  ;  that  rules 
for  bathing  have  been  suspended  in  a  every  bath-room ;  that  regu¬ 
lations  have  been  placed  in  the  reception  wards  concerning  the  con¬ 
dition  of  patients  on  admission;  and  that  a  beginning  has  been  made 
towards  the  better  supply,  which  is  much  wanted,  of  washing 
materials  in  the  dormitories. 

Of  other  improvements  since  last  year’s  visit  it  is  to  be  added 
that,  throughout  the  asylum,  there  has  been  a  division  or  partition 
of  watercloset  seats ;  that  linoleum  has  been  laid  down  in  the  day- 
rooms  as  well  as  the  galleries  ;  that  flower-baskets,  fern-cases,  vases, 
and  statuettes,  all  very  pretty  and  ornamental,  have  been  plentifully 
supplied,  to  the  majority  of  the  galleries  and  day-rooms ;  that  more 
birds  have  been  introduced,  and  there  is  now  in  No.  1  male  ward 
a  good  aviary ;  that,  in  the  female  airing-court  of  the  old  buildings, 
six  trees  have  been  planted,  an  example  we  hope  to  find  followed 
more  extensively,  both  here  and  in  various  portions  of  the  estate, 
where  walks  shaded  by  trees  would  be  of  inexpressible  value  to  the 
inmates ;  that  important  improvements  have  been  lately  made  in  the 
well ;  and  that  additional  buildings  have  been  constructed  on  the 
farm. 

Generally,  as  to  employment  and  recreation,  the  old  arrangements 
appear  to  be  continued.  The  numbers  usefully  employed  are  still 
very  limited,  not  averaging  more  than  233  males  and  250  females, 
or  483  altogether;  but  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  there  are  nearly 
250  of  both  sexes  whom  physical  inability  prevents  from  going 
beyond  their  airing -courts,  and  as  many  as  82  who  never  even  leave 
their  wards.  It  would  be,  of  course,  extremely  desirable  that  the 
former  number  should  be  diminished,  if  possible,  and  experiment 
might  be  made  of  drafting  small  parties  of  them,  from  time  to  time, 
into  the  excursions  that  are  permitted  into  the  grounds.  These 
latter,  too,  we  think,  should  be  made  with  more  regularity  and  fre¬ 
quency.  The  same  returns  suggest  the  desirability,  also,  of  as 
liberal  a  provision  as  possible  for  amusement  in  the  wards  them¬ 
selves  ;  and  as  there  are  no  bagatelle-boards  in  the  female  division, 
it  would  be  well  to  introduce  them.  At  present  the  numbers  who 
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Appendix  (E.)  attend  the  associated  amusements  are  about  480,  being  limited 

_  '  altogether  to  the  working  patients  ;  and  laudable  exertions  appear  to 

be  made  to  render  these  as  various  and  attractive  as  they  can  be 
made.  There  were  theatricals  and  concerts  and  dances  in  the 
winter ;  there  is  a  good  attendants’  band,  to  which  brass  instruments 
have  been  recently  supplied ;  and  the  proposed  summer  entertain¬ 
ments  will  include  tea  parties  on  the  lawn,  with  music  and  dancing. 
We  should  add  that  -we  saw  dinner  served  yesterday,  and  were 
pleased  by  the  liberality  and  variety  of  the  provision  made  according 
to  the  wants  of  the  several  classes  of  the  patients. 

Some  further  suggestions  have  been  made  by  us  in  the  course  of 
this  visit  in  connection  with  employment,  especially  as  to  shoe¬ 
making,  and  instruction  in  this  and  other  trades  ;  and  also  having 
reference  to  the  better  protection  of  articles  of  danger  in  use  in  the 
galleries  ;  as  to  which  we  entertain  no  doubt  that  prompt  attention 
will  be  given,  and  with  the  same  success  that  has  followed  the 
many  zealous  and  active  exertions  made,  during  Dr.  Bigg’s  super¬ 
intendence  of  the  asylum,  to  add  to  its  efficiency  in  all  its  depart¬ 
ments  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  With  one  exception, 
no  complaints  whatever  were  made  to  us,  yesterday  or  to-day ;  and, 
in  regard  to  this  exception,  which  was  that  of  a  patient  in  the  male 
division  (C.  B.),  who  addressed  the  most  unfounded  statements  to 
us  in  the  most  horrible  language,  and  whose  daily  outbreaks  in  the 
wrard  have  the  worst  possible  effect  on  the  rest  of  its  inmates,  we 
recommend,  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee,  the  desirability, 
on  every  account,  that  this  patient  should  be  removed  to  Fisherton 
House. 


Surrey  County  Asylum  (Brookwood). 

20  and  21  November  1868. 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  to  the  asylum  yesterday  and  this  day, 
we  have  personally  examined  every  patient,  and  have  inspected  all 
the  wards  and  offices. 

With  some  exceptions  in  the  female  division,  the  patients  were 
generally  quiet  and  orderly,  and  their  clothing  and  personal  con¬ 
dition  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  We  found  no  one  in  seclusion. 
A  fair  proportion  of  the  women  were  engaged  in  needlework,  and 
we  noticed  in  both  divisions  a  good  supply  of  games  and  other 
means  of  amusement.  The  stock  of  entertaining  books,  however, 
appeared  to  be  very  scanty,  and  book-shelves  are  much  needed  in 
each  ward.  The  average  number  of  patients  usefully  employed 
seems  from  the  returns  to  be  about  133  in  the  male,  and  180  in  the 
female  division. 

Of  the  men,  about  73  work  on  the  land,  and  20  are  occupied  in 
trades,  such  as  tailors,  shoemakers,  bricklayers,  painters,  engineers, 
&c.  The  rest  find  employment  as  ward-helpers,  or  coal-carriers. 

Of  the  women,  there  are  27  regularly  at  work  in  the  laundry, 
and  8  in  the  kitchen,  and  between  40  and  50  assist  in  cleaning 
vegetables ;  employment  is  found  for  the  others  in  sewing,  knitting, 
netting,  bookbinding,  &c. 
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The  school  is  well  attended,  and  as  many  as  29  men  and  52  Appendix  (E.) 
women  were  engaged  there  last  week.  ~ 

The  chapel  services  are  continued  as  usual,  there  being  two 
services  on  Sunday.  The  attendance  comprises  about  two-thirds  of 
the  whole  number  of  patients ;  but  the  building  is  not  large  enough 
to  hold  the  numbers  who  would  attend,  and  this  evil  will,  of  course, 
increase  when  the  asylum  is  quite  full.  The  daily  prayers  are  read 
in  a  portion  of  the  workshops,  and  here  again  there  is  not  room  for 
the  patients  who  could  and  ought  to  attend. 

There  are  about  50  Roman  Catholics  here,  and  for  them  a  priest 
visits  every  Sunday  and  reads  mass. 

The  admissions  since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  12th  December 
1867,  comprise  144  men  and  196  women;  and  within  the  same 
interval  32  men  and  33  women  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  53 
were  recovered;  and  25  men  and  21  women  have  died.  These 
changes  leave  in  the  asylum  this  day  231  men  and  286  women, 
total,  517  ;  and  there  are  still  98  vacant  beds  in  the  male,  and  35 
in  the  female  division. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  inmates  at  the  present  time  is  satis¬ 
factory,  and  only  seven  patients  are  now  registered  as  being  under 
medical  treatment. 

Five  of  each  sex  were  in  bed  yesterday. 

The  deaths  which  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  were,  with 
two  exceptions,  from  ordinary  causes.  In  those  cases  inquests  were 
held.  In  one  instance  the  patient  died  from  epilepsy,  and  in  the 
other  from  the  effects  of  scalds  in  a  bath,  administered,  through  the 
negligence  of  the  attendant,  by  another  patient.  For  this  neglect 
the  attendant  was  dismissed. 

The  use  of  seclusion  has  been  confined  to  three  female  patients, 
and  it  was  only  employed  on  14  occasions. 

We  found  the  whole  of  the  wards  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  in  the  best  order. 

Some  of  the  day-rooms  on  the  men’s  side  have  already  been 
papered,  and  we  believe  that  ultimately  a  similar  improvement  will 
be  made  throughout. 

The  furniture  is  of  the  best  kind. 

It  has  been  found  that  in  proportion  to  the  dormitory  accommo¬ 
dation,  which  provides  for  650  patients,  the  day  space  is  inadequate, 
and  the  committee  of  visitors  have  had  under  their  consideration 
plans  for  an  enlargement  or  widening  of  the  galleries  attached  to 
the  south  wards  on  the  ground-floor.  We  believe  that  these  plans 
will  shortly  be  submitted  to  our  Board. 

The  want  of  a  general  recreation  and  dining-hall  continues  to  be 
felt,  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  Dr.  Brushfield  has  brought  the 
subject  under  the  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors. 

The  dinners  yesterday  consisted  of  soup  and  baked  pudding.  The 
latter  was  excellent,  but  the  soup  did  not  appear  to  be  liked  by  the 
patients,  and  it  would  seem  desirable  to  consider  whether  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  stew  for  this  dinner  would  not  be  advisable. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  land,  nearly  30  acres,  has  been 
brought  under  cultivation  since  the  last  visit,  and  a  good  supply  of 
vegetables  has  been  obtained.  W e  regret  to  observe,  however,  that 
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Appendix  (E.)  the  large  women’s  airing-court  remains  in  a  very  neglected  and 

-  disorderly  state,  and  we  think  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  at  once 

laying  it  out ;  endeavours  should  also  be  made  to  plant  and  improve 
the  back-yards,  which  now  present  a  most  dreary  aspect. 

The  water  supply  is  still  inadequate,  although  at  this  season  not 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  prove  seriously  inconvenient.  It  is  still, 
however,  found  necessary  to  bathe  two  patients  in  the  same  water, 
and  the  waterclosets  are  not  at  all  times  well  supplied.  It  might 
be  well,  under  these  circumstances,  to  consider  whether  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  earthclosets,  especially  in  the  airing-courts,  would  not 
be  useful. 

During  the  summer  the  brook  was  entirely  dried  up,  and  the  well 
water  being  quite  inadequate,  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to  the  canal, 
from  which  the  committee  obtained  permission  to  take  a  supply  for 
one  month.  The  brook  water  is  now  stored  in  ponds,  and  a  horse- 
pump  supplies  about  3,600  gallons  per  day.  The  pump  engine 
from  the  well  giving  nearly  double  that  quantity. 

We  have  suggested  that  a  wall  should  be  built  across  a  portion 
of  the  laundry  drying-yard,  and  other  necessary  precautions  taken 
to  prevent  the  male  and  female  patients  working  in  this  department 
from  having  access  to  each  other. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  14  on  the  male,  and  18 
in  the  female  division ;  there  ax*e  also  head  and  night  attendants  for 
each  department. 

We  have  made  the  usual  inquiries,  and  examined  the  books.  We 
must  call  the  special  attention  of  the  medical  officers  to  ilie  case¬ 
books,  which,  as  regards  many  of  the  cases,  have  been  much 
neglected,  and  contain  no  information  whatever  relative  to  treat¬ 
ment  or  the  progress  of  the  disease. 

We  have  again  a  very  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  general 
condition  and  management  of  the  asylum,  and  the  progress  which 
has  been  made  in  bringing  it  to  a  proper  state  is  very  creditable  to 
the  zeal  and  activity  of  Dr.  Brushfield  and  the  officers  acting  under 
his  direction. 


Sussex  Countv  Asylum. 

18  June  1868. 

We  have  to-day  visited  every  part  of  this  asylum  and  seen  all  the 
patients.  Their  condition  was  most  satisfactory ;  and  everything 
that  came  under  our  observation  showed  the  excellence  of  the  pro¬ 
vision  made  generally  for  their  wants  and  their  comfort,  and  for 
efficient  administration  of  the  asylum  in  all  its  departments. 

Since  it  was  visited  in  June  1867,  there  have  been  164  admis¬ 
sions,  68  males  and  96  females;  70  discharges,  23  males  and  47 
females,  of  whom  14  of  the  former  sex  and  34  of  the  latter  had 
recovered;  and  58  deaths,  30  males  and  28  females,  all  of  which 
were  from  ordinary  causes.  In  the  case  of  a  man  who  died  shortly 
after  admission,  and  in  three  other  cases  where  the  deaths  had  occurred 
suddenly  from  heart  disease,  inquests  were  held.  The  other  principal 
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causes  were  general  paralysis  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain.  Appendix  (E.) 
phthisis,  and  senile  decay. 

To-day  there  are  in  the  asylum  573  patients,  248  males,  and  325 
females,  and  there  are  besides  three  males  and  one  female  absent  on 
trial.  There  was  not  a  case  of  noise  or  excitement  in  either  division. 

The  most  perfect  order  prevailed  in  all  the  wards,  and  most  espe¬ 
cially  in  those  of  both  divisions  which  are  called  “  refractory.” 

Here,  where  the  worst  patients  are,  is  always  most  successfully  tested 
the  effect  and  value  of  those  arrangements  for  employment,  amuse¬ 
ment,  and  domestic  comfort,  which  for  them  are  even  more  neces¬ 
sary  than  for  patients  of  the  most  favourable  class.  We  found  more 
than  half  the  inmates  of  each  usefully  employed  ;  there  was  no  un¬ 
tidiness  of  dress ;  there  is  seldom,  in  either,  more  than  one  or  two 
soiled  beds ;  and  excepting  about  five  men  and  20  women,  of  whom 
the  majority  are  disabled  by  bodily  infirmity,  all  are  able  to  join  the 
respective  halls  where  the  inmates  from  each  division  are  now  asso¬ 
ciated  at  dinner.  These  are  the  most  satisfactory  indications 
that  could  be  given  of  the  success  that  has  attended  the  system 
adopted  in  this  asylum  of  extending  to  every  class,  in  a  more  or  less 
degree,  the  personal  and  other  comforts,  the  objects  of  ornament  and 
interest,  and  the  means  of  occupation  and  amusement,  which  are 
not  now  absent  from  any  of  the  wards. 

In  the  dining-halls  to-day  were  241  men  and  304  women;  and  as 
to  their  appearance  and  clothing,  as  well  as  to  their  quiet  orderly 
demeanour,  very  favourable  report  is  to  be  made.  In  both 
divisions  the  body  linen  of  each  patient  is  changed  at  the 
time  when  each  is  bathed,  namely,  twice  a  week,  and  the  water 
is  invariably  changed  for  each  ;  instructions  to  this  effect,  with 
other  judicious  suggestions,  having  been  drawn  up,  printed,  and 
suspended  in  all  the  bath-rooms  since  our  colleagues  were  here.  In 
the  same  interval,  we  may  add,  a  second  night  attendant  has  been 
appointed  on  the  female  side ;  a  second  handrail  has  been  added  to 
each  stair  throughout  the  house ;  many  additional  small  tables  have 
been  placed  in  the  wards ;  and  the  new  male  wing,  which  we  found 
in  occupation  to-day,  has  been  partly  painted  and  furnished.  The 
suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit,  for  enlargement  of  the  male  airing- 
court  used  by  the  most  troublesome  class,  has  also  been  fully  carried 
out,  and  a  fives-court  has  been  added  to  it.  In  the  corresponding 
female  court,  at  the  same  time,  there  has  been  placed  a  sunshade, 
with  seats  84  feet  long,  commanding  a  view  of  the  country  of  great 
beauty  and  extent. 

The  numbers  now  in  the  asylum,  compared  with  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  it  affords,  leave  100  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division,  as  to  which 
there  is  a  proposition  now  before  the  committee  to  appropriate  60 
for  the  reception  of  that  number  of  patients  from  Hanwell ;  but  we 
have  heard  to-day,  with  less  satisfaction,  that  the  necessity  of  having 
very  shortly  to  provide  additional  beds  on  the  female  side,  where 
there  are  now  only  nine  vacant,  has  led  to  the  revival  of  a  former 
plan  of  turning  into  asylum  accommodation  the  present  house  of  the 
superintendent,  and  of  lodging  him  in  a  detached  house  in  the 
grounds.  The  only  argument  in  favour  of  such  a  plan  is  to  be 
found  in  certain  deficiencies  of  his  present  apartments  which  Dr. 
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Appendix  (E.)  Robertson  may  reasonably  object  to ;  but  by  provision  of  another 

-  recreation-hall.,  which  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum  has  rendered 

most  desirable,,  and  indeed  necessary,  these  defects  might  be  cor¬ 
rected.  The  new  female  accommodation  might  be  supplied  by  a  small 
detached  block  in  connection  with  the  laundry  buildings ;  and  the 
evils  inseparable  from  placing  the  medical  superintendent  in  a  build¬ 
ing  detached  from  the  asylum  would  thus  be  prevented.  It  is  by 
the  exact  opposite  system ;  by  the  influence  of  the  continual  presence, 
within  the  walls,  of  the  superintendent  responsible  for  its  manage¬ 
ment  and  direction,  that  the  institution  has  been  brought  to  its  pre¬ 
sent  state ;  and  any  step  in  the  direction  first  named  would  be  re¬ 
trograde,  and  much  to  be  deplored. 

Of  the  general  arrangement  of  the  asylum,  we  have  to  report  as 
usual.  In  the  numbers  and  modes  of  employment  there  is  no  ma¬ 
terial  change ;  and  the  attendances  at  chapel,  at  the  school  classes, 
and  at  the  associated  amusements,  are  about  the  same.  It  occurred 
to  us  to-day  in  the  dining-hall  of  the  men  that,  as  a  great  many  of 
the  plates  of  soup  were  not  taken  or  only  half  taken,  it  might  be  de¬ 
sirable  to  consider  whether  something  else  might  not  be  devised  for 
one  of  the  days  on  which  it  is  given,  as  already  has  been  done  on 
the  female  side.  Of  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry  we  have 
merely  to  add  that  the  seclusion  has  not  been  considerable,  and  has 
been  limited  to  46  patients ;  and  that  the  numbers  under  medical 
treatment  are  at  present  only  five  men  and  10  women,  the  health 
being  generally  very  good.  Only  two  men  and  three  women  were 
noticed  by  us  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards. 

In  his  admirable  superintendence  of  this  asylum,  Dr.  Kobertson 
appears  to  receive  such  efficient  assistance  from  Dr.  Williams  that 
we  have  learnt  to-day,  with  much  satisfaction,  of  a  recent  increase  by 
the  committee  of  the  salary  of  this  attentive  and  able  officer,  who 
will  in  future  receive  150  /.  per  annum. 


Warwick  County  Asylum. 

12  May  1868. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  8th  of  November  last,  52 
patients  have  been  admitted,  26  of  each  sex ;  20  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  8  males  and  12  females;  and  25  have  died,  13  males  and 
12  females.  All  but  three  of  those  discharged  had  recovered;  and 
the  principal  causes  of  deaths  were  general  palsy  and  epilepsy, 
phthisis,  and  disease  of  the  brain.  In  three  cases  inquests  were 
held,  a  patient  in  each  division  having  been  found  dead  from 
suffocation  during  epileptic  fits,  and  another  male  patient  having 
choked  himself  while  eating,  verdicts  being  returned  accordingly. 

We  found  to-day  in  the  asylum  439  patients;  in  the  male  divi¬ 
sion  206,  and  in  the  female  division  233,  there  being  besides  two 
men  absent  on  trial,  and  three  names  of  escaped  criminal  patients 
still  retained  on  the  books.  As  the  most  recent  of  these  escapes 
dates  nearly  two  years,  and  the  least  recent  11  years  ago,  we  recom¬ 
mend 
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mend  that  application  be  made  to  the  Home  Office  for  permission  to  Appendix  (E.) 
remove  the  names  in  question. 

Generally,  the  condition  of  these  patients  was  satisfactory,  the 
only  exception  to  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  them  in  both  divisions 
being  in  the  new  No.  2  day-room,  in  the  female  west  wing;  as  to 
which  we  have  recommended  that  some  cases  of  the  less  favourable 
kind  should  be  removed  elsewhere,  and  their  places  supplied  by 
others  of  the  better  sort,  who  might  be  willing  and  able  to  assist  the 
nurses  in  their  charge  of  the  most  troublesome  of  the  present  inmates. 

More  might  then  be  kept  at  some  kind  of  employment,  and  quiet  and 
good  order  would  be  further  ‘greatly  encouraged  by  introducing 
more  domestic  furniture  and  objects  of  ornament  and  cheerfulness 
into  the  day-room.  We  have  seen  it  to-day  at  a  disadvantage, 
being  as  yet  in  these  respects  in  an  unfinished  state,  the  structural 
alterations  which  have  assimilated  this  wing  to  the  corresponding 
one  in  the  male  division  having  been  completed  only  recently. 

Excellent  large  day-rooms  are  thus  provided,  and,  by  appropriation 
as  dormitories  of  the  former  small  supplementary  day-rooms,  20 
additional  beds  have  been  obtained  in  each  division. 

Besides  these  judicious  changes,  other  works  in  progress  for  im¬ 
provement  of  the  building  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  are  still  going- 
on,  and  will  shortly  be  brought  to  completion ;  both  divisions  will 
then  be  supplied  with  good  waterclosets  and  bath-rooms,  the  latter 
having  in  every  case  comfortable  dressing-rooms,  with  boarded 
floors,  and  fire-places  attached ;  and  we  had  further  practical 
evidence  at  our  visit  to-day,  in  those  parts  of  the  building  where 
the  old  closets  still  are,  of  the  necessity  that  existed  for  these  altera¬ 
tions,  and  the  advantage  they  will  be  to  the  patients.  We 
regretted  to  find  that  there  is  occasional  failure  of  the  hot-water 
supply,  owing  to  some  defects  in  the  pipes ;  and  as  this  prevents 
such  arrangements  as  are  necessary  to  secure  always  the  proper 
change  of  water  in  bathing,  we  recommend  that  it  be  immediately 
remedied. 

The  regular  employment  of  patients  of  both  sexes  is  well  attended 
to  here,  as  many  as  130  men  being  engaged  in  the  farm  and  garden, 
in  the  workshops,  and  offices,  or  as  helpers  in  the  wards ;  while  of 
the  women,  155  work  with  the  needle  or  at  knitting  and  plaiting  in 
the  wrnrds,  or  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry ;  numbers  which,  con¬ 
sidering  the  unusual  proportion  of  the  very  old  and  the  very  young 
in  this  asylum,  of  the  idiotic  and  helpless,  we  think  creditable,  and 
showing,  upon  the  whole,  the  efficiency  of  the  nurses  and  attendants. 

In  the  female  division  a  head  attendant  has  been  lately  appointed, 
but,  for  reasons  connected  with  the  contemplated  new  building  to  be 
immediately  erected  for  both  sexes  as  a  branch  of  this  asylum,  the 
intended  appointment  of  a  head  male  attendant  is  for  a  while  post¬ 
poned.  We  take  the  opportunity  of  adding  that  an  immediate 
enlargement  of  the  existing  laundry,  which  is  inadequate  to  the 
present  numbers  even  as  it  now  is,  and  will  require  to  be  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  the  inmates  of  the  branch  asylum  as  well,  we  think 
extremely  desirable. 

We  have  further  to  suggest,  in  connection  with  No.  2  ward  on 
the  male  side  containing  a  troublesome  class  of  patients,  that  addi- 
0.64.  tional 
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Appendix  (E.)  tional  regular  employment  of  a  useful  and  healthy  kind,  might  be 

-  found  for  them,  if  access  were  opened  from  their  airing-court 

to  the  adjoining  land,  and  the  wall  going  round  the  greater  portion 
of  the  latter  were  completed. 

That  careful  attention  is  given  to  the  correction  of  the  habits  of 
patients  of  both  sexes  belonging  to  this  class,  and  that  the  night 
nursing  on  both  sides  is  efficient,  last  night’s  return  of  wet  and  dry 
beds  is  some  indication,  there  having  been  seven  among  the  men 
and  nine  among  the  women.  The  instances  of  seclusion  since  the 
last  visit  have  been  48  ;  applicable  to  26  patients,  only  a  very  few 
of  whom,  however,  appear  to  have  had  the  greater  part  of  it  to 
themselves.  There  has  been  no  restraint. 

The  beds  and  bedding  in  every  part  of  the  building  we  found  in 
thoroughly  good  order ;  the  dormitories  and  single  sleeping-rooms, 
without  exception,  were  clean  and  well  attended  to  ;  we  had  only 
to  desire  that  in  both  more  strips  of  carpet  were  placed  at  the  sides 
of  the  beds. 

In  the  arrangements  for  recreation,  by  means  of  associated  amuse¬ 
ments  and  entertainments,  and  for  regular  walks  beyond  the  asylum 
grounds,  there  appears  to  be  no  change.  As  many  as  180  of  both 
sexes,  83  men  and  97  women  take  part  in  these,  more  or  less.  At 
Christmas  there  were  four  or  five  theatrical  performances,  and  up 
to  this  time  there  have  been  dancings  or  readings  on  alternate 
weeks ;  the  summer  out-door  gatherings  having  begun  on  Saturday 
last.  Of  each  sex,  on  Sundays,  120,  and  on  week  days,  between 
80  and  90,  attend  the  religious  services. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  generally  is  at  present  good ;  only  three 
men  and  two  women  were  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards, 
and  six  men  and  20  women  were  entered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  There  is,  nevertheless,  even  now  a  little  crowding  on  the 
male  side,  where  200  patients  would  be  the  fair  complement ;  and 
on  the  female  side  there  are  only  17  vacant  beds.  We  bring  away 
upon  the  whole  from  this  visit  a  confirmed  impression  of  Dr. 
Parsey’s  efficient  discharge  of  every  part  of  his  duties  in  the  asylum, 
and  in  Mr.  Nell  he  appears  to  have  found  an  excellent  assistant.

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Of  the  patients  discharged  all  except  four  were  reported  to  be  Appendix  (e.) 
recovered.  - 

Except  in  three  cases  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes, 
many  of  the  patients  being  aged  persons. 

In  the  three  cases  above  alluded  to  inquests  were  held,  and  the 
verdicts  of  the  juries  in  each  instance  exonerated  the  attendants 
and  officers  of  the  asylum  from  blame. 

In  the  first  case  it  appears  from  entries  in  the  case  book  that  the 
patient  who  was  epileptic  slept  in  a  single  room,  that  he  was  seen 
by  an  attendant  at  two  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  on  the  attendant 
visiting  him  two  hours  afterwards  he  was  found  quite  dead. 

The  second  case  was  a  suicide  by  hanging ;  the  patient  was 
well  known  to  be  suicidal,  but  he  contrived  to  elude  the  vigilance 
of  the  attendants  and  hanged  himself  to  a  tree. 

The  third  patient  died  from  “pneumonia,  abscess,  and  fracture  of 
the  ribs  and  sternum,”  but  the  jury  were  of  opinion  “  that  the  in¬ 
juries  which  caused  death  occurred  before  the  deceased  entered  the 
asylum,”  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  any  further  inquiries 
were  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  and  where  the 
injuries  were  actually  received. 

The  numbers  in  the  house  to-day  are  173  males  and  259  females, 
and  there  are  2  men  and  3  women  away  on  trial.  The  new  ward 
in  the  female  division  is  partly  occupied  only,  and  there  is  still 
room  for  15  additional  patients  on  the  men’s  side. 

We  inspected  all  the  wards  and  found  them  clean  and  in  proper 
order  ;  the  bedding  also  was  well  attended  to.  The  straw  beds  now 
number  30  in  both  divisions,  and  the  total  number  of  beds  wetted 
or  soiled  last  night  were  17  in  the  male  and  15  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion,  being  about  an  average. 

The  patients  were  generally  very  quiet  and  orderly.  The  women 
were  particularly  well  dressed  ;  some  of  the  men  were  not  quite  so 
neat  as  we  could  have  wished.  It  should,  however,  be  stated  that 
there  are  now  in  the  asylum  an  unusually  large  number  of  imbecile 
and  paralytic  cases  of  the  most  helpless  class.  Two  women  were 
locked  in  their  rooms,  but  no  man  was  in  seclusion.  We  have  ex¬ 
amined  the  register  of  seclusion  and  find  that,  in  the  12  months  since 
the  last  visit,  four  men  have  been  secluded  on  10  occasions,  and  15 
women  on  70  occasions;  these  instances  being  principally  confined 
to  two  cases,  one  woman  having  been  secluded  30  times  and  another 
20  times. 

Allowing  for  the  very  feeble  condition  of  many  of  the  inmates, 
the  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory;  last  week  19  men 
and  24  women  were  under  medical  treatment. 

With  respect  to  employment  we  find  that  74  men  and  123  women 
are  regularly  occupied  in  various  ways.  The  chapel  attendance  is 
the  same  as  before  reported,  and  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
arrangements  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  12  in  the  men’s  and  14  in  the 
women’s  wards.  As  regards  the  latter,  we  think  a  further  increase 
is  desirable.  There  are  no  head  attendants.  The  practice  of  taking 
patients  beyond  the  airing-courts  is  now  very  generally  carried  out, 
but  we  regret  to  find  that  of  the  12  men  who  occupy  No.  4,  or  what 
O.64.  is 
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Appendix  (E.)  is  called  the  refractory  ward,  only  one  ever  passes  beyond  its  pre- 

_  cincts.  As  to  the  strict  classification  of  impulsive  cases  in  these 

wards  we  have  already  on  several  occasions  expressed  our  opinion, 
and  we  still  believe  that  by  abolishing  the  refractory  wards  alto¬ 
gether  and  distributing  their  inmates  amongst  the  other  patients,  the 
best  results  would  follow. 

We  have  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  cleanliness  and 
order  which  we  noticed  throughout.  The  baths  and  waterclosets  were 
exceedingly  well  kept ;  but  the  water  supply  and  the  arrangements 
are  still  such,  that  of  the  men  about  three  are  bathed  in  the  same 
water,  and  from  four  to  five  women  are  placed  in  the  same  bath. 

We  have  made  all  the  statutory  inquiries  and  signed  and  ex¬ 
amined  the  books. 

We  regret  to  find  that  Dr.  Thurnam  is  absent  on  account  of 
ill-health.  In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  received  every  assist¬ 
ance  from  Mr.  Symes,  who  is  intimately  acquainted  with  all  the  cases. 


Worcester  County  Asylum. 

2  June  1868. 

Upon  our  visit  yesterday  we  inspected  the  Asylum  in  its  several 
departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  4  men  and  3  women  absent 
on  trial,  we  saw  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to-day  repeated  our  visit  and  completed  our  inquiries. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  16th  November  last,  and  their

A  male  patient  died  from  fracture  of  the  skull  caused  by  a  fall 
during  an  epileptic  fit,  and  a  woman  (a  case  of  paralysis)  was  acci¬ 
dentally  burned.  The  particulars  of  both  cases  were  duly  reported 
to  our  Board. 

It  appears  by  the  above  statement  that  the  rate  of  mortality  during 
the  last  six  months  has  been  between  14  and  15  per  cent,  on  the 
average  number.*  The  rate  of  mortality,  however,  during  the  year 
1867  was  only  a  fraction  above  10  per  cent. 

Since  the  last  visit  three  inquests  have  been  held,  viz.,  two  in  the 
cases  above  mentioned,  and  the  third  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient 
who  died  suddenly  in  a  fit,  in  reference  to  which  some  correspond¬ 
ence  took  place  with  our  Board. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  167 
in  number,  viz.,  81  in  the  male  and  86  in  the  female  division. 

These  numbers,  as  Dr.  Sherlock  informed  us,  include  all  patients 
taking  medicine,  extra  diet,  or  stimulants,  and  all  under  special 
observation  for  medical  reasons. 

In  passing  through  the  wards  we  noticed  19  male  and  11  female 
patients  in  bed.

The  arrangements  for  out- door  exercise  continue  generally  as 
heretofore.  Large  numbers  of  patients  are  taken  out  regularly  for 
walks  in  the  country  ;  as  many,  however,  as  132  of  both  sexes  are, 
we  learn,  restricted  for  exercise  to  their  airing-courts. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  secluded  since  the 
last  visit  have  been  16  in  the  male  division  and  11  in  the  female  ; 
the  former  altogether  on  91,  and  the  latter  on  74  occasions. 

W e  have  satisfaction  in  reporting,  as  upon  previous  visits,  most 
favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  the  several  wards 
and  rooms,  beds,  and  bedding,  and  of  the  abundant  supply  of  floAvers 
and  objects  of  interest  in  the  galleries  and  day-rooms,  which  are  very 
comfortable  and  cheerful  in  aspect. 

The  beds  generally  are  horse-hair  mattresses  on  paillasses. 
Patients  habitually  wet  and  dirty  sleep  on  mattresses  of  sea-grass, 
and  none  on  straw. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  females  in  No.  5  ward,  who  were 
excited  and  noisy,  and  some  of  whom  were  recent  cases,  the 
patients  in  both  divisions,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  quiet  and 
orderly. 

We  observed  a  few,  who,  on  account  of  their  destructive  propen¬ 
sities  or  habit  of  denuding  themselves,  wore  special  strong  dresses, 
but  the  clothing  generally,  more  particularly  that  of  the  women, 
was  good  and  in  satisfactory  order ;  and  the  personal  condition  of 
the  patients  of  both  sexes  was  creditable  to  the  attendants  in 
charge. 

Ample  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  the  recreation  and 
amusement  of  the  patients,  who  enjoy  weekly  balls,  and  during  the 
winter  months  exhibitions  and  lectures. 

Singing  classes,  including  about  20  patients,  the  same  number  of 
attendants,  and  10  officers,  meet  on  Mondays  and  Saturdays,  and 
the  brass  band  of  16  performers,  two  or  three  being  patients,  practise 
twice  a  week.

Besides  the  above,  there  are  11  artizans  and  male  servants,  and 
8  laundry  and  kitchen  maids,  who  have  occasional  charge  of 
patients  at  their  various  occupations,  but  have  no  daily  ward 
duties. 

The  total  numbers  of  attendants,  head  and  ordinary,  are  in  the 
proportion  of  about  1  to  15  patients  in  the  male  and  1  to  19  in  the 
female  division,  and  at  the  time  of  our  visit  three  female  attendants 
were  absent,  two  on  leave,  and  the  third  from  illness. 

We  are  clearly  of  opinion  that,  as  respects  the  female  division, 
the  staff  is  inadequate.  There  are  only  two  attendants  in  No.  3 
ward,  containing  45  patients,  a  large  number  of  whom  are 
epileptics,  and  as  many  as  30  of  whom  are  unable  to  wash  or  dress 
themselves,  and  more  than  20  of  whom  are  taken  out  of  the  ward 
A  to  sleep.  This  ward,  we  think,  should  at  ail  times  have  three 
attendants. 

We  further  think  that  there  should  be  at  least  one  more  super¬ 
numerary  day  attendant  for  the  female  wards  generally,  to  take  the 
place  of  any  nurse  absent  on  leave  or  on  account  of  illness. 

We  also  strongly  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
night  attendant  for  this  division,  and  we  think  that  advantage 
would  result  from  an  extension  of  the  duties  of  the  head  female 
attendant  to  the  supervision,  under  the  matron,  of  the  wards  of  the 
main  building,  instead  of  being  restricted,  as  at  present,  to  the  new 
block. 

Circumstances  which  have  recently  occurred  in  other  asylums 
lead  us  to  suggest  that,  for  the  better  security  of  suicidal  patients, 
in  addition  to  the  verbal  directions  given  in  all  such  cases  by  the 
medical  officers,  both  the  day  and  night  attendants  should  have 
their  special  attention  directed  to  the  fact  of  the  propensity  by  its 
being  communicated  to  them  in  writing  on  taking  charge  of  the 
patient. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  gave  particular  attention  to  the 
question  of  accommodation  in  the  male  division,  and  found  upon 
inquiry  that,  at  present,  there  are  only  16  vacant  beds,  whilst  the 
associated  dormitories  (as  well  as  some  of  the  day -rooms)  are,  for  the 
most  part,  overcrowded  ;  so  that  if  the  number  of  beds  were  reduced 
sufficiently  to  allow  the  proper  minimum  cubical  space  of  500  feet 
per  bed,  there  would  be,  at  all  events,  no  vacant  accommodation  in 
the  male  division. 

It  is  here  to  be  observed  that  all  the  out  county  patients  are  of 
the  female  sex. 

In  these  circumstances  we  desire  again  strongly  to  press  upon 
0.64.  X  '  '  '  the 
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Appendix  (E.)  the  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors  the  expediency  of 

_ _  bringing  the  subject  under  the  early  notice  of  the  J ustices  in  Quarter 

Session,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  sanction  and  authority  for 
the  requisite  extension  of  the  male  division. 

Dr.  Hearder,  the  late  assistant  medical  officer,  has  been  succeeded 
by  Dr.  Elliot. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  record  our  opinion  that  the  condition 
of  the  Asylum  affords  the  best  evidence  of  active  and  judicious 
government  on  the  part  of  the  Visitors,  and  that  its  management  is 
very  creditable  to  Dr.  Sherlock,  as  medical  Superintendent,

On  Friday  last  we  inspected  the  asylum  in  its  several  depart¬ 
ments,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  women,  absent  on  trial,  saw 
all  the  patients  then  on  the  books.

The  vacant  beds  on  the  day  of  our  first  visit  were  onlv  five  in 
number,  viz.,  two  in  the  male  division  and  three  in  the  female. 

Hie  latter  will,  to-night,  be  occupied  by  patients  received  this 
mormnsr. 

With  the  following  exceptions  the  deaths  since  the  last  visit  were 
Irom  ordinary  causes. 

The  exceptions  were  in  the  cases  of  three  suicides  ;  one  of  a  male 
pa  ien  ,  \\  io  escaped  on  his  way  to  the  Chapel,  and  laid  himself  down 
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before  a  train  on  tbe  railway  ;  of  another  by  strangulation  in  a 
single  room;  and  of  a  woman,  by  hanging  in  a  bath-room. 

The  particulars  were  duly  reported  in  each  case,  and  the  two 
latter  have  been  the  subject  of  recent  correspondence  with  the 
Board.  The  single  room  referred  to,  of  which  the  double- sliding 
shutter  is  of  an  unsafe  construction,  has  not  since  been  occupied, 
and  no  longer  used  for  sleeping.  The  gas  bracket  from  which  the 
woman  was  found  suspended,  and  the  other  brackets  of  the  same 
kind,  in  bath-rooms,  sculleries,  and  waterclosets,  are  in  course  of 
being  removed,  and  their  place  supplied  by  enclosed  jets  over  the 
doors,  giving  light  on  both  sides.  We  saw  some  completed,  and 
which  appeared  to  be  well  constructed,  in  the  male  division. 

An  inquest  was  also  held  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who  died 
of  apoplexy. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  six  on  the  male  side  and  five 
on  the  female. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  the  in¬ 
stances  of  seclusion  have  been  25  in  each  division,  and  applicable, 
respectively,  to  six  men  and  two  women. 

It  has  been  considered  necessary,  in  the  cases  of  two  patients 
(one  of  each  sex)  of  determined  suicidal  propensities,  to  resort,  at 
night,  to  the  use  of  the  strait-jacket.  The  man  has  been  so  re¬ 
strained  for  about  six  weeks,  and  the  woman  during  the  last  three 
nights.  The  latter,  on  the  day  before  our  first  visit,  twice  attempted 
to  strangle  herself ;  first  in  a  watercloset,  and  afterwards  in  a  dor¬ 
mitory,  wherein  the  night  nurse  was  sitting. 

We  have  nothing  especial  to  report  in  reference  to  Divine  service, 
and  can  only  repeat  the  hope  that  suitable  provision  will  shortly  be 
made  for  its  celebration  in  a  detached  Chapel.

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  are  very  satisfactory. 
About  40  of  the  men  and  50  of  the  women  walk  out  daily  in  fine 
weather,  and  on  Sundays  about  70  men  and  50  women  walk  in  the 
country  in  the  morning,  and  the  same  numbers  in  the  afternoon, 
making  240  in  all. 

The  returns  of  the  night  attendants  show  that  the  number  of  wet 
O.64.  X  2  beds 
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Appendix  (E.)  beds  average  from  four  to  six  in  the  male  and  six  to  eight  in  the  fe- 
—  male  division. 

I'Ve  are  glad  to  report  that,  since  the  last  visit,  an  efficient  head 
attendant  has  been  appointed  on  the  male  side. 

With  a  single  exception,  in  No.  3  female  ward,  the  patients, 
at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  most  orderly,  and  their  personal  con¬ 
dition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  was  very  satisfactory  and  cre¬ 
ditable  to  those  immediately  responsible  for  their  supervision  and 
care. 

The  day-rooms,  corridors,  and  dormitories  were  clean  and  suitably 
furnished  and  decorated  ;  the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  the  best 
order,  and  the  atmosphere  throughout  was  untainted. 

The  temperature  of  some  of  the  wards  was  much  too  low,  and  we 
learned  with  satisfaction  that  this  serious  defect  has  engaged  the 
special  attention  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  and  that  the  result  has 
been  a  resolution  forthwith  to  introduce  throughout  the  Asylum  a 
circulating  hot- water  system,  by  means  of  which  the  temperature  of 
the  galleries,  associated  dormitories,  and  single  rooms,  wherein  no 
provision  for  warming  at  present  exists,  may  be  regulated. 

Amongst  other  improvements  completed  or  in  progress  since  the 
last  visit,  we  have  to  report  the  following  : — 

1.  Painting  and  papering  the  corridors  and  day-rooms,  and  colour¬ 
ing  the  upper  portions  of  the  walls  and  dormitories  and  single  rooms, 
and  generally  of  the  interior. 

2.  Handrails  to  staircases,  already  provided  in  the  male  division. 

3.  A  male  infirmary  under  the  charge  of  a  married  couple,  and 
containing  a  good  dormitory  with  dwarf  screens  and  30  beds,  also 
four  single  sleeping-rooms. 

4.  No.  4  ward  in  each  division  rendered  more  airy  and  cheerful 
by  throwing  open  the  arches,  hitherto  closed  up  by  wooden  par¬ 
titions. 

5.  New  baths,  better  arranged  and  of  a  superior  kind,  which  can 
be  filled  in  one  minute  and  emptied  in  20  seconds.  Shower-baths 
done  away  with. 

6.  A  new  shop  in  the  basement  for  tailors,  who  previously  worked 
in  the  wards. 

7.  The  introduction  of  comfortable  reclining  chairs  for  epileptics, 
fitted  with  canvas  seats  attached  to  rods,  which  when  soiled,  can  be 
removed  and  replaced. 

8.  The  removal  of  the  old  fixed  open  commodes  from  the  dormi¬ 
tories. 

9.  Earthclosets  about  to  be  tried  upon  a  large  scale,  some  already 
prepared  for  use. 

10.  Doors  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  leading  to  the  dormitories,  to 
which  patients  formerly  had  access. 

11.  An  increased  supply  of  washstands  in  dormitories  and  sinode 

rooms.  ° 

12.  The  enlargement  of  the  eastern  male  airing-court  by  the  re¬ 
moval  further  back  of  the  north  boundary  wall,  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  some  large  earthclosets,  accessible  from  the  interior  and  the 
court. 

The  erection  of  new  kitchens  and  offices  has  been  sanctioned  by 
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our  Board.  The  existing  kitchen,  &c.,  are  quite  inadequate  and  - 

inconvenient. 

There  are  now  frequent  concerts,  lectures,  and  readings. 

Dr.  Christie  has  also  organised  a  brass  band  and  a  singing  class 
and  choir  for  the  Chapel. 

The  game  of  croquet  has  recently  been  introduced,  and  contri¬ 
butes  much  to  the  amusement  of  the  patients. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  now  properly  kept. 

We,  this  day,  made  further  inquiry  respecting  the  fracture  of  an 
arm,  sustained  by  a  female  patient,  to  whose  case  our  attention  had 
been  directed  during  our  first  visit.  The  circumstance  had  been 
reported  by  the  nurse  (the  only  one  at  the  time  in  the  ward,  most  of 
the  patients  being  at  chapel)  as  having  been  occasioned  by  a  fail 
during  a  fit  of  excitement;  and  the  fact  was  not  disclosed  until 
elicited  by  us,  that  the  nurse  had  tied  her  by  a  handkerchief  round 
her  waist  to  a  heavy  chair,  with  which  she  ran  across  the  room, 
and  which  caused  her  to  trip  up  and  fall. 

In  course  of  our  visits  we  had  satisfactory  proofs  of  Dr.  Christie’s 
active  management,  and  the  progressive  improvement  of  the  Asylum. 


Mqcth  Riding  Asylum,  Wakefield. 

22  February  1868. 

During  the  last  two  days  and  a  portion  of  to-day  we  have  gone 
over  every  part  of  this  asylum,  have  visited  the  various  buildings, 
wards,  workshops,  and  offices,  and  have  seen  all  the  patients.  Gene¬ 
rally  we  think  the  state  of  the  asylum  and  the  condition  of  the 
inmates  most  satisfactory.  Liberal  provision  continues  to  be  made, 
with  the  usual  beneficial  result,  tor  occupation,  amusement,  and 
healthful  exercise  ;  additional  improvements  have  made  several  of 
the  old  wards  more  cheerful ;  the  clothing  is  good  in  both  divisions, 
that  of  the  women  especially  so,  great  care  in  this  respect  being 
properly  taken  with  patients  of  the  less  favourable  class  ;  and,  with 
a  few  exceptions  on  the  female  side,  all  the  wards  were  quiet  and 
orderly. 

The  asylum  to-day  contains  1,216  patients,  607  males  and  609 
females  ;  the  new  men’s  accommodation  having  equalised  the  num¬ 
bers  since  the  last  visit,  while  in  the  same  interval  admission  has 
been  necessarily  refused  to  37  applications  for  admission  on  the 
female  side.  As  many  as  65  had  to  be  declined  in  the  first  instance, 
but  room  was  subsequently  found  for  28  of  these ;  and  we  regret 
that  the  suggestion  made  for  discharge  on  trial  to  their  friends  of  a 
certain  number  of  chronic  and  harmless  cases  has  not  yet  been  found 
practicable. 

Since  the  18th  of  last  July,  the  admissions  have  been  254,  the 
discharges  158,  and  the  deaths  78.  Of  those  admitted,  142  were  males 
and  112  were  females,  not  more  than  38  being  in  what  can  be  termed 
0.64  X  3  fair 
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-  of  feebleness  or  decay,  and  more  than  100  of  them  very  infirm 

indeed.  Of  those  discharged,  including  73  males  and  85  females, 
all  had  recovered  but  18;'  5  being  entered  as  relieved,  7  as  not 
improved,  and  6  as  transferred  to  other  asylums.  The  deaths 
comprised  50  males  and  28  females,  36  of  these  patients 
having  died  within  nine  months  after  their  admission,  and 
the  greater  part  of  that  number  within  two  months.  There  were 
two  suicides  of  women  by  hanging,  of  which  the  particulars  were 
before  our  Board ;  and,  besides  these,  inquests  were  held  in  five 
other  cases,  three  sudden  deaths  from  brain  or  heart  disease,  one  of 
suffocation  in  epilepsy,  and  one  of  a  patient  labouring  under  typhoid 
fever  at  her  admission  who  died  of  it  two  days  afterwards.  The 
principal  causes  of  death  from  ordinary  disease  have  been  phthisis, 
general  palsy  and  epilepsy,  apoplexy,  bronchitis,  exhaustion,  and 
disease  of  the  brain.  The  mortality  has  been  below  the  ordinary 
average  of  the  asylum  ;  and  in  connection  with  it  we  have  to  remark 
that  a  portion  of  the  water  in  use  last  year,  when  diarrhoea  prevailed 
to  so  considerable  an  extent,  has  been  since  disused,  and  the  rest 
(namely,  the  supply  from  the  town  works)  has  been  purified  and 
improved.  There  is  nothing  epidemic  in  any  of  the  present  sick 
cases  ;  one  man  only  in  the  hospital  suffering  from  dy sentry.  Ex¬ 
cepting  in  12  instances  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  on  all 
the  deaths. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  unusually  liberal  provision  of 
means  of  employment  in  this  asylum  is  shown  by  the  large  number 
which  it  is  found  practicable  to  occupy  regularly,  even  among 
patients  of  the  less  promising  class.  Nearly  five-sixths  of  the  men 
have  daily  occupation  of  some  kind  or  other,  and  about  four-sixths 
of  the  women.  Between  80  and  90  men  work  at  trades  ;  upwards 
of  220  on  the  farm  or  grounds ;  33  in  the  kitchen,  laundry, 
and  brewhouse  and  bakehouse  ;  and  more  than  150  in  the  wards 
picking  hair  or  other  miscellaneous  employments.  Of  the  women 
nearly  120  are  in  the  laundry,  bakehouse,  kitchen,  and  do¬ 
mestic  offices;  70  do  ward  work,  and  nearly  220  needlework 
and  knitting.  The  material  results  of  this  employment  are  of 
course  important.  All  the  men  and  women’s  boots  are  made  here, 
all  the  clothing  of  the  male  patients,  and  the  uniform  of  the  attend¬ 
ants  ;  and  during  the  last  year  there  have  been  woven  in  the  asylum 
24,240  yards  of  bed  and  body  linen,  and  9,040  yards  of  linsey. 
Other  results  not  less  important  are  also  to  be  noticed.  We  advert 
to  them  when  we  speak  of  the  order,  quiet,  and  contentment  gene- 
rally  prevailing  among  the  patients  ;  when  we  mention  the  large 
attendance  at  the  associated  amusements,  prominent  among  which 
lately  have  been  a  series  of  highly  successful  dramatic  representa¬ 
tions  ;  and  when  we  add  that,  among  the  medical  records,  the  entries 
of  seclusion  since  the  asylum  was  last  visited  comprise  only  one 
man  secluded  for  a  couple  of  days  and  13  women,  two  on  two  occa¬ 
sions,  the  rest  on  one  only,  and  the  duration  of  the  seclusion  of  all 
being  less  than  60  hours. 

Among  improvements  made  in  the  wards,  since  the  last  visit,  we 
observe  the  papering  and  painting  of  several  of  the  galleries,  much 
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cheerful  addition  to  the  decorations  and  furniture,  and  better  Appendix  (E.) 
lighting  of  some  of  the  darker  parts  of  the  building  on  the  women’s 
side  by  removal  of  a  disused  staircase  and  openings  to  the  south. 

There  has  been  no  further  removal  of  the  flagged  floors,  which  it  is 
most  desirable  should  be  replaced  by  wood  in  all  the  day-rooms, 
five  of  the  latter  still  remaining  in  the  men’s  division.  But  a  great 
improvement  is  to  be  noticed  in  the  removal  of  the  partition-wall 
between  the  two  large  dormitories  in  No.  2  male  ward,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  sun  lights  into  the  ceiling,  and  the  comfort  and  cheerful¬ 
ness  of  the  decorations.  This  room  now  contains  40  beds  and  up¬ 
wards,  all  the  suicidal  patients  being  placed  here  ;  and  we  think  it 
very  desirable  that  space  should  always  be  reserved  in  it  for  those 
cases  also  among  the  epileptic  patients  most  requiring  supervision 
at  night,  an  attendant  having  no  day  duty  being  entrusted  with  this 
special  night-charge. 

Such  an  attendant  may  be  supplied,  we  think,  from  the  existing 
male  staif,  which  contrasts  favourably  in  point  of  number  with  that 
of  the  nurses  on  the  female  side.  For  607  male  patients  there  are 
47  day  and  two  night  attendants ;  whereas  for  608  female  patients 
there  are  but  41  day  and  three  night  nurses,  and  these  include  four 
doing  duty  as  laundry  maids.  Excluding  the  night  duty,  this  is  in 
the  proportion  on  the  male  side  of  one  attendant  to  13  patients, 
and  on  the  female  side,  including  laundry  maids,  of  about  one  nurse 
to  1 5  patients.  Without  reference,  therefore,  to  the  three  nurses  to¬ 
day  absent  on  leave,  we  think  a  permanent  addition  of  one  or  two 
more  nurses  is  wanted  in  the  female  division. 

Of  the  recommendations  of  the  last  visit,  effect  has  been  given  to 
what  was  suggested  in  connection  with  the  water  supply ;  a  school¬ 
master  has  been  engaged  to  conduct  reading  and  writing  classes; 
and  the  suggestion  that  all  patients  on  leaving  the  asylum  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  making  before  the  committee  any  statement 
or  complaint  he  may  have  to  urge  as  to  his  treatment  in  the  asylum, 
has  led  to  the  issue  of  an  order  that  the  medical  superintendent, 
together  with  the  chaplain,  shall  see  each  patient  when  discharged, 
and  that  in  their  presence  he  shall  be  asked  if  he  has  any  complaint 
to  make,  and  if  he  has,  that  the  fact  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  with 
his  name  subscribed,  and  that  such  book  shall  be  laid  before  each 
meeting  of  the  committee. 

We  fail  to  perceive,  however,  that  this  order  necessitates  or  in¬ 
volves  the  appearance,  before  some  members  of  the  committee,  of 
every  patient  having  a  complaint  to  make  ;  and  it  appears  to  us  that 
the  object  of  the  recommendation  of  our  colleagues  will  not  be 
obtained  unless  a  direct  opportunity  be  afforded  to  such  patients, 
at  the  time  of  their  discharge,  of  personally  appealing  to  the  visitors. 

As  to  other  suggestions  then  made,  and  not  yet  carried  out,  we  have 
again  to  express  strongly  the  desirability,  by  providing  a  large  room 
at  as  small  a  cost  as  may  be  practicable,  of  extending  to  the  female 
patients  something  of  the  great  advantage  derived  by  the  men,  and 
of  which  we  had  renewed  experience  at  this  visit  from  this  admirable 
dining-hall.  We  saw  360  at  table  yesterday,  and  nothing  could 
exceed  the  propriety  of  demeanour  and  conduct  in  all. 

Of  other  things  clone  or  in  progress  since  July  1867,  we  have  to 
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mention  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  judicious  regulations  as  to  the 
admission  of  male  patients  occasioned  by  the  circumstances  of  a 
special  inquiry  made  at  that  time  by  our  colleagues  into  the  case  of 
a  man  received  here  with  many  bruises  on  his  person.  Additional 
drying-closets  to  the  laundry  are  in  preparation,  and  a  steam  mangle 
has  been  added.  Further  extension  of  the  farm  buildings  has  been 
made  by  the  joint  labours  of  patients  and  attendants.  Some  earth- 
closets  have  been  supplied  to  the  dormitories  on  both  sides ;  and  in 
the  laundry  ward  a  stove  has  been  placed  in  the  corridor  and  addi¬ 
tional  windows  broken  out  in  the  large  dormitory.  We  observe 
also  that  a  new  drying  yard  is  being  provided  near  the  hospital; 
and  the  recommended  extension  of  the  boundary  wall  to  the  north¬ 
west,  and  the  palisading  to  the  north-east,  remarked  upon  two  years 
ago,  we  are  glad  to  find  will  shortly  be  carried  out. 

We  have  two  suggestions  to  add  respecting  the  female  side  that 
have  occurred  to  us  at  the  present  visit.  The  baths  appear  inade¬ 
quate  to  the  number  now  in  the  wards,  and  we  recommend  strongly 
for  the  consideration  of  the  visitors  the  expediency  of  erecting  here 
an  associated  bath-room  and  dressing-room.  We  think  also  that  in 
connection  with  the  large  central  dormitory  on  the  upper  floor  there 
should  be  additional  means  for  personal  washing. 

As  we  passed  through  the  wards  two  cases  wrere  brought  under 
our  notice,  one  in  each  division,  of  patients  entitled  to  consider¬ 
able  property,  upon  which  we  propose  specially  to  suggest  to  our 
Board  the  necessity  of  immediate  communication  with  relatives ; 
and  we  took  special  notice  of  seven  patients  recently  brought  from 
Broadmoor  under  the  operation  of  the  6th  section  of  the  Criminal 
Lunatics  Act  of  last  session,  three  of  whom  have  been  tound 
violent  and  dangerous  since  their  arrival.  Another  also  sent  from 
Broadmoor,  and  the  only  man  placed  in  seclusion  since  the  last  visit, 
proved  to  be  so  extremely  dangerous,  and  was  found  so  unmanage¬ 
able,  that  he  was  transferred  to  Fisherton.  The  numbers  observed 
by  us  in  bed  were  6  men  and  22  women,  many  of  whom  were 
sinking  from  chronic  disease,  but  the  health  of  the  asylum  generally 
is  very  good  at  present.  All  are  entered,  however,  who  are  taking 
medicine,  and  during  the  last  week  the  names  of  42  men  and  92 
women  are  thus  recorded  in  the  medical  journal.  In  the  other  parts 
of  the  medical  records  we  observe  arrears,  which  we  attribute  to  the 
shortcomings  of  the  former  assistant  surgeons,  who  have  recently 
been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Thompson. 

The  efficiency  in  the  several  departments  of  this  asylum  which 
we  have  noticed  at  this  visit,  has  afforded  us  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  activity  and  energy  now  engaged  in  its  management  and  super¬ 
intendence. 


Birmingham  Asylum. 

16  May  1868. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  1st  May  in  last  year,  there 
have  been,  of  pauper  patients,  220  admitted,  124  males  and  96 
females ;  150  discharged,  83  males  and  67  females,  of  whom  16  are 
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77  deaths,  47  males  and  30  females.  Of  private  patients,  in  the - 

same  interval,  23  have  been  admitted,  15  males  and  8  females ;  22 
have  been  discharged,  15  males  and  7  females,  of  whom  8  were 
relieved,  6  not  improved,  and  8  had  recovered ;  and  4  have  died,  2 
of  each  sex.  In  7  of  the  deaths,  inquests  were  held ;  2  having 
occurred  within  a  few  hours  after  admission,  in  3  others  no  one 
having  been  present,  and  the  remaining  2  being  cases  respectively 
of  concussion  from  a  fall  downstairs,  and  of  sudden  death  from 
effusion  on  the  brain.  As  to  the  rest,  the  principal  causes  were 
general  paralysis  (of  which  as  many  as  30  died),  epilepsy,  phthisis, 
and  bronchitis,  and  diseases  of  the  brain.  The  health  appears  to 
be  pretty  good  at  present,  an  unusually  small  number  being  in  bed 
as  we  passed  through  both  divisions  yesterday  and  to-day,  and  only 
25  entered  as  taking  medicine. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  of  the  asylum  to-day,  of  all  classes, 
are  609,  of  whom  2  private  patients  and  1  pauper  are  absent  on 
leave,  and  another  pauper  woman,  who  escaped  a  few  days  ago, 
has  not  yet  been  retaken :  the  remaining  557  pauper  patients, 

252  men  and  305  females,  and  48  private  patients,  26  males  and  22 
females,  having  been  seen  by  us  in  the  wards  at  our  visit. 

Generally,  they  were  free  from  excitement ;  the  women,  on  the 
whole,  being  in  a  more  favourable  state,  and  more  uniformly  better 
clothed,  than  the  men  ;  and  fewer  exceptions  presenting  themselves 
in  the  female  than  in  the  male  division,  to  the  cheerful  and  com¬ 
fortable  condition  of  the  wards.  In  the  latter  we  have  still  to  mark 
more  particularly  the  inferiority  as  to  clothing,  and  the  provision 
for  amusement  or  employment,  in-door  and  out,  of  the  inmates  of 
numbers  7  and  8  ;  and  in  No.  9,  where  there  are  several  idiot  and 
epileptic  children,  suitable  means  of  entertainment  for  them  ought 
to  be,  and  might  be  cheaply,  introduced ;  while  it  would  also,  we 
think,  be  found  a  special  advantage  to  this  ward  if  the  same  course 
were  taken  here  which  has  been  judiciously  adopted  in  No.  5  since 
the  last  visit,  of  introducing  a  married  attendant  and  his  wife. 

Carrying  out  a  further  suggestion  made  at  that  visit,  the  correspon¬ 
ding  ward  on  the  female  side  is  now  in  course  of  conversion  into  a 
hospital. 

We  regret  we  have  to  add  that  it  has  not  seemed  desirable  to  the 
committtee  to  comply  with  an  urgent  recommendation  then  also 
made  for  the  appointment  of  a  head  attendant  in  each  division.  Our 
experience  of  asylums  of  this  magnitude  has  shown  us  the  great 
advantage  derivable  from  such  officers ;  and  to-day’s  visit  here  has 
strengthened  that  impression.  We  have  happily  had  no  repetition 
of  the  complaints  of  ill-treatment  by  attendants  made  last  year,  and 
which  led  to  the  dismissal  of  two  of  them  soon  after  the  visit ;  but 
we  have  had  many  complaints  from  attendants  themselves,  indicating 
strongly  the  necessity  of  some  change  in  the  existing  system,  as  far 
at  least  as  the  male  division  is  concerned.  The  only  addition  to  the 
staff  since  our  colleagues  were  here  is  that  of  the  nurse  in  the  male 
hospital. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  further  necessary  to  remark 
that  the  all  important  duties  devolving  on  male  attendants  in  such 
0,64.  an 
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-  *  a  thorough  efficiency  upon  a  rate  of  remuneration  quite  inadequate 

to  their  importance.  Payments  beginning  so  low  as  20 1.  a  year, 
whatever  the  subsequent  rise  may  be  (and  it  is  here  neither  regular 
nor  large),  will  never  attract  into  the  service  of  the  asylum  the 
class  of  men  that  would  do  most  credit  to  it. 

Adverting  to  other  matters  brought  under  notice  at  the  last  visit, 
we  find  that  though  no  bath-room  has  been  constructed  in  No.  8 
male  ward,  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  some  of  the  lava¬ 
tories  ;  but  much  in  the  latter  respect  remains  to  be  done ;  several, 
in  the  male  ward  especially,  are  gravely  deficient  both  in  size  and 
in  construction,  and  not  less  so  in  the  other  provisions  that  should 
be  made  in  them  for  personal  cleanliness  by  means  of  towels,  combs 
and  brushes,  and  so  forth,  deficiencies  to  which  we  desire  particularly 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  committee.  What  was  recommended 
as  to  lock-cupboards,  and  fenders  for  the  epileptic  wards,  has  been 
complied  with  ;  regulations  are  now  suspended  in  the  bath-rooms, 
though  the  same  water  is  still  used  for  two  patients ;  and  the  lower 
ground  in  front  of  the  asylum  remains  as  it  was,  while,  there  being 
no  change  in  the  workshops,  the  same  small  numbers  only  are 
employed  in  them. 

The  returns  of  regular  employment  in  the  male  division  we 
continue  to  think  unsatisfactorily  small.  Only  27  men  are  on  the 
grounds  and  farm,  while  of  shoemakers  there  is  only  one,  of  tailors 
but  three,  of  upholsterers  one,  painters  one,  and  smiths  three.  No 
attempt  has  been  made,  as  thrown  out  at  the  last  visit,  to  increase 
these  numbers  by  such  systematic  instruction  as  is  found  practicable 
in  other  similar  establishments,  or  to  add  any  such  easy  new  em¬ 
ployments  as  mat  and  basket-making.  We  must  again  draw  the 
notice  of  the  committee  to  this  subject,  as  involving  very  greatly 
not  alone  the  improvement  and  well-being  of  the  patients,  but  the 
interest  of  the  institution  itself,  in  an  economical  point  of  view.  A 
fair  average  of  the  females  appear  to  be  regularly  employed.  Of 
the  condition  of  the  wards  generally,  of  the  special  cheerfulness  of 
the  dormitories,  and  the  provision  for  comfort  made  in  them,  and  to 
an  unusual  extent  also  in  the  single  sleeping  rooms,  we  have  to 
report  very  favourably  ;  and  throughout,  the  beds  were  clean  ;  but 
many  of  the  mattresses  are  extremely  thin,  requiring  a  more  ample 
supply  of  hair,  as  well  as  more  regular  attention  in  teazing,  &c. 
Blinds  also  should  be  supplied  in  all  dormitories. 

The  number  of  instances  of  seclusion  since  the  1st  of  May  last 
year  has  been  117,  and  the  number  of  patients  secluded  37  ;  but  62 
of  the  instances  were  applied  to  11  epileptics,  kept  in  bed  during 
their  attacks  to  prevent  self  injury.  The  wet  beds  last  night  were 
16  ;  two  being  dirty  also.  On  other  points  of  statutory  inquiry 
nothing  seems  to  call  for  special  report.  The  arrangements  for  out¬ 
door  exercise  and  recreation,  and  for  associated  entertainments  in  the 
hall,  continue  as  usual.  The  Sunday  attendances  at  chapel  comprise 
116  men,  and  202  women. 

A  woman  named  D.  received  in  the  middle  of  last  month,  and 
in  whom,  from  the  time  of  her  admission  to  the  present,  no  indica¬ 
tion  of  unsoundness  of  mind  has  been  observed  by  Mr.  Green  or 
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Dr.  Rutherford,  was  discharged  by  the  committee  yesterday.  In  a  Appendix  (E.) 
long  separate  interview  with  her  we  were  unable  to  discover  any 
evidence  of  insanity. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  remark  that  lately,  and  in  our  opinion 
very  properly,  further  admissions  to  out-borough  patients  have 
been  refused,  the  present  numbers  leaving  only  21  vacant  beds  ;  18 
on  the  male  side,  and  only  3  on  the  female  side.  The  question  of 
enlargement  has  also  been  entertained  during  the  past  year,  but  has 
been  suspended  till  more  is  known  with  certainty  of  the  legislation 
now  contemplated  as  to  pauper  lunatics  in  provincial  workhouses. 

Mr.  Green,  whose  zeal  and  earnestness  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  continue  to  be  very  manifest,  appears  now  to  have  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  an  assistant  officer.  Dr.  Rutherford,  both  experienced  and 
capable.

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One  inquest  was  held  in  a  case  of  death  on  the  female  side  for 
special  reasons,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  the  event  had  been 
accelerated  by  treatment  prior  to  admission,  which  was  substantially 
negatived  by  the  verdict. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  the  maintenance  of  Borough 
patients  is  12s.,  and  for  pauper  lumatics  not  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  14  s. 

The  chapel  attendance  on  Sundays  is  about  50  of  each  sex ;  and 
at  the  week-day  services  30  on  the  male  side  and  40  on  the  female. 

With  the  exception  of  feeble  cases,  of  which  a  large  number  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  received,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  good. 
The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are,  at  present, 
10  of  the  male  and  12  of  the  female  sex. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  secluded,  for 
violence  or  dangerous  propensities,  since  the  last  visit,  have  been 
nine  men  and  three  women ;  the  former  altogether  on  42,  and  the 
latter  on  five  occasions. 

One  of  the  men  referred  to,  deemed  a  dangerous  lunatic,  was,  in 
August  last,  sent  to  the  asylum  from  Broadmoor,  as  an  insane  con¬ 
vict,  whose  sentence  of  penal  servitude  had  expired.  He  is  believed 
to  have  homicidal  propensities,  has  threatened  to  injure  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  attendants,  and  has  been  detected  in  concealing  an 
offensive  weapon.  He  is  under  delusions  as  to  poisonous  drugs,  is 
foul  in  language,  and  noisy  day  and  night,  and  a  source  of  alarm  to 
the  other  inmates.  He  is  reported  to  have  been  in  several  prisons, 
and  bears  the  marks  of  the  lash. 

For  the  above  reasons  we  consider  him  a  most  unfit  person  to  be 
retained  in  an  ordinary  asylum. 

Since  the  last  visit  one  male  patient  was,  for  a  few  weeks, 
restrained,  for  surgical  reasons. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  the  male  patients  were  tranquil  and 
orderly ;  a  few  women  were  excited  and  noisy.  The  personal  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  was  very  satisfactory. 

All  the  clothing  and  shoes  are  made  in  the  asylum.  We  saw 
about  40  male  and  30  female  patients  assembled  in  the  hall  at 
dinner,  which  consisted  of  roast  beef,  with  an  abundance  of  potatoes 
and  gravy,  and  good  beer,  and  was  well  served. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  credit¬ 
able  order  of  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  asylum  seven  vacant  beds,  viz.,  six 
in  the  male  and  one  in  the  female  division ;  but  every  associated 
dormitory  is  now  overcrowded,  containing  one  bed  more  than  its 
proper  complement. 

The  additions  to  the  asylum,  by  the  erection  over  the  workshops 
and  laundry,  respectively,  of  rooms  and  offices  for  15  male  and 
21  female  patients,  for  which  plans  have  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  are  about  immediately  to  be  commenced. 

A  still  further  extension  of  the  asylum  will,  however,  shortly 
become  necessary  in  order  to  provide  for  the  future  wants  of  the 
Borough. 

In  reference  to  the  last  Beport,  we  have  to  state  that  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  procuring  an  abundant  supply  of  water ; 
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that  instructive  and  amusing  exhibitions  are  now  given  monthly  Appendix  (E.) 

during  the  winter  season  ;  and  that  the  comfort  of  the  male  patients  - 

has  been  promoted  by  the  introduction  into  their  day-rooms  of  a 
number  of  suitable  chairs. 

We  regret  to  say  that  no  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  to  provide 
a  pianoforte,  as  suggested,  and  that  the  Institution  is  still  without  a 
musical  instrument  of  any  kind. 

The  value  of  music  in  chapel  services,  and  for  the  amusement  of 
patients  assembled  for  recreation,  is  now  so  universally  recognised, 
that  we  trust  the  visitors  will  see  the  expediency  of  making  due 
provision  for  the  purpose  in  this  asylum. 

We  have  to  notice,  as  a  defect  in  the  arrangements,  that  three 
patients  are  still  bathed  in  the  same  water.  As  the  supply  is  now 
ample,  we  think  that  every  patient  should  be  allowed  a  separate 
bath. 

The  condition  of  the  asylum  generally  continues  to  be  very 
creditable  to  Dr.  Stephens,  as  Superintendent. 


Hull  Borough  Asylum- 

22  January  1868. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  Asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on 
trial,  and  one  woman  out  for  the  day,  have  seen  all  the  patients.

There  has  not  during  the  past  year  been  any  disorder  of  an  epi¬ 
demic  character,  and  the  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  now  good, 
the  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  1 1  in 
the  male  division  and  14  in  the  female.  According  to  the  medical 
journal,  the  patients  secluded  since  the  last  visit  have  been  only 
four,  viz.,  one  man  and  three  women,  the  former  once,  and  the  latter, 
altogether,  on  five  occasions. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  service,  the  means  of  employment,  and 
the  numbers  employed,  are  substantially  the  same  as  at  the  time  of 
the  last  visit.

Appendix  to  Twenty-third  Report 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  quiet 
and  orderly  demeanour,  and  clean  and  neat  personal  condition  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were  free  from  excitement,  and  appa¬ 
rently  contented.  One  woman  was  locked  in  her  room,  and  in  bed, 
after  a  maniacal  attack. 

The  clothing  generally  is  good,  and  we  specially  noticed  with 
approbation  that  of  the  male  patients,  each  of  whom  has  three  suits, 
viz.,  two,  according  to  the  season,  for  Sundays,  and  a  working  suit  of 
excellent  material;  also,  in  special  cases,  an  extra  jacket  and  waistcoat^ 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  recommendations  and.  suggestions 
contained  in  the  last  report  have  received  due  attention  from  the 
Committee  of  Visitors.  W e  refer  especially  to  the  inscription  on 
the  doors  of  the  several  dormitories  of  their  cubical  contents,  the 
use  of  under  blankets,  and  the  discontinuance  of  the  practice  of  not 
taking  out  the  female  patients  for  exercise  beyond  their  airing- 
courts  until  after  dinner  time. 

For  the  occupation  and  amusement  of  the  patients  not  capable  of 
ordinary  employment,  slates  have  been  introduced,  with  advantage, 
in  both  divisions. 

Printed  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants,  and  ther¬ 
mometers,  are  now  suspended  in  the  several  bath-rooms.  W e  noticed 
one  rule,  that  not  more  than  three  patients  shall  be  bathed  in  the 
same  water.  We  think  this  open  to  objections,  as  expressly  recog¬ 
nising  the  propriety  of  bathing  more  than  one  patient  without  a 
change  of  water,  which  could  easily  be  avoided  by  proper  arrange¬ 
ments  and  distribution  of  the  bathing  over  two  or  three  days  in  the 
week. 

We  found  the  wards  and  rooms,  and  beds  and  bedding  through¬ 
out,  clean  and  in  creditable  order. 

The  stew,  of  which  (with  bread)  the  dinner  to-day  consisted,  was 
very  good,  and  sufficient.  The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is 
now  10.9.  6c?. 

One  serious  defect  in  the  asylum  is  the  inadequate  size  and  in¬ 
convenient  construction  and  arrangements  of  the  laundry  depart¬ 
ment.  The  washhouse  and  laundry  are  low  in  the  ceiling,  and 
consequntly  very  imperfectly  ventilated,  and  the  drying-room  is 
quite  insufficient  for  its  purpose.  It  is  found  necessary  in  wet 
weather  to  dry  clothes  and  linen  in  bath-rooms,  dormitories,  and 
other  rooms. 

The  only  effectual  remedy  for  the  existing  evil  would  be  by  the 
removal  of  the  laundry  department  and  the  erection  of  a  detached 
building,  suitably  constructed,  and  with  which  should  be  connected 
day  and  sleeping  accommodation  for  female  patients  employed 
therein,  and  laundry  maids.  Such  additional  accommodation  would 
also  be  available  for  quiet  and  convalescent  cases,  and  would  have 
the  effect  of  relieving,  pro  tanto,  the  present  overcrowded  state  of 
the  asylum. 

A  large  dormitory  now  occupied  by  women  could  then  be  restored 
to  the  male  division. 

The  present  washhouse  could  be  converted  with  advantage  into  a 
carpenter’s  shop.  The  male  division  is  now  full,  and  there  are  only 
seven  or  eight  vacant  beds  for  females. 
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In  addition  to  this,  we  have  to  report,  as  a  fact  disclosed  by  the  Appendix  (E.) 

recent  measurement  of  the  dormitories,  that  in  many  the  cubical  - 

space  per  bed  is  less  than  400  feet,  and  that  in  nearly  all  the  num¬ 
bers  of  beds  are  excessive,  and  the  cubical  contents  per  patient 
much  below  the  proper  minimum  of  500  feet.  The  question  of  ex¬ 
tension  of  accommodation  in  these  circumstances  becomes  one  press¬ 
ing  for  consideration,  and  its  urgency  is  the  more  apparent  from  the 
fact  communicated  to  us  by  Mr.  Casson,  that  the  daily  average 
number  of  patients  in  1867  exceeded  by  11  that  of  the  previous 
year. 


City  of  London  Asylum. 

19  November  1868. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  7th  August  1867, 
71  males  and  64  female  patients  have  been  admitted,  and  52  males 
and  52  females  have  been  discharged.  Within  the  same  period  there 
have  been  22  deaths,  14  in  the  male,  and  8  in  the  female  division. 
In  nine  instances  the  cause  of  death  was  general  paralysis,  but 
generally  the  mortality  calls  for  no  special  remark. 

An  inquest  was  held  upon  the  body  of  a  man  who  died  from  frac¬ 
ture  of  the  hip  joint,  and  whose  case  formed  the  subject  of  a  corres¬ 
pondence  between  the  authorities  and  our  Board. 

There  were  two  other  inquests  held  by  the  coroner,  upon  the 
ground  that  the  patients  were  criminal  patients,  but  they  both  died 
from  ordinary  causes. 

The  patients  now  in  the  asylum  are  274  in  number,  of  whom  135 
are  men,  and  139  are  women.  These  numbers  are  on  the  male  side 
one  in  excess  of  the  accommodation,  and  leave  three  vacant  beds  in 
the  female  division.  Twenty  of  the  men  belong  to  the  county  of 
Kent,  but  the  contract  for  their  maintenance  here  will  expire  in  four 
months,  when  they  will  be  removed. 

At  our  visit  to-day  we  have  seen  every  patient,  and  have  in¬ 
spected  all  the  wards  and  offices.  Generally,  the  patients  were  quiet, 
orderly,  and  properly  dressed ;  but  from  this  satisfactory  condition 
we  must  except  the  inmates  of  the  female  refractory  ward,  the 
majority  of  whom  were  disorderly,  and  whose  clothing  was  generally 
torn,  and  slovenly. 

We  attribute  the  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  inmates  of 
this  ward  to  the  want  of  a  sufficient  staff  of  nurses,  and  to  the 
neglected  and  untidy  state  in  which  their  airing  court  is  allowed  to 
remain.  An  improvement  in  this  department  is  urgently  required, 
and  we  hope  that  the  earliest  steps  will  be  taken  to  effect  it.  For 
this  purpose  we  suggest  that  one,  or  if  necessary,  in  the  first  instance, 
two  additional  nurses  should  be  engaged.  That  workmen  should  be  . 
employed  to  turf  and  lay  out  the  airing-court,  and  that  when  all  the 
large  stones  have  been  removed,  the  walks  shall  be  laid  with  small 
gravel,  mixed  with  coal-tar.  The  consequence  of  the  present  state 
of  the  airing  court  is,  that  the  breakage  of  windows  is  very  great, 
and  a  large  number  of  the  panes  were  broken  to-day.  As  a  means

Appendix  (E.)  of  treatment,  we  have  also  to  suggest  that  all  the  inmates  of  this 

_  ward  be  taken  regularly  for  extended  w alks  in  the  grounds ; .  at 

present  only  two  or  three  enjoy  this  privilege.  We  further  think 
that  good  results  would  follow  from  a  less  strict  classification,  and 
the  removal  of  some  of  these  patients  to  better  wards.  There  are 
now  29  women  in  this  ward,  all  of  the  most  excitable  class,  with 
only  two  nurses. 

We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  as  to  which  we  have  a  good  report 
to  make.  About  140  of  both  sexes  usually  dine  together  in  the 
hall. 

The  return  of  the  patients  usefully  employed  shows,  that  of  the 
men  16  work  on  the  land,  4  in  the  Idtchen,  2  in  the  laundry,  and 
2  in  the  engine-room.  There  are  also  6  tailors,  7  shoemakers, 
1  carpenter,  1  painter,  and  4  upholsterers.  All  the  clothes  and 
shoes  are  made  in  the  house. 

Of  the  women,  13  are  regularly  employed  in  the  laundry,  13  in 
the  kitchen  and  offices,  16  work  at  needle  and  fancy  work,  and 
22  assist  in  the  wards. 

We  examined  the  beds,  which  we  found  clean,  and  in  proper  con¬ 
dition  throughout.  The  wards,  which  were  well  kept,  and  free  from 
offensive  odours,  have  been  much  improved  by  painting,  and  we 
hope  before  our  next  visit  that  papering  will  be  extensively 
adopted. 

No  instance  of  restraint  has  been  reported  since  the  last  visit,  but 
seclusion  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  6  males  and  23  females, 
on  23  occasions  as  regards  the  former  class,  and  on  65  in  the  women’s 
division.  This  seclusion  applies  principally  to  1  male  and  3  female 
patients. 

The  baths  have  been  raised,  and  the  water  supply  is  now  said  to 
be  ample,  each  patient,  as  we  are  assured,  being  allowed  fresh 
water,  although  a  rule  to  this  effect  does  not  form  part  of  the  bathing 
regulations,  which  are  hung  in  the  bath-rooms. 

We  are  informed  that  about  35  men  and  35  women  are  taken 
beyond  the  premises  for  exercise,  and  we  hope  to  find  that  this 
privilege  will  be  extended. 

At  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  68  males  and  53  females  are  usually 
present,  and  about  half  that  number  on  week  days.  There  are 
weekly  meetings  in  the  ball  for  dancing  and  purposes  of  amusement, 
at  which  100  patients  of  both  sexes  generally  attend 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  books  and  registers,  which  are 
carefully  kept. 

Subject  to  remarks  we  have  thought  it  right  to  make  respecting 
No.  8  female  ward,  we  consider  the  general  condition  of  the  house 
to  be  satisfactory,  and  creditable  to  Dr.  Jepson’s  management. 


Infirmary  Asylum,  Norwich. 

22  October  1868. 

We  find  to-day,  in  this  asylum,  99  patients,  47  males  and  52 
tern  ales,  and  there  are  besides  two  women,  one  absent  for  the  day, 
and  the  other  absent  for  a  time  on  trial;  the  numbers  altogether  on 
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the  books  being  101.  These  patients  seemed  to  us  to  be,  upon  the  Appendix  (E.) 

whole,  in  a  satisfactory  state  as  to  clothing  and  personal  appear-  _ 

ance ;  improvement  in  this  respect  being  very  perceptible  in  the 
male  division ;  and  other  amendments,  which  have  contributed  to  the 
increased  comfort  of  all  the  inmates,  having  been  effected  on  both 
sides  since  we  last  visited. 

These  amendments,  we  were  glad  to  observe,  have  included  no 
attempt,  which  would  have  been  quite  fruitless,  to  remedy  the  incu¬ 
rable  structural  defects  of  the  building.  With  excellent  judgment 
they  have  been  limited  to  the  improvement  of  the  dormitories  and 
single  sleeping-rooms,  by  the  introduction  of  such  additions  of  fur¬ 
niture  and  ornaments  as  will  be  equally  available  for  the  new 
asylum  ;  and  to  such  altered  arrangements  in  the  several  wards  as 
make  better  provision  for  the  employment  and  recreation  of  the 
inmates.  Valances  and  blinds  to  the  windows,  carpets  by  the  bed¬ 
sides,  new  bedsteads,  wash-stands,  chairs,  and  night  commodes, 
many  cheerful  pictures  on  the  walls  both  of  dormitories  and  day- 
rooms,  and  in  the  latter  more  means  of  occupying  the  patients,  will 
be  all  as  serviceable  in  the  new  asylum,  where  we  hope  shortly  to 
see  them,  as  they  have  already  done  good  service  here  by  brighten¬ 
ing  up  even  this  dull  old  place.  We  think  the  greatest  praise  due 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sutton  for  the  altered  and  improved  aspect  of 
almost  every  part  of  the  asylum,  including  some  little  planting  and 
laying  out  of  the  airing-courts,  in  the  interval  since  the  visit  of 
February  1867. 

The  admissions  since  that  date  have  been  68,  36  males  and  32  fe¬ 
males  ;  and  there  have  been  40  discharges,  21  males  and  19  females, 
of  whom  11  males  and  10  females  were  recovered,  and  all  the  rest, 
excepting  two  sent  to  the  workhouse,  were  transferred  to  Thorpe 
and  Cambenvell.  The  deaths  in  the  same  interval  have  been  19; 

7  males  and  12  females,  all,  excepting  one,  being  from  the  ordi¬ 
nary  causes  of  brain,  chest  disease,  or  senile  decay  ;  and  the  excep¬ 
tion,  in  which  an  inquest  was  held,  having  been  the  death  from 
poison  through  the  negligence  of  one  of  the  nurses,  the  details  of 
which,  and  of  the  subsequent  trial  and  acquittal  of  the  nurse,  who 
had  been  committed  for  manslaughter  on  the  verdict  of  the  coroner’s 
jury,  have  been  under  consideration  by  our  Board.  As  to  other 
matters  of  statutory  inquiry  we  have  to  add,  that  there  has  been  no 
seclusion  and  only  one  case  of  restraint  for  surgical  reasons,  and  that 
the  number  now  taking  medicine  is  four,  all  on  the  female  side. 

We  saw  81  patients  of  both  sexes  at  dinner  to-day  ,  the  provisions 
being  very  good,  and  the  conduct  of  all  extremely  orderly,  as  it  had 
been  in  the  wards,  where  no  one  showed  any  excitement.  The  de¬ 
fect  noticed,  at  the  last  visit  in  the  service  of  the  dinner,  has  since 
been  remedied  by  the  supply  of  proper  forks ;  and  adverting  to 
other  recommendations  then  made,  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  state  that 
all  have  had  attention.  As  many  as  70  hair  pillows  have  been 
placed  on  the  beds ;  the  straw  beds  have  been  further  reduced  ;  and 
in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  proper  employment  of 
the  men  incident  to  the  present  building,  some  amendment  in  this 
important  respect  has  been  made.  As  many  as  50  of  both  sexes  are 
said  to  be  now  taken  for  regular  exercise  beyond  the  asylum  pre- 
0.64.  Y  cincts. 
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Appendix  (E.)  cincts*  and  the  increased  chapel  attendance  is  a  further  indication 

-  of  improved  habits  in  the  patients.  More  than  three-fourths  of  the 

entire  number*  77  of  both  sexes*  attend  on  Sundays*  and  about 
two-thirds*  or  63  of  both  sexes*  attend  the  week-day  service. 

Altogether  we  have  derived  from  this  visit  a  most  favourable 
impression  of  the  new  superintendance  under  which  this  asylum  is 
placed. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Borough  Asylum,  Bensham. 


22  July  1868. 

There  are  now  145  patients  upon  the  asylum  books,  viz.,  58 
men  and  52  women  at  Bensham*  and  16  men  and  19  women  at  Cox- 
lodge.  We  have  visited  both  places  to-day,  and  have  seen  and 
spoken  to  every  patient*  as  to  whose  treatment  and  management  we 
have  a  favourable  report  to  make.  Their  personal  condition  and 
clothing  was  satisfactory,  and  they  were  generally  free  from  excite¬ 
ment.  At  Bensham  we  found  8  men  and  2  women  in  bed*  some  of 
the  former  being  in  a  very  feeble  condition.  The  general  health  of 
the  patients,  however*  is  good. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  mortality  amongst  the  men  has  been  large, 
as  many  as  11  having  died  in  that  interval,  but  only  3  deaths  are 
recorded  amongst  the  women.  An  inquest  was  held  in  the  case  of 
a  man  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging*  the  particulars  of  which 
were  fully  reported  to  our  Board. 

There  have  been  25  admissions  in  each  division*  and  7  men  and 

14  women  have  been  discharged. 

The  condition  of  the  rooms  at  Bensham  was  as  good  as  their 
faulty  construction  and  arrangements  would  permit*  and  all  the 
bedding  was  clean  and  well  kept,  but  in  several  of  the  dormitories 
the  beds  were  too  crowded*  and  we  have  suggested*  as  a  temporary 
relief  to  this  pressure,  that  one  of  the  ground-floor  day- rooms  in  the 
male  division  should  be  converted  into  a  dormitory,  an  attendant 
being  placed  in  the  adjoining  room.  It  would  be  necessary,  should 
this  suggestion  be  adopted,  that  matting  should  be  laid  on  the  floor. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  15  of  the  women  were  walking  out  beyond 
the  premises*  but  we  saw  them  on  their  return*  and  were  pleased 
with  the  neatness  of  their  dresses  and  general  appearance.  About 

15  patients  enjoy  the  privilege  of  walking  beyond  the  premises,  and 
during  the  present  month  8  have  been  out  unattended  or  have  bee  a 
permitted  to  visit  their  friends  for  the  day.  Attending  Divine  ser  • 
vice  in  the  chapel  there  are  usually  between  30  and  40  men  and 
about  26  women*  and  about  24  of  both  sexes  go  to  church.  These 
liberal  arrangements  are  evidently  much  appreciated  by  the  patients* 
many  of  whom  spoke  very  favourably  of  their  treatment.  From  30 
to  40  patients  of  each  sex  are  usefully  employed. 

The  suggestions  made  by  our  colleagues  at  their  last  visit,  relative 
to  an  improvement  in  the  dietary,  has  been  attended  to,  and  a  solid 
meat  dinner  has  been  substituted  for  the  soup  formerly  given. 

We 
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We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries.  There  has  been  no  Appendix  (E.) 
instances  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  5  men  and  8  women  have  been 
secluded  occasionally,  but  for  the  most  part  during  short  periods 
only. 

After  seeing  the  patients  at  the  farm,  where  they  seem  to  be  very 
comfortable  and  contented,  and  where  the  men  perform  a  great  deal 
of  useful  labour,  we  went  over  the  new  building,  which  has  made 
great  progress,  and  is  roofed  in,  and  partially  floored.  The  window 
sashes  are  fixed ;  they  are  made  to  open  top  and  bottom,  and  will  be 
checked  at  about  five  and  a-half  inches.  W e  have  suggested  this 
check  need  not  be  fixed  to  the  ground-floor  windows  opening  into 
the  airing-court. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  building  is  handsome  and  cheerful ; 
the  interior  will  be  well  lighted  and  convenient;  and,  so  far  as  we 
could  judge,  the  work  seems  to  be  substantial  and  good. 

In  the  female  division  eight  baths  have  been  fixed  in  the  general 
bath-room.  We  think  that  they  are  inconveniently  crowded  toge¬ 
ther,  leaving  no  space  for  dressing,  and  we  recommend  the  removal 
of  the  two  baths  from  the  middle  of  the  room. 

The  spaces  marked  out  and  partially  inclosed  for  the  airing-courts 
are,  we  think,  much  too  limited  in  extent,  more  especially  those  to 
the  front  of  the  building,  and  intended  for  the  main  body  of  the  in¬ 
mates;  even  now  could  an  extension  be  made  without  much  expense, 
we  would  strongly  urge  that  it  should  be  done. 

We  understand  that  the  committee  purpose  purchasing  an  addi¬ 
tional  portion  of  land  to  rectify  the  boundary  line.  Could  the  field 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  brook  be  also  purchased,  or  even  rented,  it 
would  prove  a  most  important  and  valuable  addition  to  the  property. 

We  have  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Stewart  as  to  the  early 
removal  to  the  new  asylum  of  useful  working  male  patients.  It 
seems  to  us  that  one  of  the  wings  might  be  made  habitable  at  a  very 
early  period.  We  desire  specially  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
committee  to  the  importance  of  determining  as  soon  as  possible  the 
description  of  furniture  and  fittings  which  will  be  suitable,  so  that 
contracts  may  be  made,  and  all  the  furniture  be  ready  when  the 
building  is  completed. 

We  observe  that  plantations  have  been  formed  near  the  boundaries 
of  the  property,  but  the  present  season  has  proved  very  unfavour¬ 
able  to  the  growth  of  the  young  trees.  W e  have  suggested  that, 
where  practicable,  avenues  of  trees  should  be  planted. 

Dr.  Stewart  visits  Coxlodge  daily,  and  he  evidently  devotes  his 
best  care  to  the  management  and  welfare  of  all  the  patients. 
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Appendix  (F.) 

Broadmoor  Asylum. 

14  October  1868. 

We  have  this  day,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  23  & 
24  Viet.  c.  75,  visited  the  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Broadmoor ; 
have  made  such  inquiries  as  we  thought  material  into  its  manage¬ 
ment  ;  have  inspected  all  the  wards  in  the  several  blocks  of 
building  ;  and,  as  to  its  existing  condition,  and  that  of  the  patients 
at  present  detained  therein,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen  at  this  visit, 
now  report  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  required 
by  the  15th  section  of  the  statute. 

The  last  visit  by  members  of  our  Board  was  made  on  the  20th 
December  1867,  when  425  patients,  332  males  and  93  females,  were 
seen.  There  have  since  been  179  fresh  admissions,  166  males  and 
13  females  ;  while  in  the  same  interval  the  discharges,  on  the  ground 
of  sanity,  have  been  limited  to  5  males  and  4  females,  and  only  5 
patients  (all  of  the  male  sex)  have  died  ;  but,  owing  to  the  operation 
of  the  6th  section  of  the  statute  30  Viet.,  empowering  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  restore  to  the  position  of  mere  pauper  lunatics  all  pa¬ 
tients  detained  at  Broadmoor  whose  terms  of  punishment  might  have 
expired  before  their  mental  condition  justified  discharge,  as  many  as 
134,  or  115  men  and  19  women,  have  since  the  last  visit  been 
removed  as  pauper  lunatics  to  other  asylums ;  and,  at  our  visit 
to-day,  we  have  seen  only  31  more  patients  than  were  at  Broadmoor 
in  1867.  The  numbers  now  here  are  373  males  and  83  females, 
altogether  456  criminal  patients. 

The  state  in  which  we  found  the  wards  everywhere,  in  regard  to 
order  and  cleanliness,  was  uniformly  good ;  and,  though  the  painting 
noticed  at  the  last  visit  as  having  been  commenced  in  the  blocks 
occupied  by  the  less  favourable  class  of  patients  has  not  been  carried 
far  in  the  way  of  cheerfulness,  there  is  yet  an  improved  aspect 
about  these  portions  of  the  building ;  otherwise  they  remain,  in 
structural  defects,  in  scantiness  of  furniture  and  comfort,  and  in 
prison-like  arrangements  for  their  inmates,  substantially  the  same 
as  when  objection  was  first  made  to  them.  They  are  a  marked 
contrast  to  other  parts  of  the  asylum. 

Of  the  violent  and  even  dangerous  propensities  of  some  of  the 
patients  placed  in  these  wards,  and  of  the  generally  unfavourable 
character  of  the  rest,  there  is  no  doubt ;  but  it  is  matter  of  the  gravest 
doubt  whether  insane  persons  of  the  criminal  class  having  this  dispo¬ 
sition  should  be  treated  differently  from  other  patients  suffering  under 
mental  disease.  The  experience  of  the  Commissioners  has  led  them  to 
the  conclusion  that  patients  of  the  most  refractory  class  are  amenable 
t°  fhe  influences  which  by  general  consent  are  now  employed  in 
the  treatment  as  well  of  the  most  acute  as  of  the  mildest  forms  of 
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mental  disorder ;  and  that  it  is  both  expedient  and  safe  to  extend  to  Appendix  (F.) 
them,  under  vigilant  and  incessant  supervision,  the  same  kind  of  - — — 
advantages.  If,  indeed,  the  withholding  of  all  indulgence  were 
more  likely  than  the  concession  of  it  to  have  a  beneficial  effect, 
there  is  nothing  in  the  class  of  cases  in  this  asylum  that  should 
intercept,  on  any  ground  of  personal  consideration  or  sympathy, 
an  application  of  the  repressive  system  to  the  fullest  extent ;  but 
in  other  times  there  has  been  sufficient  trial  of  that  system  on  all 
descriptions  of  patients,  and  in  every  conceivable  state  of  circum¬ 
stances,  and  it  has  uniformly  failed  as  completely  as  the  other  has 
succeeded  in  a  more  or  less  degree.  It  has  been  found  all  but 
invariably,  that  by  association  with  others,  by  some  occupation  as 
far  as  practicable,  by  the  prospect  from  time  to  time  of  some  recrea¬ 
tion  or  amusement,  above  all,  by  regular  daily  out-door  exercise,  im¬ 
provement  has  been  made  in  habits  the  most  inveterate,  and  in  the 
most  evil  dispositions.  No  attempts  of  the  kind  are  now  made  at 
Broadmoor.  If  a  patient  exhibits  violent  conduct,  he  is  for  so  many 
days,  or  portions  of  days,  put  into  seclusion.  If  he  is  supposed  to 
be,  or  has  given  proof  of  being,  dangerous,  he  is  isolated  altogether. 

To  none  set  apart  as  refractory  are  the  arrangements  applied,  which 
make  judicious  and  satisfactory  provision  for  the  bulk  of  the  inmates 
by  suitable  accommodation  and  considerate  treatment.  The  excepted 
class  occupy  cheerless  rooms ;  have  neither  occupation  nor  amuse¬ 
ment;  are  subject  to  the  unrelieved  and  continued  presence  of 
gloomy  and  dispiriting  influences ;  have  no  opportunity  at  any  time 
of  associating  with  patients  in  the  other  blocks ;  are  confined  for 
exercise  to  narrow  airing-courts  within  high  walls ;  and,  in  some 
six  or  seven  instances  marked  out  for  special  example  in  even  the 
class  they  form  part  of,  are  required  to  take  such  exercise  alone. 

That  this  is  not  in  our  opinion  an  efficient  way  of  dealing  with 
mental  disease,  however  complicated  with  criminal  habits  and  even 
dangerous  violence,  we  conceive  it  our  duty  once  more  to  put  on 
record ;  but  the  same  remonstrance,  in  effect,  having  been  made  un- 
availingly  at  every  visit  of  the  Commissioners  since  Broadmoor  was 
opened,  it  is  with  no  expectation  of  any  kind  of  present  result  that 
we  repeat  it  now ;  and  proceed  to  show,  by  means  of  the  full  and 
careful  returns  with  which  we  have  been  favoured  by  the  courtesy 
of  Dr.  Meyer,  its  application  to  the  existing  condition  of  this  class 
of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum. 

The  seven  men  already  adverted  to  as  held  to  be  exceptional 
even  in  their  class  for  dangerous  violence,  we  found  isolated  in  sepa¬ 
rate  cells  or  cages,  which  some  of  them  had  not  quitted  for  many 
months ;  rarely  even  walking  in  the  airing-courts  under  the  restric¬ 
tions  imposed,  and  one  of  them  refusing  altogether  to  do  so.  One 
man  who  had  lived  in  this  way  since  the  last  Commissioners’  visit, 
receiving,  as  most  of  the  others  are  in  the  habit  of  doing,  all  his 
meals  through  an  opening  in  the  wall,  had  not  even  a  chair  or  table 
in  his  room.  Against  these  seven  men  are  recorded,  during  the  in¬ 
terval,  little  more  than  10  months,  between  this  and  the  last  visit, 

1,214  special  occasions  of  seclusion  for  <{  some  portion  of  the  day,” 
all  for  maniacal  excitement,  violent  conduct,  or  dangerous  propen¬ 
sities.  Against  seven  others  894  instances  are  recorded.  Alto- 
0.64.  y  3  get'her 
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Appendix  (F.)  gether  97  men  are  entered  as  having  been  secluded  for  portions  of 
— —  the  day  on  2,830  occasions ;  49  occasions  referring  to  epileptic 

patients,  246  occasions  connected  with  patients  suffering  from  bodily 
disease,  and  the  other  2,535  occasions  applying  exclusively  to 
violent  conductjand  dangerous  or  destructive  propensities.  Within 
the  same  period,  in  the  female  division,  24  have  been  secluded 
on  97  occasions,  of  which  49  were  applicable  to  a  woman  in  bed 
with  mania  and  phthisis.  Mechanical  restraint,  however,  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  applied  except  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  so 
slept  for  22  nights  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  him  from  inflicting 
injury  on  himself. 

Generally  we  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  free  from  excite¬ 
ment  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  their  clothing  good,  and  their  persons 
properly  attended  to.  The  changes  judiciously  made  by  Dr. 
Meyer  a  little  before  the  last  visit,  whereby  not  only  the  number  in 
the  larger  blocks  were  diminished,  but  additional  day-room  accom¬ 
modation  for  them  was  provided,  have  had  the  effect  desired ;  and 
the  removal  at  the  same  time  of  the  noisier  women  to  a  small 
separate  block,  the  condition  of  which  at  our  visit  to-day  we  thought 
satisfactory,  has  continued  greatly  to  contribute  to  the  general 
comfort  and  quiet  of  the  women’s  wards.  It  very  often  occurs  that 
the  classification  of  ordinary  insane  patients  is  carried  out  too 
strictly ;  but  reasons  for  it  exist  in  dealing  with  the  criminal  class 
that  do  not  generally  apply,  and  every  one  must  approve  the  plan 
carried  out  as  far  as  is  found  practicable  by  Dr.  Meyer,  of  sepa¬ 
rating  those  patients  who  had  become  insane  while  inmates  of 
prisons,  from  those  who  had  only  become  inmates  of  prisons  by 
reason  of  acts  committed  under  the  influence  of  insanity. 

There  have  been  a  good  many  recent  changes  in  the  attendants, 
especially  in  the  female  division ;  and  whatever  may  be  the  cause 
of  this,  it  would  certainly  not  seem  to  be  fairly  attributable  to  any 
want  of  liberality  or  consideration  to  this  class  of  officers.  They 
have  excellent  wages,  and,  by  additional  perquisites,  regular  and 
frequent  leaves  of  absence  from  duty,  opportunities  of  recreation 
within  the  asylum,  and  every  practicable  provision  otherwise  for 
their  welfare,  including  a  day  school  for  the  children  of  those  who 
are  married,  no  inducements  are  spared  to  procure  and  retain  the 
best  service  of  the  kind  available.  The  numbers  also  are  kept  at 
the  high  average  proportion  of  about  one  attendant  or  nurse  to 
every  five  patients. 

The  fever  noticed  at  the  last  visit  as  having  prevailed  in  the 
early  part  of  1867,  again  broke  out  during  the  present  year,  and 
attacked  a  much  larger  number  of  persons,  nearly  100  altogether, 
but  with,  happily,  no  fatal  result  in  any  case.  Between  January 
and  July  49  patients  of  both  sexes  were  attacked,  and  35  attend¬ 
ants ;  and  there  were  also  11  cases  in  cottages  on  the  estate. 
As  to  the  origin  of  the  disorder,  various  opinions  have  been  enter¬ 
tained  ;  but  the  best  founded  appear  to  be  those  that  ascribe  it  to 
the  undrained  land  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  quality  of  the  water 
on  the  estate,  and  the  position  and  construction  of  the  waterclosets ; 
and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  far  the  prompt  and  energetic  steps 
taken  by  Dr.  Meyer  to  amend  or  remove  the  defects  in  the  water 
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and  the  closets  will  have  the  effect  desired,  as  long  as  the  neighbour-  Appendix  (F.) 
ing  land  remains  undrained.  A  very  important  part  of  the  reform  — 
in  these  matters,  effected  since  the  last  visit,  has  been  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  considerable  number  of  earthclosets,  the  works  connected 
with  which  were  in  progress  while  we  visited,  and  the  effect  of 
which,  so  far  as  any  have  yet  been  completed,  is  said  to  have 
been  entirely  satisfactory.  What  we  observed  ourselves,  of  the 
absence  of  all  offensive  smells  in  connection  with  these  closets, 
confirmed  the  account  given  to  us.  We  may  add,  as  to  the  only 
five  deaths  of  patients  which  have  occurred  in  the  last  10  months, 
that  two  were  from  bodily  disease  far  advanced  at  the  time  of  their 
admission,  one  was  from  consumption,  and  two  from  brain  disease. 

The  numbers  usefully  employed  in  this  asylum  are  singularly 
small.  In  the  male  division,  excluding  the  58  patients  who  help  in 
cleaning  the  wards,  only  74  out  of  the  373  patients  are  engaged  in 
useful  work  ;  of  whom  24  are  in  the  garden  and  farm,  and  the  other 
50  in  the  workshops  and  offices.  In  the  female  division,  out  of  83 
patients,  12  are  in  the  laundry,  5  in  the  work-room,  and  2  in  the 
kitchen  ;  while  40  are  entered  as  occupied  in  cleaning  wards  and  in 
work  with  the  needle.  Of  attendances  at  chapel  the  same  remark 
is  to  be  made  ;  only  83  patients  altogether,  54  males  and  29  females, 
being  returned  as  having  been  present  at  chapel  on  Sunday  last. 

About  the  same  numbers  would  express  the  selection  ordinarily  made 
of  such  patients  as  are  permitted  to  attend  the  concerts  and  other 
amusements  provided ;  such  entertainments  being  given  in  every 
instance,  as  usual,  to  parties  in  each  division  separately. 
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St.  Thomas  Hospital,  Exeter. 

28  September  1868. 

We  have  found  here  to-day  at  our  visit  70  patients,  35  of  each 
sex,  and  we  thought  their  condition,  upon  the  whole,  satisfactory. 
There  are  a  greater  proportion  of  favourable  cases  in  the  female  than 
in  the  male  division,  and  some  in  the  latter  are  not  so  well  supplied 
with  clothing  as  they  should  be ;  on  which  point  we  have  suggested 
such  continued  application  to  relatives  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure 
proper  attention  to  it ;  but  generally,  the  personal  appearance  of 
the  inmates  of  both  sexes,  including  the  most  infirm,  showed  that 
they  receive  all  needful  care  ;  and  they  were  all  very  quiet  and  free 
from  excitement. 

Some  complaints,  indeed,  were  made  to  us  ;  one  of  rough  treat- 
ment  by  attendants  to  a  patient  recently  admitted,  which  we  could 
not  satisfy  ourselves  was  well  founded ;  another,  of  an  alleged  unjust 
preference  by  the  medical  superintendent  in  some  disputes  among 
the  patients  of  the  ladies’  division,  which  led  to  the  removal  of  the 
complainant  to  a  second-class  gallery,  which  we  found  upon  inquiry 
to  be  unfounded ;  and  a  third,  by  a  chancery  patient,  often  referred 
to  in  these  entries,  of  detention  here  without  cause,  as  to  which  we 
had  no  difficulty  in  ascertaining  the  existence  of  many  grave  delu¬ 
sions  in  the  patient  complaining.  As  to  another  chancery  patient, 
specially  referred  to  in  the  last  entry,  we  were  glad  to  find  his  room 
to-day  in  much  better  condition,  and  to  learn  that  it  has  been  found 
possible  since  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  then  made,  by  in¬ 
ducing  him  to  walk  out  daily  in  the  airing-court. 

The  several  other  rooms  and  galleries  were  also  in  proper  order ; 
and  the  single  sleeping-rooms,  especially  on  the  ladies’  side,  very 
cheerful  and  comfortable  for  the  most  part :  though  we  should  have 
had  much  to  recommend,  by  way  of  papering  and  other  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  walls  of  this  old  building,  if  it  were  not  now  tolerably 
certain  that  the  removal  of  the  patients  to  the  new  building  is  not 
likely  to  be  delayed,  at  furthest,  beyond  Midsummer  next.  We 
hear  from  Mr.  Lyle  the  best  accounts  of  its  progress ;  and,  accom¬ 
panied  by  him,  we  purpose  to  visit  it  ourselves  this  afternoon. 

The  ordinary  arrangements  appear  to  be  as  usual  in  reference  to 
out-door  exercise,  whether  in  the  courts,  beyond  them,  or  by  way 
of  drives ;  the  attendance  in  the  small  chapel  and  at  the  parish 
church  ;  the  occasional  evening  amusements ;  the  very  scanty  regular 
employment  in  either  division,  and  the  associated  dinners  in  both. 
Ihat  which  we  saw  served  to-day  in  the  best  ladies’  gallery  was  ex¬ 
cellent  ;  and  meat  of  the  same  quality  is  supplied  to  all  the  tables. 

The  admissions  since  the  visit  of  the  20th  May  1867  have  been  28, 
10  males  and  18  females ;  the  discharges  have  been  15,  7  males  and 
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8  females ;  and  the  deaths  have  been  7,  three  males  and  four  females.  Appendix  (G.) 

One  of  these  deaths  was  from  suffocation,  the  patient  having  set  fire  — — 

to  her  room ;  and  the  circumstances,  with  the  verdict  of  the  inquest, 

were  under  consideration  by  our  Board  at  the  time  ;  the  other 

deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes.  The  health  at  present  seems 

good,  only  one  of  each  sex  being  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the 

wards.  The  same  female  patient  whose  voluntary  seclusion  has 

been  repeatedly  noticed  by  us,  we  found  again  in  seclusion  to-day ; 

and  it  would  seem  that  she  thus  passes  at  least  half  her  whole  time 

here. 

Of  other  seclusions  we  have  to  add,  that  in  the  interval  of  16 
months  it  has  been  applied  to  one  patient  in  the  male  division,  and 
to  nine  in  the  female  division;  to  the  former  on  18  occasions,  and 
to  the  latter  on  105  occasions;  the  periods  of  duration  in  one  of 
the  latter  cases  having  been  for  eight  weeks  in  succession.  There 
has  been  no  restraint.  Two  gentlemen  and  three  ladies  are  at  pre¬ 
sent  taking  medicine.  We  consider  this  hospital  to  be  in  a  very 
good  state,  and  to  give  continued  evidence  of  ability  and  liberality 
on  the  part  of  its  management,  direction,  and  superintendence.  An 
entry  will  be  found  in  the  patients’  book. 


Barnwood  House,  Gloucester. 

5  June  1868. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  22nd  November  last,  nine 
gentlemen  and  one  lady  have  been  admitted;  seven  gentlemen  and 
two  ladies  have  been  discharged,  two  of  the  former  and  one  of  the 
latter  being  recovered,  and  four  gentlemen  have  died,  all  from 
ordinary  causes. 

The  patients  are  now  68  in  number,  viz.,  35  gentlemen  and 
33  ladies.  One  of  the  former  was  received  during  our  visit. 

With  two  exceptions  the  gentlemen,  when  we  arrived,  were  in 
the  Grounds. 

We  saw  all  the  patients,  who  were  tranquil  and  orderly,  and  their 
personal  condition  generally  was  very  satisfactory. 

We  found  one  lady  of  impulsive  propensities  in  a  separate  room, 
under  the  charge  of  an  attendant,  her  face  having  been  severely 
bruised  by  a  patient  whom  she  had  suddenly  attacked. 

Four  of  the  gentlemen  and  five  ladies  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  one  patient  only,  a  lady,  has 
been  secluded  since  the  last  visit,  upon  one  occasion,  on  account  of 
her  excitement  and  violence. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  enjoy  frequent  excursions  in  the 
neighbouring  woods  and  country,  and  the  same  provision  as  hereto¬ 
fore  is  made  for  their  recreation  and  amusement  in  the  Hospital  and 
its  extensive  grounds,  in  which  there  are  four  good  summer-houses. 

Morning  and  evening  prayers  are  read  in  the  Establishment  on 
week  days  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  in  the  respective  divisions,  at 
which  more  than  half  the  patients  are  present. 
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Appendix  (G.)  Divine  service  is  performed  by  the  Chaplain  on  Sundays,  and  five 
— —  or  six  of  the  ladies  at  present  go  to  church. 

We  learn  with  satisfaction  that  it  is  intended  next  spring  to  erect 

a  Chapel  in  the  Grounds. 

Since  the  last  visit,  and  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  then 
made,  oak  floors  have  been  substituted  for  deal,  in  three  single 
sleeping-rooms  on  the  ladies’  side. 

Dr.  Wood  informs  us  that  gas  is  about  very  shortly  to  be  intro¬ 
duced  throughout  the  Hospital,  for  which  arrangements  have  been 
made. 

As  a  precaution  against  fire,  hydrants  are  about  to  be  fixed 
around  the  building. 

The  several  day-rooms  and  dormitories  were  found  by  us  clean, 
and  in  the  best  order. 

We  have  examined  the  orders  and  certificates  of  the  patients 
admitted  since  the  last  visit,  and  have  made  the  usual  statutory 
inquiries. 

We  have  had  a  separate  interview  with  a  lady,  whose  name  will 
be  found  in  the  Patients’  Book. 


Liverpool  Lunatic  Hospital. 

9  March  1868. 

In  this  hospital  to-day  we  find  17  patients  of  the  male  sex,  and 
22  female  patients.  They  were  all  of  them  free  from  excitement  ; 
but  in  the  lower  wards  of  both  divisions  the  description  of  their 
condition  given  at  the  last  visit  is  still  applicable  to  the  state  in 
which  we  found  the  inmates  to-day.  Assuming  that  the  applica¬ 
tions  have  all  been  made  which  were  then  recommended,  drawing 
the  attention  of  the  relatives  or  friends  of  patients  to  the  worn  and 
dilapidated  condition  of  their  clothing,  we  can  only  express  very 
strongly  our  regret  that  so  many  of  both  sexes  should  still  be  at 
such  disadvantage  in  this  respect,  and  suggest  that  such  appli¬ 
cations  should  continue  to  be  made  until  some  attention  is  obtained 
for  them. 

Excepting  that  a  considerable  addition  has  been  made,  since  the 
last  visit,  to  the  stock  of  sheets  and  blankets  in  use,  we  do  not  remark 
any  improvement  in  the  character  and  present  state  of  the  accom¬ 
modation.  There  has  been  no  papering  or  painting ;  no  renovation 
of  any  portion  of  the  furniture ;  the  carpets  are  everywhere,  of 
course,  more  worn  and  ragged  with  seven  or  eight  months’  addi¬ 
tional  use  ;  and  in  the  lower  male  day-room  there  is  now  no  carpet 
at  all.  The  beds,  with  one  exception,  were  clean  and  properly 
attended  to  on  both  sides ;  but  hardly  any  of  the  bed-rooms  have  the 
necessary  washing  materials  in  them  ;  and  even  where  they  are 
present  they  seem  never  to  be  used.  One  fixed  basin  is  made  to 
suffice  for  the  upper,  and  two  for  the  lower,  ward  in  the  male 
division ;  and  on  the  female  side  the  same  system  generally  is  pur¬ 
sued,  though  there  are  here  more  exceptions  to  it. 

The  drawing-room  for  the  ladies  was  cheerful  and  well  supplied 
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with  reading  and  other  means  of  occupation,  which  exist  also,  to  a  Appendix  (G.) 
less  extent,  in  the  corresponding  part  of  the  other  divisions.  But 
we  saw  no  trace  anywhere,  in  the  lower  wards  of  either  side,  of  any 
books  or  games  of  the  kind  that,  in  other  similar  institutions,  are 
found  available  by  patients  (such  as  the  majority  here)  of  even  the  most 
demented  class.  The  provision  for  out-door  exercise  has  not  been 
improved  since  the  last  visit.  The  other  arrangements  by  which 
parties  of  patients  dine  together  in  the  several  dining-rooms,  and 
about  24  of  both  sexes  attend  the  Sunday  morning  services  by  the 
chaplain  of  the  infirmary,  are  continued  as  usual.  The  common 
airing-courts  are  unaltered. 

The  admissions  since  the  visit  of  the  1st  of  August  have  com¬ 
prised  two  in  the  male  and  one  in  the  female  division ;  in  the  same 
interval  five  of  each  sex  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  three  gen¬ 
tlemen  and  two  ladies  have  recovered ;  and  one  of  each  sex  has  died. 

One  patient  (the  last  gentleman  admitted)  is  now  absent  on  trial. 

There  is  no  entry  in  the  medical  journal  for  the  last  fortnight ;  but* 
taking  the  entries  of  seclusion  as  we  find  them,  it  would  seem  that* 
since  our  colleagues  were  here,  only  one  male  has  been  secluded  on 
two  occasions,  and  five  females  on  seven  occasions,  all  the  periods 
being  short.  We  find  on  inquiry,  however,  that  the  same  system 
brought  under  notice  on  the  last  visit,  of  locking  female  patients 
occasionally  in  their  rooms  for  a  portion  of  each  day,  without  due 
entrance  of  the  fact  in  the  medical  journal,  is  still  persisted  in. 

It  is  right  we  should  add  that  this  institution  has  for  several 
months  laboured  under  the  grave  disadvantage  of  an  apparent  inca¬ 
pacity  in  its  medical  superintendent,  by  reason  of  bodily  illness, 
efficiently  to  discharge  his  important  duties ;  and  we  cannot  doubt, 
if  circumstances  had  in  this  respect  been  different,  our  report  of 
to-day  would  have  been  much  more  favourable.  Dr.  Hargood  was 
leaving  the  hospital  at  the  time  of  our  arrival,  and  his  successor, 

Dr.  Manley,  formerly  house  surgeon  at  Prestwich,  had  come  to  enter 
upon  his  duties  as  superintendent  about  half  an  hour  before. 

Much  as  might  fairly  be  expected  from  more  efficient  manage¬ 
ment  and  superintendence,  however,  such  as  we  trust  the  institution 
has  now  the  chance  of  receiving,  we  cannot  but  recur  to  a  sugges¬ 
tion  thrown  out  by  our  colleagues  who  visited  four  years  ago,  that 
the  funds  of  the  hospital,  and  the  numbers  as  well  as  comfort  of  its 
inmates,  would  ultimately  be  increased  to  a  very  large  extent  by  the 
determination,  taken  promptly,  to  dispose  of  the  present  premises 
and  land,  and  to  erect  a  suitable  building  in  some  healthful  rural 
place  near  Liverpool- 
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— '  Manchester  Lunatic  Hospital,  Cheadle.

The  farm  house,  in  which  the  nine  male  patients  above  referred 
to  reside,  which  was  formerly  rented  by  the  w^eek,  has,  since  the 
last  visit,  been  taken  on  lease  for  nine  years.  The  patients  therein, 
who  are  considered  and  treated  as  on  leave,  are  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  a  man  and  his  wife,  assisted  by  a  farm  servant.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  it,  and  included  in  the  lease,  are  80  acres  of  land. 

In  addition  to  the  patients,  there  are  in  the  Hospital  six  boarders, 
viz.,  three  gentlemen  in  the  main  building  and  two  ladies  in  the 
cottages,  and  a  fourth  gentleman  at  the  farm  bailiff’s.  We  have 
seen  them  all,  excepting  the  gentleman  last  mentioned,  and  satisfied 
ourselves  that  they  are  voluntary  agents,  and  properly  received. 

The  Hospital  is  now  full,  and  we  would  strongly  urge,  as  very 
desirable,  the  addition  of  the  plan  adverted  to  in  the  last  report,  or 
some  other,  for  extending  the  accommodation.  We  are  informed 
by  Mr.  Mould  that  as  many  as  35  applications  for  the  reception 
of  patients  have,  from  want  of  room,  been  refused  during  the  past 
year. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospital  is  good,  the  patients  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  two  on  the  male  side 
and  three  on  the  female.  According  to  the  medical  journal,  since 
the  last  visit,  two  male  and  nine  female  patients  have  been  secluded 
for  short  periods,  and  for  reasons  duly  recorded,  the  former  alto¬ 
gether  on  five,  and  the  latter  on  14  occasions. 

.  We 
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We  have  to  report  most  favourably,,  as  upon  previous  visits,  of  the  Appendix  (G.) 
personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  and,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  of  their  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour. 

They  are  under  the  immediate  charge  of  an  ample  staff  of  efficient 
attendants.  In  the  male  division  there  are  a  head  and  11  ordinary 
attendants,  and  on  the  female  are  two  ladies’  companions,  a  house¬ 
keeper  (residing  in  the  centre  cottage)/'  and  1 1  nurses.  On  each 
side  there  is  a  night  attendant.  All  the  cleaning  is  done  by  char¬ 
women.  We  found  all  the  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding, 
clean,  and  in  a  creditable  state. 

The  gardens  and  grounds  are  kept  in  the  best  order,  and  have  a 
most  cheerful  aspect. 

All  but  about  10  of  the  rooms  in  the  main  building  have,  since 
the  last  visit  here,  and  the  remainder  will,  in  due  course,  be  repa¬ 
pered  and  repainted.  A  large  quantity  of  new  carpeting  has  been 
provided. 

The  gardens  of  the  second  class  patients  have  been  greatly  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  addition  of  about  three  acres. 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  a  detached  chapel  is 
about  very  shortly  to  be  erected,  upon  a  site  selected,  and  according 
to  a  plan  in  process  of  preparation  by  Mr.  "Waterhouse.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  provide  therein  seats  for  180  patients,  and  the  estimated 
cost  is  1,500  l.  It  will  be  built  entirely  by  subscription. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  service,  out-door  exercise,  recrea¬ 
tion  and  amusements,  continue  as  heretofore,  and  are  satisfactory. 

Five  carriages  are  kept  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

Mr.  Mould  is  now  aided  by  Dr.  Lomax  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 

We  regret  again  to  have  to  call  attention  to  the  case  books,  the 
entries  in  which  are  still  irregular  and  imperfect.  Some  cases  have 
not  yet  been  entered  at  all.  The  case  books  should,  without  further 
delay,  be  properly  entered  up. 


Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital. 

13  February  1868. 

This  hospital  at  present  contains  72  patients,  viz.,  31  of  the  male 
and  41  of  the  female  sex,  and  one  male  patient  is  away  on  leave. 
We  have,  at  our  visit  to-day,  examined  all  the  inmates,  and  visited 
each  of  the  wards. 

The  patients  were  all  free  from  maniacal  excitement,  and  no  one 
was  secluded  or  restrained.  Seclusion  was  employed  in  the  case  of 
one  female  patient  since  our  last  visit,  but  only  for  two  hours. 

At  present  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  and  only  one 
of  them,  a  lady,  was  in  bed.  The  deaths  since  the  last  visit  have 
been  three  in  the  male  and  one  in  the  female  division ;  and  the  dis¬ 
charges  have  amounted  to  nine,  two  being  males  and  seven  females ; 
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three  jDjjIgg  and  five  females  have  been  admitted.  The  ceitificates 
relating  to  these  last  have  been  shown  to  us. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory,  and  their 
rooms  and  bedding  clean  and  in  good  order.  In  some  of  the  gentle¬ 
men’s  wards,  however,  there  is  much  need  of  whitewash,  new  paper- 
hangings,  and  carpeting ;  and  we  believe  these  matters  will  shortly 
receive  attention. 

The  arrangements  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service  are  the 
same  as  reported  on  former  occasions ;  and  on  Sundays,  when  the 
service  is  performed  by  the  chaplain,  from  18  to  20  patients  of  each 
sex  are  usually  present.  About  six  of  the  gentlemen  and  eight 
ladies  go  to  the  Cathedral,  or  other  places  of  worship.  . 

Various  means  of  amusement  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
patients,  and  every  Monday  some  patients  of  both  sexes  meet 
together,  and  are  entertained  with  music  and  dancing. 

The  general  condition  of  the  institution  and  its  inmates  coptinues 
to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  the  patients  are  evidently  under  kind 
and  judicious  treatment. 


St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

3  December  1868. 

We  find  in  this  hospital  to-day,  besides  3  females  and  1  male  at 
present  on  leave,  139  patients,  54  in  the  gentlemen’s  and  85  in  the 
ladies’  division;  60  being  free  and  79  belonging  to  the  paying  class, 
of  which  there  are  32  at  7  s.  a  week,  and  47  at  1  /.  1  s.  a  week. 

With  few  exceptions  we  found  the  patients  in  a  favourable  state. 
Not  one  was  suffering  from  any  degree  of  excitement  in  either  side 
of  the  hospital,  and  their  appearance  as  to  dress  and  tidiness,  and 
generally  as  to  bodily  health  and  condition,  was  throughout  very  sa¬ 
tisfactory.  But  though  it  cannot  be  said  that  there  is  not  in  the 
wards  a  good  supply  of  books,  and  means  in  this  respect  for  amusing 
or  employing  the  inmates,  we  yet  find  that  in  the  wings,  upon  the  very 
important  points  of  recreation  and  occupation,  the  gravest  deficiences 
exist.  The  interchange  between  the  wards  and  the  wings  of  such 
provision  as  is  made  therein  for  the  benefit  of  their  respective  occu¬ 
pants,  should  be  freer  and  less  restricted  than  it  appears  to  be ;  some 
kind  of  easy  employment  might  readily  be  found  for  those  in  the 
male  division,  who  literally  have  otherwise  no  kind  of  capacity  for 
employing  their  time  in  any  way ;  and  we  do  not  find  that  any  at¬ 
tempt  at  associating  the  patients  at  entertainments  usual  in  asylums 
has  been  found  practicable.  In  other  respects  it  is  needless  to  say  the 
disadvantages  of  the  site  and  structure  of  the  hospital  are  insuper¬ 
able.  Too  much  confinement  to  the  wards  is  a  necessary  result  of 
the  difficulty  of  getting  ordinary  walks  beyond  the  hospital  walls;  and, 
when  sickness  is  superadded  as  the  cause  for  such  confinement,  and 
individual  patients  are  obliged  to  keep  to  their  gloomy  and  dark 
sleeping-rooms,  not  for  days  only  but  for  weeks,  and,  as  in  one  case 
noticed  by  us  to  day,  for  three  months  continually,  it  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  imagine  anything  more  lamentable  than  their  condition. 

Avoiding,  as  we  systematically  do,  all  suggestions  for  structural 
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change  in  what  never  can  be  made  structurally  right,  we  must  yet  Appendix  (G.) 
remark  that  in  such  ordinary  arrangements  as  those  which  the  mere 
cleansing  of  the  hospital  renders  necessary,  the  study  seems  to  be 
rather  to  increase  than  to  diminish  the  gloomy  and  depressing  effect. 

The  windows  are  cleaned  about  thrice  a  year,  greatly  to  the  addition 
of  their  unavoidable  dullness  ;  and  there  is  not  a  single  room  that 
might  not  be  made  lighter  by  the  judicious  use  of  whitewash  and 
an  occasional  morsel  of  colour. 

The  burial  ground  so  frequently  referred  to  has  at  last  become 
the  property  of  the  hospital,  and  is  now  in  course  of  being  laid  out 
ornamentally  as  a  lawn.  A  portion  of  it  should,  we  think,  be  reserved 
as  a  croquet  ground,  and  we  think  it  also  extremely  desirable  that 
there  should  be  no  fence  or  separation  of  it  from  the  existing  airing 
ground. 

We  further  suggest,  that  in  all  the  dormitories  and  single  sleeping- 
rooms  seats  should  be  placed;  that  the  crib  bedsteads,  so  often 
condemned,  should  be  wholly  abolished ;  that  proper  presses  be 
placed  in  them  for  clothes,  whereby  the  very  reprehensible  practice 
of  driving  nails  into  the  bed-room  doors  for  clothes  pegs  may  be 
prevented ;  and  that  the  present  baths  may  be  replaced  by  smaller 
ones  of  more  convenient  construction.  We  further  think  it  most 
undesirable  that  particular  days  only  should  be  set  apart  as  visiting 
days,  being  of  opinion  that  the  hospital  should  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  visits  from  friends  of  the  patients  without  the  present  visiting 
order. 

By  a  change  recently  made,  the  wages  of  the  male  attendants  now 
begin  at  27  I.  10 s.  the  first  year,  and  increase  to  35  and  charge  at¬ 
tendants  have  5  /.  a  year  over  and  above  the  wages  they  are  entitled 
to  by  the  scale.  Since  the  last  visit  a  special  night  watch  has  been 
appointed  on  the  male  side,  at  the  same  wages  as  a  charge  attendant. 

Still,  however,  on  the  female  side,  though  there  is  a  night  nurse 
able  alone  to  do  this  duty,  the  former  system  is  continued  of 
giving  to  the  charge  attendants,  who  are  on  duty  by  day,  an  addi¬ 
tional  5  1.  a  year  for  doing  also  quite  unnecessarily  some  night 
duty,  the  only  reason  alleged  for  it  being  that  since  the  special  night 
nurse’s  appointment  there  has  been  no  re-adjustment  of  wages  or 
duty.  This  arrangement  should  at  once  be  done  away  with,  and  the 
same  adopted  on  the  female  as  now  exists  on  the  male  side  of  the 
hospital. 

We  have  ascertained  from  inquiries  that  there  are  many  difficul¬ 
ties  attending  the  hot  water  supply  at  a  sufficiently  early  hour  in  the 
wards,  so  as  to  occasion  the  very  gravest  inconvenience,  and  we  trust 
that  this  subject  will  receive  immediate  attention  from  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  9th  August  last  year  the  admissions  have 
comprised  62  males  and  102  females;  the  discharges  have  included 
57  males  and  107  females ;  upon  this  total  number  there  having  been 
79  recoveries,  and  2  males  and  8  females  have  died;  inquests  having 
been  held  in  two  cases,  one  of  a  patient  admitted  in  a  dying  state, 
and  the  other  a  patient  who  immediately  after  admission  inflicted 
injuries  upon  herself  of  which  she  died  next  day.  The  deaths  other¬ 
wise  were  from  ordinary  disease.  As  to  seclusion,  there  is  a  favourable 
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report  to  make,  it  having  been  limited  on  the  nuile  side  to  2  patients 
on  two  occasions,  and  on  the  female  side  to  20  patients  on  59  occa¬ 
sions.  Restraint  has  been  used  to  1  patient  tor  four  days  and  nights 
in  consequence  of  strongly  suicidal  propensities.  Ten  on  the  men’s 
side  and  19  on  the  women’s  are  entered  as  under  medical  treatment. 


Bethel  Hospital. 

17  February  1868. 

Since  our  colleagues  visit  a  year  ago,  7  male  and  4  female 
patients  have  been  admitted,  5  males  and  2  females  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  2  males  have  died. 

There  are  to-day  in  the  hospital  28  male  and  51  female  patients, 
all  of  whom  we  have  seen,  with  the  exception  of  a  gentleman  who 
had  gone  out  for  the  day. 

We  have  again  a  very  satisfactory  report  to  make  as  to  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  good  order  of  the  wards  and  galleries,  and  we  noticed  that 
several  of  the  rooms,  previously  whitewashed,  had  been  papered, 
and  that  other  improvements  had  been  introduced.  The  bedding, 
which  wre  examined,  was  in  good  order,  and  abundant. 

We  found  no  patient  restrained  or  secluded,  and  all  were  free 
from  excitement.  As  regards  restraint,  2  of  the  male  and  3  female 
patients  appear  to  have  been  subjected  to  it.  One  of  the  men,  for 
two  hours  only,  but  another,  who  was  admitted  the  11th  of  January, 
has  been  restrained,  more  or  less,  during  the  day,  and  at  night  since 
he  came. 

Of  the  ladies,  one  wore  the  strait  jacket  on  one  occasion  ;  another 
was  fastened  to  her  chair  for  a  short  period  during  some  structural 
alterations,  but  how  often  she  was  so  restrained  does  not  appear. 
The  third  case  in  which  restraint  was  used  was  a  patient  specially 
alluded  to  at  the  last  visit.  This  lady  was  restrained  every  night 
for  a  month  after  that  time,  but  she  is  now  greatly  improved. 

All  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly  to-day,  and  personally 
in  a  satisfactory  state.  Many  of  them  spoke  very  favourably  of  their 
treatment. 

The  majority  go  beyond  the  premises  for  exercise,  and  eight  go 
out  unattended  and  visit  various  churches  and  chapels. 

Referring  to  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit,  we  find  that 
only  one  patient  is  now  bathed  in  the  same  water,  but  no  bath-room 
rules  have  yet  been  drawn  up.  Mr.  Dodd  assures  us  that  this  shall 
be  done  forthwith,  and  also  that  a  separate  record  of  restraint  will, 
in  future  be  carefully  kept  by  him  for  the  information  of  Mr.  Gib¬ 
son.  W e  hope  that  this  promise  will  not  be  forgotten. 

An  excellent  new  day- room  has  been  formed  in  the  female 
division. 

We  feel  assured  that  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  treated  with 
every  kindness  and  attention.  The  payments  made  are  still  very  low, 
and  there  are  now  27  patients  on  the  foundation  supported  and  clothed 
gratuitously,  and  29  only  who  pay  sums  ranging  between  8  s.  and  2  s. 
1  here  are  two  patients  who  pay  I  t.  a  week,  and  the  remainder 
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are  received  for  payments  varying  from  10  s.  to  14  s.  The  hospital  Appendix  (G.) 
is  thus  most  properly  made  available  for  the  class  for  whose  benefit 
it  was  originally  founded.  The  actual  weekly  cost  per  patient  is 
now  1 1  s.  o  d. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dodd  continue  to  devote  their  best  attention  to  the 
welfare  of  the  patients. 


Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

3  November  1868. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  gone  over  every  part  of  this 
hospital,  and  have  seen  all  the  inmates  excepting  those,  8  in  number, 
who  are  now  absent  on  leave,  and  1  man  and  1  woman,  who  have 
had  a  three  day’s  holiday,  and  do  not  return  until  to-night.  There  was 
some  confusion  in  the  wards,  unavoidably  incident  to  the  structural 
and  other  changes  at  present  in  progress  ;  but  we  derived  generally 
a  favourable  impression  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  and  were  pleased  to  observe  the  prevailing  absence  of  ex¬ 
citement  among  all  classes  of  the  patients.  More  than  two-thirds 
of  those  in  the  male  division  belonging  to  the  county  are  regularly 
and  usefully  employed  on  the  grounds  or  in  the  workshops ;  and 
such  a  proportion,  so  engaged,  we  think  very  creditable  evidence  of 
the  judicious  management  of  the  hospital. 

Since  the  visit  of  28th  August  in  last  year,  there  have  been  137 
admissions,  131  discharges,  and  52  deaths;  there  being,  under  the 
first  head,  26  of  the  private  classj  17  males  and  9  females,  and  111 
of  the  pauper  class,  50  males  and  61  females;  under  the  second 
head,  27  private  patients,  15  and  12,  and  104  paupers,  52  and  52  ; 
and  under  the  third,  two  private  patients  of  each  sex,  and  25  males 
and  23  females,  of  the  pauper  class.  Among  the  discharges  we  have 
included  one  escape,  and  of  the  remaining  130  not  more  than  59  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  entered  as  recoveries.  All  the  deaths  were  from  natural 
causes ;  the  principal  being  general  palsy,  epilepsy,  apoplexy,  and 
other  diseases  of  the  brain,  exhaustion  after  mania,  phthisis,  and 
senile  decay ;  and  in  the  two  cases  in  which  inquests  were  held, 
death  had  followed  almost  immediately  on  admission  from  lung 
disease  in  the  one,  and  in  the  other  had  been  caused  very  suddenly 
by  syncope ;  the  facts  in  both  having  been  considered  by  our  Board 
at  the  time. 

The  numbers  to-day  (including  the  10  who  are  absent)  are  88 
patients  of  the  private  class,  45  males  and  43  females;  and  363 
patients  belonging  to  the  county,  176  males  and  187  females; 
altogether  451.  This  number  leaves  no  part  of  the  present  private 
accommodation  unfilled,  and  of  the  pauper  accommodation  only  four 
beds  in  each  division.  It  is  proposed,  however,  upon  a  plan  lately 
submitted  to  the  committee  in  a  report  by  the  superintendent,  to 
provide  additional  space  for  10  more  private  patients  and  10  more 
pauper  patients  of  each  sex,  or  160  beds  altogether,  by  raising  cer¬ 
tain  portions  of  the  galleries  another  story,  by  conversion  into  dor¬ 
mitories  and  day-rooms  of  part  of  the  centre  building  and  of  the 
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Appendix  (G.)  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  Bayley,  whose  detached  house  has 
—  lately  been  completed,  and  by  constructing  new  hospital  wards  to 
the  north.  As  far  as  we  can  judge,  this  mode  of  enlargement  will 
have  its  advantages ;  but  we  should  think  them  incomplete  if  they 
did  not  comprise  the  abandonment  of  the  present  detached  male 
ward  (No.  5),  and  its  conversion  to  other  uses  than  those  for  which 
it  has  always  been  most  unfit ;  and  if  there  were  not,  also,  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  them  the  provision  and  planting  of  a  new  airing-court  for 
the  male  private  patients  similar  to  that  which,  since  the  last  visit, 
has  been  inclosed  and  laid  out  for  females  of  the  private  class.  The 
want  of  such  a  court  would  be  greatly  felt  upon  enlargement  of  the 
hospital. 

Consequent  upon  the  enlargement  also,  as  we  trust,  there  will  be 
other  arrangements  than  those  at  present  adopted  for  the  worst  class 
of  the  female  county  patients.  We  found  them  all  put  together  in 
a  ward  much  too  large  for  them,  and  the  vacant  space  of  which  is 
filled  up  by  others  of  habits  more  favourable,  which  are,  however, 
subject  to  the  constant  deterioration  arising  from  such  unrelieved 
companionship  of  the  most  disadvantageous  kind.  Mr.  Bayley  ap¬ 
peared  to  feel  as  much  as  ourselves  the  desirability  of  such  a  change 
in  the  arrangements  as  would  necessitate  more  of  a  separation  of 
these  cases,  bring  the  worst  more  within  the  constant  vigilance  of 
the  nurses,  and  give  those  who  are  capable  of  it  some  chance  of  im¬ 
provement  by  better  example.  Excepting  as  to  this  ward,  we  have, 
generally,  favourable  report  to  give  as  to  the  provision  everywhere 
made  for  judicious  treatment,  and  for  the  entertainment  and  various 
occupation  as  well  as  the  comfort  of  the  patients  of*  every  class. 
Some  of  the  male  county  patients  want  renewal  of  their  clothing, 
but  for  this  we  found  that  direction  had  already  been  given  ;  and, 
generally,  we  thought  the  inmates  of  every  class  suitably  dressed, 
and  otherwise  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  as  to  personal  appearance. 
We  were  particularly  pleased  by  the  character  of  the  accommodation 
in  what  is  called  the  ladies’  house  ;  and,  considering  the  very  mode¬ 
rate  prices  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  paid  here,  the  enlargement 
of  the  space  appropriated  to  this  class  in  both  divisions  will  be  a  great 
boon.  The  dormitories  throughout,  though  here  and  there,  owing 
to  changes  going  on,  the  beds  lie  rather  thickly,  were  most  comfort¬ 
able,  the  beds  and  bedding  in  the  best  state,  and  the  washing  and 
toilet  things  thoroughly  well  attended  to.  The  latter  remark,  we 
have  to  add,  applies  equally  to  the  arrangements  in  or  adjoining  to 
the  pauper  dormitories. 

Of  additions  of  a  structural  kind,  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to 
mention  an  enlargement  of  the  centre  tower  on  the  men’s  side,  and 
in  the  same  division,  for  the  county  patients,  a  bathing-room  in  the 
basement  with  three  baths,  and  another  smaller  bath-room,  and  a  boot 
and  shoe-room,  on  the  ground  floor ;  with,  for  the  private  patients,  a 
new^  scullery  as  well  as  a  bath-room  ;  and,  for  the  use  of  the  paupers, 
a  wide  stone  staircase  reaching  from  the  basement  to  a  dormitory 
constructed  to  hold  eight  beds.  On  the  female  side  there  have  been 
important  amendments  made  in  the  laundry.  We  have  noticed  the 
completion  of  the  new  house  for  the  superintendent ;  and,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  it,  we  may  state  that  a  conservatory  has  also  been  built, 
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with  hot  water  apparatus  and  other  offices,  of  which  the  design  is  to  Appendix 

supply  plants  and  flowers  for  the  wards,  and  a  fruit  store  for  the  - 

hospital.  Besides  these  structural  additions,  and  the  inclosure  of 
the  new  female  airing-court,  several  of  the  galleries,  day-rooms, 
dining  -rooms,  and  single  rooms,  in  occupation  of  both  classes  and 
both  sexes  of  the  inmates,  have,  in  the  same  interval,  been  papered, 
painted,  or  coloured.  The  gentlemen’s  billiard-room  looked  very 
cheerful  as  we  passed  through  yesterday. 

The  usual  arrangements  appear  to  continue  for  associated  amuse¬ 
ments.  These  have  comprised  weekly  dances  on  the  lawn  in  summer, 
and  in  winter  in  the  recreation-room,  to  which  two  bands,  formed  of 
attendants,  contribute  the  music ;  and,  at  the  first  of  a  proposed 
series  of  open  air  fetes,  which  was  given  this  summer,  290  patients 
of  both  sexes  attended.  The  returns  of  regular  employment  include 
135  men  and  127  women.  On  Sundays  the  attendance  at  chapel 
averages  196  of  all  classes,  and  on  week-days  55.  The  provision  for 
constant  walking  or  driving  out  of  doors  for  patients  of  the  private 
class,  and  otherwise  for  giving  them  employment  and  recreation 
suitable  to  their  tastes,  we  think  fairly  sufficient.  The  dietary  is 
extremely  good ;  and  an  excellent  dinner  of  roast  mutton  and  potatoes, 
with  beer,  was  served  to  the  county  patients  in  the  wards  to-day. 

As  to  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry,  it  will  suffice  to  add  that 
the  seclusion,  since  the  visit  14  months  ago,  has  comprised  12  male 
and  51  female  patients,  but  with  three  exceptions  has  been  limited 
to  one  occasion  in  each  case  of  three  or  four  hours  duration  only. 

There  have  been  four  instances  of  restraint,  three  of  which  were 
for  surgical  reasons.  The  health  of  the  establishment  is  very  good, 

8  males  and  6  females  being  entered  as  now  taking  medicine. 

We  have  had  interviews  with  several  patients,  and  as  to  some  who 
had  communicated  with  our  Board  at  Whitehall,  remark  will  be 
found  in  the  patient’s  book.  Here  we  have  only  further  to  say,  that 
we  think  Mr.  Bayley  is  conducting  this  hospital  with  energy  and 
ability  deserving  of  honourable  mention. 


Nottingham  Lunatic  Hospital. 

10  February  1868. 

We  have  officially  visited  this  hospital,  and  seen  all  the  patients 
except  one  gentleman,  who  was  out  walking. 

There  are  now  51  patients  on  the  books,  of  whom  24  are  males 
and  27  females. 

We  have,  generally,  a  very  satisfactory  report  to  make  of  the 
personal  condition  of  the  patients,  and  we  found  all  free  from 
maniacal  excitement.  No  one  was  secluded,  and  there  is  no  record 
of  any  instance  of  either  restraint  or  seclusion  since  the  last  visit. 
Restraint,  indeed,  has  never  been  employed  since  the  opening  of  the 
institution. 

The  arrangements  for  occupation  and  recreation  are  the  same  as 
before  reported.  Some  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  in  the  lower 
rooms  struck  us  as  being  very  listless,  and  they  were  nearly  all  un- 
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Appendix  (G )  employed.  We  are  inclined  to  think  that,  by  more  persevering 
pp  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  and  by  a  more 

liberal  distribution  of  books  and  means  of  occupation  in  these  rooms, 
an  improvement  would  be  effected  in  the  condition  of  their  inmates. 

We  find  that  in  the  male  wards  bed  making,  and  all  domestic 
work  is  performed  by  the  attendants,  who  are  thus  much  withdrawn 
from  the  personal  attention  to  the  patients. 

Once  a  week  (on  Monday),  a  general  cleaning  of  the  various 
rooms  takes  place,  and  this  occupies  so  much  of  the  attendants’  time 
that,  on  that  day,  the  patients  are  deprived  of  their  usual  exercise 
out  of  doors.  We  strongly  recommend  that  female  servants  should 
be  engaged  for  the  domestic  work. 

A  good  proportion  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  go  beyond  the 
premises,  and  from  6  to  8  of  either  sex  go  to  the  neighbouring 
church  on  Sundays. 

The  annual  ball  took  place  on  the  3rd  of  January,  when  upwards 
of  30  patients  were  present.  There  are,  also,  fortnightly  meetings, 
when  dancing  and  music  take  place. 

We  found  all  the  rooms  and  galleries  in  the  best  order,  and  the 
air  throughout  was  pure. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  last  year  was  28  s.  per  week. 
The  charges  range  from  6  s.  to  30  s.  per  week,  and  of  the  patients  at 
present  in  the  hospital,  one  half  are  paying  less  than  a  guinea  a 
week. 

The  general  health  is  good,  and  there  were  only  4  deaths  last  year. 
The  admissions  have  been  5  in  the  male,  and  10  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion,  and  4  patients  of  each  sex  have  been  discharged. 

We  have,  again,  the  pleasure  of  reporting  very  favourably  of  the 
condition  of  this  hospital,  which  reflects  credit  on  Dr.  Tate’s  manage¬ 
ment. 


Warnefoiid  Hospital, 

27  June  1868. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  on  the  18th  December  1867, 
two  patients  of  each  sex  have  been  admitted,  and  one  gentleman 
and  three  ladies  have  been  discharged,  two  of  the  latter  having 
recovered. 

There  has  been  no  other  change  here. 

We  have  seen  and  spoken  to  all  the  present  inmates,  except  a 
gentleman,  who  is  absent  on  leave.  There  are  30  males  and  29 
females.  With  the  exception  of  a  lady  who  is  paralysed,  all  the 
patients  were  walking  in  the  gardens,  which  are  well  kept,  and 
afford  much  shade.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  inmates  is  quite 
satisfactory,  and  only  three  patients  of  each  sex  are  now  under  me- 
ciical  treatment  for  ailments  not  of  a  serious  character. 

We  thought  the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  generally 
very  satisfactory,  although  two  of  the  gentlemen  are  very  trouble¬ 
some,  and  destructive  to  their  clothing.  No  one  was  violent  or 
excited  to-day. 

The  general  routine  of  the  Establishment  is  the  same  as  before 
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reported,  and  all  the  arrangements  for  the  performance  of  Divine  Appendix  (G.) 
service,,  and  the  exercise  and  recreation  of  the  patients,  are  un¬ 
changed. 

There  has  been  no  instance  of  restraint,  and  since  the  last  visit 
only  two  patients  have  been  secluded,  each  on  one  occasion.  The 
staff  of  attendants  seems  to  be  large  and  efficient,  and  we  saw  every 
indication  of  kind  and  judicious  treatment. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made,  and  are  still  in  pro¬ 
gress,  in  reference  to  the  drainage,  which  has  been  found  to  be  in  a 
very  defective  state ;  and  a  new  well  has  recently  been  sunk,  which, 
it  is  hoped,  will  ensure  for  the  future  an  ample  supply  of  water  at 
all  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  Committee  have  resolved  that  gas  shall  be  laid  on,  and  we 
believe  that  the  necessary  works  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the 
present  operations  connected  with  the  drains  are  completed. 

The  various  rooms  were  clean,  and  the  wards  and  galleries  in 
proper  order.  A  few  of  the  smaller  apartments  require  repapering. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  continue  to  give  their  best  attention  to  the 
well-being  of  the  patients. 


Coton  Hill  Institution. 

3  August  1868. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day,  we  have  inspected  the  several  day- 
rooms,  galleries,  and  dormitories  in  the  main  building,  and  the  two 
semi-detached  Villas,  which  are  now  completed  and  furnished,  and 
will  afford  excellent  accommodation  for  twro  patients  of  a  high  class 
of  each  sex.  The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in 
the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  1st  November  last,  and 
their  present  numbers  : —

At  the  time  of  our  visit,  two  gentlemen  and  three  ladies  were 
absent  on  leave.  We  saw  all  the  patients  resident,  and  found  them 
free  from  excitement,  and  personally  in  a  very  satisfactory  state. 
We  have  especially  noticed  some  cases  in  the  patients’  book. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution  is  at  present  good ;  the 
patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment,  none  for  any  serious 
disorders,  being  11  in  the  male  division  and  7  in  the  female.  The 
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Appendix  (G.)  only  patient  found  by  us  in  bed,  was  an  aged  and  infirm  lady. 

_  There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  seclusion ; 

durino*  that  interval  two  gentlemen  have,  for  surgical  reasons,  had 
their  arms  confined  by  a  camisole,  one  for  a  fortnight,  and  the  other 
from  time  to  time  altogether  for  eight  weeks.  The  attendance  at 
Divine  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays,  and  Fridays, 
averages  35  gentlemen  and  25  ladies  ;  and  about  25  patients  of  each 
sex  are  present  at  morning  and  evening  prayers,  which  are  read  in 
the  board-room  by  Dr.  Hewson  or  Mr.  Long,  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer.  The  arrangements  continue  generally  very  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  periodical  evening  entertainments  on  stated  days, 
but  the  patients  enjoy  frequent  dances,  concerts,  and  theatricals. 
They  have  also  the  benefit  of  weekly  lectures  on  amusing  and 
instructive  subjects  during  the  winter  months.  On  the  Friday 
before  our  visit,  about  15  patients  of  each  sex  were  taken  for  a 
pic-nic  to  Dudley  Castle.  It  is  proposed  shortly  to  send  a  party  of 
patients  of  both  sexes  for  a  few  weeks  to  Tenby. 

A  good  croquet  ground  has  been  formed,  and  the  gentlemen  play 
at  cricket  daily,  when  the  weather  is  suitable. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  improvements  since  our  last 
visit 

1.  The  principal  lower  galleries  have  been  papered  and  painted. 

2.  The  twTo  gentlemen’s  dining-rooms  have  been  painted  and 
renovated,  and  will  be  papered  next  year. 

3.  Several  sitting-rooms  have  been  newly  papered,  painted,  and 
carpeted. 

The  patients  are  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  head  and  16 
ordinary  attendants,  and  a  night  attendant,  on  the  male  side ;  and 
on  the  female,  of  a  ladies’  companion,  15  nurses,  and  a  night 
attendant.  They  appear  to  be  of  a  very  respectable  class. 

We  again  recommend,  as  much  needed,  the  painting,  papering, 
and  renovation  of  the  large  room  known  as  the  board-room,  in  order 
to  its  better  adaptation  to  the  purposes  of  evening  recreation. 

The  state  of  the  institution  continues  to  be  most  creditable  to  Dr, 
and  Mrs.  Hewson.  In  the  absence  of  the  former,  we  were  con¬ 
ducted  over  the  hospital  by  Mr.  Long,  who  appears  to  be  very 
zealous  and  intelligent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Assistant 
Medical  Officer. 


Bethlehem  Hospital. 

Monday,  6  July  1868. 

Since  this  hospital  was  visited  on  the  26th  April  last  year,  282 
patients  have  been  admitted  ;  106  males  and  176  females.  In  the 
same  interval  248  patients  have  been  discharged — 86  males  and  162 
females;  and  the  deaths  have  been  41,  25  among  the  men,  and  16 
among  the  women.  Of  those  discharged  130  had  recovered,  11 
vrere  relieved,  and  107  had  not  improved.  There  were  two  suicides, 
particulars  of  which,  and  of  the  inquests,  were  transmitted  to  White¬ 
hall  ;  and  the  rest  of  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  the 
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principal  being  general  paralysis  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain,  APPendlx 
exhaustion  after  mania  and  melancholia,  and  phthisis. 

We  have  seen  to-day,  in  the  several  wards  and  galleries,  243 
patients;  in  the  male  division  111,  and  in  the  female  division  132, 
there  being  besides  upon  the  books  8  males  and  9  females,  at  present 
absent  on  leave  ;  some  for  very  short  periods,  others  with  a  view  to 
trial  before  their  discharge.  There  is  now  only  one  criminal  patient 
here,  application  having  been  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
her  retention  on  the  grounds  of  her  age  and  blindness.  The 
incurable  list  contains  54  names.  There  are  192  classed  as 
curable. 

There  was,  on  the  whole,  a  remarkable  freedom  from  excitement, 
even  among  the  least  favourable  cases,  the  exceptions  being  one  or 
two  women ;  and  the  personal  appearance  and  condition  of  the  pa¬ 
tients  generally  we  thought  very  good.  For  the  most  part  all  were 
clothed  well ;  and,  even  where  shabbily  dressed,  as  in  a  few  exceptions 
in  the  male  division,  they  were  well  attended  to,  and  not  untidy. 

We  were  pleased  to  see  everywhere  a  most  liberal  provision  of 
amusement  and  occupation  in  the  wards,  of  which  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  inmates  seemed  to  be  gladly  availing  themselves ; 
and  in  every  part  of  both  divisions  there  are  evident  indications  of 
continued  and  most  praiseworthy  effort,  on  the  part  of  all  engaged 
in  the  management  of  the  institution,  to  obviate  the  old  and  still 
existing  inconveniences  of  its  structure,  and  make  all  possible 
addition  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

We  have  made  some  suggestions  to-day  as  to  a  certain  sort  of 
bed  in  some  of  the  single  sleeping-rooms  (ail  of  which,  as  well  as 
the  small  associated  dormitories,  were  in  excellent  order),  which 
Dr,  Williams  has  promised  attention  to  ;  and  referring  to  the  in¬ 
creased  cheerfulness  introduced  lately  into  some  of  the  galleries, 
it  has  given  us  satisfaction  to  learn  his  intention  immediately  to  try 
the  experiment  of  papering  throughout  one  of  the  female  wards. 

The  returns  of  the  employed  show  some  increase  since  the  last 
visit :  a  suggestion  then  made  for  engaging  a  gardener  attendant 
having  been  acted  upon,  and  about  26  male  patients  now  working 
regularly  in  the  grounds;  altogether,  78  men  and  73  women  have 
now  daily  occupation.  Since  that  visit,  also,  the  ground  formerly 
given  up  to  the  criminal  wing  has  been  completely  laid  out  and 
planted,  with  a  view  to  out-door  recreation  ;  and  games  in  which  in¬ 
mates  of  every  class  take  part,  and  the  usual  pleasure  excursions 
open  to  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  inmates,  have  been  given  in 
addition.  Another  visit  to  the  sea  side,  such  as  was  provided  last 
year  so  liberally,  will  also  be  made  in  the  present  summer  ;  the  same 
houses  having  been  already  taken  at  Brighton  for,  as  we  hope,  the 
same  number  of  50  patients. 

The  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has  not  been  considerable.  Two 
men  have  been  secluded  on  three  occasions,  and  12  women  on  32 
occasions.  The  health  generally  is  very  good,  no  one  was  in  bed 
in  the  male  division,  and  in  the  female  division  only  four,  one 
for  supposed  affection  of  the  spine,  and  one  brought  here  eight  days 
since,  out  of  Devonshire,  in  an  entirely  exhausted  condition. 

Twenty  are  entered  as  taking  medicine. 
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We  have  derived  from  our  present  visit  a  very  favourable  impres¬ 
sion  of  the  present  state  of  the  hospital,  and  of  the  continued  zeal 
and  ability  with  which  Dr.  Williams  discharges  his  important 

duties. 

Land  has  been  purchased  at  Witley,  near  Godaiming,  for  the 
branch  convalescent  establishment.  The  house  is  built  for  40  in¬ 
mates,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  this  summer. 


Asylum  for  Idiots,  Earlswood. 

17  and  18  November  1868. 

We  have  inspected  this  institution,  and  personally  examined  all 
the  inmates,  except  one  of  the  male,  and  two  of  the  female  sex,  who 
are  absent  on  leave.  The  number  on  the  books  comprise  313  males 
and  157  females,  total  470. 

The  admissions  since  our  colleagues’  visit,  on  the  11th  June  1867, 
have  been  98,  viz.,  62  boys  and  36  girls  ;  25  boys  and  14  girls  have 
been  discharged,  and  22  boys  and  10  girls  have  died.  The  cause 
of  death  in  as  many  as  20  cases,  is  stated  to  have  been  phthisis,  or 
disease  of  the  chest ;  and  seven  of  the  patients  died  from  exhaustion, 
consequent  upon  epilepsy.  In  one  case  an  inquest  was  held  on  the 
body  of  a  boy,  who  was  accidentally  scalded  in  a  bath.  The  par¬ 
ticulars  of  this  circumstance  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at 
the  time. 

We  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  about  250  of  the  inmates  dining 
in  the  hall  yesterday,  of  whom  150  were  of  the  male  sex.  These 
numbers  by  no  means  represent  the  proportion  of  patients  who 
might  advantageously  be  assembled  together,  but  they  completely 
fill  the  apartment.  Great  order  and  propriety  prevailed  during  the 
meal,  and  the  grace  which  was  sung  after  it  was  performed  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner.  The  food  was  very  good,  and  neatly  served, 
but  beer  is  not  allowed,  except  in  special  cases ;  and  considering  the 
low  state  of  vitality,  and  the  prevalence  of  chilblains  in  many  cases, 
we  very  strongly  recommend  that  it  should  form  part  of  the  ordinary 
dietary. 

The  clothing  was  generally  good,  and  the  patients  were  person¬ 
ally  in  a  clean  state ;  the  bedding  also  was  throughout  in  the  best 
order. 

The  patients  are  attended  during  the  night  by  two  attendants  in 
each  division,  whose  duty  it  is  to  get  them  up  at  stated  periods. 
The  return  for  last  night  shows  that  there  were  not  more  than  nine 
dirty,  and  48  wet  beds  throughout  the  house. 

The  general  health  appears  to  be  fair;  we  found  6  males  and 
1  female  in  bed,  and  13  males  and  8  females  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment. 

Seclusion  is  never  employed  here,  but  according  to  the  medical 
journal,  eight  males  and  six  females  have  been  restrained  since  the 
last  visit,  chiefly  as  stated,  for  medical  reasons.  It  is  right  to  say, 
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however,  that  since  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Grabham  in  J une  last,  Appendix 
there  has^  been  only  one  instance  of  restraint,  and  then  it  was  only  — 
imposed  for  one  hour. 

As  to  the  useful  occupation  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  we  have 
received  the  following  returns  :

The  very  small  number  of  females  who  are  now  usefully  occupied 
suggests  the  inquiry,  whether  more  might  not  be  done  to  train  them 
to  domestic  employments ;  and  as  has  been  before  suggested  on 
several  occasions,  we  recommend  that  a  laundry  specially  adapted 
for  children,  should  be  provided,  and  that  some  of  the  girls  should 
be  trained  to  assist  in  the  kitchen,  & c.  'The  new  workshops  are  now 
occupied ;  they  are  light,  well  ventilated,  and  admirably  adapted  for 
their  purpose.  The  old  workshops  have  been  newly  floored  with 
wood,  and  they  will  shortly  be  used  as  day  and  sleeping-rooms.  A 
large  portion  of  the  basement  has  also  been  refloored,  and  will  be 
used  as  a  place  for  exercise  in  wet  weather. 

The  playground  has  been  fenced  and  improved,  and  the  drinking 
fountain  fixed. 

A  new  mortuary  has  been  built,  and  a  linen-room  provided. 

The  paths  have  been  regravelled  and  extended,  and  a  roadway 
made  to  the  basement,  from  around  which  the  earth  will  shortly  be 
removed. 

A  new  gasometer  has  been  put  up,  and  there  have  been  additions 
to  the  farm  buildings. 

Arrangements  are  now  completed  with  the  Cater  ham  Company 
the  water  supply,  which  will  be  laid  on  almost  immediately. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  done  towards  the  enlargement  of  the  hall, 
but  we  hope  no  further  delay  will  take  place  in  this  most  necessary 
improvement. 

We  were  much  struck  in  our  passage  through  the  wards  with  the 
absolute  monotony  of  the  wall  colouring.  We  think  that  as  a  means 
of  treatment,  a  variety  of  light  cheerful  colours  should  be  introduced, 
and  also  that  some  of  the  walls  should  be  papered. 

However  satisfactory  the  general  condition  of  the  great  body  of 
the  patients  may  be,  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  more  might  be 
done  for  the  worst  class  of  children.  In  what  are  called  the  pro¬ 
bationary  wards,  we  found  them  quite  unprovided  with  any  means 
of  amusement,  such  as  toys  and  games.  The  rooms  were  bare  and 
unattractive,  and  little  seemed  to  be  attempted  in  the  way  of  train- 
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Appendix  (G.)  ing.  In  the  7th  class-room,  on  the  male  side,  In  which  there  are 
n  _  36  patients,  mostly  children,  we  think  that  the  substitution  of 

females  for  the  male  attendants  now  employed,  would  be  attended 
with  the  best  results. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  servants  is  very  large,  amounting  in 
both  divisions  to  126,  exclusive  of  10  superior  officers.  Of  this 
number,  34  men  and  25  women  are  employed  solely  as  attendants. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  wages, 
both  of  the  nurses  and  attendants.  The  former,  some  of  whom 
commenced  their  duties  with  wages  as  low  as  61.  a  year,  now  begin 
at  14  /,,  increasing  1  h  annually  to  18/. 

The  attendants,  who  formerly  commenced  at  20/.,  have  now  25/., 
increasing  to  30/. 

The  assistant  medical  officer’s  salary  has  been  increased  from 
100/.  to  150/.  per  annum. 

Prayers  continue  to  be  read  daily  in  the  hall,  and  there  is  a  special 
service  on  Sunday. 

A  special  service  is  also  given  gratuitously  once  a  month  by  the 
incumbent  of  a  neighbouring  church,  at  which  about  100  of  the 
patients  are  present.  Until  a  chapel  and  a  chaplain  are  provided 
for  the  institution,  it  would,  we  think,  be  desirable  that  arrange¬ 
ments  should,  if  possible,  be  made  for  holding  these  services  more 
frequently. 

We  have  examined  the  books,  and  find  that  all  the  statutory 
records  are  duly  made  ;  but  it  is  our  duty  to  direct  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  159  leaves  have  been  cut  out  of  the  case-books,  relating  to 
the  progress  and  treatment  of  as  many  patients,  who  have  either  left 
the  asylum,  or  died  therein.  The  various  statements  relating  to 
these  patients  on  admission  still  remain,  the  only  addition  being  the 
fact  of  their  death  or  discharge,  the  date  of  either  being  in  most 
instances  omitted,  and  also  the  cause  of  death.  We  understand  that 
the  committee  have  hitherto  failed  to  ascertain  or  discover  the 
author  of  this  grave  offence 

The  committee  appear  to  devote  much  time  to  the  welfare  of  this 
important  and  useful  institution,  and  Dr.  Grabham  evidently  gives 
his  best  attention  to  its  management,  and  the  well-being  of  the 
patients. 


York  Lunatic  Hospital. 


29  January  1868. 

We  have  this  day  visited  and  inspected  the  Hospital,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  female  pauper,  absent  on  trial,  have  seen  and 
examined  all  the  patients.

An  inquest  was  held  in  the  case  of  the  sudden  death;  from  heart 
disease,  of  a  female  patient. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Institution  is  good;  the  patients  last 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  (none  for  any  serious  dis¬ 
order)  being  only  two  in  the  male  division,  and  five  in  the  female. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes,  and  all  classes,  were  found  by  us  quiet 
and  orderly,  and  excepting  a  few  male  private  patients  of  the  lower 
class,  who  are  indifferently  supplied  with  clothes,  their  personal 
condition  was  very  satisfactory. 

We  noticed,  with  special  approbation,  the  dress  of  the  paupers. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  restraint 
or  seclusion. 

At  the  time  of  arrival,  about  two-thirds  of  the  patients  were  on 
their  way  to  the  Chapel,  wherein,  on  Wednesday  in  every  week,  the 
Litany  and  Scriptures  are  read,  and  a  hymn  sung. 

About  30  patients,  including  three  or  four  of  the  female  sex,  are 
permitted  to  walk  out  unattended,  on  parole,  and  we  are  informed 
by  Dr.  Needham  that  in  no  case  has  the  confidence  thus  placed  in 
them  been  abused. 

One  good  effect  of  the  increased  liberty  which  the  protection  of 
palissade  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  land  (in  lieu  of  the  old 
broken  hedge)  has  been  materially  to  lessen  the  attempts  or  dis¬ 
position  to  escape. 

Upwards  of  two-thirds  of  the  patients,  private  and  pauper,  attend 
Divine  service  in  the  Chapel  on  Sundays,  and  several  go  to  the 
cathedral. 

The  patients  enjoy  weekly  balls,  concerts,  or  lectures,  and  on  every 
alternate  Saturday,  a  party  of  patients  of  both  sexes,  forming  what 
is  called  the  <c  Discussion  Club,”  meet  in  the  Board-room,  when 
papers  written  by  patients  are  read  and  discussed. 

The  advantage  derived  by  the  patients  from  the  evening  enter¬ 
tainments  referred  to,  would  be  materially  promoted  and  extended 
by  a  general  Recreation-hall,  which  is  a  great  desideratum. 

The  old  Chapel  has  been  converted  into  a  billiard-room,  and  fur 
nished  with  an  excellent  table.

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Appendix  (G,)  There  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  much  done  in  the  way  of 
fresh  carpeting,  and  other  renovation. 

The  Hospital  throughout  is  in  satisfactory  order,  and  the  condition 
of  the  patients  creditable  to  Dr.  Needham’s  superintendence. 


The  Retreat,  York. 

17  July  1868. 

We  have  inspected  this  hospital  and  seen  all  the  patients,  except 
two  of  the  gentlemen,  who  had  gone  to  see  the  cricket  match.  The 
numbers  on  the  books  are  51  of  the  male  and  83  of  the  female  sex. 
Since  our  last  visit,  10  males  and  14  females  have  been  admitted, 
6  males  and  8  females  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes,  and  2 
males  and  8  females  have  been  discharged. 

We  have  again  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  institution  is 
throughout  in  excellent  order,  and  that  the  patients  continue  to  receive 
all  necessary  care  and  attention.  There  is  still  a  somewhat  large 
proportion  of  old,  feeble  cases,  but  the  general  health  is  good,  and 
last  week  only  four  of  each  sex  were  under  medical  treatment. 

Four  men  and  three  women  have  been  secluded  from  time  to  time, 
since  the  last  visit.  There  is  no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint. 
It  appears,  however,  that  one  of  the  male  patients,  and  also  a  young 
lady,  sometimes  wear  a  pair  of  muffle  gloves,  which  do  not  confine 
the  arms.  This  fact  has  hitherto  not  been  reported  in  the  medical 
journal,  but  Dr.  Kitching,  at  our  request,  promises  that  all  future 
instances  of  this  species  of  restraint  shall  be  duly  recorded. 

The  practice  of  taking  the  patients  beyond  the  premises  for  exer¬ 
cise  and  recreation,  is  continued  with  success,  and  about  100  out  of 
the  135  now  here  enjoy  the  privilege.  All  the  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  are  as  before  reported. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries. 

As  regards  the  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  we  find  that  for 
the  men  there  are  12  day  and  1  night  attendant,  and  for  the  women 
19  day  and  1  night  nurse.  Every  ward  has  at  least  2  attendants. 

The  scriptures  are  read  daily  in  all  the  wards,  and  on  Sundays 
Divine  service  is  performed  in  the  chapel.  At  these  services,  many 
patients,  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Society  of  Friends,  frequently 
attend,  and  nearly  20  of  the  whole  body  of  patients  go  to  church  in 
York.  We  noticed  that  many  of  the  rooms  had  been  newly  papered, 
and  a  considerable  number  of  carpets,  & c.,  have  been  supplied.  The 
hospital  is  very  nearly  full,  and  the  question  of  enlargement  has 
been  under  the  consideration  of  the  committee,  who,  we  hear,  pur¬ 
pose  shortly  sending  about  40  of  the  patients  to  Scarborough,  where 
a  house  has  already  been  taken  for  them. 

A  plan  has  been  suggested  for  establishing  a  branch  or  conva¬ 
lescent  hospital,  to  which  patients  may  be  removed  from  time  to 
time,  for  change  of  scene,  or  for  the  benefit  of  their  health.  Such 
an  arrangement  would,  we  think,  prove  highly  advantageous,  and 
we  hope  the  matter  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  various  books,  and  made  an 
entry  in  the  patients’  book.

Lunatic  Hospital,  Fort  Pitt,  Chatham, 

26  November  1868. 

We  this  day  visited  the  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Fort  Pitt,  and  saw 
and  examined  the  inmates,  29  in  number,  of  whom  one  arrived 
during  our  visit. 

We  were  accompanied  upon  our  inspection  by  Dr.  Ferguson,  who 
was,  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Blatherwick,  in  medical  charge  of  the 
Hospital,  and  from  whom,  also  from  Serjeant  Major  Gould,  we  re¬ 
ceived  every  information  and  assistance. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  17th  October  1867,  207  patients 
have  been  admitted  and  189  discharged,  and  3  have  died;  1  sud¬ 
denly  from  epilepsy  a  few  days  after  his  reception,  and  the  other  2 
from  phthisis ;  one  of  the  latter  two  days  after  his  arrival. 

The  details  of  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths  since  the  last 
visit,  and  the  disposal  of  the  soldiers  discharged,  are  set  forth  in  the 
subjoined  table. 

The  soldiers  sent  to  their  respective  unions  since  the  1st  January 
last  have  been  17  in  number. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospital  is  at  present  satisfactory. 

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  any  instance  of  mechanical 
restraint. 

During  that  period  7  patients  have  been  placed  in  seclusion  on 
account  of  their  violence,  altogether  on  1*5  occasions;  1  having  been 
secluded  five  times,  and  3  once  each. 

We  found  the  patients  quiet  and  orderly,  and  the  hospital 
throughout  clean  and  the  beds  in  proper  order.  The  day-rooms, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  any  decorations  or  objects  of  interest, 
present  a  very  cheerless  aspect. 

No  means  of  employment  are  provided  in-doors,  and,  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  season,  none  of  the  patients  work  in  the  garden. 

In  consequence  of  the  practice  of  passing  from  patient  to  patient 
in  rapid  succession,  suits  of  clothes,  without  regard  to  the  various 
statures  of  the  wearers,  several  as  to  dress  presented  an  untidy  and 
slovenly  appearance.  This,  we  think,  calls  for  attention. 

The  arrangements  generally  continued  as  previously  reported. 

Were  it  not  for  the  expected  removal  of  the  Establishment  in  the 
spring  to  Netley,  we  should  suggest  several  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments,  from  which,  in  existing  circumstances,  we  abstain. 

The  permanent  staff  of  attendants  is,  as  before,  eight  in  number, 
the  remuneration  for  their  special  services  being  an  addition  to  their 
pay  of  3  cl,  per  day 

The  following  patients  are  about  to  be  sent  forthwith  to  Grove 
Hall,  Bow :  —

The  admissions  have  been  numerous,  embracing  an  unusual  num¬ 
ber  of  severe  cases,  23  of  which  were  complicated  with  suicidal,  and 
8  with  homicidal  impulses.  The  maximum  daily  number  resi¬ 
dent  was  45. 

One  attempt  at  suicide  occurred  in  the  hospital.  Private  C. 
made  a  determined  effort  to  strangle  himself  on  the  12th  November. 
He  was  immediately  detected,  and  placed  under  close  surveillance. 

During  the  summer  frequent  delays  occurred  in  removing  the 
worst  cases  to  Grove  Hall  Asylum,  on  account  of  a  temporary  want 
of  room  at  that  establishment. 

Many  cases  not  requiring  restraint,  and  being,  in  fact,  harmless, 
yet  incapable  of  gaining  a  living  from  mental  incompetency,  have 
been  from  time  to  time  recommended  to  be  sent  to  the  care  of  the 
authorities  ot  the  respective  unions  in  England.  Much  difficulty 

has 
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has  occurred  in  carrying  this  measure  into  effect,  in  consequence  of  Appendix  (H.) 

the  boards  of  guardians  having  frequently  refused  to  receive  these 

cases. 

The  excessive  heat  of  the  summer  operated  prejudicially  on  some 
of  the  patients,  setting  up  excitement ;  but  no  epidemic,  nor  even 
the  ordinary  summer  diarrhoea,  was  prevalent.

Royal  Naval  Asylum,  Great  Yarmouth. 


26  October  1868. 

We,  the  undersigned.  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  report  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  visit  made  by  us  this  day  to  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Great 
Yarmouth,  in  which  lunatic  officers  and  seamen  of  the  navy  are 
received. 

We  found  the  institution  and  its  inmates  in  a  thoroughly  satisfac¬ 
tory  state.  Since  the  last  visit,  in  the  middle  of  February  1867, 
much  has  been  done  for  the  better  administration  of  the  hospital  and 


the  greater  comfort  of  its  patients ;  and  we  saw  ab  undant  indication  to¬ 
day  that  Deputy  Inspector  General  Dr.  Macleod,  with  the  most  able 
assistance  of  Dr.  Whicher,  continues  to  discharge  with  characteristic 
energy  and  success  the  duties  entrusted  to  him.  Wisely  thinking 
little  to  be  done  while  anything  remains  to  do,  he  has  made  un¬ 
ceasing  effort,  in  the  interval  named,  not  only  to  bring  every  part 
of  the  accommodation  of  the  hospital  into  suitable  and  cheerful  con¬ 
dition,  but  to  increase  the  working  efficiency  of  its  several  depart¬ 
ments.  The  consequences  are  manifest  in  the  general  improvement 
as  well  as  greater  contentment  of  all  classes  of  the  patients  ;  and  at 
no  former  visit  could  we  have  said,  as  it  is  at  present  in  our  power 
to  say,  that  not  a  complaint  of  any  description  was  made  to  us 
during  the  visit,  by  any  officer  or  seaman.  All  were  free  from 
excitement,  and,  as  to  personal  appearance,  in  a  most  satisfactory 
state . 

Prominent  among  the  improvements  are  several  new  waterclosets, 
with  cross  ventilation  above  and  below,  already  in  B.  and  C.  houses, 
and  about  to  be  supplied  generally ;  a  new  bath-room  in  E.  house, 
warmed  with  hot  water  pipes,  and  including  vapour  and  shower 
bath,  as  well  as  two  ordinary  baths  for  officers,  and  six  for  seamen  ; 
and  arrangements  for  separating  from  the  seamen  the  warrant  and 
junior  engineer  officers,  which  have  contributed  most  importantly  to 
the  increased  comfort  of  all.  A  cheerful  well  furnished  day-room  has 
been  obtained  for  these  officers  by  conversion  of  the  old  seamen’s  re¬ 
fractory  ward ;  while,  in  place  of  the  latter,  a  ward  is  provided  far 
superior  to  its  predecessor,  better  hung  with  pictures,  more  com¬ 
fortably  furnished  with  easy  and  soft  chairs  and  sofas,  and  with 
linoleum  on  the  floor.  Noticeable  also,  in  the  upper  story  of  the 
same  building,  are  such  improvements  as  a  new  chief  attendant’s- 
room,  a  new  dormitory,  and  a  mess-room,  admirably  constructed 
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Appendix  (H.)  from  the  old  dormitory,  with  new  fireplaces,  handsome  marble  man- 

-  tie-pieces,  and  other  suitable  decorations.  All  this  has  involved  at 

the  same  time,  in  other  portions  of  the  hospital  as  well  those  now 
spoken  of,  much  fresh  papering  and  painting.  Much  cheerful  oak 
and  maple  graining  has  been  executed  by  attendants  and  patients ; 
some  dilapidated  hall-entrances  have  been  repaired  with  tesselated 
tiles ;  the  supply  of  new  pictures  and  ornaments  for  the  day-rooms 
has  been  very  large ;  and  mention  should  not  be  omitted  of  the 
placing  of  handrails  to  staircases  used  by  the  old  and  infirm.  Three 
of  the  dining-halls  have  thus  undergone  complete  renovation ;  a  new 
billiard-room  has  been  opened,  with  table  re-covered,  a  slate-bed  fixed, 
a  handsome  marble  mantlepiece,  and  all  cheerful  furniture  on  the 
walls  and  floor ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  old  recreation  ward  of 
the  officers  has  been  given  up  to  the  seamen  and  marines,  for  use  as  a 
reading-room,  that  which  they  already  had  being  reserved  for  music 
and  dancing. 

Other  changes  are  in  progress,  which  will  also  be  great  improve¬ 
ments.  Between  A.  and  B.  houses  there  will  be  a  reception-room  for 
visitors  to  the  officers ;  in  the  angle  between  the  cook-house  and  H. 
house  will  be  one  for  the  seamen  and  marines ;  the  quadrangle  and 
the  respective  airing  grounds  of  officers  and  seamen  will  have  each  a 
drinking  fountain  ;  and  the  ground  in  front  of  the  hospital  will,  we 
trust,  be  enclosed.  But  we  have  discussed  to  day,  with  Dr.  Macleod, 
a  change  more  important  than  any  we  have  yet  referred  to,  involv¬ 
ing  not  only  an  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  hospital,  but  a  con¬ 
siderable  extension  of  its  priceless  benefits. 

What  it  now  perhaps  needs  most  urgently  is  a  ward  for  contagious 
diseases,  and  this  may  be  obtained  at  a  small  cost  by  conversion  of 
one  of  the  lower  wards  in  the  H.  house,  used  for  stores/ and  sup¬ 
plied  already  with  bath-room,  watercloset,  and  attendant’s  cabin. 
Provision  made  elsewhere  for  the  stores  would  release  another  ward 
on  the  ground  floor,  which,  with  the  like  ward  overhead,  and  an¬ 
other  precisely  similar  obtainable  on  the  same  floor,  by  throwing  into 
one  the  several  sleeping  cabins,  would  increase  by  40  or  50  beds  the 
accommodation  of  the  hospital.  It  is  a  proposal  which  strikes  us  as 
of  the  greatest  importance.  We  desire  also,  in  the  interest  of  the  older 
and  more  infirm  of  the  officers,  to  solicit  favourable  consideration  for 
a  design  to  warm  with  hot  water  pipes  a  passage  between  A.  and  B. 
houses,  used  by  these  elderly  patients  in  the  winter  to  pass  from 
their  day-room  in  B.  to  their  sleeping-room  in  A. 

Adverting  to  things  specially  remarked  upon  in  our  last  report,  we 
have  to  mention  that  the  greenhouse  recommended  for  the  better 
supply  of  plants  in  the  wards  has  been  constructed,  and  that  all  the 
offi  cers’  cabins  are  now  supplied  with  blinds  and  curtains ;  but  on 
the  other  hand  it  is  matter  for  regret  that  the  building  of  the  new 
workshops  is  still  delayed,  and  that  it  has  not  yet  been  found  prac¬ 
ticable  to  appoint  exclusive  night  attendants.  There  is,  however, 
as  to  this  latter  point,  some  hope  shortly  of  making  such  arrange¬ 
ments  as  will  otherwise  satisfy  the  want.  There  are  at  present,  to 
the  190  patients,  24  attendants;  the  classification  desirable  in  a 
naval  hospital,  and  infirm  cases  among  the  officers,  requiring  this 
proportion ;  and  it  is  felt  that  an  addition  of  four  more  for  exclusive 
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night  watching  would  be  inconvenient.  But  this  objection  would  at  Appendix  (H.) 
once  be  removed  if  arrangements  could  be  made  to  admit  of  the 
introduction  of  two  efficient  female  nurses ;  and  this  is  the  view 
taken  by  Dr.  Macleod.  The  watch  in  the  officers’  and  seamens’ 
quarters  would  then  remain  as  at  present,  with  the  difference  that 
during  the  intervals  of  repose  necessary  to  these  two  men,  a  fe¬ 
male  nurse  would  be  constantly  in  attendance  in  each  of  the  sick 
wards.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  difficulty  in  the  way  of  car¬ 
rying  out  such  a  plan,  except  what  may  be  incident  to  the  provision 
in  a  male  hospital  of  the  amount  of  female  accommodation  required ; 
and  it  seems  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  moment  that  the  experi¬ 
ment  should  be  tried.  We  have  pleasure  in  adding,  in  connection 
with  the  subject,  that  since  the  hospital  was  last  visited  by  us,  the 
pay  of  the  attendants  has  been  increased,  and  some  pensions  for 
service  granted  to  them. 

Of  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the  several  cabins  to-day,  of 
the  pure  fresh  air  and  ventilation  in  the  associated  dormitories,  of  the 
cubical  space  in  the  sick  wards,  of  the  arrangements  which  secure 
that  no  one,  whether  officer,  seaman,  or  marine,  lives  by  day  where 
he  sleeps  by  night,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  speak  too  highly.  We 
had  only  to  suggest,  as  we  passed  through  the  associated  dormitories, 
such  better  management  of  the  combs  and  brushes  in  use  as  will 
always  ensure  that  each  patient  has  his  own. 

Some  statistory  details  remain  to  be  given.  Since  February 
1867,  74  fresh  cases  have  been  admitted,  16  being  officers  and  58 
seamen ;  there  have  been  28  discharges,  of  8  officers  and  20  seamen 
or  marines,  all  of  whom  had  recovered ;  and  the  deaths  have  been  30, 

7  officers  and  23  seamen.  There  are  in  the  hospital  to-day  altogether 
189  patients,  35  being  officers,  and  154  junior  or  warrant  officers, 
seamen,  or  marines.  The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  disease, 
principally  palsy,  epilepsy,  other  forms  of  brain  disease,  and 
phthisis.  There  has  hardly  been  a  case  of  seclusion  since  the  last 
visit ;  the  officer  to  whom  at  that  time,  and  previously,  it  had  been 
very  much  applied,  having  since  become  nearly  convalescent.  He 
spoke  to  us  very  quietly  and  rationally  to-day. 

Nearly  all  the  seamen,  and  many  of  the  officers,  were  in  their 
airing-courts ;  and  excellent  provision  appears  to  be  made  as  well  for 
walking  exercise  beyond  the  hospital  as  for  carriage  drives,  suitable 
to  the  infirm  and  old  among  the  officers,  and  for  employment  as  far 
as  possible  of  the  seamen  and  marines,  about  100  of  whom  at  present 
have  regular  daily  occupation,  14  at  trades,  about  30  in  the  grounds, 
and  others  in  the  wards  and  offices.  As  many  as  80  of  the  seamen 
were  lately  taken  to  the  theatres  and  other  places  of  public  amuse¬ 
ment.

To  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Isle  of  Man  Lunatic 

Asylum. 


Gentlemen,, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  a  report  of  the  progress  and  condition  of 
the  asylum  and  its  inmates  for  the  past  1 1  months.  The  asylum 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  2nd  June  1868;  there 
were  at  that  time  64  patients,  namely,  30  males  and  34  females,  under 
treatment  in  the  temporary  asylum  at  Oatlands,  the  whole  of  whom 
were  removed  in  the  course  of  about  three  weeks  to  this  institution. 

This  asylum  is  capable  of  accommodating  114  patients,  namely, 
51  males  and  63  females;  there  are  12  single  bed-rooms  on  either 
side  of  the  house. 

The  changes  amongst  the  patients  during  the  past  11  months 
have  been  as  follows:  —

The  recoveries  have  been  at  the  rate  of  32*6  per  cent,  of  the 
admissions. 


The  deaths  have  been  in  the  proportion  of  12  2  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number  under  treatment ;  this  cannot  be  deemed  a  high  rate  of 
mortality  when  it  is  considered  that  this  is  the  only  institution  on 
the  island  for  the  reception  of  people  of  all  classes,  reduced  by 
poverty  or  disease  to  a  state  of  helplessness  and  imbecility ;  having 
been  kept  at  home  until  they  have  become  unmanageable  by  their 
friends,  they  are  in  many  instances,  as  a  last  resource,  when  almost 
all  hope  of  amendment  has  passed  away,  sent  into  the  asylum  to  end 
the  few  remaining  days  of  their  existence. 

A  coronor’s  inquest  has  been  held  in  every  case  of  death,  and  a 
verdict  of  “  death  from  natural  causes”  on  each  occasion  returned.

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Much  progress  has  been  made  in  laying  out  the  grounds,  and  Appendix  (I.) 
5,000  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted.  - - * 

The  airing  courts  and  laundry  yard,  which  are  much  needed,  are 
not  yet  completed,  but  are  being  rapidly  proceeded  with.  The 
average  daily  number  of  male  patients  employed  out  of  doors  during 
the  last  two  months  has  been  at  the  rate  of  40  per  cent,  of  those  under 
treatment. 

The  shops  have  also  been  well  maintained. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  female  patients  are  also  usefully 
employed,  either  in  the  laundry,  kitchen,  or  work-room. 

The  earth  closet  system  in  operation  throughout  the  asylum, 
answers  most  satisfactorily  ;  with  ordinary  care  and  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants,  there  is  not  the  slightest  smell  in  any  of  the 
closets  in  constant  use,  and  the  benefit  derived  by  the  farm  from  the 
utilisation  of  the  soil  is  very  considerable. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  since  their  removal  from  the 
temporary  asylum  has  much  improved,  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to 
state,  that  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  and  scarlet 
fever  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  asylum,  no  epidemic  of  any  kind 
has  reached  its  inmates. 

The  cost  for  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  during  the  past  12 
months  has  been  at  the  rate  of  13  s .  4|  cl.  per  head  per  week. 

There  are  many  items  here  charged  to  the  maintenance,  which  in 
England  are  not  included,  such  as  fees  for  medical  certificates  on 
admission  of  patients,  removals  to  and  from  the  asylum,  funeral 
expenses,  &c.,  all  of  which  tend  to  raise  the  cost  per  head,  and 
render  any  comparison  with  other  asylums  unfair  ;  the  expenses  also 
during  the  first  quarter  were  much  greater  than  are  likely  to  occur 
again  in  consequence  of  having  to  keep  open  two  establishments 
during  part  of  the  time ;  the  farm  also  is  only  just  now  getting  into 
working  order.  All  the  patients,  male  and  female,  take  their  meals 
together  daily  in  the  large  dining-hall.  Divine  service  is  also  held 
every  Sunday  in  the  same  room,  which  is  much  appreciated  and  well 
attended. 

One  evening  in  the  week  is  set  apart  for  recreation  ;  dancing,  sing¬ 
ing,  music  and  theatrical  performances  have  enlivened  the  long 
winter  evenings,  and  have  been  much  enjoyed  by  a  large  proportion 
of  the  patients. 

I  am  able  to  report  favourably  of  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  and  my  thanks  are  especially  due  to 
the  matron  and  steward  for  the  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered 
me  in  the  management  of  the  asylum.

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St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

29  April  1869. 

W e  have  inspected  every  part  of  the  building,  and  personally 
examined  all  the  patients  except  five  men  and  six  women,  who  are 
absent  on  probation. 

'To-day  the  inmates  are  129  in  number,  of  whom  19  males  and  37 
females  are  acute  or  curable  cases,  and  30  males  and  43  females  are 
boarders  or  incurable  patients.  One  woman  was  secluded ;  she  had 
been  very  recently  admitted,  and  was  in  a  state  of  acute  mania. 
Three  other  women  were  in  bed,  one  of  them  being  seriously  ill. 
Only  one  of  the  men  was  confined  to  bed,  more  in  consequence  of 
acute  mania  than  from  bodily  illness.  There  appears  to  have  been 
no  instance  of  mechanical  restraint  since  our  colleagues’  visit,  and, 
according  to  the  records  in  the  medical  journal,  only  two  males  and 
three  females  have  been  secluded  for  short  periods. 

We  found  the  majority  of  the  men  walking  in  the  yard,  which 
has  been  much  improved  by  the  removal  of  the  wall  which  separated 
it  from  the  newly-acquired  piece  of  ground,  formerly  a  place  of 
burial.  Many  of  the  male  patients  were  but  shabbily  dressed,  some 
were  ragged,  and  several  wore  hats  without  crowns.  For  this  state 
of  things  the  patients’  friends  may,  perhaps,  be  deemed  responsible, 
but  it  was  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  male  attendants,  that  so 
many  of  the  men  were  suffered  to  go  about  with  their  trousers  un¬ 
buttoned,  their  shoes  untied,  and  their  clothes  dirty  and  unbrushed. 
There  have  been  numerous  changes  in  the  staff  of  attendants  lately, 
but  we  cannot  say  that  we  were  very  favourably  impressed  with 
the  majority  of  those  in  charge  of  the  male  division,  who  are  now 
eight  in  number.  On  the  female  side  the  nurses  seem  respectable 
and  efficient;  there  are  12  of  them,  besides  the  night  watch.  The 
suggestion  so  often  made  for  a  fixed  night  attendant  in  the  male 
wards  has  at  length  been  complied  with ;  the  arrangements  in  this 
respect  being  now  the  same  in  both  divisions. 

Although  in  the  divisions  called  the  “  wards  ”  there  are  books 
and  other  means  of  amusement,  very  few  of  the  male  patients  seem 
to  avail  themselves  of  them,  the  majority  being  listless  and  unoccu¬ 
pied.  The  ladies  in  the  corresponding  departments  were  far  more 
generally  employed.  In  the  “  wings  ”  in  both  divisions  the  want  of 
amusements  or  interesting  pursuits  was  strikingly  manifest,  and  the 
remarks  made  by  our  colleagues  on  this  subject  at  their  last  visit 
are  still  quite  applicable.  The  subject  of  occupation  and  amuse¬ 
ment,  and  the  question  of  how  best  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  the 
patients’  lives,  is  one  which  we  strongly  urge  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  committee.  Except  once  a  year  there  are  no  meetings  what¬ 
ever  for  purposes  of  recreation.  The  sexes  never  meet  even  at 
dinner,  and  of  the  whole  number  now  in  the  house,  only  seven  go 
beyond  the  premises. 

I  here  is  a  billiard  table,  but  it  is  rarely  if  ever  used,  and  a 
bowling  green,  of  which  the  same  may  be  said.  There  are  no  skit¬ 
tles,  croquet,  fives,  or  other  out-door  games  for  the  men.  A  very  few 

of 
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of  the  women  get  a  drive  about  once  a  fortnight  in  a  fly,  the  cost 
of  which  is  defrayed  by  a  subscription  amongst  the  patients’  friends. 
The  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit  for  the  abolition  of  the 
old  crib  bedsteads,  and  the  supply  of  chairs  and  presses  in  the  bed¬ 
rooms,  have  not  been  complied  with.  Immediate  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  flock  beds  used  on  the  majority  of  the  crib  bedsteads. 
Having  caused  some  of  them  to  be  opened,  we  found  they  contained 
only  hard  knotted  lumps  of  flock  mixed  with  pieces  of  refuse, 
woollen  drugget,  and  felt.  Such  a  bed  as  this  when  laid  on  the 
wooden  bottom  of  the  crib  bedstead  must  be  quite  unfit  to  rest  on. 
The  laundry  arrangements  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  a  proper  sup¬ 
ply  of  clean  bed  linen,  but  there  is  a  custom  here  of  obliging  the 
attendants  in  both  divisions  to  clean  soiled  and  wetted  sheets  and 
bedding  before  sending  them  to  the  wash-house.  We  are  very 
strongly  of  opinion  that  a  task  of  this  description  should  not  be 
thrown  upon  the  attendants,  for  it  is  not  probable  that  the  services 
of  superior  persons  will  be  secured,  whilst  duties  of  so  very  dis¬ 
agreeable  a  nature  are  allotted  to  them. 

There  has  been  no  change  or  improvement  in  the  hot-water 
apparatus,  but  by  careful  arrangements  and  regulations  for  econo¬ 
mising  the  use  of  hot-water,  it  appears  from  the  statements 
made  to  us  by  the  attendants,  that  no  very  serious  inconvenience  is 
now  felt.  In  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Dickson,  however,  the  supply  is 
still  inadequate,  and  he  proposes  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  suggest  that  new  boilers  shall  be  erected.  We  trust  that 
his  suggestions  will  meet  with  immediate  attention. 

If  would  be  needless  on  the  present  occasion  to  repeat  the  obser¬ 
vations  we  have  so  frequently  made  as  to  the  unsuitableness  of  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  both  as  regards  its  construction  and  its  position, 
for  the  purposes  of  an  asylum  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  The 
defects  are  such  as  could  be  cured  by  no  structural  alterations ;  but 
something  might  be  done  to  improve  the  “  wings,”  by  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  furniture  and  objects  of  interest,  and  thus  bring  them  more 
nearly  to  the  condition  of  the  day-rooms  in  the  central  galleries. 
At  present  they  have  a  painfully  bare  and  gloomy  appearance,  quite 
sufficient,  when  combined  with  the  almost  total  absence  of  means  of 
amusement,  to  account  for  the  dull  and  listless  aspect  of  their  in¬ 
mates. 

We  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  patients  at  dinner.  The 
food  which  we  tasted  was  good  and  well  cooked,  and  consisted  of 
roast  beef  and  potatoes.  Solid  meat  is  given  in  this  manner  on 
four  days  in  the  week,  but  on  two  days  only  soup,  to  which  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  meat  has  been  added,  is  allowed.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  a  meal  of  this  description  is  not  satisfactory,  nor  such  as  the 
patients  paying  one  guinea  per  week  are  entitled  to.  The  female 
patients  have  bread  and  butter  for  tea,  but  the  men  are  only  allowed 
bread  and  cheese  with  beer,  unless  tea  be  prescribed  for  them  as 
extra  diet  under  medical  orders.  A  revision  of  the  dietary  in  this 
respect  is  also  desirable,  but  above  all  it  is  necessary  that  an  imme¬ 
diate  change  should  be  made  as  regards  the  supply  of  vegetables, 
the  rule  at  present  being  that  potatoes  alone  are  allowed  all  the 
year  round.  All  we  could  learn  from  the  steward  was,  that  perhaps 
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on  three  or  perhaps  on  six  days  in  the  year  other  vegetables  were 
given.  Dr.  Dickson  has  been  resident  in  the  hospital  since  the  10th 
of  last  March,  but  his  appointment  as  superintendent  only  dates 
from  the  9th  instant.  We  questioned  him  as  to  his  position  and 
powers,  inquiring  whether  his  authority  in  regard  to  other  officers 
was  actually  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the  49th  section  of  the 
general  rules.  This  rule  is  as  follows :  <e  Subject  to  the  control  of 
the  general  or  house  committee,  he  shall  have  paramount  autho¬ 
rity  over  every  officer  resident  in  the  hospital  in  respect  of  the 
medical  and  moral  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  general  condition  of  the  hospital.”  Dr.  Dickson  stated  that 
although  this  rule  was  held  to  be  in  force,  there  were  certain  other 
regulations  and  customs  which  greatly  modified  it,  and  that  in  fact 
he  had  not  paramount  control  in  all  departments,  nor  such  powers  as, 
in  his  opinion,  were  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  government 
of  the  institution. 

Dr.  Dickson  has,  we  are  glad  to  hear,  brought  this  subject  under 
the  consideration  of  the  committee,  and  we  trust  that  they  will 
resolve  forthwith  to  place  the  hospital  under  his  individual  autho¬ 
rity,  subject  only  to  their  own  control. 

As  usual  at  our  annual  visitations  we  have  made  all  statutory 
inquiries,  and  examined  and  signed  the  books  and  registers.  As 
regards  the  visitation  and  management,  it  appears  that  according  to 
the  general  rules  the  house  committee  meet  at  the  hospital  every 
Friday  to  receive  applications  for  the  admission  of  patients ;  and 
at  least  once  a  month  “  they  are  required  to  inspect  every  part 
of  the  hospital,  and  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  the 
condition  in  which  they  find  the  establishment ;  together  with  such 
suggestions  for  its  improvement,  as  may  have  occurred  to  them 
during  inspection  ;  ”  and  a  like  inspection  is  to  be  made  at  some  un¬ 
certain  time  at  least  once  in  three  months  by  one  or  more  members 
of  the  committee.  How  far  these  important  duties  are  performed 
we  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  with  accuracy,  but  the  last  three 
records  of  inspection  by  members  of  the  committee  are  dated  the 
7th  of  August,  the  23rd  of  October,  and  the  24th  of  December  in 
the  past  year,  and  these  entries  contain  no  suggestions  for  improve¬ 
ments. 

It  appears  that  since  the  last  visit  on  the  3rd  of  December  1868, 
24  male  and  38  female  patients  have  been  admitted,  23  males  and 
35  females  have  been  discharged,  and  2  males  and  4  females  have 
died. 

3  here  are  now  vacancies  for  15  male  and  28  female  patients. 

The  average  weekly  cost  per  patient  is  now  1  /.  2  s.  0 id. 
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To  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Old  Street,  London,  E.C.,

W E,  the  committee  of  St.  Luke  s  Hospital,  having  duly  and 
carefully  considered  the  entry  made  by  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy  in  the  visitors’  book,  after  their  statutory  visit,  made  on  the 
29th  April  1869,  desire  to  say  that  we  are  always  prepared  to 
receive  with  every  consideration  the  suggestions  made  to  us  by  the 
Commissioners.  W e  are  satisfied  that  they  are  actuated  by  the  best 
motives,  we  fully  recognise  the  experience  from  which  their  suggest 
tions  emanate,  and  we  wish  to  carry  them  out  whenever  it  is  in  our 
power  to  do  so.  But  we  regret  that  the  Commissioners,  who  have, 
as  we  are  well  aware,  an  objection  to  hospitals  situate  in  London, 
should  repeatedly  express  themselves  in  terms  which  must  create  a 
prejudice  against  this  institution  ;  for,  whatever  may  be  its  defects, 
it  still  renders  great  and  most  important  service  to  the  public,  and 
we  think  that  while  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  its  results  of  treatment 
will  bear  comparison  with  any  similar  institution  in  the  kingdom,  it 
is  discouraging  to  those  who,  at  a  great  sacrifice  of  valuable  time, 
interest  themselves  in  its  behalf,  to  have  sundry  and  manifold  sug¬ 
gestions  repeatedly  made  to  them  by  the  Commissioners,  which  they 
are,  from  want  of  funds  and  other  causes,  utterly  unable  to  comply 
with. 

The  Commissioners  cannot  but  be  aware  of  the  difficulties  with 
which  we  have  for  some  time  had  to  contend ;  these,  we  are  glad 
to  believe,  have  now  passed  away.  But  to  speak  to  the  points  of 
comment ;  we  would  say,  with  regard  to  the  clothing  of  the  patients, 
it  is  not  reasonable  that  we  should  be  held  responsible,  the  more  so 
when  it  is  considered  that  many  who  have  long  been  resident  as 
boarders,  some  over  30  years,  in  the  institution,  at  the  low  contri¬ 
bution  of  Is.  per  week  towards  their  support,  are  members  of 
families  too  poor  to  provide  them  with  more  or  better  clothing  than 
that  which  they  have.  The  Commissioners  have  noticed  the 
numerous  changes  in  the  staff  of  male  attendants,  and  remarked  that 
they  were  not  very  favourably  impressed  with  the  majority  of  them. 
W e  would  here  mention  the  great  difficulty  which  exists  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  efficient  men  to  undertake  the  duty,  and  in  order  to 
secure  more  reliable  attendants  we  not  long  since  raised  the  scale  of 
wages.  While  on  this  head,  we  must  call  the  attention  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  to  the  very  different  circumstances  under  which  male  and 
female  attendants  are  placed.  Female  attendants  are  as  a  rule 
young  women  of  the  class  of  upper  servants,  who  undertake  an 
attendant’s  situation  because  the  wages  are  better  than  those  of 
ordinary  service,  and  after  holding  situations  as  attendants  for  a  few 
years,  usually  resign  them  only  to  fill  better  positions.  It  is  not 
often,  however,  that  male  attendants  can  be  obtained  from  the  same 
respectable  class,  as  such  men  can,  as  a  rule,  obtain  higher  wages  by 
O.64.  engaging 
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engaging  in  other  pursuits.  Those  who  are  willing  to  engage  in 
the  duties  are,  as  a  rule,  of  a  class  considerably  beneath  that  which 
we  have  spoken  of;  they  are  usually  older  than  female  attendants, 
and  undertake  the  situations  in  asylums  only  when  they  have  failed 
in  other  occupations.  Some  consideration  must,  however,  be  made 
at  the  moment  for  the  newness  of  the  present. staff.  The  difficulty 
reported  to  us  by  our  medical  superintendent  is  that  of  awakening 
in  these  men  that  interest  in  the  patients  which  is  essential  to  the 
keeping  of  neatness  and  good  order.  We  are  glad,  however,  to 
observe  that  this  difficulty  is  already  partially  overcome,  and  we 
anticipate  that  before  long  there  may  be  no  reason  for  comment  on 
this  head.  We  have  for  years  had  a  fixed  night-watch  on  the  female 
side,  and  we  lately  appointed  a  fixed  night-watch  on  the  male  side, 
in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Commissioners.  But,  in 
order  to  place  the  night  attendance  on  the  most  satisfactory  footing, 
we  have  determined  to  appoint  a  second  fixed  night-attendant  on 
either  side  of  the  hospital,  and  also  to  introduce  Bent’s  system  of 
tell-tale. 

In  the  “  wings,”  the  more  or  less  absence  of  objects  of  interest  has 
arisen  from  the  destructive  habits  of  the  patients  who  occupy  them  ; 
in  almost  all,  however,  there  are  aviaries  and  birds,  and  in  all  there 
are  pictures,  in  some  there  are  books,  and  all  receive  the  daily  news¬ 
papers.  The  only  patients,  however,  who  are  in  these  divisions  are 
either  recent  and  acute  cases  of  mania,  imbeciles,  or  destructive 
patients,  who  are  with  difficulty  restrained  from  destroying  those 
articles  which  are  provided  for  their  amusement.  Every  case  that 
is  at  all  improving,  and  capable  of  appreciating  the  more  varied 
objects  of  interest  in  a  ward,  is  immediately  removed  there. 

With  regard  to  amusements  generally,  we  are  always  desirous  of 
providing  such  as  the  medical  superintendent  may  suggest  to  us,  if 
within  the  limit  of  onr  means.  The  number  who  walk  beyond  the 
hospital  boundaries  is  of  necessity  small,  as  the  population  of  the 
hospital  is  so  frequently  changing.  Many  of  the  cases  on  admission 
are  in  a  condition  of  bodily  health  rendering  them  unfit  for  out-door 
exercise,  and  most  are  in  a  mental  condition  unfit  for  public  gaze  ; 
but  we  are  assured  by  our  medical  superintendent  that  all  the  con¬ 
valescent  cases,  and  all  the  boarders  who  are  fit,  are  permitted  to 
walk  beyond  the  grounds.  About  30  patients  in  all  are  at  the 
present  time  capable  of  taking  such  exercise,  and  are  on  the  list  for 
that  purpose ;  as  many  as  seven,  and  sometimes  nine,  go  out  in  a  day. 

The  billiard-room,  which  at  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  workpeople,  is  daily  for  several  hours  at  the  service 
of  the  male  patients,  and  a  fire  is  kept  in  the  room  all  through  the 
winter.  The  skittle-alley  formerly  in  existence  was  removed  for 
the  purpose  of  building  the  new  wall.  It  will  immediately  be  re¬ 
placed  ;  while  the  bowling-green  has  already  been  levelled,  and  is 
being  laid  down  in  turf,  rendering  it  available  for  the  purposes  of 
either  bowls  or  croquet,  and  it  is  intended  that  patients  of  both 
sexes  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  meeting  here  regularly. 

A  fives-court  is  also  in  contemplation. 

I  he  present  condition  of  the  funds  of  the  hospital  would  hardly 
warrant  the  expense  of  regular  carriage  or  omnibus  drives,  or  even 
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of  frequent  excursions  into  the  country  and  pic-nic  parties.  It  has, 
however,  always  been  the  practice  during  the  summer  months  to 
provide  a  certain  amount  to  pay  for  special  excursions  and  amuse¬ 
ments.  This  will  be  continued,  and  if  possible  increased  ;  while  the 
weekly  or  fortnightly  dancing  and  musical  evenings  will  be  revived 
when  the  season  for  such  entertainments  comes  round. 

The  room  used  as  a  ball  and  concert-room,  and  two  of  the  wards, 
with  their  respective  bed-rooms,  have  already  been  whitewashed, 
papered,  and  otherwise  decorated.  The  three  other  wards  are  about 
to  go  through  a  similar  process  immediately;  also  several  single 
rooms  in  the  wings  which  require  attention.  The  padded-room  on 
the  male  side  has  already  been  thoroughly  cleansed. 

The  question  raised  by  the  Commissioners  from  time  to  time 
regarding  the  crib  bedsteads,  and  the  supply  of  chairs  and  presses  in 
the  bed-rooms,  is  constantly  before  us,  but  one  we  are  unable  to  deal 
with  from  want  of  funds.  We  are  glad  by  degrees  to  abolish  those 
that  are  now  in  use  and  substitute  modern,  but  such  a  change  as 
this  throughout  would  involve  a  very  large  outlay,  and  one  quite 
out  of  our  power.  As  regards  the  flock  beds,  we  have  gradually 
been  replacing  these  with  hair  mattresses. 

Regarding  the  cleansing  of  soiled  bed-linen  by  the  attendants 
before  sending  to  the  laundry,  this  duty  is  performed  by  a  junior 
attendant  of  the  ward  or  wing  wherein  it  is  soiled.  We  have  never 
yet  found  any  of  these  attendants  on  either  side  object  to  perform 
that  duty. 

Regarding  the  hot- water  apparatus,  the  subject  was  reported  upon 
by  our  medical  superintendent  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  general 
committee,  and  was  necessarily  postponed  until  estimates  could  be 
obtained  for  the  proposed  improvements  and  alterations,  which  we 
are  now  prepared  to  carry  out. 

Regarding  the  dietary  of  the  patients,  we  lately  requested  our 
medical  superintendent  to  make  a  full  inquiry  upon  the  present 
system,  and  to  report  fully  to  us  the  detail  and  practical  operation 
of  it.  He  informs  us  that  his  report  is  in  progress,  and  that  it  will 
contain  many  recommendations  for  alterations ;  among  which  are 
embodied  all  the  suggestions  in  the  Commissioners’  Report. 

The  medical  superintendent  has  always  been  empowered  to  order 
green  vegetables  at  his  discretion,  and  Dr.  Dickson  informs  us  that 
the  patients  now  have  these  frequently.  We  must  here  correct  an 
error  into  which  the  Commissioners  have  fallen,  when  they  state  that 
the  patients  only  have  solid  meat  four  times  a  week.  The  fact  is 
that  solid  meat  is  supplied  them  six  times  a  week  ;  the  meat  on  the 
seventh  day,  though  still  in  the  solid  form,  is  distributed  in  soup. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  make  any  distinction 
between  the  diet  and  treatment  of  those  cases  whose  friends  con¬ 
tribute  towards  their  support,  and  those  who  are  admitted  on  the 
free  list. 

On  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Dickson  to  the  office  of  resident 
medical  superintendent,  having  in  view  the  better  management  of 
the  establishment,  we  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  consider  and 
define  his  powers.  Their  report  when  made,  will,  we  anticipate, 
be  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  Commissioners. 

O.64.  Although 
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Although  no  record  has  been  entered  in  the  house  committee’s 
visitation  book  since  the  24th  December  1868,  the  wards  and  the 
different  parts  of  the  hospital  have  frequently  been  inspected,  and 
from  time  to  time  special  directions  for  repairs  have  been  given. 
We  have  ordered  that  a  more  regular  record  of  the  visits  of  the 
house  committee  shall  be  entered  in  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Commissioners,  there  are 
many  manifest  reasons  why  it  is  advisable  to  maintain  in  the  metro¬ 
polis  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  who  are  members  of 
families  of  the  middle  class  resident  in  any  part  of  the  country,  but 
possessed  of  only  small  means.  Not  the  least  of  which  are  the 
facilities  thus  afforded  for  the  transmission  of  the  patients  in  the 
first  instant  to  the  hospital,  and  the  subsequent  frequent  and  regular 
visits  of  friends,  thus  saving  a  double  journey  to  those  who  would 
have  to  pass  through  London  were  the  hospital  removed  from  its 
present  site,  it  being  a  common  centre  to  the  whole  of  England. 
Upon  the  subject  of  the  site,  and  the  structural  arrangements  of  the 
building,  we  must  again  recall  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioners 
the  facts  rendering  impossible  any  alteration.  The  ground  upon 
which  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  stands  is  leasehold.  It  is  held  for  a  term 
of  40  years,  renewable  every  14  years  on  payment  of  a  fine  of  200 
at  a  yearly  rental  of  200  ;  so  that  we  are  powerless  as  regards  its 

removal,  inasmuch  as  we  should  lose  all  beneficial  interest  in  the 
property,  and  sacrifice  everything  that  has  been  spent  upon  it  with¬ 
out  any  compensation.  Again,  the  building  was  commenced  in  the 
year  1782.  The  cost,  about  50,000  /.,  was  raised  by  public  subscrip¬ 
tion.  Its  interior  arrangement  is  substantially  the  same  as  that 
adopted  in  modern  asylums,  and  we  believe  would  challenge  com¬ 
parison  with  any  in  the  country ;  while  a  large  outlay,  were  such  in 
our  power,  would  not  in  any  great  degree  improve  the  exterior.  It 
is  notorious  that  all  visitors  who  come  to  the  hospital  are  agreeably 
surprised  at  the  great  comfort  which  they  find  in  the  wards. 

Various  schemes  are  under  consideration  for  the  purpose  of  bring¬ 
ing  the  claims  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  before  the  public,  and  we  need 
hardly  suggest  to  the  Commissioners  how  greatly  these  efforts  may  be 
counteracted  by  the  expression  of  their  opinion,  that  the  hospital  is 
unsuitable  to  its  purpose,  and  that  its  defects  are  irremediable. 

The  Committee  generally  hope  that  the  Commissioners  will  pay 
them  another  visit  before  long,  in  order  that  they  may  be  satisfied 
by  a  personal  inspection  that  all  possible  and  reasonable  objections 
have  been  remedied,  and  all  the  improvements  above  specified 
accomplished.  We  would  conclude  by  expressing  our  conviction 
that  all  these  matters  will  now  be  practically  dealt  with  according  to 
our  wishes,  and  the  wishes  of  the  Commissioners,  and  we  are  induced 
to  say  this  from  the  confidence  we  feel  in  the  good-will,  energy,  and 
intelligence  of  our  present  resident  medical  superintendent.
